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Tomorrow,  A  New  Me — 
Well,  Almost! 

In  discussing  what  kind  of  news  is  important,  Thoreau,  in 
Walden,  alludes  to  a  Chinese  philosopher  named  Khoungtseu, 
who  asked  the  messenger  of  a  dignitary  what  his  master  had 
been  doing  lately.  "My  master  desires  to  diminish  the  number 
of  his  faults"  replied  the  messenger;  "the  only  trouble  is,  he 
can't  come  to  the  end  of  them."  The  philosopher  was  im- 
pressed with  the  answer,  and  so  was  Thoreau.  For  Thoreau 
believed  that  a  man  could  make  no  better  use  of  his  time  than 
to  improve  the  quality  of  his  life  through  an  earnest  effort  to 
improve  his  character.  It  was  for  this  same  reason  that 
Thoreau  went  to  live  for  two  years  in  the  woods  of  Walden 
Pond,  near  Concord,  Massachusetts,  "so  to  love  wisdom  as  to 
live  according  to  its  dictates,  a  life  of  simplicity,  in- 
dependence, magnanimity,  and  trust ...  to  solve  some  of  the 
problems  of  life,  not  only  theoretically,  but  practically." 

About  a  century  earlier,  Benjamin  Franklin  set  upon  "the 
bold  and  arduous  project  of  arriving  at  moral  perfection." 
Franklin  didn't  like  leaving  things  half  done.  In  his 
autobiography  he  writes,  "I  wished  to  live  without  committing 
any  fault  at  any  time ;  I  would  conquer  all  that  either  natural 
inclination,  custom,  or  company  might  lead  me  into.  And  I 
knew,  or  thought  I  knew,  what  was  right  and  wrong;  I  did  not 
see  why  I  might  not  always  do  the  one  and  avoid  the  other." 
But  even  America's  most  authentic  genius  soon  learned  that 
always  doing  the  best  thing  wasn't  as  easy  as  it  seemed. 
"While  my  care  was  employed  in  guarding  against  one  fault,  I 
was  often  surprised  by  another;  habit  took  advantage  of  inat- 
tention; inclination  was  sometimes  too  strong  for  reason."  So 
Franklin  decided  to  strive  for  perfection  one  habit  at  a  time.  In 
"a  little  book"  he  listed  thirteen  virtues  that  he  considered 
essential  to  a  useful  life.  Then,  beginning  with  temperance 
(because  "it  tends  to  procure  that  coolness  and  clearness  of 
head  which  is  so  necessary  where  constant  vigilance  was  to  be 
kept .  .  ." ) ,  he  concentrated  upon  one  virtue  a  week,  recording 
every  instance  in  which  he  deviated  from  each  virtue  he  was 
working  on.  After  thirteen  weeks  he  would  repeat  the  course. 
As  he  began  to  see  his  character  improve,  and  as  his  extraor- 
dinary career  made  increasing  demands  upon  his  attention, 
he  found  it  sufficient  to  go  through  the  course  once  each  year. 
Eventually  he  could  go  through  his  self-improvement  course 
only  once  every  several  years  until  toward  the  end  of  his  life 
"being  employed  in  voyages  and  business  abroad  with 
multiplicity  of  affair  that  intervened,"  he  was  too  busy  to  keep 
score  of  his  virtue!  Nevertheless,  because  he  never  reached 
perfection,  he  always  carried  his  little  book  with  him. 

It  comforts  me  to  read  of  how  hard  great  men  like 
Thoreau  and  Franklin  had  to  work  to  become  the  achievers 
that  they  were.  Their  writings  convince  me  that  effort,  at  least 
as  much  as  intelligence,  enabled  them  to  live  so  admirably.  I 
cannot  do  much  about  my  intelligence,  or  lack  thereof —except 
to  use  it  to  its  greatest  potential— I  can  work  harder  to  do  more

MORE  THAN 
LITTLE  PEOPLE 

What  is  a  Child  Care 
Ministry?  Can  it  be  defined 
with  one  or  two  words,  or 
sentences  ...  or  paragraphs? 
Can  it  be  confined  to  the  ideas 
of  cottage  routines,  house- 
parents,  and  recreation  pro- 
grams? What,  indeed,  is  a 
Child  Care  Ministry?  Is  it  only 
dirty  feet,  skinned  knees  and 
runny  noses?  Or  is  it,  by 
chance,  emotions,  parents,  and 
counseling?  The  answer  is  con- 
clusively, "Yes"  and  "No!" 
What  do  I  mean?  This  doesn't 
make  sense,  you  say!  Perhaps  I 
can  make  a  little  sense  of  this 
paradox. 

The  answer  is  partially  "yes" 
to  the  things  listed  above.  Child 
Care  involves  more  than  simple 
"baby-sitting"  duties.  It  does 
involve  such  concepts  as  cot- 
tage routines,  houseparents, 
recreation  programs,  emo- 
tions, parents,  and  counseling 
services.  It  does  mean  washing 
dirty  feet,  mending  skinned 
knees,  wiping  runny  noses.  It 
does  include  helping  to  guide 
boy-girl  relationships  into 
wholesome  meadows  of  fulfill- 
ment; and  the  list  could  con- 
tinue endlessly.  To  get  a  good 
picture  of  what  Child  Care  may 
include,  you  might  try  the 
following  formula. 

Your  Child  +  His  Needs  x  30 
(No.  of  Children  on 
Our  Campus) 
=  ?%  of  Our 
Child  Care  Ministry 
Why  the  "?"  in  the  formula, 
you   ask.    That's  where  the 
"No"  answer  comes  in!  Those 
items  listed  under  "yes"  are 
only   a  percentage   of  Child 
Care.  Thus,  Child  Care  is  more 
than  just  "Little  People."  It  is 
trees,  gardens  and  grass!  It  is 
electric   bills,    auto  main- 
tenance,    and  appliance

repairs!  It  is  rust,  mildew  and 
chipped  paint!  What  I  am  say- 
ing is  this.  Just  as  there  are 
routine  repairs  and  mainte- 
nance duties  required  at  your 
homes,  there  are  multiple  re- 
pairs and  maintenance  duties 
required  on  our  campus. 

Don  Batchelor  is  often  the  un- 
sung hero  of  our  campus  opera- 
tions.

OUR  DIRECTOR-TREASURER'S  VISIT  TO  INDIA

As  we  look  back  on  the  past 
year,  we  have  many  reasons  to 
thank  God  for  His  work  through 
the  Free  Will  Baptists  in  India. 
We  will  continue  to  remember 
with  appreciation  and  affection 
our  association  with  our 
Director-Treasurer  of  the 
Board  of  Foreign  Missions,  the 
Rev.  Harold  Jones,  and  rejoice 
on  his  arrival  in  our  country. 
Our  people  in  India  long  for 


someone  to  come  to  them  from 
North  Carolina.  The  Rev. 
Harold  Jones,  being  highly 
spiritual  and  affectionate  to  the 
afflicted  people  such  as  we 
have  in  our  congregations  and 
schools,  is  deeply  rooted  in  the 
hearts  of  our  people. 

This  courageous,  brave  and 
really  dedicated  person,  Mr. 

(Turn  the  Page) 
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Jones,  arrived  in  Delhi  on  Oc- 
tober 15  and  reached  our 
church  seminar  the  same  day, 
covering  a  distance  of  about  300 
miles  following  the  strenuous 
air  travel  from  his  home  to 
Delhi. 

We  enjoyed  his  fellowship  at 
the  seminar  and  were  greatly 
stirred,  thrilled  and  moved 
with  his  thought-provoking  ser- 
mons which  he  brought  every 
morning  in  the  worship  service. 
We  had  a  chance  to  see  him, 
talk  to  him  and  to  have  his 
association,  which  brought  us 
tremendous  blessings.  We  were 
revived  and  renewed  during  the 
seminar  and  dedicated 
ourselves  again  for  the  great 
service  of  preaching  the  gospel 
in  our  country,  which  needs  it 
acutely. 

India  is  becoming  more  and 
more  conscious  of  the  value  of 
the  gospel  even  though  restric- 
tions and  legislation  are  com- 
ing up  to  stifle  evangelism. 
Foreign  missionaries  are  com- 
pletely abandoned  except  for 
s'  .  ial  services,  economic 
growth,  and  technical  educa- 
tion. Foreign  funds  for  religious 
work  are  also  in  the  process  of 
restriction.  However,  we  have 
reason  to  glorify  God  that  in 
these  last  nine  years  of  our  ser- 
vice in  our  motherland  we  have 
convinced  ourselves  in  ex- 
tending the  good  news  to 
thousands  of  people.  Yet  such  a 
lot  seems  ahead  of  us.  This 
need  was  also  greatly  felt  by 
our  director-treasurer  and  he 
spoke  about  it  to  me  several 
times  during  his  stay  with  us. 
Kindly,  therefore,  do  not  relax 
in  sharing  the  gospel  in  our 
country.  In  doing  so  you  will  be 
doing  a  great  disservice  to  the 
Lord. 

Soon  after  his  arrival  Mr. 
Jones  visited  all  the  important 
schools  and  congregations 
which  were  newly  established 
since  his  visit  in  September 
1982.  He  had  to  visit  two  or 
three  different  centers  in  a  day 
which  enabled  him  to  cover 
almost  all  the  places.  He  went 
to  nine  new  elementary  schools 


and  ten  different  church  con- 
gregations. He  also  had  the 
privilege  of  attending  two  wor- 
ship services  with  our  rural 
congregations  which  he  very 
much  wanted  to  witness.  At  one 
place,  called  Gotha,  he  enjoyed 
sitting  on  the  ground  with  the 
people  of  the  congregation  who 
have  neither  building  nor  fur- 
niture. He  was  invited  to  bring 
the  message  in  the  regular  wor- 
ship service  at  the  Methodist 
church,  Almora,  U.P.,  which 
was  fully  packed  to  its  capaci- 
ty. Mr.  Jones  very  ably  spoke  of 
the  Resurrection  of  the  Lord 
Jesus  Christ  and  the  presence 
of  the  Holy  Spirit.  There  was 
praise  for  his  valuable 
message.  He  also  brought  a 
challenge  to  some  foreign 
ladies,  probably  Americans. 

It  is  a  pity  that  there  was  not 
a  single  day  left  for  Mr.  Jones 
to  relax,  since  he  had  to  ac- 
quaint himself  with  the  situa- 
tion and  the  problems  he  had  to 
face  in  the  coming  years.  As 
matter  of  fact,  the  work  in  In- 
dia has  been  increased  since  his 
last  visit  in  1982.  Our  board  in 
North  Carolina  is  also  giving  in- 
valuable help  in  the  field  of 
evangelism  and  basic  educa- 
tion. I  am  glad  that  Mr.  Jones 


was  convinced  that  our  church 
in  India  is  primarily  a  worship- 
ing community.  While  we  have 
no  church  buildings,  our  people 
do  conduct  regular  worship  ser- 
vices. The  Free  Will  Baptist 
Church  of  India  is  now  rooted  in 
the  life  and  breath  of  the  coun- 
try in  North  India.  We  praise 
God  for  this  richest  blessing. 

Mr.  Jones  travelled  about 
3,500  miles  in  our  country  to  our 
work  centers  and  we  con- 
gratulate him  for  his  courage 
and  thank  the  Lord  for  pro- 
viding him  wisdom  and 
strength.  We  are  thankful  to 
him,  the  Board  of  Missions  and 
the  people  of  North  Carolina  for 
having  a  concern  and  share  in 
the  work  of  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ  in  our  country  of 
millions.  We  are  also  grateful 
to  God  for  keeping  our  country 
open  for  preaching  the  gospel, 
whereas  all  our  neighbouring 
countries  are  closed  to  this  mis- 
sion.

SIGNS  OF  NEW  LIFE 

Lesson  Text:  John  4 : 39-42,  46-54 
Memory  Verse :  John  4 : 42 

A  famous  surgeon  who  was 
also  a  devout  Christian  allotted 
a  certain  amount  of  his  time  to 
performing  operations  free  on 
patients  in  the  charity  ward  of  a 
large  city  hospital.  On  one  oc- 
casion he  was  called  in  to  per- 
form an  operation  on  the  prime 
minister  of  the  country. 

The  prime  minister  said, 
"Doctor,  I  am  sure  that  you  will 
provide  more  skillful  service 
for  me  than  for  those  miserable 
wretches  in  the  charity  ward." 

"Sir,"  responded  the 
surgeon,  "every  one  of  my  pa- 
tients is  a  prime  minister." 
This  man  had,  indeed,  caught 
the  real  meaning  of  the  spirit  of 
Jesus  that  our  Lord  demon- 
strated in  a  conversation  with 
a  despised  Samaritan  woman. 
All  persons  are  "prime  min- 
isters" as  far  as  the  gospel  is 
concerned. 

In  last  week's  lesson  we 
studied  Jesus'  first  miracle,  the 
turning  of  the  water  into  wine  in 
Cana,  and  His  limited  ministry 
in  Jerusalem  at  the  time  of  the 
Passover.  The  first  cleansing  of 
the  temple  occurred  at  that 
time  along  with  the  conversa- 
tion with  Nicodemus,  also 
studied  in  last  week's  lesson. 

After  the  Passover,  Jesus  led 
His  disciples  out  of  Jerusalem 
and  into  the  Judean  coun- 
tryside. Here  His  ministry 
prospered,  and  before  long 
more  persons  were  coming  to 
receive  His  baptism  than 
John's  baptism.  It  seems  that 
some  of  John's  disciples 
became  jealous  and  reported 
this  to  John.  John,  however, 
refused  to  be  drawn  into  a 
popularity  contest  with  Jesus 


and  publicly  acknowledged, 
"He  must  increase,  but  I  must 
decrease"  (John  3:22-30). 

When  Jesus  knew  that  the 
Pharisees  were  aware  of  this 
growing  popularity,  He  led  His 
disciples  back  to  Galilee,  going 
by  way  of  Samaria.  This  trip 
provided  the  opportunity  for 
His  conversation  with  the 
woman  at  the  well,  which  is  the 
immediate  background  for  the 
first  part  of  the  lesson  text 
(4:1-38). 

As  Jesus  sat  by  the  well  at 
Sychar,  He  turned  to  His 
disciples  and  said,  "Say  not  ye, 
There  are  yet  four  months,  and 
then  cometh  harvest?  Behold,  I 
say  unto  you,  Lift  up  your  eyes, 
and  look  on  the  fields;  for  they 
are  white  already  to  harvest" 
(John  4:35).  It  soon  became  ob- 
vious that  Jesus  was  not  refer- 
ring to  grain  that  grew  all  about 
but  to  the  Samaritan  people 
who  could  perhaps  already  be 
seen  hurrying  from  their 
village  to  the  well  because  of 
the  woman's  testimony  about 
Jesus.  These  people,  to  the  sur- 
prise of  the  disciples,  became 
believers.  In  the  two  days  that 
Jesus  remained  among  them, 
many  more  came  to  believe  on 
Him. 

This  incident  leads  us  to 
make  some  rather  interesting 
observations.  First  of  all,  the 
people  of  Samaria  were  a 
rather  unlikely  group  of  people 
to  become  believers.  To 
become  followers  of  Jesus 
meant  that  they  had  to  over- 
come the  barrier  of  prejudice 
that  had  developed  across  the 
years  between  Jews  and 
Samaritans.  The  results  that 
Jesus  enjoyed  in  that  brief 
ministry  among  them  should 
cause  us  to  be  cautious  about 
passing  by  a  person  or  group  of 
people  simply  because  they  do 
not  seem  to  be  likely  prospects 
for  the  gospel. 


The  second  observation  is 
that  there  can  be  no  harvest 
unless  someone  has  already 
done  the  planting.  In  this  case 
Jesus  had  planted  the  word  in 
the  heart  of  the  woman,  who  in 
turn  spread  it  through  the 
whole  village.  In  the  same  way 
today,  we  cannot  expect  a 
harvest  unless  we  first  sow  the 
seed. 

Jesus,  as  recorded  in  the 
Gospel  of  John,  made  frequent 
reference  to  life  and  living. 
Sometimes  He  used  the  word  in 
its  strictly  literal  sense,  refer- 
ring to  physical  life.  Such  was 
the  case  when  He  spoke  about 
the  nobleman's  son— "thy  son 
liveth."  These  words  signaled  a 
miracle  that  restored  a  dying 
child  to  a  normal  life. 

In  another  situation  included 
in  today's  lesson  Scripture, 
Jesus  offered  the  woman  at  the 
well  "living  water."  This  ex- 
pression usually  meant  flowing 
water  as  from  a  spring  or  foun- 
tain, and  the  woman  may  have 
understood  it  in  this  sense  at 
first.  But  it  became  clear  to  her 
as  the  conversation  progressed 
that  Jesus  was  more  than  just  a 
Jewish  traveler  who  happened 
to  stop  at  the  well  for  a  drink  of 
water.  By  the  time  the  conver- 
sation ended,  however,  she  was 
convinced  that  He  was  a 
prophet,  indeed,  the  Messiah 
sent  from  God.  From  His 
mouth  the  words  "living 
water"  took  on  a  new  and  far 
richer  meaning.  It  is  little 
wonder  that  she  left  her  water- 
pot  and  rushed  back  into  the 
village  to  share  the  good  news 
that  brought  life. 


Dear  Father,  we  come  to 
You  who  are  the  giver  of  both 
physical  and  spiritual  life.  We 
realize  that  every  one  of  us  has 
been  touched  by  the  pall  of 
death  that  hangs  heavy  above 
our  world  today.  We  pray  that 
Your  guiding  hand  will  be  upon 
us  to  guide  our  feet  through  the 
deadly  maze  we  must  travel 
day  by  day.  Lead  us  to  that

THE  NEARNESS  OF  HIS  FATHER 
Years  ago  a  little  boy  was  entering  school  for 
the  first  time.  The  busy  mother  packed  his  lunch 
and  told  him  to  go  straight  up  the  road  across  the 
bridge  to  the  schoolhouse.  The  boy  saw  a  little 
fish  in  the  stream  below  the  bridge.  He  laid  down 
his  lunch  and  started  down  to  the  stream  to  catch 
the  fish,  but  saw  a  beautiful  butterfly,  ran  after 
it,  and  tried  to  catch  it.  It  eluded  him,  leading 
him  farther  and  farther  down  the  road.  When  he 
finally  gave  up  the  chase,  he  could  not  find  the 
bridge.

with  what  I  have.  Thus,  as  a  new  year  beings,  I  consider  how  I 
can  begin  it  as  an  improved  version  of  what  I  have  been 
before. 

I  have  to  be  realistic,  though,  about  what  I  can  do  to  im- 
prove myself.  While  Henry  David  Thoreau  is  one  of  my 
heroes,  I  know  I  lack  the  disposition  to  quit  my  job  and  go  into 
the  woods  "to  live  deliberately,  to  front  only  the  essential  facts 
of  life,  and  see  if  I  could  learn  what  it  had  to  teach  .  .  .  ." 

Benjamin  Franklin  arrived  in  Philadelphia  as  a  youth 
with  only  the  clothes  that  he  wore  and  a  couple  of  loaves  of 
bread  to  live  on  until  he  found  work.  I  am  amazed  at  all  that  he 
accomplished,  but  I  know  that  I  sometimes  lack  even  the 
disposition  to  consider  a  self-improvement  project  as  com- 
prehensive as  the  course  that  Franklin  worked  on  most  of  his 
life.  I  can,  however,  do  something  to  develop  my  character. 

I  have  never  been  one  to  make  New  Year's  resolutions, 
because,  to  be  rather  frank,  I've  never  known  anyone  who 
made  them  and  who  was  successful  in  keeping  them.  Instead, 
I  plan  to  carry  out  the  following  as  a  means  of  self- 
improvement. 

First,  I  set  a  few  specific  goals.  It  is  important  that  I  do 
not  resolve  to  do  more  than  I  will  probably  be  able  to  do  and  it 
is  important  that  I  know  exactly  what  I  am  going  to  do.  If,  for 
example,  I  want  to  increase  my  knowledge  of  my  job,  rather 
than  resolve  to  read  more,  I  do  better  when  I  list  the  books  and 
articles  that  I  will  read  and  the  list  is  not  too  long. 

Second,  I  do  not  allow  occasional  "backsliding"  to  make 
me  quit  a  self-improvement  program.  If,  for  example,  I 
resolve  to  exercise  an  hour  a  day,  but  a  day  passes  during 
which  I  do  little  or  no  exercise,  I  do  not  resign  myself  to  flab 
but  resume  the  program. 

Last,  I  am  satisfied  to  see  improvement  rather  than  disap- 
pointed because  I  never  see  perfection ;  and  I  do  not  set  myself 
up  for  failure  by  expecting  to  carry  out  my  "resolutions" 
perfectly. 

Since  I  see  in  myself  much  that  can  be  improved,  I  am  so 
eager  to  begin  a  personal  improvement  program  that  I  do  not 
intend  to  wait  to  begin  in  January— which  is  when  you  will 
read  this.  Thoreau  wrote,  "I  know  of  no  more  encouraging  fact 
than  the  unquestionable  ability  of  men  to  elevate  his  life  by 
conscious  endeavor,"  and  to  this  I  add  man's  ability  for  a  new 
life  as  can  be  found  in  Christ  Jesus.  And  looking  toward  all 
that  the  New  Year  holds,  I  know  of  no  more  encouraging 
words  than  these:  With  God  all  things  are  possible. 

Tonight  I  list  the  things  I  intend  to  accomplish,  the  things  I 
plan  to  change.  Tomorrow,  a  new  me— well,  almost!

Be  Our  First  Priority? 

Let  us  suppose  that  we  could 
^o  back  and  start  over  the  year 
just  concluded.  What  would  we 
choose  to  do  first,  giving  it 
priority  status?  What  would  be 
that  one  thing  that  we  would 
work  for  above  everything 
else?  Would  it  be  more  educa- 
tion, more  fame,  more  money? 

A  very  appropriate  time  for 
us  to  consider  our  past  and  our 
future  is  at  the  beginning  of  a 
new  year. 

Avoiding  the  Mistakes 
of  the  Past 

Few  of  us  can  claim  that  we 
have  not  made  mistakes  which 
we  would  like  to  remedy  in  the 
days  to  come.  No  mistakes  of 
the  past,  no  matter  how  great 
they  were,  should  at  any  time 
make  any  of  us  give  up  the  hope 
and  the  effort  for  a  better 
tomorrow  with  fewer  mistakes. 

Keep  on  in  Spite  of  Mistakes 
Let  us  imitate  a  violinist.  If 
he  somehow  misses  a  note,  he 
does  not  throw  his  violin  away. 
He  finishes  his  piece  with  the 
determination  that  when  he 
plays  it  again,  he  will  avoid  that 
mistake. 

A  famous  artist  was  asked 
the  question,  "Which  has  been 
your  greatest  work?"  His  im- 
mediate answer  was,  "My  next 
one." 

An  artist  at  the  very  zenith  of 
his  fame  was  heard  lamenting, 
"It's  too  bad  that  I  have 
failed."  A  friend  of  his  asked 
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him  why  he  thought  so,  and  he 
answered,  "Because  I  have  lost 
the  hope  of  improvement."  He 
was  right.  Only  the  person  who 
has  lost  hope  of  improvement 
should  consider  himself  as  hav- 
ing failed. 

The  Future  Ahead  or 
Behind  Us? 

In  South  America  there  is  an 
Indian  tribe  which  has  a  dif- 
ferent view  of  failure  than  we 
do.  Ordinarily  we  consider  the 
past  as  being  behind  us  and  the 
future  as  being  in  front  of  us. 
These  Indians,  however,  place 
their  past  in  front  of  them  and 
their  future  behind  them.  We 
should  not  attribute  less  in- 
telligence to  these  people  than 
we  possess.  They  actually 
possess  a  deeper  logic  than  we 
do.  They  consider  that  which 
they  have  already  tasted  and 
lived  through  as  being  in  front 
of  them  as  an  example  by 
which  they  may  be  taught.  The 
tribulations  of  the  past  have 
become  lessons  for  the  future. 
That  which  we  have  thought  as 
only  a  wise  saying,  they  have 
made  a  philosophy  of  life.  The 
future  they  see  behind  them 
because  it  is  entirely  unknown 
to  them.  The  future  is 
something  that  follows  them ;  it 
does  not  precede  them. 

New  Opportunities  Are 
Better  Than  Past  Ones 

It  is  impossible  for  us  to 
relive  the  past  year.  This, 
however,  does  not  mean  that 
the  opportunities  of  last  year 
were  better  than  the  oppor- 
tunities that  we  shall  have  this 
year.  In  reality,  this  will  de- 
pend on  us.  Let  us  not  waste  our 
time  and  energy  weeping  over 
what  we  lost;  instead  let  us 
think  on  what  we  may  gain  in 


the  future.  Let  us  not  lament 
over  what  we  are  not,  but  let  us 
consider  seriously  that  which 
we  may  become.  That  which 
lies  ahead  may  shine  far 
brighter  than  that  which  lies 
behind  us. 

The  Fear  of  the  Unknown 

A  young  boy  was  sent  by  his 
mother  to  a  place  where  he  had 
not  been  before.  The  little 
fellow,  however,  did  not  want  to 
reveal  that  in  reality  he  was 
afraid  to  go  into  the  unknown. 
Isn't  it  true  that  we  are  often 
too  proud  to  show  that  we  are 
afraid  of  the  future?  We  want  to 
hide  our  real  feelings.  Our 
moral  stature  is  frequently 
gauged  by  how  we  try  to  subdue 
our  real  feelings  which  make  us 
afraid.  According  to  the  Scrip- 
tures, a  characteristic  of 
greatness  is  humility  and  con- 
fession of  our  weaknesses. 

The  little  boy  hesitated  to 
leave  home  on  the  errand  and 
lingered  at  the  door.  Turning  to 
his  mother,  he  said,  "You 
know,  Mother,  where  you're 
asking  me  to  go  is  pretty  far.  I 
don't  know  the  way.  It's  a  new 
road.  I'm  not  really  afraid,  but 
if  you  could  come  with  me  for 
just  even  part  of  the  road,  it 
would  be  great." 

The  mother  could  easily  see 
that  the  boy  was  really  dis- 
turbed. She  said  to  him, 
"Mother  will  come  with  you  not 
only  part  of  the  way,  but  all  the 
way."  She  took  hold  of  his  little 
hand  and  together  they  started 
on  the  way.  The  fear  in  the 
heart  of  the  little  boy  was 
replaced  by  a  song  on  his  lips.

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DR.  RON  MENDELL  TO  JOIN  MOUNT  OLIVE  COLLEGE

and  dean.  Dr.  Mendell  was  on  campus  recently  to  work  on  the  development  of  the 
new  recreation  courses  offered  by  the  College. 


Dr.  Opey  D.  Jeanes,  vice 
president  and  dean  of  Mount 
Olive  College,  has  announced 
the  appointment  of  Dr.  Ron 
Mendell  of  Murfreesboro,  Ten- 
nessee, to  the  faculty  of  the  Col- 
lege. Dr.  Mendell  will  be  chair- 
man of  the  division  of  Recrea- 
tion Service  and  Resource 
Management  as  of  June  1, 1985. 
Currently,  he  serves  as  an 
associate  professor  of  recrea- 
tion studies  at  Middle  Ten- 
nessee State  University. 

A  variety  of  changes  have 
taken  place  within  the  College 
as  Mount  Olive  College  ad- 
vances toward  four-year 
status.  One  of  these  changes 
was  the  addition  of  the  new 
recreation  degree.  The 
College's  bachelor  of  science 
degree  in  Recreation  Service 
and  Resource  Management  is 
designed  to  equip  the  recrea- 
tion professional  with  broad 
knowledge  and  specific  skills  in 
the  field  of  recreation  and 
leisure  services. 

Courses  planned  for  the 
spring  semester  include  pro- 


gram leadership,  organization 
and  administration  of  recrea- 
tion, and  therapeutic  recrea- 
tion. Dr.  Mendell  is  also  work- 
ing with  Dwain  Van  Vactor,  the 
recreation  instructor  who 
joined  the  Mount  Olive  College 
faculty  in  August,  on  a  master 
plan  for  the  program. 

Two  of  the  areas  being 
developed  are  the  recreation 
curriculum  and  the  develop- 
ment of  Eagles  Nest,  the  Col- 
lege's 100-acre  outdoor  con- 
ference center.  Eagles  Nest 
gives  Mount  Olive  College  a 
distinctive  laboratory  on  which 
to  build  a  quality  recreation 
degree  program. 

"I'm  very  enthusiastic  about 
working  here  at  Mount  Olive 
College,"  said  Dr.  Mendell  dur- 
ing a  recent  visit  to  the  campus. 
"I  can  see  that  we've  already 
had  a  good  response  to  the  new 
program.  The  program  is 
geared  to  student  development, 
providing  a  community-church 
service  and  is  also  a  good 
means  for  building  enroll- 
ment," he  added. 


Mendell  received  his  B.A. 
and  M. A.  degrees  from  Eastern 
Kentucky  University  and  his 
Ph.D.  in  physical  education, 
recreation,  and  research  from 
the  University  of  Southern 
Mississippi. 

Other  teaching  experience  in- 
cludes assistant  professor  of 
recreation,  Purdue  University; 
assistant  professor  and  coor- 
dinator of  recreation/leisure 
studies,  University  of  Nebraska 
at  Omaha;  and  associate  pro- 
fessor and  director  of  campus 
recreation,  Cumberland  Col- 
lege. He  has  also  served  as  a 
high  school  coach,  guidance 
counselor,  principal  and 
athletic  director. 

As  a  recreation  consultant, 
Mendell  has  served  with  the 
Eastern  Nebraska  Community 
Office  on  Retardation,  Ten- 
nessee Rehabilitation  Center, 
American  Correctional  Asso- 
ciation and  the  Murfreesboro 
Park  and  Recreation  Depart- 
ment. 

Currently,  he  is  president  of 
the  American  Association  for 
Leisure  and  Recreation,  and 
holds  membership  in  the 
American  Alliance  for  Health, 
Physical  Education,  and 
Recreation;  National  Recrea- 
tion and  Park  Association;  and 
National  Consortium  on 
Physical  Education  and 
Recreation  for  the  Handi- 
capped, among  others. 

Recognized  as  an  authority  in 
his  field,  Dr.  Mendell  has  been 
extensively  published.  He  has 
written  25  articles,  a  book 
chapter  and  a  book  in  the  field 
of  recreation.  Two  more  books 
are  being  reviewed  for  publica- 
tion. He  has  made  numerous 
professional  presentations, 
received  awards  for  dis- 
tinguished service  and  served 
on  the  board  of  directors  of 
several  professional  organiza- 
tions.

YOUR  RELATIONSHIP 
WITH  GOD

.  .  .  I  know  thy  works,  that  thou  hast  a 
name  that  thou  livest  and  art  dead 
(Revelation  3:1). 

Thus  the  church  was  warned 
at  Sardis.  The  people  had  to 
face  the  issue  of  the  Lordship  of 
Christ. 

John  spoke  of  the  very  God 
who  is  and  the  God  who  was  and 
the  God  who  keeps  coming  into 
the  affairs  of  men.  "This  God  is 
a  God  who  is  endeavoring  to 
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break  through  into  human  lives 
and  human  affairs  in  order  that 
these  lives  may  be  redeemed 
for  the  Kingdom  of  God." 

So  John  says  to  the  church  at 
Sardis,  "You  feel  secure  in 
your  own  strength  and  in  your 
past  history,  but  are  dead 
because  you  are  not  meeting 
the  opportunities  of  the  present 
hour."  John  understood  that 
the  entire  church  had  not 
departed  from  the  life  of  Christ 
as  there  were  some  who  were 


walking  with  Christ  and  who 
were  pure. 

By  and  large  the  church  had 
an  aim  to  live— but  it  was  dead 
because  it  was  not  meeting  the 
opportunities  of  the  present 
hour  and  to  an  extent  the  same 
situation  exists  today. 

You  are  individuals  whom 
Christ  knows  by  name.  You  can 
say,  "The  Lord  is  my  shepherd, 
I  shall  not  want.  He  maketh  me 
to  lie  down  in  green  pastures: 
he  leadeth  me  beside  the  still 
waters  .  .  .  ." 

As  individuals  you  have  abili- 
ty and  a  personal  relationship 
with  Christ.  You  should  sur- 
render this  ability  to  Christ  and 
become  living  individuals 
through  which  the  living  Christ 
may  express  Himself  in  the 
world;  you  need  to  be  alive  to 
the  opportunities  of  the  present 
hour  or  time. 

As  an  individual  you  need  the 
love  and  fellowship  of  your 
fellowman  in  Christ.  These  can 
be  found  in  the  Church  of  the 
living  Christ;  they  will  remove 
from  your  life  the  emptiness 
which  may  have  been  there 
because  you  have  not  known 
the  fellowship  and  love  of  the 
living  Christ. 

And  to  be  successful  as  an  in- 
dividual, you  should  give  your 
life,  material  wealth  and 
talents  to  God. 

Every  believer  needs  to  ex- 
amine himself  in  the  light  and 
the  character  of  Christ.  Christ 
should  be  our  measuring  rod. 
As  you  do  so,  you  will  recognize 
your  unworthiness  and  under- 
stand that  all  things  worthwhile 
are  in  the  way  of  the  Cross. 

Here  at  the  Cross  we  all 
realize  that  the  only  status  we 
have  in  life  is  that  which  we 
receive  by  the  grace  of  God. 
The  way  of  the  Cross  leads 
home. 

If  we  have  this  kind  of  think- 
ing and  live  thus  daily,  we  will 
not  be  a  church  living  on  past 
history,  living  on  our  material 
wealth,  but  we  will  become  a 
church  of  the  living  Christ, 
meeting  the  opportunities  of  the

Every  Saturday  evening  from  6  until  6:30 
over  the  airways  of  DYPR  radio  station  in  Puer- 
to Princesa  City,  Palawan,  a  new  sound  reaches 
out  to  the  entire  province  of  Palawan.  It  is  the 
Free  Will  Baptist's  "Ang  Haw  ng  Buhay"  (The 
Light  of  Life)  radio  program. 

The  program  contains  five  minutes  of 
greetings  and  public  service  announcements,  a 
song  and  then  a  Bible  study.  The  Bible  study  is  a 
discussion  between  Lolo  Ambo  and  Mr.  Roger 
Malinao  which  centers  around  salvation  or  living 
for  Christ  in  today's  world.  Mr.  Malinao,  our 
radio  evangelist,  does  the  voices  for  both  himself 
and  Lolo  Ambo. 

Mr.  Malinao,  also  a  drama  graduate,  was  a 
DJ  at  DYPR  radio  station  in  Puerto  Princesa 
before  he  came  to  know  Christ  as  Lord  and 
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Saviour.  His  call  into  the  ministry  led  him  to 
leave  the  radio  work  to  prepare  himself  for  the 
Master's  use.  Now  with  several  years'  ex- 
perience in  the  pastorate  and  teaching,  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Free  Will  Baptist 
Church  Philippines  asked  Mr.  Malinao  to  pray 
and  think  about  returning  to  the  radio  station  and 
doing  a  live  radio  program  for  the  church  and  at 
the  same  time  open  an  avenue  to  train  gifted 
students  at  Palawan  Bible  Institute  in  Media 
Ministries.  Mr.  Malinao  is  presently  serving  as 
the  President  of  Palawan  Bible  Institute. 

In  much  prayer,  he  decided  to  revive  his  old 
radio  DJ  name,  Lolo  Ambo.  Practically 
everyone  in  the  province  remembers  Lolo  Ambo 
and  the  new  Bible  study  has  been  very  well 
received.  It  is  truly  amazing  to  watch  the  pro- 
gram being  broadcast  live  from  DYPR  studio. 

The  cost  of  this  30-minute  weekly  radio  pro- 
gram is  $40  a  month.  Many  people  who  have 
heard  only  false  teaching  are  now  hearing  the 
truth  from  the  Scriptures.  A  point  of  identifica- 
tion, which  is  important  in  this  culture,  is  being 
made  for  our  church-planting  teams  as  they  go 
out.  Our  local  pastors  are  finding  a  new  conver- 
sation item  with  people  as  they  visit  members  of 
their  churches  and  also  the  unchurched  in  their 
communities.  Palawan  Bible  Institute  will  soon 
add  a  course  in  Christian  Radio  Programming 
and  Broadcasting. 

We  are  excited  at  the  evaluation  of  the  first 
six  months'  venture  into  this  new  phase  of 
ministry.  You  are  a  vital  part  in  this  great 
adventure.  Join  us  in  thanking  our  God  for  the 
opportunity,  personnel  and  provisions  He  is  giv- 
ing us.  Ask  Christ  to  bless  the  listeners  and  Mr. 
Malinao.  Ask  Christ  to  raise  up  a  concerned 
number  of  prayer  and  financial  supporters  for 
this  new  special  ministry.  Thank  you  for  your  in- 
volvement.

THE  BREAD  OF  LIFE 

Lesson  Text:  John  6:35,  41-54 
Memory  Verse:  John  6:51 

In  the  spring  of  1865  a 
traveler  along  a  lonely  road  to 
western  Virginia  was  accosted 
by  a  gaunt,  gun-wielding  man 
in  a  tattered  gray  uniform. 
Seizing  the  bridle  of  the  horse, 
he  demanded  bread.  "I  don't 
want  to  hurt  you,"  he  cried, 
"but  I'm  starving.  Give  me 
bread!" 

'  'If  bread  is  all  you  want,  then 
why  don't  you  go  into  town  and 
get  bread?"  asked  the  rider. 

"But  I  don't  dare,"  answered 
the  soldier.  "They'd  shoot  me 
as  a  deserter."  Then  he  blurted 
out  the  story  of  how  he  had 
deserted  the  ranks  of  the 
retreating  Confederate  Army. 
He  had  tried  to  cross  over  to  the 
Union  lines,  but  the  pickets  had 
turned  him  back.  For  several 
days  he  had  wandered  about  in 
the  woods,  scrounging  for  food, 
living  on  whatever  roots  and 
nuts  and  vegetation  he  could 
find. 

"You  poor  man,"  said  the 
rider,  now  sympathetic.  "Don't 
you  know  the  war  is  over  and 
that  the  Confederate  soldiers 
have  been  pardoned?  All  the 
food  you  want  is  yours  for  the 
asking  in  the  next  town." 

Weren't  we  all  at  one  time 
that  poor,  runaway,  starving 
soldier?  In  our  rebellion  we  fled 
from  God,  the  Source  of  all 
spiritual  nourishment.  How 
comforting  it  is  to  realize  that 
He  still  offers  us  and  offers 
Himself,  the  Bread  of  life,  to  all 
who  will  come  to  Him!  This 
Bread  is  ours  for  the  asking. 

Last  week's  lesson  closed 
with  the  healing  of  the 
nobleman's  son.  This  event  was 
one  of  the  first  in  an  extensive 


ministry  of  teaching  and  heal- 
ing that  Jesus  conducted  in 
Galilee.  Just  prior  to  the  discus- 
sion that  forms  the  basis  for  to- 
day's lesson,  Jesus  had  fed  the 
five  thousand  on  the  north- 
eastern shore  of  the  Sea  of 
Galilee.  Jesus  then  retreated 
up  into  a  mountain  to  avoid  the 
crowds.  At  Jesus'  suggestion, 
the  disciples  had  entered  a  boat 
and  were  rowing  to  the  western 
shore  of  the  sea  when  a  furious 
storm  arose.  It  was  night,  and 
Jesus,  walking  on  the  water, 
came  to  His  disciples.  The 
discussion  on  the  bread  of  life 
followed  on  the  next  day  in 
Capernaum,  where  the  people 
had  gone  following  the  feeding 
of  the  five  thousand. 

Missionaries  in  many  fields 
have  to  deal  with  the  problem 
of  nationals  who  are  "con- 
verted" to  Christ  because  of  the 
material  blessings  — food, 
clothing,  money— supplied  by 
the  missionaries.  In  the  Orient 
such  "converts"  are  some- 
times called  "rice  Chris- 
tians," a  term  of  obvious  con- 
tempt. 

Many  of  the  persons  who 
shared  in  the  feeding  of  five 
thousand,  which  had  occurred 
the  day  before  the  events  of  to- 
day's lesson,  were  obviously  at- 
tracted to  Jesus  because  of  the 
prospect  of  frequent  and  boun- 
tiful handouts  they  expected 
from  prospected  from  Him. 
One  purpose  of  Jesus'  discourse 
on  the  bread  of  life  was  to  lead 
these  people  to  a  fuller 
understanding  of  what  His 
ministry  was  really  all  about.  A 
majority  of  those  who  shared  in 
this  discourse  failed  this  test 
and  "went  back,  and  walked  no 
more  with  him"  (John  6:66). 

Before  we  point  our  finger  too 
readily  at  these,  we  need  to  ex- 
amine our  own  motives.  Have 
we  at  times  been  guilty  of 
following  our  Saviour  for  less 


than  noble  motives?  Few  of  us 
would  be  so  crassly  material- 
istic as  to  become  church 
members  just  for  the  physical 
benefits  that  such  membership 
might  bring.  Yet  is  it  possible 
that  we  are  sometimes 
motivated  to  attend  church 
because  of  psychological  and 
social  blessings  we  hope  to 
receive?  Let  us  examine 
ourselves  lest  we  fall  into  the 
same  error. 

At  the  conclusion  of  Jesus' 
discourse  in  the  synagogue  at 
Capernaum,  the  majority  of  the 
listeners  left  Him,  offended  at 
what  they  had  heard.  Jesus 
then,  in  obvious  disappoint- 
ment, turned  to  His  twelve 
followers  who  faithfully  re- 
mained with  Him,  and  asked 
them,  "Will  ye  also  go  away?" 
(John  6:67). 

Simon  Peter,  who  sometimes 
spoke  without  thinking,  had  the 
right  response  this  time: 
"Lord,  to  whom  shall  we  go? 
thou  hast  the  words  of  eternal 
life."  We  ought  to  ponder  these 
words  when  we  are  tempted  to 
turn  away  from  Christ  because 
we  find  following  Him  too 
demanding.  Only  He  has  the 
words  of  eternal  life. 


Dear  Father,  we  know  that 
following  Your  Son  sometimes 
makes  strong  spiritual, 
physical,  or  emotional 
demands  on  us.

Christ's  Promise  to  Be  With 
Us  Is  Conditional 

The  mother  of  the  little  boy 
volunteered  to  go  with  him,  but 
would  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ 
consent  to  walk  with  us  no  mat- 
ter who  we  are  and  where  we 
want  to  go?  There  are  two 
things  that  cannot  coexist: 
man's  sinfulness  and  God's 
holiness.  No  matter  how  hard 
we  try,  we  can  never  mix  water 
and  oil.  The  same  God  who 
created  two  substances  which 
cannot  mix  in  the  physical 
world  also  created  spiritual 
values  that  cannot  mix. 

We  are  conscious  of  the  need 
of  God,  but .  . . !  Let  us  be  honest 
and  confess  it— we  are  sinners. 
In  reality,  what  in  our  sub- 
conscious we  want  to  do  is  to 
bring  God  down  to  our  own 
pathway.  We  don't  want  to  walk 
on  God's  road  but  we  want  Him 
to  walk  with  us  where  we  are 
and  where  we  want  to  go. 

The  basic  reason  why  God, 
who  in  essence  was  spirit, 
became  man  was  that  He  could 
walk  with  us,  live  among  us  and 
giVe  us  the  privilege  of  His 
redemption  by  dwelling  in  us 
and  walking  with  us.

Jesus  Christ,  being  God,  is 
holy.  We  are  sinners.  In  coming 
to  earth  He  did  not  cease  to  be 
God,  but  in  addition  to  His 
Godhead,  He  took  upon  Himself 
flesh  without  becoming  sinful. 
He  did  not  come  to  earth  in 
order  to  appropriate  our  sinful 
ways,  but  simply  took  upon 
Himself  the  flesh  of  our  sinful 


nature  in  order  to  suffer  the 
consequence  of  His  sin-bearing 
death  on  the  Cross  in  order  to 
redeem  us  from  that  sin.  He 
knew  that  the  only  way 
whereby  He  could  consent  to 
walk  with  us  was  to  become  like 
us  that  we  might  be  holy  like 
Him.  A  holy  God  can  only  walk 
with  the  man  who  has  been 
redeemed  through  Jesus  Christ 
for  then  they  can  walk  in  agree- 
ment and  holiness.  This  unity  of 
spirit  can  only  come  through 
our  consent  to  the  change  that 
He  came  to  make  in  us. 
The  Greatest  Need  in  Our  Lives 

What  is  the  greatest  need  in 
our  lives?  It  is  the  repentance 
from  our  sins. 

As  a  result  of  the  sin  of  Adam, 
we  are  all  born  sinful:  "All 
have  sinned  and  come  short  of 
the  glory  of  God"  (Romans 
3:23). 

The  greatest  consideration 
for  every  one  of  us  as  we  turn  to 
a  new  year  is  to  reflect  on 
whether  we  are  truly  saved  or 
not.

"I  wanted  to  at- 
tend a  four-year  college,  but  I  still  wanted  to 
live  at  home.  That's  a  big  advantage  for  me.  It 
gives  me  a  lot  of  freedom  to  do  the  things  I 
want  to  do." 

Each  afternoon,  Sheila  supervises  15  three- 
year  olds  at  Rosewood  Day  Care.  "I  usually 
work  four  hours  a  day.  Having  a  job  helps  with 
my  expenses  like  clothes  and  gas." 

Sheila  attends  college  full  time  and  is  a 
good  student.  She  is  majoring  in  elementary 
education. 

Summing  up  her  college  experience  so  far, 
Sheila  says,  "What  I  like  about  Mount  Olive  is 
that  you're  not  a  number  here.  I  like  the  at- 
mosphere. When  you  walk  down  the  halls 
everybody  says  'Hi.'  People  really  take  time 
for  you." 

The  Married  Student 

"There  is  a  good  opportunity  at  Mount 
Olive  College  for  people  to  work  and  attain  an 
education.  It  takes  a  lot  of  effort,  but  if  you 
really  want  it,  it  is  worth  the  effort,"  says  Cecil 
Blackmon,  who  received  his  Associate  of  Arts 
Degree  in  Religion  in  May  of  1984. 

Cecil  is  proud  of  his  accomplishment.  He  is 
now  part  of  the  history  of  the  College  as  the 
very  first  student  to  receive  a  degree  in  College 
Hall.  An  Associate  in  Arts  degree  is  given  to 
those  students  who  put  forth  the  extra  effort  to 
study  a  foreign  language.  Four  students  re- 
ceived the  A. A.  degree;  Cecil  was  the  first. 

"My  attending  college  was  something  we 
did  as  a  family,"  explains  Cecil.  "The  past  two 


years  I  worked  part  time,  22  hours  a  week,  at- 
tended college  full  time,  17  semester  hours,  and 
pastored  Long  Ridge  Church  in  Duplin  County. 
Hulda,  my  wife,  worked  here  part  time  in  the 
College  Cafeteria.  My  boys,  Allen,  who  is  15, 
and  Scott,  who  is  9,  understood  and  didn't  de- 
mand quite  as  much  of  my  time  as  they 
wanted. 

"My  wife  is  a  'jewel.'  She  took  care  of 
everything  when  I  would  study  until  12  or  1 
a.m.  She  played  a  great  part.  I  think  if  she 
hadn't  been  as  generous  as  she  was,  I  would 
not  have  made  it,"  adds  Cecil. 

"I  came  to  college  because  I  believe  a 
pastor  must  be  trained  and  qualified  for  deal- 
ing with  other  people's  lives,"  says  Cecil.  "An 
education  has  opened  up  a  whole  new  world  to 
me.  It  gives  you  the  skills  to  reach  beyond 
yourself." 

This  year  Cecil  has  begun  studies  to  attain 
a  Bachelor  of  Arts  Degree  in  Religion.  His  hope 
is  to  once  again  "make  history"  by  being  the 
first  graduate  in  the  first  senior  college  class  at 
Mount  Olive  College. 

In  the  ministerial  program,  Cecil's  pastoral 
skills  have  been  polished  in  courses  such  as 
sermon  preparation  and  delivery,  missions, 
and  church  administration.  He  has  taken  part 
in  the  study  co-op  in  which  he  was  supervised 
by  his  advisor,  Frank  Harrison,  as  he  per- 
formed various  ministerial  duties. 

"I  also  especially  enjoy  the  sciences, 
biology  and  zoology.  I  have  learned  that  we  as 
human  beings  cannot  separate  ourselves  from 
other  people  or  nature.  We  all  fit  into  God's 
Kingdom." 

Other  areas  that  Cecil  finds  especially 
beneficial  are  the  weekly  chapel  programs  and 
the  cultural  arts  speakers.  "I  enjoy  the 
speakers  and  programs  very  much.  We  hear 
people  from  different  walks  of  life  and  different 
denominations.  They  may  express  a  point  of 
view  that  may  be  different  from  mine ; 
however,  it  is  still  valuable  to  me.  We  have 
very  dynamic  speakers  who  promote  thinking, 
making  you  look  at  yourself,"  he  says. 

A  Master  of  Divinity  Degree  at 
Southeastern  Baptist  Theological  Seminary,  is 
Cecil's  future  goal. 

The  achievement  of  an  education  has  been 
a  struggle  for  Cecil,  but  he  puts  it  this  way,  "It 
is  worth  more  than  just  a  piece  of  paper.  It's 
knowing  yourself  and  believing  in  what  you're 
doing.  It's  not  easy,  but  then  you  can  stand  on 
that  mount  and  shout  'Hooray!'  " 
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THE  CHALLENGE  OF  1985- 
AND  BEYOND

"For  with  God,  nothing  shall  be 
impossible"  (Luke  1:37).  These  words  of  our 
Lord,  framed  in  beautiful  needlework,  sit  on 
the  credenza,  under  our  campus  master  plan, 
directly  in  front  of  my  desk.  Each  time  I  look 
up  from  my  work,  the  message  is  there,  "With 
God,  nothing  shall  be  impossible." 

During  1985,  we  will  need  this  assurance; 
in  fact,  we  will  not  be  able  to  do  without  it.  We 
have  been  called  upon  to  develop  Mount  Olive 
into  a  four-year  college— a  superhuman  task. 
Our  first  senior  class  is  scheduled  to  enroll  in 
August,  and  to  be  ready  for  this  great  moment 
is  our  challenge  for  1985.  Becoming  an  ac- 
credited four-year  college  will  not  just  hap- 
pen—it must  be  made  to  happen! 


All  that  we  have  done  during  the  past  thirty 
years  is  prologue  to  this  moment.  What  we  do 
in  1985  will  determine  the  future  direction  and 
quality  of  Mount  Olive  College  for  years  to 
come,  possibly  forever.  Not  since  the  early 
beginning  of  the  College  have  we  faced  a  more 
decisive  challenge.  During  the  next  few  months 
we  will  decide,  not  by  vote  but  by  our  actions, 
whether  we  will  reach  our  greatest  height  of  at- 
tainment—a strong  and  viable  four-year  col- 
lege—or retrench  to  a  two-year  program.  God 
has  entrusted  to  us  the  choice  between  these 
two  alternatives. 

The  Free  Will  Baptist  Church  has  re- 
quested the  Board  of  Trustees  to  make  Mount

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Olive  a  four-year  College;  the  Trustees,  Ad- 
ministration and  Faculty  have  committed 
themselves  to  this  goal ;  our  accrediting  agen- 
cy, the  Southern  Association  of  Colleges  and 
Schools,  after  careful  evaluation,  has  officially 
approved  Mount  Olive  as  a  candidate  for  bac- 
calaureate programs;  some  of  the  best 
students  in  the  history  of  the  College  have 
already  enrolled  as  juniors  and  look  forward  to 
entering  the  first  senior  class  this  fall;  and  a 
record  number  of  students  are  applying  for  ad- 
mission because  they  want  to  be  able  to  earn  a 
baccalaureate  degree  without  transferring.  Our 
enrollment  for  the  spring  semester  is  up  100 
students  over  one  year  ago. 

The  question  before  us  is  not  whether  or 
not  Mount  Olive  College  will  survive— with  our 
present  endowment  and  physical  plant  we  have 
crossed  that  threshold.  The  question  is  the  kind 
and  quality  of  college  Mount  Olive  will  be.  Our 
present  level  of  gift-support  and  endowment 
are  not  adequate  to  support  a  four-year  pro- 
gram; it  is  essential,  therefore,  that  we  find  ad- 
ditional resources. 

Time  Is  of  the  Essence 
Why  the  urgency  of  the  next  few  months? 
We  are  scheduled  to  be  evaluated  by  the 
Southern  Association  of  Colleges  and  Schools  in 
the  spring  of  1986,  just  before  we  graduate  our 
first  four-year  class  in  May.  Since  this  evalua- 
tion will  take  place  during  the  1985-86  academic 
year,  the  essential  components  for  our  senior 
college  program  must  be  in  place  by  the  begin- 
ning of  the  fall  semester,  1985.  What  are  these 
components? 

I.  The  Faculty. 

The  addition  of  the  Junior  Class  in 
1984  required  three  new  appointments.  To 
successfully  add  the  senior  year  to  our 
program,  we  need  seven  additional  pro- 
fessors with  earned  doctor's  degrees  in  the 
area  of  their  instruction.  We  anticipate 
that  three  of  these  persons  will  be  present 
members  of  our  faculty  who  are  scheduled 
to  complete  their  degrees  during  1985;  the 
other  four  must  be  new  appointments.  In 
addition,  we  must  appoint  a  Director  of 
Career  Counseling  and  Placement  to  assist 
our  four-year  candidates  for  graduation  in 
planning  their  majors  and  in  securing 
employment.  We  have  already  begun  a 
nation-wide  search  for  the  best  candidates 
available.  Our  challenge  is  to  find  the 
funds  to  underwrite  the  cost  of  adding 
these  persons  to  our  payroll. 


II.  Library. 

Our  book  collection  now  totals  38,000 
volumes,  but  to  meet  the  requirements  for 
a  four-year  college  this  number  must  be 
increased  to  50,000  during  the  next  three 
years  (1985-1986-1987).  Our  goal  is  to  add 
4,000  volumes  annually. 

Furthermore,  the  cataloging  of  these 
books  and  providing  services  for  a  grow- 
ing student  body  will  require  additional 
personnel  for  the  library.  Moreover,  our 
four-year  academic  program  necessitates 
a  substantial  increase  in  the  number  of 
periodicals  to  which  we  subscribe. 

III.  Scholarships  and  Grants. 

In  the  fall  of  1985,  we  anticipate  an 
enrollment  in  excess  of  500  full-time 
students,  an  increase  of  approximately  200 
over  1983-84,  our  last  year  as  a  two-year 
college.  To  meet  the  needs  of  these 
students  we  anticipate  requests  for  a 
minimum  of  $300,000  in  financial  aid  over 
and  above  the  amount  required  when  we 
were  a  junior  college. 

IV.  Summary. 

There  are  many  other  fiscal  realities 
to  which  Mount  Olive  must  address  itself 
during  1985,  including  principal  and  in- 
terest payments  and  other  expenses 
related  to  College  Hall.  This  building  is  the 
flagship  for  our  four-year  program,  and 
without  it  we  could  not  have  even  con- 
sidered becoming  a  senior  college. 

Let  us  look  now  at  the  challenge  of 
1985  in  terms  of  the  gift  support  needed  to 
attain  our  goal  of  becoming  a  fully  ac- 
credited four-year  institution.

Conclusion 

Our  challenge  in  1985  is  to  advance  Mount 
Olive  College  into  a  full  four-year  program. 
Can  this  goal  be  attained?  I  look  up  from  my 
desk,  and  the  message  is  still  there:  "For  with 
God,  nothing  shall  be  impossible."  Our  Lord 
gave  us  this  promise,  and  I  trust  Him! 
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THE  FOUR- YEAR  MINISTERIAL 
PROGRAM  AT  MOC

One  of  the  senior  college  level  programs  of- 
fered at  Mount  Olive  College  is  a  major  in 
religion.  This  program  is  a  direct  response  to 
the  needs  of  the  Free  Will  Baptist  Church  to 
help  ministers  equip  themselves  for  their  call- 
ing. 

It  is  our  conviction  that  the  best  prepara- 
tion for  the  ministry  begins  with  a  solid 
foundation  in  the  liberal  arts  with  a  strong  con- 
centration in  religious  studies. 

Religion  Curriculum 

The  curriculum  in  religion  was  developed 
by  a  committee  representing  both  the  College 
and  the  Church.  The  committee  kept  in  mind 
the  needs  of  persons  entering  the  ministry  and 
other  church  vocations.  The  members  also  con- 
sidered the  special  needs  of  Free  Will  Baptist 
lay  persons. 

When  the  committee  completed  its  work, 
its  recommendations  were  submitted  to  the 
faculty  and  the  Board  of  Trustees  for  approval. 
Out  of  this  process  came  two  programs,  one 
leading  to  a  Bachelor  of  Arts  degree  in  Religion 
and  the  other  leading  to  a  Bachelor  of  Science 
in  Church  Ministries. 

Requirements 

A  student  who  wishes  to  earn  either  of 
these  degrees  must  earn  a  minimum  of  30 
semester  hours  beyond  the  basic  requirement 
of  six  hours  in  Old  and  New  Testament  studies. 
These  30  hours  may  be  chosen  from  four  areas : 


I.  Biblical  Studies 

A.  The  Prophets 

B.  The  Gospels 

C.  Life  and  Letters  of  Paul 

II.  Historical  Studies 

A.  Church  History 

B.  Religion  in  America 

C.  World  Religions 
III.  Theological  Studies 

A.  Christian  Beliefs 

B.  Christian  Ethics 

C.  Modern  Christian  Thought 

IV.  Practical  Studies 

A.  Pastoral  Ministry 

B.  Sermon  Preparation 

C.  Christian  Education 

D.  Evangelism 

E.  Worship 

F.  Church  Administration 

In  addition,  Free  Will  Baptist  ministerial 
students  must  include  courses  in  the  "History 
of  the  Free  Will  Baptist  Church"  and  "Free 
Will  Baptist  Doctrine"  in  their  program  of 
study. 

Religion  majors  must  also  have  a  concen- 
tration of  courses  in  the  Humanities  and  Social 
Sciences,  a  total  of  21  semester  hours  beyond 
the  introductory  level.  These  courses  help  to 
qualify  the  ministerial  student  either  for  ad- 
vanced study  or  for  the  responsibilities  of  the 
Christian  ministry. 

New  Testament  Greek 

Students  who  major  in  religion  are  en- 
couraged to  include  language  study  in  their 
curriculum.  This  year  for  the  first  time  a 
course  in  New  Testament  Greek  is  offered.  The 
first  year  concentrates  on  grammar  with  op- 
portunity to  develop  vocabulary  and  mastery  of 
the  forms  of  the  language.  Practice  in 
translating  from  Greek  to  English  and  English 
to  Greek  prepares  the  student  to  begin 
translating  portions  of  the  New  Testament. 

The  second  year  of  Greek  will  be  offered  in 
1985-86.  It  will  focus  on  translation  from  selec- 
tions from  the  New  Testament  along  with  addi- 
tional study  of  grammar  and  vocabulary. 

Value  of  Greek  Study 

The  study  of  Greek  has  value  to  the 
ministerial  student  because  it  assists  in  the  in- 
terpretation of  the  New  Testament.  There  are 
words  and  forms  which  have  meaning  in  the 
Greek  which  are  not  easily  translated  into 
English.  It  also  enables  the  student  to  more  ef- 
fectively use  tools  of  study,  such  as  commen- 
taries which  make  use  of  the  Greek  text.

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THE  SUNDAY  SCHOOL'S  FIGHT  FOR  SURVIVAL 


After  200  years  as  a  growing  institution, 
the  Sunday  school  is  in  a  desperate  struggle 
for  its  very  existence.  Total  Sunday  school 
enrollment  in  American  churches  has  declined 
over  24%.  This  decline  is  in  spite  of  an  ap- 
parent trend  of  renewed  growth  in  church 
membership.  Total  church  membership  grew 
over  16%  during  the  same  period.  Such  a 
significant  decline  has  never  before  occurred 
in  the  history  of  the  Sunday  school  movement. 

What  has  happened  since  Robert  Raikes 
held  the  first  Sunday  school  in  "Sooty  Alley" 
of  Gloucester,  England,  in  1780,  and  John 
Wesley  adopted  the  Sunday  school  in  his  own 
mission  as  "one  of  the  noblest  instruments  to 
be  seen  in  Europe  for  some  centuries?" 

The  Sunday  school  movement  found  fer- 
tile soil  in  America.  Between  1827  and  1860, 
most  denominations  officially  took  this  new 
organization  under  their  wings.  Through  the 
rest  of  the  19th  century,  the  embryo  continued 
to  grow  as  more  and  more  churches 
discovered  the  unique  value  of  the  Sunday 
school. 

Then  the  first  third,  and  particularly  the 
second  third,  of  the  20th  century  saw 
American  Sunday  schools  skyrocket  in  un- 
precedented growth.  As  both  rural  and  urban 
churches  began  to  flourish,  new  Sunday 


schools  were  established  at  a  record  pace. 
Large  Sunday  school  conventions  were  held 
and  Christian  educational  leaders  were  in 
great  demand.  Sunday  school  growth  seemed 
to  happen  with  little  or  no  effort.  The  first  60 
years  of  the  20th  century  became  the  "Golden 
Age  of  American  Sunday  Schools."  (Churches 
also  enjoyed  an  unprecedented  growth. ) 

But  as  the  century  moved  into  the  1960s, 
with  few  noticing,  growth  patterns  began  to 
change.  In  many  Sunday  schools,  enrollments 
began  to  plateau.  Worship  attendance  stabi- 
lized or  started  a  slight  decline.  Membership 
followed.  This  decline  did  not  happen  in  every 
Sunday  school  or  denomination  at  once.  Nor 
was  there  a  "Black  Sunday"  which  educators 
recall  as  the  turning  point.  But  the  tide  had 
turned.  The  Great  Depression  of  the  growth  of 
many  American  Sunday  schools  and  churches 
had  begun. 

The  decline  in  American  Sunday  schools 
accelerated  into  the  1970s.  Mainline  and 
evangelical  Sunday  schools  alike  found  the 
cancer  of  decline  difficult  to  arrest.  In  1974, 
national  Sunday  school  enrollments  dipped  for 
the  first  time  in  history  to  less  than  the  ex- 
pected growth  rate  based  on  national  popula- 
tion increases. 
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Today,  in  1985,  after  200  years  as  a  grow- 
ing institution,  the  Sunday  school  faces 
desperate  times.  Many  churches  within  the 
State  Convention  found  themselves  facing 
losses  once  more  when  they  tallied  their 
figures  at  the  end  of  the  church  year  (figures 
from  the  1985  Yearbook) .  The  chart  below 
shows  what  happened  during  the  church  year 
ending  June  30,  1984.

Indeed,  the  diagnosis  for  the  Sunday 
school,  that  once  thriving  institution  of  the 
American  church,  may  be  rapidly  approach- 
ing terminal.  The  question  may  be  asked,  "Is 
there  really  a  future  for  the  Sunday  school?" 
As  the  nation  moves  toward  secularism,  as 
the  Christian  education  of  children,  youth  and 
adults  continues  to  decline,  is  there  any  hope? 

Yes!  There  is  hope  for  the  Sunday  school. 

Despite  these  sobering  statistics  on  na- 
tional Sunday  school  trends,  there  is  the  first 
light  of  a  new  dawn.  There  are  children,  youth 
and  adults  enlisting  new  members  and  grow- 
ing with  explosive  vitality  in  most  denomina- 
tions and  in  every  area  of  the  country.  Those 
Sunday  schools  which  are  growing  are  those 
reaching,  winning,  and  discipling  people  into 
active  fellowship  within  the  life  of  the  local 
church. 

A  conversation  with  the  Rev.  Bass 
Mitchell,  field  secretary  of  the  North  Carolina 
Free  Will  Baptist  State  Sunday  School  Con- 
vention, helped  me  know  with  a  great  deal  of 
certainty,  that  those  schools  which  are  grow- 
ing are  those  who  want  to  grow  and  who  have 
a  clear  plan  for  growth.  Dedicated  and 
trained  leaders  who  are  committed  to 
ministry  and  who  are  willing  to  equip 
themselves  for  the  job  at  hand  are  also 
needed. 

Well,  you  ask,  how  do  we  go  about  realiz- 
ing this  growth?  Start  by  looking  at  your 
present  Sunday  school.  Determine  your 
present  average  attendance.  Then  set  a 
logical  goal,  after  which  small  steps  can  be 
determined  as  a  means  for  measuring  prog- 
ress. Decide  by  what  means  you  plan  to 


achieve  your  goals.  While  you  are  doing  these 
things,  check  to  see  how  your  present  Sunday 
school  enrollment  and  attendance  relate  to 
that  of  previous  years.  You  will  also  need  to 
determine  what  role  each  of  the  following  will 
play  in  your  plan:  Sunday  school  teachers,  the 
Board  of  Education,  other  members  of  the 
church  staff,  visitation  efforts,  and  special 
events. 

Church  and  Sunday  school  leaders,  for  the 
most  part,  must  continue  to  have  a  strong 
commitment  to  the  Sunday  school  program. 
And  well  they  should  have ;  for  this  program 
provides  many  unique  contributions  to  the  life 
of  the  local  church  that  are  essential  for 
growth : 

1.  The  Sunday  school  is  a  great 
resource  of  evangelistic  outreach  to 
friends  and  relatives  of  existing 
members. 

2.  The  Sunday  school  provides  the  op- 
portunity for  establishing  and  developing 
personal  relationships,  which,  in  turn, 
greatly  support  the  incorporation  of  new 
members  into  the  life  of  the  church. 

3.  The  Sunday  school  provides  a 
unique  opportunity  to  teach  Bible 
knowledge  and  to  study  the  implications 
of  the  Christian  life  in  today's  world. 

4.  The  Sunday  school  is  a  natural 
structure  to  create  new  classes  which  ap- 
peal to  a  wide  spectrum  of  new  people. 

5.  The  Sunday  school  provides  a 
system  for  the  church  to  minister  to  the 
entire  family  and  to  include  every  age 
group  in  this  ministry. 

6.  The  Sunday  school  is  the  most 
natural  organization  within  the  church 
for  training  and  equipping  large  numbers 
of  laity  for  the  work  to  which  Christ  has 
called  His  church. 

The  time  has  come  for  us  to  take  a  fresh 
look  at  the  Sunday  school,  to  see  our  Sunday 
school  through  growth  eyes.  This  means, 
above  all,  to  see  with  clear  understanding  the 
purpose  to  which  we  are  called. 

I  challenge  you  to  take  a  long,  hard  look 
at  the  educational  program  of  your  church. 
Make  it  into  the  program  it  should  be.

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MISSIONS  THROUGH 
CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION 


The  following  list  gives  you 
some  idea  of  the  current 
status  of  the  Sunday  schools  of 
the  H'mong  churches.  We 
need  literature  for  these  Sun- 
day schools.  Maybe  some 
church  or  church  group  can 
meet  these  needs.  Check  with 
Charles  Crisp,  director  of 
Home  Missions,  if  you  or  a 
group  in  your  church  are  in- 
terested. 

1.  Santa  Ana:  (Average  at- 
tendance about  200).  The 
children  are  taught  by  the 
youth;  materials  provided  by 
Free  Will  Baptists.  The  Youth 
Group  meets  each  Sunday,  use 
no  printed  materials.  Their 
programs  consist  of  singing 
and  lectures.  The  ladies  have 
Bible  study  without  printed 
materials. 

2.  Tulare:  (Average  atten- 
dance about  65).  The  children 
are  taught  by  the  youth  with 
some  assistance  from  the 
ladies;  materials  provided  by 
Free  Will  Baptists.  The  Youth 
Group  meets  each  Sunday,  use 
no  printed  materials.  Their 
programs  consist  of  singing 
and  lectures.  The  men  and 
ladies  meet  separately  for  Bi- 
ble study  without  printed 
materials. 

3.  Fresno:  (Average  atten- 
dance about  150).  They  are  at- 
tempting to  have  classes  for 
all  age  groups,  with  materials 
provided  by  Free  Will  Baptists 
except  the  youth.  The  Youth 
Group  has  its  own  meeting. 
The  youth  do  most  of  the 
teaching  including  children 
and  adults.  (Once  a  month 
English  classes  for  adults.) 


4.  Merced:  (Average  atten- 
dance about  200).  The  children 
are  taught  by  the  youth; 
materials  provided  by  Free 
Will  Baptists.  The  Youth 
Group  meets  each  Sunday, 
without  use  of  printed 
materials.  Their  programs 
consist  of  singing  and  lec- 
tures. The  ladies  have  Bible 
study  without  the  use  of 
printed  materials. 

5.  Modesto:  (Average  at- 
tendance about  60).  The 
children  are  taught  by  people 
of  the  General  Baptist  Church 
assisted  by  H'mong  youth  for 
training.  The  people  of  the 
General  Baptist  Church  select 
and  provide  materials.  The 
Youth  Group  meets  each  Sun- 
day without  the  use  of  printed 
materials.  Their  programs 
consist  of  singing  and  lec- 
tures. 


6.  Banning:  (Average  at- 
tendance about  80).  The 
children  are  a  part  of  the 
American  Baptist  Sunday 
school,  whose  building  they 
meet  in.  At  worship  time  the 
children  are  cared  for  by 
H'mong  youth  in  a  Children's 
Church  situation.  The  Youth 
Group  meets  each  Sunday, 
without  the  use  of  printed 
materials.  Their  programs 
consist  of  singing  and  lec- 
tures. The  adults  meet 
together  for  Bible  study 
without  material. 

7.  Stockton:  (Average  at- 
tendance about  50).  The 
children  are  taught  by  people 
of  the  Christian  Reform 
Church  with  materials 
selected  and  provided  by  the 
Christian  Reform  Church.  The 
youth  and  adults  are  taught  by 
H'mong  people  without  the  use 
of  printed  materials.  When 
they  find  a  different  building, 
they  desire  to  attempt  classes 
for  all  age  groups  themselves, 
using  materials  provided  by 
us.  When  they  move  into  a 
building  where  they  feel  free, 
the  attendance  will  double  in  a 
month's  time.

A  Glossary  of 
Basic  Bible  Terms 


"What's  the  difference  be- 
tween genuine  leather,  bonded 
leather,  split  cowhide,  and 
French  Morocco  bindings?" 
the  frustrated  Bible  customer 
asks. 

The  many  terms  that  de- 
scribe Bible  bindings,  edg- 
ings, study  helps,  and  other 
features  can  be  confusing. 
And  since  we  recognize  a  need 
to  read  and  study  our  Bibles— 
that  is  a  part  of  Christian 
education— an  understanding 
of  Bible  terminology  might 
help  when  one  goes  looking  for 
a  new  Bible. 

GLOSSARY 

Annotated  Bible:  Contains  brief  in- 
troductions and  general  outlines  to  Bi- 
ble books,  notes,  cross  references, 
and  simple  notations  for  alternate 
readings  and  textual  variants. 

Apocrypha:  A  collection  of  writings 
from  the  Greek  version  of  the  Old 
Testament  that  are  not  found  in  the 
Hebrew  canon. 

Award  Bible:  A  text  Bible  that  is 
designed    for    presentations  and 


giveaways  that  usually  contain  such 
items  as  maps  and  some  study  aids. 

Bible  Paper:  A  strong,  thin,  and 
opaque  white  paper  used  in  less  ex- 
pensively bound  Bibles. 

Biblical  Time  Chart:  An  illustrated 
listing  of  major  dates  of  biblical 
history  in  chronological  order.  These 
charts  are  usually  constructed  in  a 
vertical  design. 

Board  Covers:  Stiff  cover  bindings 
made  by  mounting  cover  material 
over  bookbinder's  board. 

Bonded  Leather:  Leather  fibers 
bonded  together  with  a  high-grade 
adhesive  into  flat  sheets  with  the  look, 
feel,  and  smell  of  leather. 

Calfskin:  A  very  supple,  luxurious 
leather  made  from  the  skin  of  a  calf. 

Canon:  A  list  of  the  books  of  the  Bi- 
ble that  have  been  accepted  by  tradi- 
tion and  authority  of  the  Church  as 
genuine,  inspired,  and  containing  the 
tenets  of  faith. 

Center-column  References: 
References  to  other  verses  in  the  Bi- 
ble on  the  same  subject.  They  are 
located  between  columns  of  two- 
column  Bible  pages. 

Chain  Reference  Bible:  A  topical 
Bible  and  cross  reference  Bible  com- 
bined into  one.  A  system  of  marginal 


cross  references  directs  readers  to  a 
"chain"  of  references  on  a  particular 
topic. 

Chronological  Bible:  Every  verse  in 
the  Bible  is  arranged  in  its  proper 
chronological  setting. 

Chronology:  The  time  sequence  of 
important  events.  Usually  appears  in 
chart  or  list  form  in  study  Bibles. 

Concordance:  An  alphabetical  list 
of  selected  Bible  words  that  cites 
chapters  and  verses  where  the  word 
occurs  throughout  the  Bible. 

Cowhide:  A  very  strong,  soft,  long- 
wearing  leather  made  from  the  hide 
of  a  cow.  It  is  a  very  popular  deluxe 
binding  material.  Top-grain  cowhide 
comes  from  the  top  or  outside  of  the 
hide.  Split  cowhide  is  a  lesser-quality 
leather  that  comes  from  the  lower 
portion  of  the  hide. 

Cross  References:  Additional 
references  on  the  same  theme  found 
in  the  margin  notes  or  footnotes  of  a 
reference  or  study  Bible. 

Cyclopedia  Index:  An  alphabetical 
arrangement  of  subjects,  names, 
places,  things,  events,  and  doctrines. 
Lists  verses  about  the  subjects. 

Deuterocanonical:  Another  name 
for  Apocrypha.  Usually  included 
(Turn  the  Page)

within  the  canon  of  the  Old  Testament 
rather  than  grouped  under  the 
Apocrypha  heading. 

Dictionary:  An  alphabetical  ar- 
rangement of  words  from  or  about  the 
Bible,  including  definitions,  pronun- 
ciations, and  examples  of  Scripture 
usage. 

Dictionary  Concordance:  A  com- 
bination Bible  dictionary  with  word 
meanings,  concordance,  and  subject 
index  all  in  one  handy  alphabetical  se- 
quence. This  arrangement  is  often 
found  in  gift  and  award  Bibles. 

Die  Cut:  A  flexible  binding  style  on 
which  the  cover  edges  are  cut  but  not 
turned  under.  This  binding  style  is 
found  in  less  expensive  Bibles. 

Edging:  The  edge  of  the  Bible  is 
sprayed,  stained,  or  gilded.  Gilding  is 
a  method  of  bonding  gold  foil  or 
metallic  gold  facsimile  to  the  edge  of 
the  Bible  which  gives  it  a  rich  look  and 
protects  it  from  moisture. 

Family  Bible:  Usually  a  large  Bible 
that  contains  a  family  record  section 
for  recording  pertinent  information 
about  the  family.  Some  family  Bibles 
contain  collateral  material  for  family 
reading,  study,  and  devotions. 

Florentine  Fillet:  A  gold-stamped 
border  design  used  to  enhance  the  ap- 
pearance of  inside  covers. 

Flush  Cut:  A  cover  style  often  used 
on  inexpensive  Bibles.  The  cover  is 
cut  flush  so  that  it  does  not  project 
beyond  the  page  edges. 

Footnotes:  Found  at  the  bottom  of  a 
Bible  page.  Includes  more  informa- 
tion on  the  passage  under  considera- 
tion and  additional  references  for  fur- 
ther study. 

French  Morocco:  Leather  made 
from  sheepskin.  It  is  sometimes 
known  as  "real"  or  "genuine" 
leather. 

Gazetteer:  An  alphabetical  list  of 
Bible  place  names  with  code  numbers 
keyed  to  an  adjacent  set  of  Bible 
maps. 

Harmony  of  the  Gospels:  A  section 
that  lists  significant  events  in  the  life 
of  Christ  with  notes  that  indicate 
where  references  to  the  events  are 
found  in  each  of  the  four  Gospels.  It  is 
found  in  chart  format  in  most  Bibles. 

Imitation  Leather:  A  cloth-base  or 
paper-base  material  (usually 
saturated  with  latex  or  a  similar 
bonding  agent)  that  is  embossed  to 
look  like  leather. 

India  Paper:  Highly  refined,  thin, 
opaque  paper  that  is  both  strong  and 
durable,  bulking  approximately  1,500 
pages  to  an  inch. 

Introduction:  A  review  of  each  Bi- 
ble book,  often  accompanied  by  an 
outline  of  that  book. 


Kivar:  A  binding  style  in  which  the 
cover  does  not  extend  more  than  1/8  to 
*4  inch  beyond  the  page  edges. 

Messianic  Prophecies:  Old  Testa- 
ment passages  believed  to  embody 
prophetic  references  to  Christ  are 
listed.  Location  of  each  passage  is 
cited. 

Monies,  Weights,  and  Measures: 

Most  study  Bibles  have  equivalency 
charts  and  references  to  aid  readers 
in  understanding  the  text. 

Morocco:  Leather  made  from  goat- 
skin, natural  or  handgrained.  This  is  a 
durable  and  handsome  leather  bind- 
ing. 

Outline:  A  brief  overview  of  the 
book  under  consideration.  Usually  ap- 
pears after  the  introduction. 

Overlapping  Covers:  Covers  that 
overlap  well  beyond  the  page  edges  to 
protect  edges  from  damage  and 
soilage. 

Padded  Covers:  A  layer  of  foam  is 
placed  beneath  outer  covers  to  pro- 
vide a  cushioned  feel. 

Parallel  Bible:  Different  transla- 
tions of  Bible  text  appear  in  side-by- 
side  columns. 

Paraphrase:  A  restatement  of  an 
existing  translation  that  conveys  the 
thought  of  the  passage  rather  than  a 
literal  word-for-word  rendering. 

Peshitta:  "Peshitta"  is  a  term  used 
for  an  ancient  and  authoritative  text 
of  the  Bible  that  was  intended  for  use 
by  the  common  man.  It  was 
translated  by  George  M.  Lansa  from 
Aramaic  and  was  published  over  a 
period  of  years  from  1933  through  1957 
when  the  entire  translation  was  com- 
plete. 

Pew  Bible:  An  inexpensive  Bible 
often  bound  in  cloth  over  boards.  For 
congregational  use  during  worship 
services. 

Pigskin:  Binding  material  from 
pigskin.  It  is  called  Berkshire  Leather 
by  some  Bible  publishers  and  is 
specially  tanned  to  enhance  its  ap- 
pearance and  durability. 

Pin  Seal:  Leather  made  from 
sealskin.  Considered  one  of  the  softest 
leathers  used  in  Bible  covers,  it  is 
rare  and  very  expensive. 

Pin  Seal  Morocco:  A  very  fine  grain 
Morocco  with  the  appearance  and  feel 
of  Pin  Seal.  One  of  the  softest  and 
finest  binding  materials  available. 

Polyglot:  Bible  containing  several 
texts  or  translations  in  parallel  col- 
umns. 

Presentation  Page:  A  decorated 
page  at  the  front  of  the  Bible  for  in- 
scribing names  of  the  giver,  recipient, 
and  date  the  Bible  was  given. 

Red-letter  Bible:  A  Bible  that 
denotes  the  words  of  Christ  in  red. 


Reference:  Found  at  the  end  of  a 
verse  or  in  the  center  or  side  columns. 
References  lead  readers  to  additional 
study  on  a  word  or  subject. 

Ribbon  Marker:  A  ribbon  that  is 
bound  into  the  top  of  a  spine  that  is 
usually  used  as  a  bookmark. 

Self -pronouncing  Text:  Unfamiliar 
and  difficult  words  and  names  are 
divided  into  syllables  and  accented 
for  correct  pronunciation. 

Semi-overlap  or  Half-circuit:  Flexi- 
ble Bible  cover  that  slightly  overlaps 
pages. 

Septuagint:  First  and  most  impor- 
tant of  the  early  Greek  translations  of 
the  Old  Testament  by  the  Jews  of 
Alexandria. 

Snap-flap:  A  purse-like  binding 
style.  It  features  an  extended  back 
cover  which  overlaps  and  is  snap- 
fastened  to  the  front  cover. 

Study  Bible:  Prepared  for  Bible 
students,  usually  with  a  dictionary, 
references,  indexes,  study  helps,  con- 
cordance, and  so  on. 

Subject  Index:  An  index,  usually  in 
alphabetical  order,  to  the  major  Bible 
themes  and  stories. 

Survey:  An  overview  of  a  particular 
Bible  book. 

Text  Bible:  Contains  the  Bible  text 
but  no  references. 

Thumb  Indexing:  Indentation 
and/or  tabs  are  placed  on  the  front 
edge  of  the  Bible  to  aid  in  locating 
various  Bible  books. 

Top- grain  Cowhide:  Full-grained 
leather  genuine  cowhide  from  the  top 
of  the  hide.  An  extremely  durable 
leather. 

Topical  Index:  Lists  general  topics 
for  study  and  usually  provides  a  brief 
description  or  definition  of  each  topic. 
It  is  also  called  a  cyclopedic  or  en- 
cyclopedia index. 

Translation:  A  rendering  from  one 
language  to  another. 

Triglot:  Has  three  translations. 

Version:  Translation  from  another 
language. 

Vinyl:  A  tough,  synthetic 
petrochemical  material  that  is  both 
durable  and  attractive. 

Water  Buffalo  Calfskin:  A  soft, 
handsome,  durable  leather  with  a  pro- 
nounced grain.  Provides  a  two-toned 
effect  which  is  evident  in  dyed 
leathers. 

Whipstitching:  Side  sewing  from 
the  center  of  the  first  and  last 
signatures  to  give  added  strength  to 
the  parts  of  the  Bible  that  endure  the 
greatest  stress. 

Zipper  Closing:  An  overlapping  Bi- 
ble binding  closed  with  a  zipper  to 
enclose  and  completely  protect  the  Bi- 
ble. 
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JACOBSON  HOLDS 
WORKSHOP  AT  COLLEGE

"President  Reagan  himself 
wanted  to  put  the  emphasis  on 
youth  for  this  inauguration," 
said  John  Jacobson,  one  of  the 
three  producers  of  the  in- 
augural entertainment.  "So,  we 
put  together  a  group  of  young 
entertainers  who  would  repre- 
sent America." 

Jacobson  was  on  the  Mount 
Olive  campus  Saturday, 
January  12,  to  conduct  a  day- 
long choreography  workshop 
for  the  Mount  Olive  Singers. 
While  taking  a  break,  he  ex- 
plained how  the  Singers  came 
to  be  chosen  to  represent  North 
Carolina  in  The  Inaugural 
Entertainment  Company. 

"Robert  Jami  Productions,  a 
very  influential  producer  out  of 
Los  Angeles,  was  hired  by  the 
Inaugural  committee  to  ar- 
range the  inaugural  entertain- 
ment. They  then  hired  two 
others  and  myself  to  actually 
put  the  entertainment  together. 

"We  decided  to  go  with  col- 
lege students  and  I  went 
through  my  mind  trying  to 
think  of  the  college  groups  I 
knew,"  related  Jacobson.  He 
had  met  Irene  Patten,  the 
Singers'    director,    at  a 


workshop.  Patten  had  shown 
him  a  video  tape  of  The  Mount 
Olive  Singers. 

"I  thought  of  The  Mount 
Olive  College  Singers  as  a 
group  that  would  represent 
what  we  wanted  at  the  in- 
auguration. I  called  them  on 
very  short  notice.  Fortunately, 
they  were  adaptable  and  ready 
to  change  their  semester  plans 
to  do  this.  Mount  Olive  is  a  very 
select  group  as  there  are  not 
very  many  groups  involved." 

Five  college  entertainment 
groups  were  selected  from 
states  of  Texas,  Virginia,  South 
Carolina,  California  and, 
representing  North  Carolina, 
The  Mount  Olive  Singers. 
Amateur  performers  from  New 
York  round  out  the  group  of  200 
that  make  up  The  Inaugural 
Entertainment  Company. 

The  Singers  traveled  to 
Washington  on  Tuesday  morn- 
ing, January  15.  They  spent 
Wednesday  and  Thursday 
meeting  the  other  performers, 
learning  the  routines  and  being 
fitted  for  their  costumes.  Fri- 
day began  a  whirlwind  of  ac- 
tivities, as  the  group  enter- 
tained at  receptions,  banquets, 


and  the  official  inaugural 
events. 

Jacobson  was  very  excited 
about  the  opportunity  the 
Singers  have  to  perform  in 
Washington.  "They  are  going  to 
be  a  real  part  of  history,"  he 
said.  "It  is  one  of  those  occa- 
sions that  come  along  once  in  a 
lifetime.  I'm  excited  to  be  a 
part  of  it." 

Formerly  a  choreographer 
and  entertainer  for  Walt  Disney 
productions,  Jacobson  staged 
extravaganzas  such  as  the 
Orange  Bowl  halftime  shows, 
and  Disney  New  Year's  Eve 
Shows,  and  Disney  Ice  Shows. 
He  traveled  for  Disney  all  over 
the  world  in  marketing  tours 
entertaining  in  the  United 
Kingdom,  Scandanavia  and 
South  America. 

"I  helped  stage  the  grand 
opening  of  Tokyo  Disneyland  in 
April  of  1983.  We  staged  the 
shows  and  wrote  the  scripts.  It 
was  unique  and  frustrating  ex- 
perience trying  to  run  a  rehear- 
sal when  you  don't  speak  any 
Japanese  and  the  performers 
don't  speak  any  English," 
remembered  Jacobson. 

Returning  from  Japan, 
Jacobson  took  an  exotic  vaca- 
tion, He  traveled  through 
Russia  on  the  Trans-Siberian 
Railway,  "13,000  miles  by 
myself."  He  visited  Africa, 
where  his  brother  is  serving 
with  the  Peace  Corps  in 
Liberia.  In  Germany,  he  visited 
his  sister,  who  directs  Moral 
Support  Activities  for  the 
United  States  Army. 

Jacobson  works  as  a  free- 
lancer conducting  workshops 
for  music  educators  and  college 
singing  groups  at  such  colleges 
as  Penn  State,  Ohio  State  and 
the  University  of  Wisconsin.  He 
has  written  a  book  on  chore- 
ography, Puttin'  on  the  Glitz, 
and  a  book  and  album  called 
Workouts  and  Warmups  for 
Singers.

"Creating  a  clearer 
understanding  of  the  relation- 
ship between  the  church  and 
the  College."

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GRIFTON  MISSION 
PURCHASES  PROPERTY 

We  are  thrilled  at  the  prog- 
ress of  the  mission  in  Grifton. 
This  work  was  started  October 
29,  1982,  in  the  former  St.  Jude 
Catholic  Church  building. 
Since  then,  it  has  experienced 
a  steady  growth  in  atten- 
dance, until  the  present  fifty. 

The  Rev.  James  Sowers  and 
family  are  very  well  known  in 
Grifton.  When  there  have  been 
sickness,  deaths,  and  crises, 
Brother  Jimmie  has  been 
there  to  minister.  The  mission 
people  have  been  of  service  in 
times  of  burnouts,  tornadoes, 
and  floods.  This  spirit  of  ser- 
vice to  the  community  has 
resulted  in  people  coming  to 
Christ  and  the  church.  We  are 
proud  to  claim  this  work  as 
one  of  our  own. 

In  October,  plans  were 
finalized  for  the  mission  to 
purchase  their  building.  With 
the  help  of  the  Home  Missions 
Board  and  Central  Conference 
Missions  Board,  we  made  a 
down  payment  on  the  proper- 
ty, with  the  Catholic  Diocese 
financing  the  remainder. 

MISSION  IN  CLINTON 

In  October  of  this  year,  the 
Hillsberry  Church  in  Clinton 
met  with  the  Eastern  Con- 
ference Executive  Commit- 
tee. Because  of  internal 
problems,  they  requested  the 


Executive  Committee  to 
dissolve  the  church.  This  was 
done  and  the  Eastern  Con- 
ference Executive  Committee 
turned  the  building  over  to  the 
Home  Missions  Board  and  re- 
quested that  the  Board  seek  to 
establish  a  new  mission. 

On  November  11,  the  direc- 
tor met  with  five  people  to 
start  a  new  mission  at  the 
Hillsberry  facilities.  After 
seven  weeks  the  attendance 
had  grown  to  twenty-eight 
people. 

On  January  3,  the  Home 
Missions  Board  met  and  ap- 
pointed the  Rev.  Dan  Jordan 
as  Home  Missions  pastor  of 
the  Hillsberry  Mission  of  Clin- 
ton. Brother  Dan  and  his  wife, 
Audrey,  have  assumed  the 
pastorate  and  have  begun  a 
work  which  we  believe  will 
result  in  a  strong  church  being 
established  in  Clinton. 

Pray  for  these  dedicated 
workers  in  this  newest  effort 
of  your  Home  Missions 
Department. 

NEW  MISSION 
AT  MORGANTON 

We  will  begin  a  new  work  at 
Morgan  ton  among  the  H'mong 
people.

Pray  that  God  will  bless 
in  a  great  way  as  we  start  this 
new  adventure  for  Him. 

FIRST  CHURCH 
OF  WILMINGTON 

The  Rev.  David  C.  Hansley 
reports  three  new  families  at 
this  work.  Though  it  has  been 
difficult,  it  seems  that  this 
work  is  beginning  to  turn  the 
corner  for  growth.  The  atten- 
dance is  averaging  in  the  thir- 
ties. Much  work  has  been  done 
on  improving  the  appearance 
of  the  property  and  the  image 
in  the  community. 

The  income  has  been  in- 
creasing steadily  and  the 
Board  will  be  reducing  the 
support  soon. 

Brother  David  reports  that 
one  person  accepted  Christ, 
January  13.  They  took  a 
special  Christmas  offering  for 
Home  Missions  by  decorating 
a  tree  with  offering  envelopes. 
A  total  offering  of  $115.38  was 
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presented  to  the  Home  Mis- 
sions Board. 

On  December  6,  the  mission 
celebrated  "The  Lord's  Day  of 
Music."

Several  weeks  ago,  the  Free 
Will  Baptist  Press  Board 
made  the  decision  to  print 
Bibles  in  the  Laotian  language 
for  the  H'mong  people.  An  ap- 
peal was  made  for  contribu- 
tions to  be  made  for  this  pur- 
pose. Soon  after  this  appeal, 
the  Unity  Church  of  Durham 
was  dissolved  and  their 
property  was  sold.  Six  thou- 
sand dollars  of  these  funds 
were  contributed  for  the  Bible 
Fund.

It  is  a 
dictionary,  a  thesaurus,  an  en- 
cyclopedia, a  biography,  a 
bibliography,  an  autobio- 
graphy, and  much  more! 
D.  H.  Hill  Library  on  the  cam- 
pus of  North  Carolina  State 
University  towers  twelve 
stories  high,  each  story  lined 
with  stacks  and  volumes  of 
books  of  all  kinds,  sizes  and 
origins.  Each  volume  shouts 
boldly  of  its  ability  to  give 
answers  to  life  that  are  fulfill- 
ing, profitable  and  intellec- 
tually stimulating.

the  ever-present  nature  of  our 
"co-existence"  with  children 
who  represent  multiple  orien- 
tations and  needs.  Without  the 
"handbook"  that  Tommy 
holds,  fulfillment  of  our  mis- 
sion would  be  impossible!  One 
cannot  help  but  wonder  how 
non-Christian  child  care 
facilities  ever  accomplish 
anything  long-lasting  ( with 
eternal  results).  This  observa- 
tion is  made  primarily 
because  of  one  small  dif- 
ference in  philosophical  orien- 
tation. Non-Christian  facilities 
are  limited  to  helping  kids 
through  their  difficulties  from 
the  outside  in  (treating  only 
symptoms  of  the  real  prob- 
lems). Christian  Homes  have 
the  advantage  of  working 
from  the  inside  out  (the 
"heart"  of  most  problems).

DO  YOU  CARE? 


A  lone  figure  huddles  against 
the  cold  January  wind  as  he 
slowly  makes  his  way  to  the 
mailbox.  His  face  shows  the 
ravages  of  time  and  his  slow 
walk  is  the  result  of  advancing 
years  and  the  toll  they  take  on 
each  of  us.  His  hand  reaches 
slowly  for  the  day's  mail,  and 
as  he  glances  through  the  items 
all  he  finds  are  bills  and  letters 
addressed  "Occupant."  He 
turns  and  shuffles  back  to  his 
home,  a  small  wood,  frame 
structure  that  has  seen  better 
days. 

Who  is  this  man  and  where 
does  he  live?  I  suppose  it  could 
be  anyone's  father  or  grand- 
father, and  he  could  live 
anywhere  in  this  state.  He  is 
retired  and  his  failing  health 
shows  that  his  days  are  truly 
numbered.  This  is  his  situation 
now,  but  times  have  not  always 
been  this  way.  At  one  time  he 
was  respected  and  admired  as 
a  pillar  of  his  community  and  a 
servant  to  all.  He  has  worked 
long  hours  visiting  the  dis- 
tressed and  bereaved.  He  has 
spent  countless  hours  in  his 
younger  days  bringing  comfort 
to  the  sick  and  staying  close  by 
their  bed  in  a  crisis.  Years  ago 


when  folks  had  trouble  they 
came  to  him,  and  there  they 
found  a  shoulder  on  which  to 
cry  and  advice  that  helped 
them  through  some  pretty 
rough  times.  He  has  been 
known  to  reach  down  in  his  own 
pocket  and  with  his  meager 
resources  find  a  way  to  help 
some  poor  unfortunate  who  was 
down  on  his  luck  and  needed 
some  help  to  tide  him  over. 

You  know  this  man  and  you 
know  him  well.  You  see  it  was 
his  hand  you  took  that  night  so 
long  ago  when  you  walked  the 
aisle  in  need  of  the  Saviour. 
You  knelt  down  together  and  he 
prayed  for  you,  showing  you 
God's  simple  plan  of  salvation. 
It  was  this  man  you  called  when 
you  found  the  love  of  your  life 
and  you  decided  to  spend  the 
rest  of  your  years  together  as 
husband  and  wife.  He  was  there 
when  that  first  precious  child 
was  born;  and  when  your 
mother  became  so  ill  and  was 
called  to  her  reward  he  was 
there  to  give  comfort  and 
solace  when  it  was  so 
desperately  needed. 

He  was  there  for  you,  but  to- 
day he  is  alone.  He  is  living  on  a 
fixed   income   that   does  not 


always  provide  for  the  unex- 
pected expenses  that  plague 
each  of  us.  His  retirement  in- 
come is  not  great  because  he 
had  so  little  to  set  aside  from 
his  salary  in  years  past.  More 
times  than  not  his  salary  barely 
covered  the  cost  of  raising  his 
family,  and  the  many  miles  he 
drove  took  their  toll  from  the 
family  budget.  So  today  he 
wonders— he  wonders  if  he  has 
been  forgotten,  he  wonders  if 
his  service  to  his  God  and  his 
denomination  was  worthwhile. 
Although  he  wonders*he  knows 
that  the  God  who  watches  over 
the  sparrows  looks  after  him 
too.  But  wouldn't  it  be  nice  if 
the  denomination  that  he  has 
given  his  life  and  health  for 
would  show  that  they 
remember  and  they  care?  He  is 
not  bitter,  but  sometimes  when 
he  opens  his  mail,  a  note  or  a 
card  do  so  much  for  his  day. 
And  when  the  unexpected  oc- 
curs such  as  an  oil  bill  that  got 
out  of  hand  or  a  doctor's  visit 
that  was  more  than  an- 
ticipated, it  would  be  nice  to 
receive  a  helping  hand  from  the 
people  and  denomination  to 
which  he  has  been  so  faithful. 

The  Board  of  Superannuation 
is  the  group  that  is  charged 
with  this  responsibility.  It  is 
distressing  to  have  to  say  that 
the  funds  are  just  not  there,  but 
that  is  the  case.  We  are  limited 
in  what  we  do  by  the  amount  of 
support  we  receive  by  the 
churches  of  the  State  Conven- 
tion. Last  year  we  received  a 
little  over  $20,000  from  our 
churches.  With  this  level  of  sup- 
port we  can  carry  out  our  pres- 
ent program  but  we  can  do  no 
more.  I  am  happy  to  say  that  all 
of  our  retired  ministers  are  not 
in  the  same  situation  as  the  one 
described  here,  but  we  cannot 
deny  that  there  are  those 
among  the  retired  that  share  in 
this  plight.  You  can  change  this 
if  you  care.

The  Board  of  Superannuation 
regretfully  accepted  the 
resignation  of  Daniel  Barrow 
during  the  fall  meeting.  Mr. 
Barrow  and  his  wife,  Sally, 
reside  in  Greene  County  and 
they  are  members  of  Hull  Road 
Church.  Mr.  Barrow  cited 
health  as  his  reason  for  leaving 
the  Board  and  indicated  that  it 
was  with  much  regret  that  he 
was  resigning.  Mr.  Barrow  had 
served  faithfully  for  25  years 
and  has  seen  the  program 
through  many  changes  in  that 
time.  His  pastor,  the  Rev.  Leon 
Grubbs,  said,  "Mr.  Barrow  is 
an  unselfish  giver  of  his  time 
and  talents."

It  is  also  a  chance  to  receive  a 
special  offering  for  the  work  of 
Superannuation  as  we  seek  to 
expand  our  program  by  making 
funds  available  to  some  of  our 
needy  ministers.  This  is  a  great 
challenge  for  us  and  we  hope 
our  churches  will  respond  with 
greatness  in  their  gifts  and 
prayers. 

Superannuation  is  serving 
the  cause  of  Christ  today  by 
serving  the  ministers  of  this 
denomination  and  we  can  do 
great  things  with  your  help. 
Won't  you  help  us  look  to  the 
future  and  provide  assistance 
to  our  ministers  that  have  given 
so  much  for  us? 

FINANCIAL  SURVEY 

The  Board  of  Superannuation 
mailed  out  questionnaires  to 
the  ministers  of  the  State  Con- 
vention during  the  summer 
regarding  their  income  and 
benefits.  By  the  results  of  this 
survey  we  feel  that  we  can 
draw  some  conclusions  when 
our  group  is  compared  to  other 
well-known  denominations  in 
our  state. 

The  reason  for  this  survey 
was  to  make  available  informa- 
tion to  our  churches  that  was 
not  previously  available.  When 
a  church  or  finance  committee 
sits  down  to  discuss  its  pastor's 
salary  there  is  not  always  infor- 
mation available  to  make  any 
comparisons.  We  wanted  to 
assemble  these  facts  so  they 
could  be  placed  in  the  hands  of 
those  who  could  best  make  use 
of  them,  the  local  church. 

Here  is  a  sampling  of  what 
we  learned.  The  average 
minister  in  our  church  is  45 


years  old,  with  16  years  of  ex- 
perience in  the  pastoral 
ministry.  He  has  no  established 
retirement  plan  and  he  earns 
$15,101  annually.  Out  of  this 
figure  he  pays  his  housing  and 
travel  expenses.  As  you  look  at 
this  figure,  you  may  say  to 
yourself,  as  half  of  you  will, 
"Well,  I  see  that  we  are  paying 
our  preacher  too  much."  Keep 
in  mind  that  this  figure  is  an 
average  and  does  not  take  into 
account  the  size  or  ability  of  the 
local  congregation.  Also  after 
the  living  and  travel  expenses 
are  removed,  a  minister  with 
two  children  is  at  or  below  the 
poverty  level.  Is  this  what  you 
want? 

The  Christian  church  down 
the  road  is  paying  their 
minister  an  average  of  $20,946, 
the  American  Lutheran  pastor 
receives  $24,388  and  the 
Methodist  average  is  $19,416. 
Most  likely  these  men  in  the 
other  churches  are  doing  the 
same  job  working  the  same 
hours,  and  experiencing  the 
same  headaches  as  their 
counterparts.  We  are  not  say- 
ing that  your  minister  is  in  his 
position  for  the  money,  but  let 
us  accept  the  fact  that  we  all 
need  a  certain  amount  to  live. 
We  have  all  received,  as  Chris- 
tians, God's  call  to  promote  the 
gospel,  and  if  we  just  sit  back 
and  admire  the  dedication  of 
the  pastor  without  sacrificing 
ourselves  we  are  making  a 
mockery  of  our  declared  com- 
mitment to  the  Lord  and  His 
gospel.  Can  we  do  more?  That 
is  a  question  you  must  answer. 
Should  we  do  more?  Only  you 
can  say.  There  is  a  difference 
between  our  ministers  and 
their  counterparts  in  other 
denominations.  But  the  dif- 
ference is  not  dedication  and 
love  for  the  Lord  and  His  work. 

God  calls  His  ministers  to 
serve  and  He  calls  His  church 
to  support  them  adequately.

BOOK  REVIEWS 

The  following  are  brief 
reviews  of  some  of  the  books 
used  in  the  Basic  Teacher  Cer- 
tificate. 

Power  Through  Prayer,  by 
E.  M.  Bounds.  This  is  an  ex- 
cellent book  on  the  meaning, 
importance  and  how-to  of 
prayer.  Although  written 
primarily  with  the  preacher  in 
mind,  it  is  certainly  relevant 
for  teachers  and  all  educa- 
tional workers  ($2.50). 

Teaching  and  Learning  with 
Older  Elementary  Children, 
by  Arline  Ban.  This  is  for 
teachers  of  children  in  Grades 
3  through  6.  It  presents  in  a 
very  practical  and  readable 
way  who  the  children  are,  how 
they  learn,  their  special  needs 
and  how  teachers  can  plan 
meaningful  learning  ex- 
periences for  them  ($2.95). 

Understanding  Today's 
Youth,  by  Daniel  Aleshire. 
This  is  for  teachers  of  junior 
and  senior  highs.  It  includes 
chapters  on  growing  up  in 
America,  family  relation- 
ships, how  youth  develop  and 
learn,  youth  and  the  school 
system,  faith  development, 
peer  pressure,  and  much  more 
($2.60). 

How  to  Guide  Adults,  by 
Polly  Cooper.  Every  teacher 
of  adults  will  find  practical 
help  in  this  book.  It  examines 
the  responsibilities  of 
teachers,  how  to  care  for  and 
motivate  adults,  planning  for 
significant  learning  ex- 
periences, effective  teaching 
methods  for  adults,  and  much 
more.  It  includes  helpful  exer- 
cises for  self-evaluation  and 
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for  gaining  practical  ex- 
perience in  using  new 
teaching  methods  ($3.00). 

IDEAS 
Our  Sunday  School  Family 

Obtain  a  picture  of  each 
child  in  your  class.  Perhaps 
you  can  ask  them  to  bring 
their  school  picture  or  take 
your  own  pictures  of  them.  Let 
each  child  glue  his  or  her  pic- 
ture on  a  piece  of  paper.

The  Light  of  the  World 

(February  3) 

This  lesson  examines  Jesus' 
claim  to  be  "the  Light  of  the 
world"  (John  9:5). 

In  this  lesson  you  will  want 
to  compare  Jesus  with  light. 
What  is  light?  What  does  it  do? 
What  would  life  be  like  without 
it?  How  does  all  of  this  help 
describe  what  Jesus  does  for 
us? 

There  are  several  audio- 
visual aids  you  could  use  with 
this  lesson.  You  could  get  a 
color  print  of  the  painting 
"The  Light  of  the  World,"  by 
Holman  Hunt.  There  is  a 
black-and-white  print  of  it  in 
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Cynthia  Pearl  Maus's  book 
Christ  and  the  Fine  Arts.  Put 
it  on  display  or  pass  it  around. 
Let  your  students  interpret 
and  discuss  it. 

There  are  several  films  and 
filmstrips  available  which 
would  be  relevant  for  this 
lesson:  "The  Man  Born  Blind" 
(filmstrip),  "Jesus  Heals  the 
Man  Born  Blind"  (film),  and 
"Jesus  and  the  Blind  Man  at 
Siloam"  (filmstrip).  The  first 
and  last  ones  can  be  ordered 
from  American  Baptist  Films, 
Box  851,  Valley  Forge,  PA 
19482.  The  second  one  can  be 
ordered  from  Religious  Film 
Library,  P.O.  Box  1269,  West 
Chester,  PA  19380. 

The  Shepherd  of  Life 

(February  10) 

The  central  theme  for  this 
lesson  is  that  Jesus  is  like  a 
good  shepherd  for  our  lives. 

You  might  begin  with  the 
filmstrip  "Shepherds  in  Bible 
Lands"  (American  Baptist 
Films).  Although  intended  for 
children,  it  can  be  used  with 
youths  and  adults,  if  the  script 
is  expanded. 

Let  the  class  describe  or  list 
the  charactistics  of  a  good 
shepherd.  Jesus  gives  some. 
Look  up  other  passages  which 
describe  shepherds  (Psalm 
23;  Isaiah  40:11;  Jeremiah 
31:10;  Ezekiel  34:11-16; 
Hebrews  13:20). 

Read  up  on  shepherds.  A 
good  biblical  dictionary  like 
The  Interpreter's  Dictionary 
of  the  Bible  will  provide  you 
with  a  wealth  of  information. 


The  Resurrection  and  the  Life 

(February  17) 
The  central  theme  of  this 
lesson  is  Jesus'  power  over 
death  and  His  gift  of  eternal 
life  to  all  who  believe  in  Him. 

"The  Raising  of  Lazarus" 
and  "Jesus  Brings  the  Dead 
Back  to  Life"  would  be  ap- 
propriate filmstrips  to  use 
with  this  lesson.  Order  them 
from  American  Baptist  Films. 

The  Bible  Teacher  has 
several  suggested  teaching 
activities.  See  especially  "An 
Outline  for  Teaching." 

In  this  lesson  you  will  want 
to  concentrate  on  how  faith  in 
Jesus  helps  the  Christian  view 
and  cope  with  death. 

Through  Death  to  Life 

(February  2k) 
The  central  theme  of  this 
lesson  is  that  God  gives  us 
abundant   and   eternal  life 
through  the  death  of  Jesus. 

You  will  want  to  explore  the 
spiritual  principle  of  how  life 
can  come  out  of  death.  What 
does  Jesus  say?  What  illustra- 
tion does  He  use?  Can  you 
think  of  other  illustrations, 
perhaps  when  someone  died  so 
that  someone  else  could  live? 

Lead  the  class  to  describe 
the  impact  the  death  of  Christ 
has  had  on  their  lives.  What 
difference  has  it  made?  What 
do  they  feel  and  think  when 
they  contemplate  Jesus  hang- 
ing and  dying  on  the  Cross  for 
them?

We  call  this  day  Valen- 
tine's Day  in  honor  of  the  two 
men  named  Valentine.

The  study  of  Greek 
likewise  helps  the  student 
to  appreciate  the  task  of 
translating  the  New  Testa- 
ment into  English  and  pro- 
vides a  basis  for  judging 
the  quality  and  accuracy  of 
a  particular  translation. 
Because  language  is  part  of 
the  culture  of  any  people, 
the  study  of  the  language  of 
those  who  wrote  the  New 
Testament  can  give  insight 
into  their  cultural  setting. 

Not  the  least  important 
for  the  student  of  Greek  is 
the  fact  that  learning 
another  language  helps  the 
student  better  understand 
the  structure  and  form  of 
his  own  language.  This  is 
especially  true  with  Greek, 
a  language  which  has  con- 
tributed so  much  to 
Western  culture.

PLANNING  FOR  SUCCESS 


Every  now  and  then,  something  goes  wrong 
with  plans  for  an  upcoming  trip,  or  perhaps  a 
visit  to  a  museum,  a  shopping  spree,  bicycle  ride 
or  walk.  When  this  happens,  I  remember  that 
"The  best  laid  plans  of  mice  and  men  often  go 
awry." 

Many  people  experience  disappointments 
about  such  things— especially  when  children. 
However,  the  very  nature  of  man  drives  him 
towards  planning  for  the  future.  Man  is  perhaps 
the  only  creature  created  by  God  which 
remembers  the  past,  enjoys  the  present,  and 
plans  for  the  future.  He  lives  in  three  dimensions 
of  time.  I  guess  life  would  often  be  dreary,  dull 
and  foreboding  without  our  ability  to  think  of  the 
future ;  to  dream  dreams  and  envision  what  can 
be  done  in  the  days,  months  and  years  ahead. 

How  does  a  small  company  become  a  giant 
corporation?  General  Motors  did  so  by  following 
this  motto:  "Plan  your  work  and  work  your 
plan."  The  first  president  of  AT&T  set  a  goal 
right  at  the  beginning,  saying:  "We  will  build  a 
telephone  system  so  that  anyone  can  call  any 
place  at  any  time  at  a  reasonable  price."  And 
that  is  what  they  did. 

When  William  Shirer  wrote  his  famous  book, 
The  Rise  and  Fall  of  the  Third  Reich,  he  based  it 
on  interviews  with  those  persons  holding  top 
leadership  positions  in  Germany;  each  of  them 
said  that  he  followed  Hitler  because  Germany 
was  in  a  serious  economic  and  political  difficulty 
and  Hitler  had  a  strategy  to  pull  Germany  out  of 
its  problems— no  one  else  did.  He  had  a  plan  to 
conquer  the  world.  You  and  I  need  a  plan  to 
reach  our  world  for  Christ. 

The  Bible  has  much  to  say  about  planning 
and  working.  One  of  the  classic  books  of  the  Old 
Testament  is  the  Book  of  Nehemiah.  God  laid 
upon  the  heart  of  this  young  cupbearer  to 
King  Artaxerxes  to  do  something  about  the 
terrible  plight  of  Jerusalem.  Jerusalem  was  a 


devastated  city.  When  the  people  returned  from 
Babylonian  exile,  they  rebuilt  their  homes,  but 
the  walls  of  the  city  were  in  shambles.  Nehemiah 
felt  that  this  condition  reflected  seriously  on  the 
people  of  God  and  on  God  himself.  He  visited  the 
city ;  he  examined  the  walls ;  he  laid  his  plans ;  he 
challenged  his  people;  he  led  them  in  the 
rebuilding  project.  God  honored  their  commit- 
ment. When  the  walls  were  finished,  there  was  a 
time  of  great  joy  and  triumph. 

The  challenge  of  the  next  fifteen  years  is 
enormous.  As  we  look  even  just  to  the  next  five 
years,  the  years  between  now  and  1990,  the  op- 
portunities are  staggering.  Without  the  Lord's 
blessings  it  will  not  be  possible  for  us  to  ac- 
complish the  task  before  us.  How  will  we  fulfill 
our  mandates  to  evangelize  the  lost;  edify  the 
believers;  plant  churches  and  help  them  grow; 
recruit,  train  and  send  missionaries;  help  our 
churches  get  involved  in  denominational  ac- 
tivities; and  equip  our  pastors  for  ministry? 

A  lot  of  the  answer  to  this  rests  with  you  and 
me.  We  can  prayerfully  and  carefully  devise  our 
plan  and  work  it;  or  we  can  sit  back  and  say 
things  will  never  improve.  We  can  build  others 
up,  or  we  can  tear  them  down.  We  can  spread 
God's  Word,  or  we  can  watch  our  efforts  fold  up.

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THE  CHURCH'S  MISSION

Now,  God  had  and  has  a  plan  for  His 
church.  That  plan  is  simply  this:  the  church 
was  and  is  to  be  His  messenger  to  the  nations 
of  the  earth.  There  are  other  matters  of  vast 
importance  committed  to  the  church,  without 
doubt:  the  service  of  worship  and  the  training 
and  developing  of  the  life  of  its  members.  But 
these,  be  it  said  very  thoughtfully,  are  distinct- 
ly secondary  to  the  service  of  taking  the  gospel 
to  all  men. 


The  chief  and  the  secondary  concerns  of 
the  church  are  interwoven,  each  contributing  to 
and  dependent  upon  the  other.  But  there  is 
always  a  main  purpose.  And  that  here,  without 
question,  is  the  carrying  of  the  message  of 
Jesus  fully  to  all  the  earth.  In  each  generation 
the  chief  plan,  to  which  all  else  was  meant  to 
be  contributory,  was  that  all  men  should  hear 
fully  and  winsomely  the  great  thrilling  story  of 
Jesus. 
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Shall  I  say  that  that  plan  has  failed?  It 
hurts  too  much  even  to  repeat  such  words.  I 
will  not  say  the  church  has  failed.  But  I  will 
ask  you  to  note  God's  plan  for  the  church,  and 
then  in  your  inner  heart  to  make  your  own 
honest  answer. 

And  in  making  it  remember  the  practical 
point  is  this— the  church  is  you.  I  am  the 
church.  Its  mission  is  mine.  If  I  say  it  has 
failed,  I  am  talking  about  myself.  I  can  keep  it 
from  failing  so  far  as  part  of  it  is  concerned, 
the  part  that  I  am.  My  concern  is  not  to  be  ask- 
ing abstractly,  theoretically,  about  the  church, 
but  about  so  much  of  it  as  I  am. 

In  annual  church  reports,  much  space  is 
given  to  telling  of  the  wealth  of  the  church.  Of 
course,  I  suppose  its  wealth  is  meant  to  be  an 
index  of  all  its  work.  It  may  seem  a  bit  odd  to 
use  the  world's  index  finger  to  point  out  our 
faithfulness  to  our  Master's  will.  It  is  used,  of 
course,  to  impress  the  world  in  the  way  the 
world  can  most  quickly  and  easily  understand. 

But  the  church  was  not  meant  by  the 
Master  to  be  a  rich  institution  in  money  and 
property,  though  it  has  grown  immensely  so. 
The  Master's  thought  was  that  its  power  and 
faithfulness  should  be  revealed  entirely  in  the 
extent  to  which  all  men  of  all  nations  know 
about  Him  and  have  been  won  to  Him. 

If  we  think  only  a  little  bit  into  the  past 
history  of  the  church,  and  then  into  present 
world  conditions,  we  know  the  answer  to  that 
hurting  question  about  the  church's  being  a 
failure. 

I  know  that  many  of  you  are  thinking  of  the 
triumphs  of  the  church,  of  her  imperishable 
and  incalculable  influence  upon  the  life  of  the 
world.  And  I  will  join  you  heartily  in  that,  some 
other  time.  Just  now  we  are  not  talking  of  that, 
but  of  just  one  particular  fact  of  its  history. 
One  truth  at  a  time  makes  sharper  outlines  and 
brings  the  whole  circle  of  truth  out  more  plain- 
ly. 

I  love  to  sing, 

I  love  Thy  kingdom,  Lord, 

The  house  of  Thine  abode, 

The  Church  our  blest  Redeemer  saved 

With  His  own  precious  blood. 

We  shudder  to  think  what  past  centuries  would 
have  been  without  the  influence  of  the  church. 

But  at  present  we  are  talking  about 
something  else.  Let  me  ask  you,  softly:  If 
God's  plan  for  the  church  was  that  it  was  to  be 
His  messenger  to  all  men,  as  you  think  back 
through  nineteen  centuries  and  then  think 
about  the  moral  conditions  of  the  world  today, 
would  you  say  the  plan  had  succeeded? 


DEATH  OR  DEEP  WATER

If  it  be  true  that  every  generation  needs  the 
gospel,  it  is  just  as  true  that  every  generation 
of  Christians  needs  to  give  the  gospel.  It  is  the 
very  life  of  a  Christian  to  give  himself  out  in 
earnest  service  for  others.  The  man  who  is  fail- 
ing there  has  started  on  the  downgrade  in  his 
Christian  life.  If  we  lose  the  spirit  of  "go,"  we 
have  lost  the  very  Christian  spirit  itself.  A 
disobedient  church  will  become  a  dead  church. 
It  will  die  of  heart  failure. 

It  was  John's  Angel  with  eyes  of  searching 
flame,  and  tongue  of  keen-edged  sword,  and 
feet  that  had  been  through  the  fire,  who  said  to 
a  Christian  church,  "I  will  move  thy 
candlestick  out  of  its  place  except  thou  change 
thy  ways"  (Revelation  2:5).  The  candlestick  is 
not  the  light.  It  holds  the  light.  The  church's 
great  mission  is  to  be  the  world's  light-holder. 

But  snuffed-out  candles  and  cobwebby  win- 
dowpanes  seem  to  have  been  in  evidence 
sometimes.  The  Christian  church  in  some  lands 
has  plainly  lost  its  privilege  of  service,  and  lost 
its  life  too.  Old  dead  programs  are  kept  up,  but 
all  life  has  gone. 

Long  years  ago,  in  the  days  before  steam 
navigation,  an  ocean  vessel  came  from  a  long 
sea  voyage,  up  St.  George's  Channel,  headed 
for  Liverpool.  When  the  pilot  was  taken  on 
board,  he  cried  abruptly  to  the  captain,  "What 
do  you  mean?  You've  let  her  drift  off  toward 
the  Welsh  coast,  toward  the  shallows.  Muster 
the  crew."  The  crew  was  quickly  mustered, 
and  the  pilot  told  the  danger  in  a  few  short 
words,  and  then  said  sharply,  "Boys,  it's  death 
or  deep  water:  hoist  the  mainsail."  And  only 
by  dint  of  hardest  work  was  the  ship  saved. 

If  I  could  get  the  ear  of  the  church  today  I 
would,  as  a  great  kindness  to  it,  cry  out  with  all 
the  earnestness  of  soul  I  could  command,  "It's 
death  or  deep  water:  deep  water  in  this  holy 
service  of  changing  the  world  or  death  from 
foundering."

There  is  some  light  here  on  that  vexed 
question  of  the  Lord's  second  coming,  about 
which  good,  earnest  people  differ  so  radically. 
The  Master  said,  you  remember,  that  we  were 
to  be  watching  for  His  return.  But  many  ask, 
how  can  we  be  watching  when  it  is  two  thou- 
sand years  since  He  told  us  to  watch,  and  the 
event  seems  as  far  off  as  ever? 

I  remember  one  day  in  a  Bible  class  the 
lesson  was  on  the  twelfth  chapter  of  Luke, 
about  watching  for  the  Lord's  return.  Some  of 
the  class  seemed  to  think  that  we  should  be  in  a 
constant  attitude  of  expectancy,  looking  for  His 
return.  But  one  man,  an  earnest,  godly  old 
minister,  asked,  "How  can  you  be  looking  ex- 
pectantly for  a  thousand  years?" 

But  will  you  mark  keenly  that  the  teaching 
of  Jesus  Himself  is  that  His  return  depends  on 
His  followers  doing  a  certain  thing  (Matthew 
24:14)?  When  all  men  have  been  told  fully  of 
Jesus,  then  He  will  return  and  carry  out  a  fur- 
ther part  of  His  plan.  Clearly,  if  the  part  we 
are  to  play  has  not  been  done,  His  part  is 
delayed.  The  telling  of  all  men  about  Jesus 
seems  to  bear  a  very  close  connection  with 
what  will  occur  when  Jesus  returns. 

Some  of  our  good  friends  have  been  much 
taken  up  with  figuring  out  when  the  Lord  will 
come  back.  Some  of  them  seem  to  have  great 
skill  in  making  calendars.  They  even  go  so  far 
as  to  fix  exact  dates.  They  seem  to  forget  that 
word  of  the  Master,  "In  such  an  hour  as  ye 
think  not  the  Son  of  man  cometh."  If  you  think 
He  will  come  at  a  certain  given  time,  then  you 
can  know  one  thing  certainly,  that  He  will  not 
come  then. 

The  only  calendar  we  men  have  is  a  calen- 
dar of  dates,  fitted  to  the  movements  of  the  sun 
and  moon.  God  has  a  calendar,  too,  but  it  is  a 
calendar  of  events,  not  of  dates.  The  comple- 
tion of  His  plans  does  not  depend  on  so  many 
revolutions  of  the  earth  about  the  sun,  but  on 
the  faithful  revolution  of  His  followers  in  their 
movement  around  the  earth,  telling  men  of 
Jesus. 

It  looks  very  much  as  though  the  Master's 
coming  has  been  delayed,  and  His  plans 
delayed,  because  we  have  not  done  the 
preparatory  part  assigned  us.

Have  we  forgotten  the 
central  purpose  of  the  church? 
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WHAT  IS 

FOREIGN 
MISSIONS? 

by  Harold  Jones 


The  name  "Foreign  Missions"  is  only  used 
to  make  a  difference  in  geography.  Every 
place  outside  the  United  States  is  considered 
foreign,  thus,  the  name  "Foreign  Missions." 
The  purpose  of  Foreign  Missions  is  to  take  the 
gospel  to  the  people  beyond  the  borders  of  the 
United  States.  Have  you  ever  stopped  to  think 
what  an  awesome  task  this  is?  There  are  220 
nations  outside  the  United  States  with  a  total 
population  of  around  four  and  one-half  billion 
people.  The  United  States  has  between  235  and 
240  million  people  or  approximately  6  percent 
of  the  world's  population.  Over  half  of  the 
world's  population  is  still  without  a  gospel 
witness.  This  is  hard  for  us  to  believe  since  we 
have  such  a  tremendous  gospel  witness  here. 
The  following  statistics  compare  our  position 
with  that  of  the  rest  of  the  world. 

1.  The  United  States  has  more  ordained  ministers 
(330,000)  than  there  are  in  all  other  countries  of 
the  world  combined,  although  some  94  percent  of 
the  world's  population  lives  beyond  the  borders  of 
the  United  States. 

2.  We  have  more  Christian  radio  stations  and  more 
hours  of  gospel  broadcasting  (radio  and  television) 
than  all  the  rest  of  the  world  together.  And  in 
addition  to  these  numerous  Christian  stations, 
some  6,000  different  secular  radio  stations  air  one 
or  more  gospel  broadcasts  every  week.  In  Los  An- 
geles, California,  alone  there  are  more  than  4,100 
religious  radio  broadcasts  every  month,  and  more 
than  350  hours  of  Christian  television  broadcasts 
each  week. 

3.  We  have  60,000  young  people  in  our  Bible  colleges 
and  tens  of  thousands  more  in  Christian  liberal 
arts  colleges— more  than  the  rest  of  the  world 
combined. 

4.  On  any  given  Sunday  more  people  attend  Sunday 
schools  in  the  United  States  than  the  total  atten- 
dance of  all  Sunday  schools  of  the  remaining  220 
countries  of  the  world— together. 

5.  Although  94  percent  of  the  world's  population  lives 
beyond  our  borders,  more  than  90  percent  of  every 
dollar  given  in  our  church  offerings  is  spent  here 
in  our  country;  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  almost  half 
the  world  has  never  had  a  witness  of  the  resur- 
rected Christ,  and  7  out  of  8  Christians  in  the  world 
have  never  owned  a  complete  Bible  (copied  from 
Christianity  Today). 

Those  who  have  the  gospel  are  responsible 
to  tell  those  who  have  it  not. 


What  are  Free  Will  Baptists  Doing 
Financially  for  Foreign  Missions? 

This  past  church  year,  Free  Will  Baptists 
gave  approximately  $6,527,28  through  their 
churches  for  local  and  denominational  use.  Of 
this  amount  only  $226,815,  or  less  than  3%  cent 
of  each  dollar  contributed,  was  spent  to  reach 
the  billions  of  people  beyond  our  borders.  (This 
is  for  emphasis  only.)  Some  churches  and  in- 
dividuals gave  much  more  than  SV2  cent  per 
dollar  for  Foreign  Missions,  others  less,  some 
nothing  at  all.  This  is  why  the  overall  average 
is  so  low.  Can  we  honestly  tell  God  we  are  do- 
ing all  we  can  do?  I  think  not. 

To  Reach  the  Masses 
In  the  three  countries  (India,  Mexico,  and 
the  Philippines)  where  we  are  working,  the  ap- 
proximate population  is  895  million  people.  We 
have  a  total  of  67  workers  in  these  three  coun- 
tries. This  shows  you  how  restricted  our  efforts 
are  against  such  a  large  number  of  people, 
with  very  limited  funding.  We  are  able  to  reach 
only  a  small  portion  of  the  people  in  each  coun- 
try. Do  you  ever  stop  to  think  about  the  other 
people  in  these  three  lands  or  to  think  about  the 
217  remaining  countries  where  we  have  no 
work?  Surely  other  churches  and  organizations 
are  working  in  these  countries,  and  we  are 
thankful  for  that,  but  this  does  not  excuse  us 
from  doing  all  that  we  possibly  can  to  reach 
them.  The  size  and  strength  of  our  Foreign 
Missions  program  is  tied  directly  to  the 
funding.  We  can  do  no  more  than  the  funds  will 
allow. 

Our  Chief  Responsibility 

I've  said  it  hundreds  of  times  and  will 
probably  say  it  hundreds  more.  "The  supreme 
task  of  the  church  is  the  evangelization  of  the 
world."  It  must  be  our  number  one  priority.  No 
one  should  ever  die  without  hearing  the  gospel. 
Yet  they  do  every  day.  We  can  and  must  do 
more.  Of  all  the  needs  of  every  human  being, 
the  greatest  need  is  to  know  Jesus  Christ.  Our 
chief  business  is  to  make  Him  known 
worldwide.  If  you  know  a  greater  need  or 
higher  priority,  please  share  it  with  me. 

Please  join  me  in  prayer  that  the  Lord  will 
give  us  eyes  to  see,  and  hearts  of  compassion 
to  properly  respond  to  the  Great  Commission.  I 
challenge  you  to  sincerely  look  to  the  needs  of 
others.  What  the  world  needs  is  Jesus,  above 
everything  else.

"I  WAS  AN  HUNGRED 
AND  YE  GAVE  ME  MEAT" 

One  of  the  most  heartbreaking  things 
one  sees  while  traveling  in  many  of  the 
Third  World  countries  is  the  poor,  rejected, 
homeless,  street  children.  They  are  everywhere 
trying  to  get  enough  food  just  to  stay  alive. 


I  had  a  touching  experience  with  one  of 
these  little  fellows  when  I  visited  our  work  in 
India  this  past  October.  We  stopped  on  the  out- 
skirts of  a  rather  large  village  for  the  noon 
meal.  I  had  two  sandwiches  and  a  couple  of 
bananas  with  me.  Dr.  Lall,  Pamo,  and  Kit  went 
to  one  of  the  small  roadside  cafes  to  eat,  and  I 
stayed  in  the  car.  I  had  prayer  and  had  taken 
one  bite  of  the  sandwich  when  I  became  keenly 
aware  that  someone  was  staring  at  me.  Stand- 
ing, gazing  in  the  side  window  of  the  car  was  a 
little  boy  with  swollen  stomach,  small  arms 
and  legs,  the  markings  of  malnutrition.  I  could 
not  continue  to  eat  until  I  offered  him  a  sand- 
wich. He  spoke  Hindi,  and  I  spoke  English,  but 
when  I  held  the  sandwich  up  both  of  us 
understood  the  language  of  food.  He  took  the 
sandwich,  lifted  up  the  front  of  his  dirty  tee 
shirt  to  form  a  pouch,  and  placed  the  sandwich 
in  it.  Then  he  began  to  eat.  He  pulled  off  small 
pieces  of  the  sandwich  until  he  had  eaten  all  of 
it.  Then,  as  I  watched,  he  methodically  picked 
the  crumbs  from  the  pouch  he  had  made  with 
his  tee  shirt,  before  he  let  the  tee  shirt  drop 
back  to  its  normal  position.  Even  the  crumbs 
were  important.  I  then  gave  him  a  banana  and 


after  peeling  it  he  put  the  whole  thing  in  his 
mouth.  His  jaws  stood  out  like  balls  on  both 
sides,  a  rather  funny  sight.  Then  as  quickly  as 
he  had  appeared,  he  was  gone.  I  sat  there 
wondering:  Are  his  father  and  mother  living? 
Is  this  how  he  lives  every  day?  Will  h§  ever 
know  Jesus  Christ?  Will  I  ever  see  him  again? 

Three  days  later  we  stopped  near  the  same 
place  again  for  lunch,  and  as  I  began  to  eat, 
guess  what?  There  he  was  again.  Needless  to 
say  we  had  two  meals  together.  But  the  above 
questions  remain.  There  is  no  gospel  witness  in 
the  village  where  he  lives.  We  want  to  start 
work  there,  and  in  hundreds  of  other  villages 
like  it,  but  our  limited  funding  prohibits  our  ad- 
vance. And  little  boys  and  girls  are  born,  grow 
to  maturity,  and  die  without  knowing  Jesus 
Christ.  This  boy  and  millions  of  other  children 
just  like  him  urgently  need  the  gospel.  It  is  a 
life  and  death  situation.  Every  day  we  delay  is 
one  day  too  late  for  some.

(Yet  for  Many,  It  Remains  Completely 
Unnoticed  or  Unheeded)

We  have  been  brought  face  to  face  with 
starvation  in  the  past  few  months  by  the  crisis 
in  Ethiopia.  This  is  a  tragedy  that  is  beyond 
our  understanding.  The  American  people  have 
opened  their  hearts  and  their  purses  to  these 
poor  needy  people.  Thousands  of  tons  of  food 
and  other  needed  items  have  been  shipped.

while  on  the  other  hand,  one  can  die  completely 
empty  with  Christ  in  his  heart,  and  spend  eter- 
nity with  Him.  No  one  should  ever  die  of  star- 
vation and  none  should  ever  die  without  at  least 
having  the  opportunity  to  trust  Christ  as 
Saviour.  Yet  some  two-thirds  of  the  world's 
four  and  one-half  billion  people  have  had  no 
proper  opportunity  to  receive  Christ. 

My  dear  friend,  you  are  responsible  for 
these  people.  Boards  or  agencies  are  nothing 
without  the  support  of  individuals  like  you,  and 
can  do  no  more  than  you  are  willing  to  do.  The 
responsibility  is  yours.  You  will  have  to  answer 
for  what  you  have  personally  done. 

Think  about  it!  What  does  it  mean  to  you 
that  every  day  there  are  thousands  who  die 
who  have  never  heard  the  gospel  of  Jesus 
Christ?  What  are  you  doing  to  eliminate  this, 
the  greatest  tragedy?

NIGERIA— 
THE  DOOR  IS  OPEN

The  Great  Commission  compels  us  to  go  in- 
to all  the  world  and  preach  the  gospel  to  every 
creature.  This  is  the  driving  force  behind  the 
Board  of  Foreign  Missions.  We  fully  realize 
that  the  world  is  the  field  and  that  every  person 
needs  to  hear  the  gospel  at  the  same  time.  We 
are  sad  that  this  is  not  being  done,  and  every 
day  thousands  die  without  having  the  oppor- 
tunity to  trust  Christ  as  their  Saviour.  If  only 
we  could  do  more!  This  is  our  greatest  desire. 
We  are  especially  concerned  with  the  un- 
reached. The  Board  has  for  sometime  felt  the 
need  to  reach  these  neglected  ones  with  the 
gospel.  There  are  opportunities  in  each  country 
where  we  are  working,  but  now  we  believe  the 
Lord  has  opened  another  door,  a  door  to  a  land 
that  has  274  groups  of  documented  unreached 
people.  This  is  the  country  of  Nigeria  in  West 
Africa.  Nigeria  has  a  population  of  approx- 
imately 72  million  people.  This  makes  it  the 
world's  10th  largest  nation  in  population. 
Three-fourths  of  the  people  live  in  rural  areas, 
and  only  one-fourth  of  the  people  can  read  or 
write.  It  is  truly  a  land  of  great  need. 


Why  Nigeria? 

For  over  two  years  we  have  been  cor- 
responding with  a  group  of  Christians  in 
Nigeria  who  are  interested  in  reaching  more  of 
their  people  with  the  gospel,  but  who  are 
unable  to  advance  because  of  their  limited 
resources.  In  the  70s  a  group  of  Christians 
joined  together  for  prayer  during  a  country- 
wide revolution  and  from  that  prayer  meeting 
six  churches  were  formed.  It  was  a  spon- 
taneous working  of  the  Lord,  and  is  not  a  split 
off  any  other  group.  They  learned  about  our 
Board  from  a  Nigerian  who  attended  Shaw 
University  in  Raleigh. 

Our  correspondence  has  been  very  positive. 
We  have  learned  about  their  history,  their  doc- 
trine, which  is  the  same  as  ours,  and  their 
desire  to  be  more  effective  in  the  Lord's  work. 
They  have  already  gone  through  the  process  of 
changing  their  name  to  Free  Will  Baptist.  This 
had  to  be  done  through  a  government  agency 
and  advertised  in  the  national  newspaper  of 
Nigeria. 

Following  my  visit  to  evaluate  the  work  in 
March,  the  Board  will  make  the  final  decision 
on  this  new  field.  We  need  your  faithful  prayers 
and  financial  support  to  assume  this  new  field. 
We  must  move  forward.  The  door  is  open.  You 
can  help  make  sure  it  does  not  close.

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I  DO  WE 
|  HAVE  AN 
|  EDIFICE 
1  COMPLEX?

After  all  those  years  of  the  "tabernacle" 
(tent  of  meeting),  the  Old  Testament  gives  us 
the  impression  that  the  great  poet— warrior- 
king,  David,  the  youngest  son  of  Jesse,  became 
quite  taken  with  the  idea  of  building  a  great 
temple.  King  David  was  very  sure  that  a  grand 
temple  of  marble,  cedar,  silver,  and  gold  was 
much  more  suited  to  the  majesty,  might  and 
grandeur  of  Israel's  God  than  the  old  taber- 
nacle. But  this  was  not  to  be.  David's  "right- 
hand  man,"  the  Prophet  Nathan,  receives  yet 
another  message  from  God  for  David.  The 
message  to  David  is  "building  the  temple  is  for 
your  successor"  (2  Samuel  7;  1  Chronicles  22). 
David's  task  as  king  was  momentous  and  far- 
reaching,  but  building  the  temple  was  not 


God's  purpose  for  David.  He  had  to  be  content 
with  other  accomplishments.  Maybe  King 
David  had  a  slight  edifice  complex  of  his  own. 

Most  of  our  churches  today  have  come  a 
long,  long  way  in  the  last  quarter  century.  I 
remember  when  my  home  church  began  full- 
time  services.  Many  lamented  that  they  would 
never  be  able  to  meet  the  budget.  They  did 
with  no  difficulty  and  have  grown  tremendous- 
ly since  that  time !  This  has  been  the  same  ex- 
perience where  I  presently  serve  and  the  ex- 
perience of  many  other  Free  Will  Baptist 
churches.  For  that  I  am  truly  thankful.  God 
has  richly  blessed  many  of  our  churches— they 
have  prospered  and  grown,  as  has  our  entire 
denomination.  That  is  as  it  should  be!  As  our 
local  churches  prosper,  certainly  the  prosperity 
and  progress  of  our  institutions  and  enterprises 
should  share  in  that  prosperity. 

Another  sign  of  the  prosperity  of  our  time 
is  the  tremendous  improvements  in  the  edifices 
(buildings)  of  our  local  congregations.  Most  of 
our  congregations  have  beautiful,  comfortable 
and  spacious  sanctuaries,  educational  plants, 
fellowship  halls,  and  some  even  have  gyms  and 
other  recreational  facilities.  I  think  this  is 
great!  Our  church  edifices  should  reflect  our 
commitment,  dedication,  loyalty  and  gratitude 
to  God  and  the  building  of  His  kingdom  on 
earth.  The  church  buildings  should  be  among 
the  best  in  any  given  community. 

Tall  steeples  reaching  to  the  heavens, 
stained-glass  windows,  majestic  organ  music, 
chimes  peeling  out  across  the  community, 
beautiful  furniture  with  comfortable  pads 
matching  equally  beautiful  carpet.  These 
things  are  normal  and  wonderful  parts  of  our 
church  edifices.  The  beauty  and  majesty  of  a 
well-appointed  sanctuary  bespeaks  the  majesty 
and  glory  of  our  Lord.  Of  course  we  all  know 
that  church  buildings  are  only  edifices- 
buildings  albeit  with  a  sacred  purpose  and 
meaning.  The  people,  each  of  us,  we  are  the 
church.  These  edifices  are  our  "sanctuaries." 
We  use  them  for  edification,  exhortation,  in- 
spiration, fellowship,  nurture  and  growth  and 
as  a  base  for  our  "missions"  of  service  beyond 
ourselves  into  our  local  communities  and  to  the 
world. 

One  very  significant  way  we  can  minister 
to  our  larger  world  is  through  the  programs  of 
our  denomination.  As  a  pastor  I  sometimes  get 
tired  of  letters  seeking  increased  support  from 
our  churches.  But  then  I  have  to  deal  with  the 
question  of  the  ministry  and  mission  of  our 
local  church.  At  that  point  I  become  appalled 
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at  how  little  we  do.  All  of  our  enterprises  are 
dependent  upon  our  local  congregations  for 
their  support.  Some  are  more  dependent  than 
others,  owing  to  the  particular  ministry  of  each 
one.  However,  none  of  them  could  survive  or 
expand  without  our  continued  support.  We  need 
to  learn  to  see  our  denominational  work  as  an 
opportunity  to  extend  our  own  ministries  both 
as  a  local  congregation  and  as  individual  Chris- 
tians through  our  denomination's  various  pro- 
grams of  ministry.  I  believe  that  we  need  a  bet- 
ter balance  between  what  we  "spend  at  home" 
and  what  we  share  with  our  programs  reaching 
beyond  ourselves. 

Two  years  ago  the  church  where  I  serve 
gave  22.5  percent  of  its  total  income  to  the 
various  denominational  programs.  This  past 
year  we  gave  only  16.5  percent,  yet  our  total  in- 
come for  the  year  was  up  over  the  previous 
year.  Have  you  looked  at  your  total  income  and 
your  support  of  our  denominational  ministry 
through  our  Free  Will  Baptist  enterprises  and 
institutions?  What  percentage  did  you  use  in 


reaching  out  beyond  yourselves?  Do  you  feel 
that  your  support  of  the  outreach  of  our 
denomination  is  as  it  should  be? 

It  is  an  interesting  phenomenon  to  me  that 
local  congregations  can  spend  tens  or  even  hun- 
dreds of  dollars  on  their  edifices  locally  and 
persist  in  giving  token  contributions  to  our 
denominational  outreach  programs.  As  a 
denomination  and  as  local  churches  we  have 
been  richly  blessed  and  made  some  real 
progress.  Still,  we  have  room  to  grow.  A 
thorough  study  and  application  of  good 
stewardship  principles  would  revolutionize  our 
giving  individually,  as  local  congregations,  and 
in  our  support  of  the  programs  of  our 
denomination. 

Oh  God,  preserve  us  from  an  edifice  com- 
plex. Never  let  us  become  complacent  or  lulled 
into  the  delusion  that  if  we  build,  maintain  and 
fill  up  our  local  edifices  that  we  have  built  your 
church  and  done  all  that  we  need  be  concerned 
about  in  Christian  ministry.  Amen.

Santa  Rosa  is  a  public  municipality  of 
Coahuila.  This  is  the  place  where  Brother 
Camerino  Ortega  is  preaching.  Out  here  it  is 
just  like  living  out  in  the  country,  and  the  great 
majority  of  the  people  are  poor.  But  because 
all  human  beings  have  need  of  Jesus  Christ, 
rich  or  poor,  Brother  Ortega  is  doing  the  work 
of  an  evangelist  in  this  place  where  the  Lord 
has  blessed  his  efforts. 

One  thing  that  impedes  the  work  of  the 
gospel  in  this  place  is  the  religious  fanaticism 
of  idolatry.  For  a  soul  to  come  to  know  the 
Lord  Jesus  Christ,  there  needs  to  be  much 
work  and  prayer.  I  believe  that  Brother  Ortega 
has  been  working  very  hard  because  he  has 
been  able  to  bring  souls  to  Christ.  The  work  has 
been  so  fruitful  that  a  piece  of  land  has  been 
donated  to  the  church  on  which  they  are  going 
to  build  a  temple  (a  house  of  prayer).  Con- 
struction was  begun  this  month.  If  you  can  ap-

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THE  EFFECT  OF  SEPARATION 

The  word  separation  is  a  term  that  implies 
the  pulling  apart  of  something.  In  our  context, 
separation  is  the  pulling  apart  of  the  child  from 
those  who  are  most  important  to  him,  his  family. 

Think  for  a  minute  about  your  own  feelings 
toward  your  own  family.  Do  you  enjoy  thinking 
of  them?  Do  you  get  a  feeling  of  warmth  when 
you  think  about  them?  Does  one  thought  lead  to 
another  and  then  another?  As  you  think  of  your 
family,  do  you  move  mentally  from  one  person  to 
another  and  then  see  them  all  as  a  group?  Or 
perhaps  you  had  a  different  type  of  family  in 
which  there  was  not  a  great  deal  of  closeness. 
Perhaps  you  have  feelings  of  hostility  toward 
some  or  all  of  your  family.  It  doesn't  really  mat- 
ter if  you  are  angry  with  them  or  happy  about 
them ;  what  does  matter  is  how  incredibly  impor- 
tant they  are  to  you.  The  strength  of  your  feel- 
ing—good or  bad— is  an  indication  of  the  impor- 
tance of  the  family  to  any  child. 

DEPENDENCE 

A  newborn  baby  is  totally  dependent  on  his 
family  to  meet  all  of  his  needs.  The  family  pro- 
vides food,  shelter,  and  warmth  to  meet  basic 
physical  needs.  Even  more  important,  though, 
the  family  provides  emotional  support:  a  brand 
new  world  can  be  terrifying,  but  the  family  is 
there  to  provide  protection,  security,  and  love. 

First,  the  child  knows  his  mother  and  the 
warmth  and  security  of  her  arms.  Next,  he 
knows  his  father  and  other  family  members. 
Gradually,  his  world  is  friends,  relatives,  and 
strangers.  But  when  his  world  is  too  threatening 
(the  big  dog,  the  neighborhood  bully,  etc. )  he  can 
return  to  the  warmth  of  the  family  for  protection. 
Later  on,  when  his  security  has  been  reinstated, 
he  can  try  the  world  out  again,  because  he  can 
always  run  home  for  help. 

CmXD'S  VIEW  OF  THE  PAST 

Another  reason  the  family  is  important  to 
the  child  is  the  way  in  which  the  child  views  the 
past. 

Many  events  occur  in  a  child's  formative 
years.  Most  of  these  he  won't  remember  as 
separate    experiences.    The    child  doesn't 


remember  past  events  as  an  adult  does;  he 
remembers  the  feelings  associated  with  these 
events.  For  example,  long  after  he  has  forgotten 
that  his  mother  fed  him,  he  retains  the  good  feel- 
ings he  has  which  were  connected  with  being 
hugged,  fondled,  and  sung  to  as  Mother  fed  him. 
Feeding  and  Mother,  therefore,  tend  to  be 
positive  elements  in  his  life.  On  the  other  side,  if 
a  six  year  old,  for  example,  had  a  bad  experience 
with  a  huge  dog  at  age  two,  he  will  retain  the  feel- 
ings of  fear  and  may  associate  them  with  all 
dogs.  He  will  not  remember  that  one  dog  that 
frightened  him.  Frequently,  there  is  no  memory 
of  actual  events,  but  the  feelings  remain.  These 
are  unconscious  memories. 

A  CHHJJ'S  VIEW  OF  THE  PRESENT 

The  longer  a  child  lives  with  his  family,  the 
stronger  their  influence  on  him.  His  set  of  un- 
conscious memories— that  is,  the  feeling 
associated  with  forgotten  events— is  solidly 
established.  As  he  becomes  older  he  collects  con- 
scious memories  in  which  he  does  remember 
details  of  specific  events.  For  example,  his  feel- 
ings for  his  mother  may  be  warm  and  loving, 
based  on  the  security  he  felt  when  she  cared  for 
him.  As  he  gets  older,  she  may  expect  more  of 
him  and  nag  him  all  the  time.  This  mother  does 
not  match  the  feelings  he  had  gradually  built  up 
about  her.  His  old  feelings  are  no  longer  reliable. 
If  he  cannot  explain  this  to  himself,  his  fantasy 
takes  over.  He  uses  fantasy  to  achieve  some  con- 
sistency between  his  feelings  from  the  past  and 
the  events  of  the  present.  Through  imagination, 
he  provides  details  for  which  he  has  no  facts.  He 
is  not  lying— he  uses  what  might  be  "creative 
imagination"  to  fill  in  gaps  which  he  can  fill  in  no 
other  way. 

Children  in  group  homes,  institutions,  or 
other  child-care  facilities  increasingly  come 
from  broken  homes. 

THE  SUBJECTIVE  FAMILY 

The  family  the  child  knows  may  not  be  the 
family  that  is  known  to  others ;  it  is  the  family  for 
his  subjective  view.  That  is,  outsiders  may  see 
his  family  as  totally  different— and  considerably 
less  stable— from  the  way  the  child  sees  it.  But  it 
is  his  family,  and  to  him  it  is  a  good  family.  It  is 
the  only  family  he  knows.  The  picture  he  has  of 
his  family  is  made  up  of  new  and  old  feelings, 
past  and  present  events,  and  fantasy.  What  is  im- 
portant is  that  he  is  a  part  of  it,  and  the  family  as 
he  sees  it  is  a  permanent  part  of  him.

WHAT  IS  SUCCESS?

Rain  poured  outside  Rodgers 
Chapel  as  Dr.  Jerry  Wallace, 
provost  of  Campbell  Univer- 
sity, delivered  the  Spring  Con- 
vocation Address  to  returning 
Mount  Olive  College  students. 
Nature  seemed  attuned  to  the 
beginning  of  a  new  semester, 
the  rain  washing  away  the 
mistakes  of  the  past,  wetting 
the  future.  "Rain  makes  us 
clean,"  Dr.  Wallace  said  as  his 
smile  greeted  students  and 
faculty  alike,  "and  washes  us 
white  as  snow,  leaving  God  in 
the  earth  and  in  us." 

Excitedly  Dr.  Wallace  asked 
the  Mount  Olive  College 
students,  "What  is  success? 
What  do  you  see  as  success?" 
Turning  to  Mark  10:17-22,  he 
read  the  story  of  the  rich  man 
who  wanted  to  know  what  he 
had  to  do  (not  to  be)  to  inherit 
the  Kingdom  of  Heaven. 
Reaching  the  Kingdom  of 
Heaven  could  be  synonymous 
with  reaching  the  world  of  suc- 
cess. And  modern  students 
want  to  know  what  they  have  to 
do  to  be  considered  successful. 

Using  the  motif  of  success, 
Dr.  Wallace  stressed  three 
essential  ingredients  in  a  suc- 
cessful life.  Those  ingredients 
Jesus  gave  to  the  rich  young 
man  who  wanted  to  fill  the  void 
he  felt  inside  with  something 
vibrant,  meaningful,  and  eter- 
nal. "Some  people  have  a 
mistaken  idea  of  what  would 
really  be  living,  what  would 
really  be  successful,"  said  Dr. 
Wallace.  "There  was  this  man 
who  lived  to  be  able  to  buy  a 
Cadillac.  That  was  his  idea  of 
success— a  Cadillac.  He  worked 
all  his  life  to  get  it;  and  when  he 
did,  he  had  his  Cadillac  gold- 
plated.  Then  he  died." 


Pausing,  Dr.  Wallace 
searched  the  students'  faces, 
then  continued,  "And  in  his  will 
he  said  he  wanted  to  be  buried 
sitting  in  his  Cadillac.  The 
funeral  home  had  to  get  a  crane 
by  the  grave  site;  and  as  the 
dead  man,  seated  in  his  shiny 
Cadillac,  was  being  lowered  in- 
to the  grave,  someone  said, 
'Man,  that's  living!'  " 

To  emphasize  what  appears 
successful  to  Americans,  Dr. 
Wallace  mentioned  the  current 
hunger  for  "youthful  looks,"  so 
intense  in  society  that  people 
are  actually  afraid  to  reach 
forty  or  fifty.  "Age  concerns  us 
all,"  said  Dr.  Wallace.  "We  are 
either  too  young  or  too  old.  We 
think  if  we  could  change  our 
age  that  would  be  success. 

"Others  might  see  success  as 
money,"  he  continued.  "But 
like  the  rich  boy  in  the  story  in 
Mark,  something  might  be 
lacking.  The  void  for  the  rich 
young  man  is  spiritual;  he  had 


no  sense  of  direction.  He  had 
not  reached  his  summum 
bonum.  And  notice  how  gently 
Jesus  corrected  him  without 
condemning  him:  "Then  Jesus 
beholding  him  loved  him,  and 
said  unto  him,  One  thing  thou 
lackest:  go  thy  way,  sell  what- 
soever thou  hast,  and  give  to 
the  poor,  and  thou  shalt  have 
treasure  in  heaven:  and  come, 
take  up  the  cross,  and  follow 
me"  (Mark  10:21). 

Jesus  told  the  young  man 
what  we  all  need  to  be  told:  The 
secret  to  success  is  putting  God 
first. 

Three  Essential  Ingredients 

The  rain  continued  to  pour 
outside,  filling  the  void  and 
softening  the  earth  in  its  winter 
face;  inside  Rodgers  Chapel 
Dr.  Wallace's  words  seemed 
caught  in  a  moment  of  being, 
evoking  the  values  of  living, 
awakening  the  mind  to  a  leap  of 
renewal. 

"Today,"  he  said  with  con- 
viction, "we  have  the  wrong  ap- 
proach to  success.  We  must 
remember  that  only  God  is 
good  and  that  rules  are  not  the

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way  to  the  Kingdom  of  Heaven. 
We  need  only  to  listen  to  three 
poignant  suggestions  to  suc- 
cess. These  three  suggestions 
are  always  relevant,  always 
present  in  true  success. 

"First,"  he  said,  "we  have  to 
give  up  something  in  order  to 
grow.  We  may  have  to  give  up 
the  love  of  wealth  or  the  love  of 
home.  We  must  learn  a  new 
behavior  pattern,  what  I  call 
the  DGP  pattern,  deferred 
gratification  pattern.  Some 
things  we  can't  have  now.  What 
each  of  you  needs  to  give  up 
varies,  but  all  of  us  have  to  give 
up  something  to  reach  the  suc- 
cess of  growth." 

Looking  across  the  chapel, 
Dr.  Wallace  made  his  second 
point.  "Only  those  who  are 
givers  are  successful.  But  you 
must  ask  yourself  what  you 
need  to  give  away.  The  whole 
world  is  waiting  for  people  to 
give  the  things  of  life  that  are 
needed.  Some  can  give  ex- 
perience; some  can  give 
money;  some  can  give  friend- 
ship. But  successful  people  are 
always  givers." 

To  conclude,  Dr.  Wallace 
said,  "The  third  essential  in- 
gredient to  success  always  in- 
volves for  the  people  of  God  a 
willingness  to  share  the 
magnificent  privilege  of  walk- 
ing with  God.  It  is  the  walking 
with  God,  the  following,  the 
step  by  step,  that  brings  suc- 
cess." 

Smiling,  Dr.  Wallace  con- 
gratulated Mount  Olive  College 
for  attaining  "candidacy 
status"  as  a  four-year  college. 

The  rain  poured  outside;  but 
the  earth  seemed  renewed, 
alive  without  a  dark  void. 
Frank  Harrison's  benedictory 
prayer  concluded  the  Convoca- 
tion—"Enlarge  our  hearts, 
Father,  until  they  encompass 
the  whole  world  and  your  com- 
passion in  us."

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THE  CHURCH 
AND  THE  CHRISTIAN 


IT  is  not  unusual  to  hear  the  "anti-church"  man  or 
woman  begin  a  conversation  with,  "I  was  forced  to  go 
to  church  when  I  was  a  child."  Then  they  continue,  "There 
was  too  much  fussing,  fighting  and  hypocrisy  for  me.  During 
my  teenage  years  all  I  remember  about  the  church  is  the 
bickering;  and  to  be  quite  frank,  the  church  seems  out  of  step 
with  the  world  in  which  I  live."  How  often  people  reason  that 
the  church  is  quite  expendable.  But  a  careful  study  of  the 
Scriptures  will  point  out  a  need  for  us  to  be  involved  in  church 
planting  and  maintenance. 

We  would  do  well  to  remember  that  God  has  always  had 
a  people.  Adam,  Eve,  Enoch,  Noah,  Abraham,  and  others: 
They  shared  a  special  insight  into  God's  purpose  and  plan. 
They  were  not  better  than  anyone  else ;  they  were  presented 
with  a  responsibility  they  generally  accepted. 

There  was  a  brief  period  of  biblical  history  in  which  God 
spoke  through  the  extended  family  of  Abraham.  In  Genesis 
12,  God  calls  Abraham  to  leave  his  roots  and  begin  a  journey 
to  a  land  he  had  never  seen.  Imbedded  in  the  call  is  a 
challenge  to  Abraham  to  be  a  "blessing"  and  the  assurance 
that  if  he  is  obedient,  his  descendents  will  remain  a  blessing 
to  the  world.  And  that's  exactly  what  happened.  Some  of 
Abraham's  family  were  not  great  specimens  of  holiness. 
There  was  duplicity,  competition,  and  outright  crudity  in 
some  of  their  family  relationships.  But  in  and  through  it  all, 
God  persisted  in  His  love  for  them. 

The  Old  Testament  describes  the  fortunes  of  the  people  of 
God.  They  performed  with  brilliance  on  occasion  and  failed 
miserably  on  others.  The  close  of  the  Old  Testament  finds 
God's  people  struggling  to  come  to  grips  with  their 
uniqueness  and  their  misuse  of  the  privileges  given  them. 

Jesus  Christ  brought  back  an  awareness  of  the  role  and 
mission  of  the  people  of  God.  His  way  of  life  identified  what 
He  expected  from  men  and  women  who  followed  Him.  An 
enormous  amount  of  His  time  was  taken  up  with  the  training 
of  the  twelve  men,  who  upon  His  ascension,  became  the 
founders  of  the  church  in  Jerusalem.  This  church  quickly 
spread  to  other  parts  of  the  world. 

In  1  Peter  2:9-10,  Peter  wrote  of  this  incredible  move- 
ment: "You  are  a  chosen  race,  a  royal  priesthood,  a  holy  na- 
tion, God's  own  people,  that  you  may  declare  the  wonderful 
deeds  of  him  who  called  you  out  of  darkness  into  his 
marvelous  light.  Once  you  were  no  people  but  now  you  are 
God's  people;  once  you  had  not  received  mercy  but  now  you 
have  received  mercy."  Being  a  part  of  the  church  is  being 
part  of  the  people  of  God.  We  need  to  understand  our 


privileges  and  responsibility.  We  are  part  of  a  long  and  con- 
sistent chain  of  graciously  called  people.  And  ours  is  the  ideal 
environment  for  growth  in  spiritual  maturity. 

We  need  to  understand  that  the  church  is  a  precious  thing 
to  God.  Before  criticizing  the  church,  we  need  to  realize  that 
God  loved  it  even  if  it  was  often  disobedient  and  deceitful. 
The  Apostle  Paul  put  a  value  on  the  church:  the  blood  of 
Jesus  Christ  (Acts  20:28).  How  then  can  we  look  at  it  dif- 
ferently? 

The  church  works  effectively  wherever  Christians 
understand  its  purposes  and  make  a  commitment  to  them. 
The  apostles  were  concerned  with  this,  for  they  directed  peo- 
ple to  worship  regularly  with  one  another  so  they  could  pro- 
voke one  another  to  grow.  Take,  for  example,  Paul:  He  never 
gave  up  on  shabby  performances  like  that  of  the  congrega- 
tion at  Corinth.  He  begged  the  people  to  heal  their  divisions 
and  produce  a  deeper  quality  of  servant-like  love  for  one 
another.  The  Thessalonians  were  told  that  their  submission 
to  spiritual  leadership  was  important.  The  Philippians  were 
reminded  that  the  quality  of  their  love  for  one  another  would 
be  an  authenticating  witness  to  the  enemies  of  Christ.  And 
the  Ephesians?  They  were  told  that  it  was  a  matter  of  mis- 
sions, that  through  the  church  God  was  going  to  make  known 
His  grace  and  salvation.  The  church,  then,  is  not  an  option  for 
Christians.  It  is  our  extended  family,  our  team  in  mission, 
our  prime  relational  identity. 

The  genius  of  the  church  is  its  universality.  This  is  a  prin- 
ciple which  many  Christians  find  difficult  to  grasp.  The 
church  is  an  organism  designed  to  tear  down  all  artificial 
human  distinctions.  According  to  Paul,  there  is  no  gender,  no 
racial  affinity  and  no  class  structure  that  is  to  be  carried  into 
the  church  (Galatians  3:27-29). 

It  must  also  be  understood  that  the  church  is  the  begin- 
ning and  the  end  of  our  world  mission.  Having  heard  the  call 
of  the  Spirit,  the  church  at  Ephesus  sent  out  Paul  and  Bar- 
nabas, the  first  missionaries.  A  study  of  this  congregation 
shows  that  they  were  a  group  of  believers  hungry  for 
teaching,  compassionate  in  their  caring  for  the  whole  person, 
and  fervent  in  their  worship.  It  is  in  such  an  atmosphere  that 
a  sense  of  world  mission  grows. 

As  we  pursue  God's  mission  in  the  world,  we  will 
rediscover  that  our  great  mission  is  to  plant  churches  in  the 
world.  This  will  give  hope  and  peace  to  the  One  who  died  for 
the  church,  and  who  invested  it  with  gifts  so  that  He  might 
present  it  back  to  His  Father  as  His  most  prized  possession. 
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Wake  Up  For 
A  New  Ho 

Missions 
Thrust

As  I  have  talked  to  many  people  about 
home  missions,  I  have  observed  two  types  of 
responses.  One  is  an  openness  toward  Home 
Missions— even  an  innocence— that  is  encourag 
ing  at  least.  But  the  other  is  paralysis  of  faith. 

This  paralysis  is  understandable.  The  im- 
mensity and  the  complexity  of  the  task  are 
enough  to  stun  anyone.  There  are  millions  of 
lost  people  to  be  reached  in  America,  and 
thousands  of  communities  to  be  penetrated. 
Likewise,  the  uncertainties  of  the  task  are  im- 
mobilizing. There  are  so  many  risks  to  face 
and  so  many  options  to  choose  from  in  our 
complex  society. 

One  observation  of  the  causes  of  paralysis 
is  the  imperceptibility  of  corporate  prayer. 
Prayer  is  our  one  major  recourse  for  vitality 
and  spiritual  vigor.  As  I  travel,  I  discover  con- 
gregations involved  in  building  programs,  pew- 
padding,  softball,  and  other  programs.  But  I 
don't  see  a  united  ministry  of  intercession. 

Another  observation  is  that  we  suffer  from 
a  poverty  of  models :  we  see  so  few  who 
evidence  unselfish  obedience  to  a  clearly  in- 
tegrated vision,  who  do  so  in  a  quiet,  relentless 
movement  of  prayer,  and  who,  as  a  result, 
bring  the  rest  of  us  with  them. 

My  point  is  that  a  new  home  missions 
thrust  may  fail  to  emerge,  not  because  God's 
people  are  unwilling,  but  because  we  are 
unable  to  perform  it.  Even  in  churches  which 
show  positive  reactions  to  the  more  creative 
approaches  in  home  missions  thinking,  there  is 
the  tendency  to  keep  home  missions  at  arm's 
length,  as  little  more  than  a  hobby.  Many  seem 
still  unable  to  make  the  crucial  leap  from 
missions-as-an-interest  to  missions-as-a-cause. 

The  great  barrier  we  face  in  world 
evangelism  is  not  an  external  one  of  culture  or 
nationalism,  but  the  internal  paralysis  of  our 
faith. 


What  can  set  us  free?  What  can  raise  us 
up?  The  answer  seems  obvious.  We  need  a  new 
work  from  God.  We  need  renewal;  we  need 
revival,  awakening. 

What  is  revival?  It  is  when  the  Spirit 
enlivens  the  church  with  new  pulsations  of  vi- 
sion and  faith.  Revival  comes  as  God  gives  us 
new  eyes  to  see  the  gospel  all  over  again  or  to 
see  dimensions  of  that  gospel  that  have  become 
fuzzy.  Often  this  means  waking  up  not  only  to 
what  Christ  has  done  for  and  in  us  but,  beyond 
that,  to  what  He  wants  to  do  through  us. 
Revival  is  God  "introducing"  us  to  Jesus  all 
over  again.  We  come  to  see  Him  in  new  ways. 
That  leads  us  to  trust  Him  in  new  ways.  That 
leads  us  to  love  and  obey  Him  in  new  ways. 
That  leads  us  to  move  with  Him  in  new  ways  to 
fulfill  His  cause.  We  are  alerted  to  the  full  im- 
plications of  Christ's  lordship.  It  has  to  lead, 
ultimately,  to  a  missions  thrust. 

How  did  God's  redemptive  mission  become 
the  longest  sustained  human  endeavor  of  all 
time?  How  did  the  church  come  to  be  eighty- 
three  million  members  larger  than  when  it  first 
began?  How  is  it  that  the  gospel  has  directly  or 
indirectly  altered  for  good  the  life  of  most  of 
the  nations  on  earth?  One  undeniable  trend  can 
be  seen  throughout:  Consistently,  there  have 
been  pioneers  of  faith  banded  together  in 
movements  of  prayer.  Sometimes  these 
movements  have  been  called  concerts  of 
prayer. 

There  is  a  threefold  development  in  God's 
pattern  of  revival :  First,  there  are  prayer 
movements,  then  there  is  revitalization,  then 
expansion.  In  every  case,  the  starting  point  is 
what  I  call  "pioneering"  faith.  In  the  past,  such 
pioneers  were  God's  gift  to  the  body  of  Christ. 
We  must  have  them  again.  We  need  to  pray  for 
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them  to  emerge,  and  be  willing  to  become  a 
pioneer  ourselves  if  we  are  to  see  a  new  mis- 
sions thrust. 

Pioneers  of  faith  aren't  necessarily  more 
spiritual  than  other  Christians,  but  they  are 
more  full  of  faith  than  many.  Facing  the  im- 
mensity, complexity  and  uncertainty  of  the 
task,  they  don't  boast  all  the  answers,  but  they 
boast  of  knowing  God. 

To  use  another  expression,  we  need 
pacesetters  of  God's  promises  who  will  believe 
all  He  wants  to  do  through  His  people.  Such 
pacesetters  sense  a  God-given  mandate  to  lead 
out  in  faith  so  that  others  can  see  their  model 
and  follow.  Prayer  is  their  hallmark.  They  are 
a  humble  cadre  of  seekers  who  spearhead 
renewed  momentum  for  missions  by  a  faith 
that  grows  through  united  prayer. 

Basically,  pioneers  of  faith  are  models. 
They  exhibit  the  kind  of  faith  that  compels  us 
to  pursue  purposes  bigger  than  ourselves.  Sure- 
ly God  wants  to  give  us  such  models.  We  need 
them  if  we  are  to  reach  America  for  Christ. 
Even  more,  I  believe  the  Free  Will  Baptist 
Church  is  longing  for  such  models. 

During  the  past  three  hundred  years  it  has 
been  students  and  youth  who  have  served  the 
church  as  models,  pioneers  and  pacesetters. 
And  I  believe  God  is  preparing  such  people  to- 
day. He  is  calling  them  to  pick  up  the  torch  of 
faith  from  such  historical  youth  mission  thrusts 
and  to  bring  it  to  the  forefront  of  what  God 
does  in  our  generation. 

Pioneers  of  faith  are  needed,  wanted,  and 
they  are  emerging.  But  how  are  they  to 
mobilize  for  maximum  impact  in  their  pioneer- 
ing work  for  Christ?  Any  new  missions  thrust 
must  begin  and  grow  through  aggressive  in- 
tercession. Like  a  battalion,  pioneers  of  faith 
must  first  band  together  to  set  the 
pace— primarily  through  intercession. 

Such  a  movement  of  prayer  will  retain  five 
key  characteristics.  First,  it  will  be  marked  by 
a  visible  union.  Student  revivals  and  mission 
thrusts  of  the  past,  when  traced  to  their 
sources,  are  shown  to  have  started  invariably 
in  a  group  associated  for  prayer. 

Second,  a  movement  of  prayer  will  also  be 
marked  by  solidarity.  Here  we  tell  God,  based 
on  the  great  sweeps  of  His  purposes  in  Scrip- 
ture: "I  want  what  You  want."  We  align  our 
will  and  desires  with  His. 

Third,  it  will  be  characterized  by  advocacy. 
As  advocates  we  tell  God,  based  on  the  great 
longings  of  the  church  and  the  world:  "They 
need  what  You  have  promised." 


Fourth,  there  will  be  pursuit.  We  pursue 
God  in  prayer,  based  on  the  utter  unaccept- 
ableness  of  things  as  they  stand.  We  tell  Him : 
"This  must  become  all  You  intended  it  to  be." 

Finally,  concerts  of  prayer  will  be  marked 
by  the  two  great  biblical  sweeps  of  God's 
heart:  the  revival  of  God's  people  and  the  ad- 
vancement of  His  kingdom. 

Extraordinary  prayer  is  not  determined  so 
much  by  how  long  we  pray  or  how  often,  but 
rather  that  we  do  pray,  that  we  do  so  "in  con- 
cert" and  that  we  pray  for  those  things  which 
God  has  clearly  shown  us  He  is  ready  and 
wanting  to  do. 

In  any  prayer  movement,  dynamic  tension 
must  always  be  maintained  between  church 
revival  and  world  evangelization.  Each  thrives 
on  the  other  and  drives  us  to  the  other,  if  kept 
in  proper  balance.  Revival  prevents  burnout  in 
the  task  of  missions.  And  missions  keeps  us 
from  letting  the  fruits  of  revival  dry  up.  If  we 
maintain  this  tension,  the  ministry  of  interces- 
sion will  be  our  most  effective  step  in  pioneer- 
ing faith  for  the  cause  of  missions  in  America. 

There  are  usually  two  kinds  of  prayer 
groups  going  on  in  our  churches,  usually 
unaware  of  each  other.  Some  are  praying  for 
revival.  Others  are  praying  for  missions.  If  we 
could  get  both  groups  together  and  integrate 
their  individual  agendas,  we  would  have  a  most 
explosive  mix!  We  need  to  seek  the  fulness  of 
Christ  in  the  American  church  for  the  fulfill- 
ment of  His  cause  in  America. 

Let  me  conclude  by  suggesting  several 
items  of  prayer  under  the  two  great  agendas : 

1.  Pray  for  God  to  raise  up  prayer  bands  of 
Christians  on  our  campuses  and  in  our 
churches,  who  will  pray  for  America  and  the 
lost  of  our  nation. 

2.  Ask  for  a  new  awareness  of  God's 
holiness.  The  church  needs  to  be  holy  if  we  are 
to  have  significant  impact  for  His  glory  in 
America. 

3.  Pray  for  a  fresh  sense  of  God's  love  for 
America  and  a  rekindling  of  our  love  for  Him. 
We  need  to  be  filled  with  Christ's  love. 

4.  Pray  for  reconciliation,  so  that  Chris- 
tians may  become  transparent  before  Him  and 
each  other  and,  in  repentance  and  forgiveness, 
band  together  for  winning  America  for  Christ. 

5.  Ask  God  to  renew  our  world  vision  and 
faith  to  move  forward  into  the  challenge  of 
reaching  our  nation  for  Christ. 

6.  Pray  that  the  church  would  awaken  to 
Christ's  universal  authority,  the  basis  of  her 
commitment  to  missions. 
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Denominational  Growth  Forecasts  Attract  National  Attention

A  recent  issue  of  the  Win  Arn  GROWTH 
REPORT  evoked  the  attention  of  many  pastors 
and  denominational  leaders.  Telephone  calls, 
letters,  invitations  to  meet  with  national 
leaders  followed  the  publication.  The  item  of 
such  interest  was  a  10-year  growth  forecast  of 
major  denominations  in  the  United  States.  The 
forecast  was  later  reprinted  in  Christianity  To- 
day and  in  many  denominational  publications. 

In  the  ten-year  forecast,  denominations 
were  projected  in  one  of  five  categories:  rapid 
growth  or  decline,  moderate  growth  or  decline, 
or  plateaued. 

Dr.  Charles  Arn,  vice  president  of 
Research  and  Development  with  the  Institute 
for  American  Church  Growth,  notes,  "In  for- 
mulating the  projections,  we  considered 
previous  growth  patterns,  denominational 
representation  at  growth  conferences,  use  of 
growth-related  materials.  We  reviewed 
denominational  publications  for  their  growth 
emphasis.  Seminary  curriculums  and  emphasis 
on  church  growth  were  examined.  The  priority 
of  church  planting  in  the  denomination  was 
noted,  along  with  any  unique  considerations 
such  as  denominational  mergers  or  internal 
controversy." 

Church  bodies  that  were  projected  to  ex- 
perience rapid  growth  included:  Christian  and 


Missionary  Alliance,  Assemblies  of  God, 
Church  of  the  Nazarene,  Lutheran  Church- 
Missouri  Synod,  Church  of  God-Cleveland, 
and  Evangelical  Free  Church. 

Denominations  forecast  for  moderate 
growth  were :  Church  of  Christ/Christian 
Church,  Advent  Christian,  Cumberland 
Presbyterian,  Salvation  Army,  Reformed 
Church  in  America,  Free  Methodist  Church, 
Presbyterian  Church  in  USA,  Church  of  God- 
Anderson. 

Plateaued  groups  included  :  Southern  Bap- 
tist, Church  of  the  Brethren,  United  Methodist, 
Evangelical  Covenant,  Episcopal,  Free  Will 
Baptist,  Disciples  of  Christ,  Christian  Re- 
formed. 

Moderate  declining  churches  were  : 
American  Baptist,  Conservative  Baptist.  And 
rapidly  declining  bodies  included:  Lutheran 
Church  in  America/ American  Lutheran 
Church,  and  United  Church  of  Christ. 

Dr.  Arn  also  observes,  "It  is  our  hope  that 
these  projections  will  encourage  some 
denominations  to  continue  their  priorities  on 
outreach/growth,  and  will  stimulate  others  to 
re-examine  their  priorities  and  focus  more 
specifically  on  applying  proven  strategies  for 
effectively  reaching  new  people." 
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A  reprint  from  the  January  1985  General  Baptist  Messenger. 
Mr.  Hudson  is  an  experienced  church  planter  from  Mur- 
freesboro,  Tennessee. 

In  the  church  at  Antioch  there  were 
prophets  and  teachers:  Barnabas,  Simeon 
called  Niger,  Lucius  of  Cyrene,  Manaen  (who 
had  been  brought  up  with  Herod  the  tetarch) 
and  Saul.  While  they  were  worshipping  the 
Lord  and  fasting,  the  Holy  Spirit  said,  "Set 
apart  for  me  Barnabas  and  Saul  for  the  work  to 
which  I  have  called  them."  So  after  they  had 
fasted  and  prayed,  they  placed  their  hands  on 
them  and  sent  them  off. 

It  was  hot  in  Centerville  as  Jim  Larson 
walked  along.  He  had  been  going  door  to  door 
all  day.  He  was  tired  and,  besides  his  feet  hurt. 
He  had  received  little  response  and  even  less

interest  in  establishing  a  church  in  Centerville. 
Doors  had  been  slammed  in  his  face.  He  had 
heard  the  phrase  "We're  not  interested"  time 
and  again. 

Now,  as  he  walked  down  the  street,  another 
dog  barked  at  him.  It  was  almost  the  last 
straw,  but  there  was  one  more  house  on  this 
street  to  visit. 

He  walked  up  to  the  modest  home.  "Old 
people  must  live  here,"  he  thought  wearily  as 
he  walked  by  the  flowers  and  plants  in  the  yard 
and  old-fashioned  porch. 

He  knocked  and  Fred  Bearden  came  to  the 
door,  politely  inquiring  what  the  young  man 
wanted. 

"We  are  considering  starting  a  church 
here,"  Jim  began,  trailing  off  as  he  saw  the 
elderly  man's  expression. 
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Tears  began  to  roll  down  Fred's  cheeks  as 
he  reached  for  Jim's  hand. 

"We've  been  praying  someone  would 
come,"  Fred  said.  "For  years  Alma  and  I  have 
been  praying  that  a  Bible-believing  evangelical 
church  would  come  to  Centerville.  We  knew 
God  would  send  someone  .  .  .  . " 

Jim  Larson  was  sent  to  Centerville  to  start 
a  new  church.  Paul  and  Barnabas  were  sent  to 
many  places  to  start  new  churches.  Could  this 
be  God's  plan  for  fulfilling  His  Great  Commis- 
sion to  make  disciples  of  all  people? 

I.  THE  BIBLICAL  IMPERATIVE  OF  CHURCH  PLANTING. 
Acts  13:1-3 

A.  God's  plan  (verse  2.) 

1.  "The  Holy  Spirit  said," 

The  Holy  Spirit  is  God's  Spirit  and  always 
speaks  for  God. 

2.  "Set  apart  for  me," 

Note  this  does  not  say,  "for  the  church  at  Antioch," 
but  "set  apart  for  God."  God  desired  Paul  and 
Barnabas. 

3.  "For  the  work  whereunto  I  have  called  them." 
God  called  them  to  their  task,  not  man. 

B.  God's  plan. 

1.  The  backdrop  for  the  call. 

a.  The  church  had  been  scattered  throughout 

Judea  and  Samaria  (Acts  8:1). 

b.  The  dispersed  Christians  preached  everywhere 

they  went  (Acts  8:4). 

c.  Churches  were  springing  up  as  they  went 

(examples:  Jerusalem,  Samaria,  Damascus, 
Lydda,  and  Antioch). 

2.  The  purpose  of  the  call. 

a.  The  purpose  is  not  directly  stated  in  the  call 

itself. 

b.  The  purpose  is  discovered  by  looking  at  the 

record  of  their  activity  after  the  call. 

(1)  They  preached  wherever  they  went. 

(2)  They  rallied  the  young  converts  into  a 
fellowship. 

(3)  They  taught  them  the  Scriptures— discipled 
them. 

c.  This  is  church  planting. 

C.  God's  plan  for  us. 

1.  The  plan  followed  by  Paul  and  Barnabas  was 
obviously  God's  plan  for  fulfilling  the  Great 
Commission. 

2.  God's  plan  for  us  today  must  be  basically  the  same. 

3.  We  should  follow  the  same  three  simple,  yet 
demanding  steps: 

a.  Preach  Christ  wherever  we  go. 

b.  Rally  new  converts  into  a  fellowship,  and 

c.  Teach  them  the  Scriptures  (disciple  them). 
But  what  is  your  responsibility  in  this  great  plan? 

II.  YOUR  RESPONSIBILITY  TO  THE  BIBLICAL  IMPERATIVE. 
A.  God  leads  you  to  participate. 

1.  God's  leading  is  evident  in  our  text  as  the  Holy 
Spirit  called  out  "church  planters." 

2.  Many  people  other  than  Paul  and  Barnabas 
participated. 

a.  Philip  went  to  Samaria  (Acts  8:4-8). 

b.  Peter  went  to  Caesarea  (Acts  10:23-48). 

c.  Timothy  joined  them  (Acts  16:1-5). 


d.  Luke  participated  (evidenced  by  "we"  sections 

beginning  with  the  Macedonian  call  (Acts 
16:1-10). 

e.  Others,  too,  helped  plant  churches. 

3.  How  other  people  participated  in  church  planting. 

a.  Cornelius  offered  his  home  and  sent  for  a 

preacher  (Acts  10). 

b.  Many  served  as  elders  (leaders)  in  the  new 

churches  (Acts  14:21-23). 

c.  They  encouraged  the  new  converts  and  fellow- 

ships to  remain  true  to  the  faith  (Acts  14:22). 

d.  Lydia  apparently   used   her   influence  (Acts 

16:11-15). 

Many  people  must  participate  for  church  planting  to  be 
successful.  You  do  not  have  to  be  a  church  planter— a  Paul  or 
Barnabas— to  participate. 

B.  God  may  lead  you  to  support  the  activity  in  other  ways. 

1.  Prayer  is  vital  to  church  planting. 

a.  Notice  the  church  at  Antioch  prayed  for  Paul 

and  Barnabas  (Acts  13:3). 

b.  What  effect  did  this  have  on  Paul  and  Barnabas? 

It  no  doubt  was  a  great  source  of  strength  to 
them. 

c.  What  effect  did  this  have  on  the  church  at 

Antioch?  It  no  doubt  focused  their  spiritual  vi- 
sion. 

d.  What  effect  did  this  have  on  the  new  churches? 

As  they  were  praying  for  the  planters,  they  no 
doubt  prayed  for  the  lost  on  the  fields  as  well. 
God  answered  their  prayers. 

2.  They  sent  them  off. 

Although  this  may  slip  by  you  as  you  casually 
read  the  account,  it  is  very  important.  This  church 
gave  up  two  of  its  most  capable  and  revered 
teachers.  Forty  percent  of  the  church's  leadership 
was  sent  away  to  do  the  work  to  which  God  had 
called  them.  God  rewarded  their  unselfishness. 

3.  They  fasted. 

They  gave  of  themselves  until  it  really  hurt.  This  is 
in  one  respect  participation.  A  person  who  cannot 
go  or  is  not  called  to  go  and  do  the  work  can 
still  give  of  himself  until  it  hurts. 
No  one  likes  to  be  asked  for  money,  but  there  is  no 
greater  cause  to  which  our  support  can  be  given 
than  to  plant  a  valuable  church  in  a  community 
where  one  is  needed.  This  takes  money. 
Conclusion 

We  know  what  our  task  is :  Make  disciples 
of  all  people. 

We  know  God's  plan:  Preach  Christ,  gather 
believers  into  fellowship,  teach  them  the  Scrip- 
tures (discipleship). 

We  know  God  speaks:  "Separate  me  (you) 
and  (you)  for  the  work  whereunto  I  have  called 
them." 

I  know  what  I  must  do:  Participate  by— be- 
ing a  church  planter,  offering  my  home,  en- 
couraging the  church  planter,  being  a  leader, 
using  my  influence;  or  support  by— praying 
faithfully  for  those  involved  and  for  the  field  of 
harvest,  being  willing  to  send  out  others,  being 
willing  to  give  until  it  hurts  so  that  lost  souls 
may  be  won  and  nurtured  in  a  viable  church  in 
their  own  community.

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YOUR  CIRCUMSTANCES 
AND  YOUR  TEMPTATIONS 

by  J.  A.  Davidson 

Temptation— the  conflict  between  con- 
science and  impulse,  between  your  ideals  and 
your  inclinations— is  a  fact  of  life.  In  biblical 
thought,  temptation  is  not  in  itself  considered 
reprehensible  or  evil.  It  is  simply  accepted  as  a 
reality  in  every  person's  life,  an  aspect  of  the 
freedom  of  will  with  which  he  or  she  is  en- 
dowed. And  there  is  no  suggestion  in  the  Bible 
that  anyone  can  ever  get  beyond  temptation. 

Your  temperament  and  your  character 
have  much  to  do  with  both  the  nature  and 
strength  of  the  temptations  you  face  and  the 
ways  in  which  you  deal  with  them.  But  oppor- 
tunity is  always  an  essential  in  any  temptation- 
experience,  and  you  should  not  congratulate 
yourself  on  not  yielding  to  the  kinds  of  tempta- 
tion to  which  you  are  not  exposed.  As  one  of 
Bernard  Shaw's  characters  says,  "It  is  easy  to 
be  respectable  with  nobody  offering  you  a 
chance  to  be  anything  else."  Your  general  en- 
vironment probably  has  as  much  to  do  with  the 
ways  in  which  you  handle  your  temptations  as 
does  your  character. 

A  boy  who  does  not  like  apples  is  not 
necessarily  to  be  judged  virtuous  simply 
because  he  does  not  rob  orchards.  And  you  can 
ponder  this  comment  made  by  a  patient  to  a 
psychiatrist:  "I  wonder  what  I  would  do  if  I 
were  sure  no  one  would  find  out." 

One  of  the  great  temptations  we  respect- 
able people  face— and  often  yield  to— is  to  sit  in 
censorious  judgment  on  persons  who  have 
yielded  to  temptations  and  behaved  in  ways  we 
deem  reprehensible.  But  no  one  can  know  the 
strength  and  the  subtlety  of  the  temptations 
which  any  other  person  has  to  face.  Tempta- 
tions do  not  come  in  standard  sizes  and  shapes 
and  flavors.  Robert  Burns  put  it  this  way  as  he 
advised  a  young  friend  about  judging  the 
behavior  of  others:  "What's  done  we  partly 
may  compute,  but  know  not  what's  resisted." 
You  may  be  able  to  compute  the  sins  and  of- 
fenses committed  by  another  person,  and  I  am 
sure  that  the  other  person  is  more  than  willing 
to  return  the  compliment.  No  one  can  know  the 
struggle  that  goes  on  in  another's  heart.  No  one 
can  know  where  and  how  and  why  another  per- 
son's shoes  pinch. 

Some  time  ago  I  came  across  a  statement 
which,  it  is  alleged,  was  made  by  a  Canadian 
senator  in  1921  at  a  political  meeting  in  an  Ot- 
tawa Valley  village:  "You  farmers  want  to

keep  your  boys  at  home.  Don't  let  them  go  to 
the  city;  keep  them  on  the  farm— the  tempta- 
tion is  more  pure."  Many  of  us  are  fortunate  in 
being  able  to  live  in  environments  where  the 
"temptation  is  more  pure."  Your  environment 
probably  has  much  to  do  with  the  ways  in 
which  you  handle  your  temptations  as  does 
your  character. 

When  you  are  tempted  to  sit  in  censorious 
judgment  of  a  person  who  has  yielded  to  temp- 
tation and  indulge  in  self-righteous  indignation 
over  his  or  her  yielding,  run  through  your  con- 
science these  words  from  Saint  Paul  about  how 
one  should  respond  in  such  situations:  "Look  to 
yourself,  each  one  of  you:  you  may  be  tempted 
too.  Help  one  another  carry  these  heavy  loads" 
(Galatians  6:1-2  NEB). 


MISSIONS  CONFERENCE  REVIEW 


It  is  7:55,  Monday  morning.  I  stop  and 
think  about  yesterday,  a  typical  Sunday. 

I  slept  until  6 : 40  and  then  got  up  to  face  all 
the  day  would  bring  my  way.  After  brushing 
my  teeth,  I  wandered  down  the  hall  to  start  a 
pot  of  coffee.  Breakfast  was  next  on  my  agen- 
da, and  it  began  as  usual:  "Okay,  Scott,  what 
would  you  like  for  breakfast?" 

"It  doesn't  matter." 

"Well,  all  right.  Do  you  want  bacon  or 
sausage?  How  about  your  eggs— how  would  you 
like  them?  Do  you  want  home  fries  this  morn- 
ing? I'm  going  to  have  a  muffin.  Do  you  want 
toast?  (He  doesn't  eat  muffins.)  I've  fixed 
some  coffee.  What  else  would  you  like  to  drink? 


Do  you  want  any  juice?  Oh,  you  want  milk? 
Fine." 

After  the  breakfast  dishes  have  been 
washed,  I  start  lunch— beef  stroganoff ;  and  I 
can't  forget  to  plug  in  the  curling  iron.  A  trip  to 
the  bathroom  helps  me  make  sure  all  is  in 
order  for  dressing.  I  go  to  the  closet,  open  the 
double  doors  and  just  stand  there.  What  shall  I 
wear  today?  With  so  much  to  choose  from,  isn't 
it  strange  that  there  isn't  anything  I  really 
want  to  wear? 

I  finish  off  my  last  cup  of  coffee,  pick  up 
my  Bible  and  head  out  the  door  for  church.  I 
pass  the  van  and  car  parked  in  the  driveway 
and  make  my  way  to  church,  calling  out 
"sweet  nothings"  to  our  overweight  English 
sheepdog  as  I  go. 
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Attendance  at  church  was  good ;  everyone 
seemed  to  be  doing  well.  I'm  fairly  confident, 
though,  that  few  heard  the  last  ten  minutes  of 
the  sermon.  Their  minds  were  focusing  on  one 
of  the  major  questions  of  the  day:  Where  are 
we  going  to  eat  lunch? 

But  halfway  around  the  world,  there  are 
millions  of  people  dying  of  starvation.  Many 
own  few  if  any  clothes,  and  what  they  do  have 
are  worn  to  tatters.  Bloated  bellies  are  a  way 
of  life  for  these  people,  and  I  guess  dying  is  too. 

But  we  don't  like  to  hear  about  such— it 
makes  us  feel  uncomfortable.  But  we  should 
hear,  we  need  to  understand,  and  we  must  act. 
Somehow  we  must  face  reality— and  our 
responsibilities. 

Facing  responsibilities,  reaching  the 
unreached,  and  hearing  the  voice  of  God  were 
but  a  few  of  the  topics  discussed  by  Dr. 
Paul  Smith  at  the  World  Missions  Conference 
and  Rally  last  Friday,  March  22.  Dr.  Smith,  the 
pastor  of  Peoples  Church,  Toronto,  Canada, 
challenged  those  in  attendance  in  a  powerful 
way.  He  spoke  of  the  2.3  billion  people  who  are 
unevangelized  in  our  world,  the  3,000  languages 
into  which  the  Scriptures  have  not  been 
translated.  He  questioned  why  90%  of  all  Chris- 
tian workers  operate  on  the  front  10%  of  the 
world,  why  90%  of  all  "Christian"  dollars  are 
invested  on  less  than  5%  of  the  population. 

These  questions  haunt  me— and  I  hope  they 
will  cause  you  to  think.  We  cannot  settle  back 
into  our  comfortable  little  worlds  and  forget 
that  millions  of  people  are  dying  and  going  to 
Hell  without  Christ. 

We  must  not  forget.  Will  we? 


CONVENTION  REFLECTIONS

The  1985  State  Sunday  School  Convention 
was  a  great  learning  and  growing  experience 
for  everyone  involved.  The  executive  commit- 
tee, under  the  able  leadership  of  the  Rev. 
Donald  Coates,  president,  did  an  excellent  job 
of  planning  the  workshops  for  the  various 
groups.  The  host  church,  Kinston  Church,  pro- 
vided good  accommodations  for  the  Conven- 
tion; and  the  ladies  of  the  church  prepared  and 
served  a  delicious  meal.  The  workshop  sessions 
seemed  to  be  beneficial  to  all  who  participated 
in  them.  (I  know  the  group  participation  was 
great  in  the  workshop  in  which  I  participated.) 

There  were  approximately  175  persons  in 
attendance  in  the  various  workshops  during  the 
day.  The  digest  committee's  report  revealed  79 
churches  reporting,  which  was  an  increase  of 
nine  churches  over  last  year.  It  will  prove 
beneficial  to  our  denomination  to  see  a  con- 
tinuous growth  in  this  participation  over  the 
next  few  years.  (The  workshops  are  geared  and 
helping  to  meet  the  needs  of  our  teachers  and 
leadership  in  the  Sunday  schools  of  our 
denomination.  Greater  concern  on  the  local 
Sunday  school  level  will  be  evidenced  by 
greater  participation  in  the  Sunday  School  Con- 
vention. )  The  digest  report  tabulated  35 

(Turn  the  Page) 
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ministers  in  attendance.  That  is  a  little  better 
than  10%  of  our  ministers.  It  is  true  that  many 
more  lay  persons  than  clergy  are  involved  in 
the  Sunday  school  work.  It  is  quite  possible  that 
we,  as  pastors,  have  not  put  forth  the  effort 
that  is  needed  in  encouraging  our  teachers  and 
other  Sunday  school  officers.  No  minister  can 
do  everything,  but  surely  the  vital  work  of  the 
Sunday  school  is  the  "major  teaching  arm"  of 
the  church. 

Our  field  secretary  reported  success  in 
reaching  many  Sunday  school  groups  during 
the  first  few  months  of  his  work.  He  led  a 
workshop  for  our  church  one  week  prior  to  the 
Convention  which  was  very  informative  and 
helpful  for  those  attending.  It  is  my  conviction, 
as  I  am  sure  many  of  you  believe,  that  the 
employment  of  a  field  secretary  is  a  much 
needed  "giant-step"  in  the  right  direction.  We 
discovered,  that  thus  far,  only  23  churches  have 
pledged  the  $25  per  quarter  support  for  the  of- 
fice of  the  field  secretary.  I  know  there  are 
many  more  Free  Will  Baptist  churches  and 
Sunday  schools  who  understand  the  need  of  this 
office.  As  a  Free  Will  Baptist  pastor  who  is 
convinced  of  the  vital  role  of  the  Sunday  school 
in  our  denomination,  I  urge  you  to  get  behind 
this  office  of  the  field  secretary.  Support  the  of- 
fice and  use  it  for  the  benefit  of  your  teachers 
and  your  entire  local  Sunday  school  movement. 

Our  present  Sunday  School  Convention, 
with  its  present  structure  and  outlook,  is  in  a 
position  to  make  a  significant  condition  to 
our  entire  denomination.  It  will  be  as  effective 
as  we  are  willing  to  help  make  it.  I  believe  the 
health  of  the  Sunday  school  is  vital  to  the 
health  of  the  church  and  the  denomination  as  a 
whole.  As  has  been  said,  "The  Sunday  school 
and  church  are  not  separate  organizations  but 
branches  of  the  same  structure,  the  body  of 
Christ,  the  Church." 

In  the  workshop  I  led  I  asked  the  teachers 
to  respond  to  four  statements.  Their  responses 
were  very  good  and  I  would  like  to  share  them 
with  you. 

Statements  and  Responses: 

1.  I  Teach  Because: 

It  is  my  responsibility  to  share  Christ  with  others  and  the 
world. 

I  feel  this  is  a  calling  of  God. 

I  teach  because  I  feel  this  is  what  God  would  have  me 
do. 

It  is  important  to  grow  in  the  grace  and  knowledge  of 
Jesus  Christ. 
The  love  I  have  for  Jesus. 

I  enjoy  the  study  and  the  time  to  share  with  others 
(youth  and  adults). 


I  feel  that  God  called  me  to  teach  and  I  love  God  so 
therefore  I  want  to  be  in  God's  perfect  will  for  my  life. 

I  feel  that  God  has  called  me  to  share  my  love  and  faith 
with  others. 

God  wants  me  to  share  with  others  what  He  has  blessed 
me  with. 

I  feel  that  God  has  called  me  to  teach  to  the  best  of  my 
ability  with  His  help.

OUR  H'MONG  WORK  IN  CALIFORNIA 

In  July  of  1983,  we  began  a  great  adventure 
of  cross-cultural  mission  work  with  the  H'mong 
tribe  of  Laotian  refugees  who  had  settled  in 
America  at  the  end  of  the  Viet  Nam  War. 

The  Rev.  Bob  Harber  moved  on  the  field 
and  began  his  ministry.  Since  then  there  have 
been  over  500  of  these  people  who  have  ac- 
cepted God's  call  to  salvation.  There  are  now 
eight  congregations  of  people.  They  have  their 
own  service  in  the  H'mong  language.  They  do 
not  have  a  church  building  of  their  own,  but  use 
borrowed  facilities  of  many  denominations. 
They  meet  mostly  on  Sunday  afternoons. 

This  is  a  joint  effort  of  the  Free  Will  Bap- 
tist Home  Missions  Board  and  General  Baptist 
Home  Missions  Board.  We  are  trying  to  provide 
leadership  for  these  people  to  make  the  adjust- 
ment to  this  culture  and  become  a  self- 
supporting  group  maintaining  their  own  pro- 
gram. 

We  believe  our  greatest  mission  with  these 
people  is  making  our  help  unnecessary  as  soon 
as  possible.  But  for  the  present  these  people 
are  in  desperate  need  of  our  help  and  we  are 
reaching  out  to  them. 

There  have  been  several  of  our  ministers 
who  have  voluntarily  gone  to  the  field  and  pro- 
vided needed  teaching  services  for  these  peo- 
ple. The  Home  Missions  Board  has  not  paid  any 
of  thpse  expenses;  they  have  been  paid  by  the 
churches  served  by  these  ministers.  Our  thanks 
to  the  Revs.  Buster  Benton,  Billy  Hardee,  Dean 
Kennedy,  Ray  Wells,  Frank  Harrison,  D.  C.

THE  RELATIONSHIP 
BETWEEN 
NEEDS  AND 
BEHAVIORS 

The  child  gets  his  needs  met  when  adults 
respond  to  his  behavior  in  a  caring  manner.  As 
an  infant  his  most  characteristic  behavior 
when  trying  to  get  his  needs  met  is  crying. 
When  he  is  hungry,  he  will  cry;  when  he  is  wet 
and  needs  a  diaper  change,  he  will  cry;  when 
he  needs  attention  of  any  kind  from  his  mother, 
he  will  cry.  Crying  at  this  stage  in  his  life  is  the 
only  way  he  can  tell  the  caring  adult  that  he 
has  an  unmet  need. 

As  a  child  grows,  other  behavioral  options 
become  available  to  him.  He  may  use  accept- 
able and  positive  behaviors  such  as  requesting 
love  or  food  or  comfort,  or  he  may  use  unac- 
ceptable or  negative  behaviors  to  gain  atten- 
tion, such  as  throwing  temper  tantrums. 
Whichever  method  he  chooses,  the  motivation 
is  the  same :  his  behavior  is  his  method  for 
meeting  his  needs  or  for  getting  his  needs  met 
by  others.  Consequently,  all  behavior  has 
meaning! 

Let's  take  an  adult  example.  Consider  a 
person,  perhaps  someone  you  know,  who  feels 
unloved.  He  is  unable  to  get  his  need  for  love 
met.  He  may  use  any  of  the  following  behaviors 
to  try  to  meet  this  need : 

1)  He  becomes  the  "life  of  the  party"  to 
gain  attention. 

2)  He  becomes  a  member  of  a  helping  pro- 
fession so  that  he  feels  "loved"  by  those 
who  depend  on  him. 

3)  He  becomes  bitter  and  alienated  from 
others. 

4)  He  attacks  those  who  have  secure  rela- 
tionships and  calls  them  "old-fash- 
ioned" or  "uptight." 

5)  He  rejects  those  who  reach  out  to  him 
for  fear  that  they  will  reject  him  even- 
tually. 

6)  He  is  abrasive  and  demeaning  in  his  re- 
lationships with  others. 

7)  He  volunteers  to  do  charity  work  at  a 
hospital. 

All  of  these  behaviors  are  attempts  to  get 
his  need  for  love  met.  Some  of  them  are 
positive  and  healthy  efforts  which  reflect  a 
basic  respect  for  himself  and  others ;  but  some 
are  negative  and  unhealthy  and  carry  with 


them  the  potential  for  causing  anger  and 
hostility  in  other  people. 

Clearly,  then,  a  person's  behavior  is  his 
way  of  meeting  his  needs.  If  his  behavior  is 
unhealthy  and  negative,  then  you,  as  a  caring 
adult,  must  help  him  to  develop  alternative 
behaviors  to  meet  his  needs.  Change  is  slow 
and  requires  considerable  effort,  so  you  must 
be  patient.  Even  if  a  child  is  mentally  retarded 
or  physically  handicapped,  he  has  these  needs, 
and  extra  care  must  be  taken  to  help  him  to 
meet  his  needs. 

SIMILARITIES  AMONG  CHILDREN 

Children  may  look  different,  act  different- 
ly, and  respond  differently  from  each  other,  but 
they  all  share  the  condition  of  being  human. 
This  means  that  all  children  have  the  same 
basic  needs.  It  means  that  all  children  satisfy 
these  needs  through  relationships  with  other 
people  who  are  important  to  them.  It  means 
that  their  behavior  has  meaning;  that  is,  their 
behavior  is  their  way  of  attempting  to  meet 
their  needs  or  getting  their  needs  met.  Children 
in  care  may  have  developed  unhealthy  patterns 
of  behavior  in  an  attempt  to  meet  their  needs. 
Regardless  of  this,  the  needs  are  still  present. 
It  is  our  responsibility  to  help  them  learn  more 
positive  behaviors  which  will  help  them  meet 
their  needs  or  get  their  needs  met  in  positive 
ways. 

DIFFERENCES  AMONG  CHILDREN 

Although  all  children  are  alike  in  having 
the  same  basic  needs,  children  do  differ  as  to 
their  individual  needs.  Those  with  physical 
handicaps  may  need  more  assistance  than 
physically  healthy  children  in  such  matters  as 
dressing,  bathing,  eating,  etc.  ;  children  who 
are  mentally  retarded  need  special  teaching 
and  learning  procedures;  blind  children  need 
more  help  in  mobility  and  spatial  concepts ; 
deaf  children  have  special  needs  in  com- 
munication and  learning;  and  in  other  ways 
some  children  have  other  specialized  needs 
which  must  be  met  on  an  individual  basis. 

In  addition,  children  have  had  different  life 
experiences,  so  the  ways  they  choose  to  meet 
their  needs  are  different.  The  individual  is  con- 
stantly striving  to  grow,  and  he  must  overcome 
obstacles  in  order  to  achieve  this  growth.  He 
will  constantly  invent  new  ways  of  overcoming 
these  obstacles  whether  they  are  within  him  or 
between  him  and  his  surroundings.  The  tactics 
one  child  uses  to  meet  his  needs  will  differ 
from  the  tactics  of  another  child.

FOUNDER'S  DAY 

You  are  invited  to  be  our 
guest  for  our  65th  annual 
Founder's  Day  Celebration 
on  May  26,  1985,  on  our 
campus.  We  will  begin  with 
lunch  at  11:30  a.m.,  fol- 
lowed by  our  Founder's 
Day  Worship  Service  in 
Memorial  Chapel  begin- 
ning at  12:45,  and  Open 
House  beginning  at  2:15. 
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On  February  19,  1985,  the  Cragmont  Board 
of  Directors  met  at  the  Free  Will  Baptist  Head- 
quarters for  its  annual  meeting.  In  this  session 
the  previous  year's  financial  statement  was 
reviewed  and  a  budget  proposal  for  1985  was 
discussed  and  approved.  From  this,  considera- 
tion was  given  to  increases  in  rates  and  to  two 
projects  which  have  been  discussed  in  past 
meetings.  Included  in  this  article  is  an  explana- 
tion of  the  increases  in  rates  and  the  projects 
the  Board  approved. 

INCREASED  RATES 

In  the  past  several  years,  we  have  noticed 
a  decrease  in  giving  to  Cragmont  from 
churches.  However,  we  have  seen  an  increase 
in  monies  from  conferences,  seminars,  and 
visitors,  indicating  that  more  people  are  using 
the  facilities  at  Cragmont.  While  having  more 
and  more  people  use  Cragmont  is  important, 
contributions  from  churches  and  individuals 
must  continue  because  the  conferences  are  not 
self-supporting.  Last  year  the  total  cost  of  a 
week  of  camp  was  $70.  Out  of  that  $70,  Crag- 
mont's  portion  was  $38  to  feed,  house  and  pro- 
vide athletic  equipment,  etc.  for  one  week. 
Cragmont  has  always  depended  upon  contribu- 
tions from  churches  so  that  the  conferences 
may  remain  as  inexpensive  as  possible. 


However,  it  has  been  decided  that  an  increase 
is  necessary  this  year.  The  cost  of  the  camp 
has  been  set  at  $80.  Cragmont's  portion  will  be 
$44 ;  the  other  $36  will  go  to  cover  costs  of 
transportation  and  other  expenses  the  director 
may  incur. 

Concerning  other  rate  increases,  for  those 
of  you  who  attend  weekend  retreats,  there  was 
a  slight  increase  in  the  cost  of  the  meals.  Rates 
for  1985  are  as  follows:

freezers.  The  Board  voted  to  purchase  and  in- 
stall an  8  x  10  freezer  and  an  8  x  10  cooler.  The 
cost  of  this  project  is  estimated  at  $13,276.88. 
We  have  set  up  a  program  to  raise  funds  for 
this  project  called  "Cold  Cash  for  Cragmont." 
We  want  to  encourage  any  church,  youth  group 
or  other  group  within  the  church  to  purchase  as 
many  cubic  feet  as  possible  for  $25  per  cubic 
foot. 

Another  project  was  discussed  and  ap- 
proved by  our  Board.  There  are  two  rooms 
located  on  the  first  floor  of  the  main  building 
which  are  presently  being  used  as  storage 
rooms.  Because  we  need  more  first  floor  rooms 
for  our  guests,  especially  during  the  Women's 
Conference,  it  was  decided  to  convert  these  two 
rooms  into  more  usable  space.  In  order  to 
make  the  conversion,  we  must  install  bath 
facilities.  The  cost  is  estimated  at  $3,000.  We 
hope  to  have  the  rooms  ready  by  the  1985 
camping  season. 

You  can  see  that  your  contribution  as  a 
church  and  individual  is  very  important.  There 
are  several  ways  in  which  you  may  help.  First, 
we  would  encourage  you  to  place  Cragmont  in 
your  church  budget.

The  Mount  Olive  College  Singers  ap- 
pear to  be  rejoicing  over  the  announce- 
ment that  the  Mount  Olive  Pickle  Com- 
pany had  given  a  $100,000  gift  to  the  Col- 
lege. Actually,  they  were  entertaining 
with  songs  those  who  attended  the 
presentation  luncheon. 

The  difference  between  a  col- 
lege's existence  and  its  ex- 
cellence is  determined  by  its 
financial  endowments.  And  en- 
dowments will  determine 
Mount  Olive  College's  margin 
of  excellence. 

That  was  the  response  of  the 
College's  president,  Dr.  W. 
Burkette  Raper,  Monday  to  the 
largest  corporate  gift  in  the  In- 
stitution's history. 

William  S.  Wilkins  had  just 
presented  him  a  $100,000  gift  on 
behalf  of  Mount  Olive  Pickle 
Company. 

The  presentation  was 
received  by  a  standing  and  pro- 
longed ovation  by  College  of- 
ficials, representatives  of  town 
and  county  government,  and 
other  friends  of  the  school. 

"Dr.  Raper  is  hoping  that 
long  ovation  will  bring  an  en- 
core," quipped  someone  in  the 
crowd. 

"This  is  a  great  and  good  day 
for  Mount  Olive  College.  We  ac- 
cept this  with  humility,  with 
gratitude  and  with  a  tremen- 
dous sense  of  responsibility," 
said  Dr.  Raper. 

While  some  individual  gifts  to 
the  College  have  been  greater, 
this  was  the  largest  single  cor- 
porate gift  and  established  the 
Pickle  Company  as  the  overall 
leader  in  corporate  support  of 
the  College. 
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The  latest  gift  brought  to 
more  than  $600,000  the  amount 
endowed  to  the  Institution  in 
the  past  six  months.  En- 
dowments today  total  $1.9 
million,  plus  another  $800,000  in 
deferred  gifts. 

Dr.  Raper  said  the  College 
has  set  a  goal  of  $6.5  million  in 
endowments  by  1990  and  $10 
million  by  1995. 

In  making  the  latest  Pickle 
Company  contribution,  Wilkins 
noted  that  the  company,  the 
community's  largest  and  oldest 
industry,  had  supported  the 
College  since  its  beginning.  It 
also  helps  its  employees  attend 
the  College  as  students. 

Wilkins  cited  Mount  Olive 
College's  contributions  to  the 
community  in  the  past  and  said 
the  $100,000  was  especially  to 
support  the  Institution's  four- 
year  program. 

Board  of  Trustees  Chairman 
James  B.  Hunt  Sr.,  expressed 
his  appreciation  in  behalf  of  the 
Board  and  the  Free  Will  Bap- 
tists across  North  Carolina.  He 
noted  that  his  home  church  in 
the  Rock  Ridge  community  of 
Wilson  County  was  host  to  the 


convention  at  which  the 
denomination  decided  to  begin 
a  liberal  arts  college  at  Mount 
Olive.  At  that  time,  he  recalled, 
the  Free  Will  Baptists  had  a  lit- 
tle over  $6  in  their  higher 
education  fund.  "Look  now  at 
our  100-acre-campus,  our 
facilities  at  Eagles  Nest  and  all 
of  our  magnificent  buildings," 
he  said. 

"We  have  been  received  by 
the  warmth  and  generosity  of 
the  community  and  the  broad 
area  the  College  serves,"  he 
said.  Board  member  Sherrill 
Williams,  head  of  House- Au try 
Milling  Co.  at  Newton  Grove, 
also  expressed  his  appreciation 
on  behalf  of  the  area  served  by 
the  College.

At  Quiapo  you  meet  the  history  and  tradi- 
tions of  the  Philippines ;  the  blend  of  modern 
and  very  ancient  buildings  gives  Metro  Manila 
its  charm  and  character.  The  streets  are 
crowded  with  people,  and  taxis  are  everywhere 
moving  between  the  horse  and  carabao-drawn 
vehicles.  In  the  many  shops  you  can  bargain  on 
the  prices,  which  you  had  better  do,  for  the 
salesmen  ask  the  "Joe's,"  the  white  people,  at 
least  double  the  price. 

In  this  centre  is  the  church  of  the  black 
Nazarene.  The  statues  of  the  black  Nazarene 
were  imported  from  Mexico  several  hundred 
years  ago.  There  is  one  crucifix  and  one  statue 
in  a  glass  coffin.  The  latter  has  his  feet  out  of 
the  coffin,  which  is  also  open  at  the  head,  so 
that  the  believers  can  touch  the  head  while 
praying. 

Multitudes  pass  daily  through  the  church  to 
perform  their  rituals  of  faith;  in  full  devotion 
they  kiss  the  feet  of  the  crucifix,  begging  and 


praying  for  miracles,  for  cures  of  the  body  and 
salvation  of  the  soul.  Most  of  them  start  at  the 
crucifix  and  they  move  in  emotional  devotion  to 
the  coffin,  touch  the  head  and  rub  the  sick 
parts  of  the  body  over  the  feet  in  strong  belief 
of  its  miraculous  power.  From  this  place  in  the 
very  back  of  the  church,  the  most  devoted 
believers  move  on  their  knees  all  the  way  to 
the  high-altar,  stopping  at  every  pillar  to  put 
their  offerings  in  a  huge  box.  At  the  altar  they 
pray  again  and  when  they  leave,  many  pay 
money  to  some  old  women  to  recite  a  lengthy 
rosary  for  them. 

Outside,  along  the  iron  gates  of  the  church, 
the  people  buy  amulets,  medals  and  candles 
which  are  fashioned  into  the  images  of  saints 
and  the  apostles.  You  cannot  imagine  what  is 
available  to  dispel  a  witch's  curse  or  to  per- 
form feats  of  sorcery.  There,  too,  are  the 
fortune-tellers,  who  will  read  your  omens  or 
look  into  your  future. 

Some  weeks  ago  thousands  of  people  were 
carrying  the  black  Nazarene  in  procession 
through  the  streets.  The  Nazarene  symbol  of 
Jesus  Christ  cannot  exist  without  this 
demonstration  and  action  of  high  devotion.  It  is 
a  pitiful  belief  that  the  power  of  Jesus  Christ 
depends  on  this  kind  of  action.  It  is  a  shame 
that  church  leaders  have  the  courage  to  depend 
on  income  to  extend  their  church  with  this  type 
of  message.  With  the  millions  who  are  suffering 
in  this  country  they  continue  to  build  their 
monuments  in  disobedience  to  Christ,  whose 
life,  death  and  message  they  misuse  for  their 
personal  purpose  of  power. 

Highly  devoted  and  extremely  religious 
people  are  deceived  and  ignored  by  those  who 
should  care  for  them.  It  hurts  to  see  desperate 
people,  crawling  with  their  needs  to  gain  health 
and  grace,  paying  money  for  God's  free  gifts 
and  left  desolate  by  their  leaders,  whose  empty 
words  are  echoing  through  the  hollow  space  of 
this  building.  It  sounds  holy,  but  it  is  soul- 
tearing. 

Help  us  to  be  able  to  reach  out  to  those  who 
are  lost  through  the  magic  rites  and  incanta- 
tions of  a  false  religion,  who  are  kept  in  the 
darkness  by  false  teaching.  We  have  only  com- 
passion for  these  poor  Roman  Catholics  who 
think  that  their  health  and  salvation  depend  on 
two  pieces  of  wood.  The  words  of  the  gospel 
teach  us,  "Come  unto  me,  all  ye  that  labour 
and  are  heavy  laden,  and  /  will  give  you  rest. " 
We  have  no  Mediator  other  than  Jesus  Christ.

LANGUAGE  SCHOOL 

When  you  stand  at  the  starting  point  of 
language  school  it  is  hard  to  imagine  how  much 
influence  the  study  and  the  teachers  have  on 
your  understanding  of  the  people  of  the  Philip- 
pines. Now  that  we  are  almost  through,  we 
realize  that  we  did  not  just  study  a  language, 
but  that  we  received  a  good  deal  of  cultural 
education  as  well. 

With  mixed  feelings  we  started  the  study 
because  the  population  on  Palawan  speaks  a 
mixture  of  Tagalog  and  other  tribal  languages, 
but  now  we  know  that  the  direction  of  our 
Board  was  best,  to  send  us  first  to  C.L.S.C. 
(Christian  Language  Study  Center).  To  study  a 
language  is  more  than  learning  to  speak  and  to 
understand  it;  culture  and  backgrounds  are 
revealed  of  which  we  were  not  aware  before. 
The  teachers  explained  to  us  the  emotional  side 
of  their  traditions,  and  by  reading  the  stories  in 
the  study  books,  we  learned  about  the  values  of 
the  daily  life  of  the  Filipino. 

We  now  understand  why  our  household 
helper  uses  "he"  for  Caroline  and  "she"  for 
Dirk;  there  is  only  one  word,  siya,  for  both  he 
and  she. 

English  is  taught  in  the  Filipino  schools, 
but  sometimes  a  native  speaker,  translating 
thoughts  literally  from  Tagalog,  may  say,  "I 
was  able  to  lose  the  keys  of  the  housedoor,"  or 
"Before  I  was  a  Christian  I  was  able  to  be  a 
robber  and  killer."  Our  language  study  has 
helped  us  understand  just  what  the  speaker 
wanted  to  express  and  has  thus  reduced  mutual 
misunderstanding  and  embarrassment. 

Another  time  one  of  our  pastors  told  me 
about  his  difficulties  with  another  worker. 


After  I  heard  the  story,  which  people  in  our 
culture  would  regard  as  gossip,  I  asked  him, 
"What  do  you  want  me  to  do  with  this?"  I  was 
taught  at  the  school  about  the  "go-between,"  a 
kind  of  mediator  to  settle  the  case  and  solve 
the  problem.  Normally,  a  Filipino  does  not 
come  with  a  matter  to  the  person  involved  but 
tries  to  solve  it  through  someone  he  trusts,  a 
good  friend  or  relative.  After  the  case  is  set- 
tled, it  needs  a  kind  of  celebration,  which  can 
be  a  meal  together.  Even  a  walk  with  the  other 
party  is,  for  minor  cases,  enough  to  restore  the 
relationship. 

Most  of  the  believers  understand  Tagalog 
better  than  English,  but  they  feel  most  com- 
fortable using  their  own  home  language.  Many 
of  our  pastors  use  Tagalog,  tribal  language, 
and  occasionally  an  English  word.  The  older 
people  are  very  happy  when  we  use  Tagalog  in 
greetings  and  giving  compliments. 

We  still  have  to  develop  our  skill  in  speak- 
ing, for  it  is  impossible  to  learn  a  language  in 
such  a  short  time.  Please  continue  to  pray  for 
us.  The  study  is  a  great  experience;  it  is  dif- 
ficult but  in  spite  of  that  it  is  joyful.  The  four  of 
us,  that  is  Fred  Baker,  his  wife  Linda,  Lydia 
and  I,  make  up  one  class.  The  words,  which  are 
sometimes  real  tongue  twisters,  are  giving  us  a 
lot  of  pleasure  and  we  laugh  a  lot. 

We  look  forward  now  to  starting  our  new 
task  on  Palawan.  Much  can  be  done,  and  we 
expect  a  good  development  under  the  Lord's 
guidance  in  the  coming  years.

EDITORIAL 


WITH  APRIL  15 
APPROACHING 


Our  Puritan  forefathers  believed  in  the  value 
of  good  hard  work.  "They  that  will  not  sweat  on 
earth  shall  sweat  in  Hell,"  said  the  sixteenth- 
century  divine  Henry  Smith.  All  people  have  to 
have  a  calling— that  is,  an  occupation;  and  to 
"walk  diligently"  in  it  is  expected.  Even  the  gen- 
try whose  landholdings  protected  them  from  any 
need  to  labor  for  daily  bread  were  expected  to 
use  their  time  in  a  constructive  manner,  a  way 
that  would  benefit  their  families,  their  neighbors, 
the  poor,  and  society  as  a  whole.  Puritan 
Richard  Rogers  warned  that  they  were  not  to  live 
as  they  "used  to  do  in  riding  and  going  up  and 
down,  to  spend  their  lives  in  pastimes,  pleasure 
and  doing  what  they  list." 

The  Puritan  goal,  however,  was  not  labor  for 
labor's  sake;  nor  was  it  the  accumulation  of 
wealth  for  wealth's  sake.  Labor  was  seen  as  be- 
ing an  effective  weapon  in  the  war  against  sin. 
What  about  leisure  and  labor?  Well,  they  were 
tantamount  to  surrender.  And  wealth  was  to  be 
accumulated  so  that  it  could  be  given  to  the 
poor  and/or  the  church. 

Many  of  today's  hard-working  folk  do  not 
share  the  Puritans'  goal.  They  have  secularized 
the  Puritans'  behavior,  adopted  the  Puritan  pas- 
sion for  work  without  the  compassion  for  one's 
neighbor  that  made  it  so  special.  And  in  place  of 
the  Puritan  sense  of  divine  calling,  they  have 
made  net  worth  the  measure  of  self-worth.  As 
Chun  King  founder  Jeno  Paulucci  said,  "My 
career  goal  has  always  been  to  make  money 
ethically  and  honestly,  not  only  to  make  money 
for  the  currency  value  but  as  a  measure  of  suc- 
cess— just  like  someone  playing  golf,  his 
scorecard  is  his  measure  of  success  in  that 
game.  In  my  game,  it  is  making  money."  Pauluc- 
ci, like  so  many  others,  is  unable  to  stop  work- 
ing—even on  vacation. 

The  Puritan  Sabbath  was  one  way  that  the 
Puritans  maintained  their  balance.  The  Sabbath 
was  not  the  same  as  the  modern  weekend. 


The  modern  weekend  is  for  relaxation;  the  Sab- 
bath is  for  rest.  Aristotle  typified  the  attitude 
behind  the  modern  weekend:  "We  need  relaxa- 
tion, because  we  cannot  work  continuously. 
Relaxation,  then,  is  not  an  end.  It  is  for  the  sake 
of  activity,"  that  is,  for  the  sake  of  gaining 
strength  for  more  work. 

The  biblical  Sabbath,  on  the  other  hand,  is  a 
day  of  rest,  a  day  for  abstaining  from  work;  it  is 
for  the  purpose  of  recovering  one's  lost  strength 
and  for  becoming  fit  for  the  forthcoming  labor.  It 
is  also  the  day  set  aside  for  worship  of  God 
Almighty.  Man  is  not  a  beast  of  burden,  and  the 
Sabbath  is  one  means  by  which  man's  efficiency 
can  be  enhanced.  The  Sabbath  is  not  for  the 
sake  of  the  weekdays;  the  weekdays  are  for  the 
sake  of  the  Sabbath.  It  is  not  an  interlude  but 
the  climax  of  living. 

We  would  do  well  to  remember  that  hard 
work  is  valuable,  but  our  hard  work  alone  does 
not  give  us  added  value  in  God's  eyes. 

A  person's  work  is  never  done.  Teachers 
give  assignments.  Coaches  require  practice. 
Family  members  demand  attention.  Friends 
need  help  or  a  sympathetic  ear.  But  we  often 
give  way,  move  aside  or  leave  things  undone. 
And,  no  matter  what,  the  work  never  stops.  The 
in-basket  is  a  spring-fed  stream,  always  flowing 
with  opportunities  and  challenges.  The  pocket 
calendar  is  brimming  with  meetings  and 
deadlines  and  appointments.  And  since  we  are 
never  done  with  this  week's  work,  we  can  either 
charge  ahead  into  God's  day  and  change  it  into 
our  day  for  refreshment,  or  we  can  recognize 
that  the  only  finished  thing  in  life  is  a  corpse 
and  that  only  God  has  a  perfectly  finished  work, 
the  work  of  our  salvation. 

The  much-maligned  Puritans  knew  that  put- 
ting God  first  in  their  work,  in  their  wealth,  and 
in  their  week  would  help  keep  them  from  confus- 
ing net  worth  and  self-worth.  We  would  do  well 
to  follow  their  example.

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"STEP-TEEN: 
PULLING  IT  ALL  TOGETHER!" 

Just  suppose,  for  a  moment,  that  you  were 
about  to  embark  on  a  two-week  camping  trip  in 
the  Great  Smokies  of  North  Carolina.  Would 
you  simply  get  in  your  car  and  take  off  for  that 
"wild  and  wonderful  wilderness?"  Certainly 
not!  You  would  make  preparations  by  packing 
the  necessary  equipment  for  the  trip.  That 
equipment  may  include  such  items  as  a  snake- 
bite kit,  food  and  water  provisions,  a  scout 
knife,  a  poison  ivy  treatment  packet,  etc.  Now, 
inclusion  of  all  these  items  doesn't  especially 
mean  that  you  will  use  them  (at  least,  not  the 
snake-bite  kit)!  Nonetheless,  they  are  tools  for 
both  planned  and  unanticipated  use  that  you 
have  decided  to  include  for  the  trip. 

March  has  been  a  month  of  "packing  up" 
for  our  staff.  The  equipment  has  come  from  the 
March  Step-Teen  workshops  that  we  advertised 
in  the  March  issue  of  this  publication.  Step- 
Teen  is  a  new  concept  in  the  parenting  of  teens 
that  has  recently  gained  rapid  recognition 
across  the  country.  It  is  based  on  its  forerun- 
ner, STEP  (Systematic  Training  for  Effective 
Parenting  of  Teens),  which  has  been  used  by 
over  one  million  parents  world-wide  for  the 
successful  improvement  parent-child  relation- 
ships. Jan  Kidd,  the  Director  of  New  Directions 
Learning  Resource  Center  in  Wilson,  conducted 
the  workshops  on  our  campus  last  month. 

Having  experienced  the  program  we 
thought  it  might  be  helpful  to  briefly  pull 
together  some  ideas  that  may  be  of  benefit. 

One  of  the  major  emphases  of  our  study 
dealt  with  the  behavior/ misbehavior  of  teens. 
The  curriculum  suggested  that  there  were  four 
basic  goals  for  teen  misbehavior:  Attention, 
Power,  Revenge,  and  Display  of  Inadequacy. 
These  goals  are  based  on  faulty  beliefs  teens 
have  about  "belonging."  They  seek  "attention" 
because  they  feel  that  they  belong  only  when 
they  are  being  noticed  or  served.  They  seek 
"power"  because  they  feel  they  belong  only 
when  they  are  in  control  or  are  proving  no  one 
can  control  them.  They  seek  "revenge" 
because  they  feel  that  they  belong  only  when 
they  hurt  others  as  they  feel  hurt.  They  seek  to 
"display  inadequacy"  because  they  feel  they 
belong  only  when  they  convince  others  not  to 
expect  anything  of  them. 

Another  emphasis  was  on  "encouragement 
and  teen  self-esteem."  Several  things  were 
discussed  which  communicate  discouragement 
from  parents  to  teens.  High  levels  of  concern 
for  status  and  prestige  by  parents  can  destroy 
teen  self-esteem  when  they  (teens)  are  unable 


to  reach  or  achieve  those  levels.  Over- 
ambitious  parents  always  communicate  to  their 
teens  that  they  should  continue  to  do  more  and 
more  (e.g.,  higher  grades,  athletic  prowess). 
Negative  expectations  are  communicated  so 
clearly  that  teens  are  convinced  they  can  do 
nothing  but  fail!  On  the  other  hand,  positive  en- 
couragement comes  from  showing  confidence 
and  faith  in  the  teen;  building  self-respect  by 
avoiding  making  comparisons  with  siblings  or 
peers;  recognizing  effort  and  improvement, 
rather  than  only  "success";  and  focusing  on 
strengths  and  assets  rather  than  mistakes  or 
failures.  The  key  is  in  the  fact  that  encourage- 
ment doesn't  "reward";  it  acknowledges  and 
recognizes! 

Communication  is  an  essential  element  in 
successfully  "experiencing  teenagers."  Several 
things  must  be  considered  during  the  com- 
munication process.  The  parent  must  under- 
stand a  teen's  goals  when  responding  to  him.  If 
there  is  a  problem,  the  "owner"  of  the  problem 
must  be  identified.  Good  listening  helps  teens 
"cope"  with  teen-owned  problems.  Effective 
listening  avoids  nagging,  criticizing,  threaten- 
ing, lecturing,  prying,  ridiculing,  or  reassur- 
ing! Reflective  listening  is  mirroring  your 
teen's  feelings  and  the  circumstances  of  those 
feelings.  Finally,  open  responses  keep  the  lines 
of  communication  free  and  open.  When  a 
parent  closes  the  lines  of  communication  with  a 
teen,  he  also  closes  the  valves  to  his  heart! 
Parents  must  learn  to  communicate  "I-mes- 
sages"  rather  than  "You-messages." 
"I-messages"  communicate  how  the  parent 
feels  about  the  teen's  behavior;  "you-mes- 
sages" communicate  blame  for  parent's  feel- 
ings! 

Discipline  is  the  development  of  respon- 
sibility, not  rewards  and  punishments!  The 
very  root  of  the  word,  "discipline,"  implies 
teaching.  (Remember,  disciples?)  It  is  the 
realization  (within  the  teen)  that  there  are 
natural  and  logical  consequences  of 
misbehavior.  Natural  consequences  are  results 
of  going  against  the  natural  order  of  events 
that  exist  in  life.  Logical  consequences  repre- 
sent violations  of  social  order  or  cooperative 
co-existence  with  others. 

We  would  not  begin  to  suggest  that  all  of 
these  "canned  ideas"  will  help  produce  the 
ideal  teen;  rather,  simply  that  you  consider 
packing  them  for  your  trip!  After  all,  if  you 
have  a  teen,  you'll  be  "roughing-it"  for  a 
while !

"DANGLING  BY  A  THREAD" 

Reality  often  finds  newly  admitted  children 
"dangling  by  a  thread."  This  ministry's  pur- 
poses are  to  weave  that  thread  into  a  rope  and 
help  the  children: climb  back  up  to  a  purposeful 
and  meaningful  life  experience.  The  following 
story  is  about  a  real-life  situation  that  we  had 
the  opportunity  in  which  to  share.  We'll  call  her 
Janet. 

Janet  had  experienced  several  years  of 
family  turmoil,  resulting  in  deliberate  attempts 
of  self-harm  and  deep  anxiety.  All  interest  in 
schoolwork  had  become  nonexistent,  and  un- 
disciplined behavior  had  begun  to  take  its  toll. 
Finally,  one  of  the  parents  was  informed  of  the 
Children's  Home  ministry,  and  an  admission 
was  arranged.  At  first,  self-esteem  was  very 
low  and  the  task  of  finding  herself  was  in  the 
forefront.  But  it  wasn't  long  before  Janet  began 
to  realize  her  worth  through  the  personal  in- 
teractions experienced  in  cottage  life.  She  was 
encouraged  to  participate  in  school  activities 
and  cultural  enrichment  experiences,  and  soon 
discovered  some  very  unique  qualities  that 
gave  her  the  self-esteem  that  was  so  desperate- 
ly needed  to  make  family  life  a  reality  once 
again.  By  the  time  Janet  was  able  to  return 
home,  she  enjoyed  a  consistent  "A"  average  in 
school,  had  experienced  cultural  development 
through  community  and  school  involvement, 
had  grown  close  to  her  family,  and  had  learned 
to  accept  herself  as  a  worthwhile  human  being. 

It  would  be  foolish  to  imply  that  all  of 
Janet's  problems  are  over.  But  as  a  result  of 
her  experience  at  the  Children's  Home,  she 
now  has  the  tools  to  deal  with  those  difficult  life 
situations.  Perhaps  now  she  will  pick  up  where 
we  ended,  and  begin  "weaving  her  own  rope! " 
Pray  for  her  .  .  .  the  Lord  knows  her  name !

But  the 
young  mother  was  happy  and  she  would  not 
believe  that  anything  could  be  better  than  these 
years.  So  she  played  with  her  children  and 
gathered  flowers  for  them  along  the  way  and 
bathed  them  in  the  clear  streams  and  the  sun 
shone  on  them  and  life  was  good,  and  the  young 
mother  cried,  "Nothing  will  ever  be  lovelier 
than  this." 


Then  night  came  and  storm,  and  the  path 
was  dark  and  the  children  shook  with  fear  and 
cold.  The  mother  drew  them  close  and  covered 
them  with  her  mantle,  and  the  children  said, 
"O  Mother,  we  are  not  afraid,  for  you  are  near, 
and  no  harm  can  come."  The  mother  said, 
"This  is  better  than  the  brightness  of  day,  for  I 
have  taught  my  children  courage." 

Then  morning  came,  and  there  was  a  hill 
ahead  and  the  children  climbed  and  grew 
weary,  but  at  all  times  she  said  to  the  children, 
"A  little  patience  and  we  are  there."  So  the 
children  climbed  and  when  they  reached  the 
top,  they  said,  "We  could  not  have  done  it 
without  you,  Mother."  And  the  mother,  when 
she  laid  down  that  night,  looked  up  at  the  stars 
and  said,  "This  is  a  better  day  than  the  last  for 
my  children  have  learned  fortitude  in  the  face 
of  hardness.  Yesterday  I  gave  them  courage, 
today  I  have  given  them  strength." 

And  the  next  day  came  strange  clouds 
which  darkened  the  earth— clouds  of  war  and 
hate  and  evil— and  the  children  groped  and 
stumbled  and  the  mother  said,  "Look  up.  Lift 
your  eyes  to  the  light."

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CHINA:  LAND  OF  MIRACLES 

Christian  Missions  for  China 


Dr.  Pepper  Worthington 
(Department  of  English)

Former  missionary  to  China,  Dr.  Creighton  Lacy  (right), 
gave  the  Religion  Lecture  for  the  1984-85  Cultural  Arts  and  Lec- 
ture Series.  Dr.  Lacy  was  born  in  Kuling,  China,  of  missionary 
parents  and  grandparents.  His  own  missionary  service  in- 
cluded 17  months  under  the  communist  regime. 

Dr.  Lacy  is  shown  sharing  a  remembrance  with  Dr.  Michael 
Pelt,  chairman  of  the  Mount  Olive  College  Department  of 
Religion,  who  was  one  of  Dr.  Lacy's  first  students  at  Duke 
Divinity  School. 

Dr.  Creighton  Lacy,  professor  of  World 
Christianity  at  Duke  Divinity  School,  addressed 
students,  friends,  and  guests  of  Mount  Olive 
College  at  the  March  Cultural  Arts  and  Lec- 
tures Series  held  at  Rodgers  Chapel.  Focusing 
upon  China,  Dr.  Lacy  began  his  perceptive 
historical  survey  of  Christianity  in  China  with  a 
reference  to  the  Nestorian  Tablet  which 
chronicles  the  earliest  history  of  what  the 
Chinese  call  the  "luminous  religion"  (Chris- 
tianity). 

"It  was  not  until  the  arrival  of  the  Jesuits 
in  the  sixteenth  century  that  Christianity 
became  firmly  rooted  in  China,"  explained  Dr. 
Lacy.  "It  seems  the  Jesuits  got  into  trouble 
with  the  Catholic  church  because  these  priests 
in  China  allowed  the  Chinese  to  wear  beads 
which  were  closer  to  the  Buddhist  rosary  than 
to  the  Catholic  rosary.  The  Jesuits  also  allowed 
the  Confucian  term  Heaven  to  be  used  for 
God. " 

Students  listened  attentively  to  the  succinct 
historical  survey,  hearing  how  giant  China 
opened  its  territory  to  Christianity  and  claimed 
the  gospel  for  itself.  In  1807,  the  British  mis- 
sionary Robert  Morrison  came  to  China  and 
stayed  over  twenty  years,  working  not  so  much 
with  individual  Chinese  as  with  translations  of 
the  Bible  into  Chinese.  Morrison's  great  con- 
tribution lay  in  his  translation.  (One  is  re- 
minded of  Luther. ) 

During  the  Opium  Wars  of  the  1840s  and 
1850s,  Protestant  missionaries  began  to  pour 
into  China.  Dr.  Lacy  noted,  "China  became 
during  the  Victorian  era  the  largest  single 
Christian  missionary  field  in  the  world.  More 
money  and  more  Christian  representatives 


were  sent  to  China  than  anywhere  else.  Yet, 
oddly  enough,  the  conversion  of  China  never 
took  place  on  a  large  scale.  Only  one  percent 
took  place." 

These  years  of  the  1840s  and  1850s  had 
negative  impacts,  according  to  Dr.  Lacy's 
historical  analysis.  The  Christian  missionaries 
did  not  escape  totally  from  the  old  foreign 
policies  of  China.  To  add  friction,  a  regiment  of 
United  States  Marines  and  a  series  of 
American  gunboats  stared  military-eyed  at 
China  off  the  harbor  of  Shanghai.  Imperialism 
irritated  the  Chinese  like  bits  of  gravel  cutting 
between  bare  toes. 

Coming  of  Communism 

In  Dr.  Lacy's  judgment,  three  Chinese 
states  of  psychological  conditioning  paved  the 
way  for  Mao  Tse-tung.  First,  Chinese 
dependence  made  the  Chinese  vulnerable  to 
Mao  Tse-tung's  plans.  Second,  Chinese  col- 
onialism, which  grew  out  of  European  powers 
in  China  made  Mao's  communism  possible. 
Third,  with  World  War  II  came  the  attack  on 
China  by  Japan.  When  the  same  old  landlords, 
money-lenders,  and  war  lords  returned  to 
power  to  make  up  what  they  had  lost,  Chiang 
Kai-shek  was  utterly  helpless  to  reestablish 
order.  By  1949,  Christian  friends  said  of  ap- 
proaching communism  in  China,  "Nothing 
could  be  worse  than  what  is  now." 

The  year  1949  is  called  by  the  Chinese  the 
year  of  liberation.  Why?  The  Chinese  were 
liberated  from  Chiang  Kai-shek.  The  Chinese 
were  liberated  from  foreign  missionaries  and 
foreign  powers.  Communism  grew,  unfolding  a 
celebrated  great  decade,  1966-1976,  called  the 
Cultural  Revolution. 
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During  the  Cultural  Revoltuion  the  com- 
munist government  clamped  down  on  the 
Chinese,  pounded  strong  ideological  slogans  in- 
to their  memories,  forced  group  affirmation  of 
Mao,  demonstrated  mass  support  with  swarms 
of  little  red  flags  flapping  left  to  right  from 
small  and  large  hands.  Jobs  became  secondary 
to  political  ideology,  for  even  nurses  had  to 
leave  hospitals  and  come  out  to  sing  patriotic 
songs.  All  of  the  churches  were  abolished;  visi- 
ble Christianity  became  invisible.  But  Dr.  Lacy 
added  with  a  prophetic  fire  in  his  voice,  "Yet 
God  still  was  working  in  The  People's  Republic 
of  China." 

Churches  Re -opened 

"How?"  Dr.  Lacy  asked,  then  answered. 
"Two  miracles  occurred  during  the  1950s,  '60s, 
and  '70s.  The  first  great  miracle  was  the  im- 
provement of  everyday  life.  The  second  great 
miracle  came  in  1979  when  the  Christian 
church  reopened  in  Shanghai.  In  the  six  years 
since  that  church  reopened,  churches  across 
China  have  reopened  at  the  average  of  one  per 
week.  Nobody  knows  today  how  many  Chinese 
Christians  there  are,  but  the  estimate  ranges 
from  three  million  to  ten  million. " 

Smiling,  Dr.  Lacy  said  softly,  "It  is  a 
miracle  the  way  God  works.  Accomplishments 
have  been  achieved  in  a  variety  of  ways." 

Observing  miracles  in  the  Chinese  Chris- 
tian consciousness,  Dr.  Lacy  noted  remarkable 
ways  God  works  through  communism.  "Today 
the  printing  presses  belonging  to  the  Chinese 
Communist  Government  are  used  to  print 
Bibles.  Four  major  theological  seminaries  have 
been  reopened.  Bibles  are  available  and 
published  freely  to  replace  those  burned  by  the 
Red  Guards.  There  is  a  revision  in  the  Constitu- 
tion of  China  which  protects  religious  activities. 
Today  the  Chinese  Christians  want  to  develop  a 
Chinese  church  not  dependent  on  the  West.  The 
Chinese  Christian  church  does  support  general 
policies  of  the  communist  government,  but  the 
Chinese  do  not  go  to  church  to  hear  political 
sermons. 

Dr.  Lacy  recalled  an  experience  in  a 
Chinese  Christian  church.  "There  is  great  joy 
and  satisfaction  in  a  Chinese  worship  service. 
People  there,  in  the  Christian  church  in 
Shanghai,  thought  they  would  never  be  able  to 
go  to  church.  Now  they  can.  And  they  rejoice." 

According  to  Dr.  Lacy,  the  Chinese  Chris- 
tians have  their  own  emphasis,  their  own 
Chinese  sense  of  independence.  They  em- 
phasize the  history  of  the  Christian  church  in 


China,  the  study  of  the  Bible,  the  value  of  the 
National  Christian  Council,  the  reconciliation  in 
Jesus  Christ,  the  focus  of  biblical  reconcilia- 
tion, and  the  power  of  liberation  theology. 

"There  are  three  steps  in  liberation 
theology  to  the  Chinese,"  added  Dr.  Lacy.  "The 
Chinese  seek  self-support,  self -propagation,  and 
self-government. ' ' 

The  picture  of  giant  China  as  a  land  of 
miracles  is  not  a  history  without  conflicts.  To- 
day the  Chinese  Catholics  battle  Rome's 
authority.  The  Chinese  Catholics  will  not  accept 
bishops  appointed  by  the  Pope.  The  Chinese 
Catholics  want  a  Chinese  National  Church. 

Also  in  the  Protestant  churches  there  is 
tension.  Some  Chinese  fear  the  freedom  in 
religious  activities  is  merely  a  trend  that  will 
be  reversed.  They  are  afraid  and  worship  not 
in  public  but  in  private.  They  remain  hidden, 
secretive,  withdrawn.  Yet  other  Chinese  Chris- 
tians have  come  forward,  accepted  three 
designates  of  the  Chinese  Christians- 
designated  place  of  worship,  designated 
religious  activities  (not  schools  or  hospitals), 
and  designated  leaders  of  worship. 

Hard  Questions  for  American  Christians 

"Yet  Americans  are  forced  now  to  ask 
themselves  some  hard  questions,"  said  Dr. 
Lacy  as  he  eyed  the  complex  of  faces  before 
him.  "If  God  can  work  miracles  through  com- 
munism in  China,  we  must  look  at  some  lessons 
and  perplexities  of  Chinese  history."  And  with 
a  twist  he  jerked  the  western  minds  in  Rodgers 
Chapel  with  these  miracle-questions : 

—  Is  there  a  genuine  spirit  of  sacrifice  and  community 
concern  in  China  that  we  have  nor  achieved 
in  the  West? 

— Is — SERVE  THE  PEOPLE— a  more  effective  slogan 
and  accomplishing  more  towards  a  goal  than  our 
western  slogan — LOVE  YOUR  NEIGHBOR? 

—Should  we  criticize  government  policies  that  are 
improving  the  material  life  of  the  people  (better 
housing,  health  care,  education,  food)? 

—Are  we  as  Christians  able  to  see  God-at-work,  even 
in  a  Marxist  country? 

—Should  we  totally  reject  the  miracle  taking  place 
in  China? 

—God— is  He  at  work  even  if  those  who  accomplish 
miracles  do  not  acknowledge  Him  as  the  Power? 

—Should  we  claim  as  Christians  all  of  the  concerns 
of  people— health,  education,  and  welfare? 

Ending  his  sweeping  historical  analysis  of 
the  Christian  church  in  China,  Dr.  Lacy 
remembered  a  Christian  who  spent  five  years 
in  prison,  who  suffered  solitary  confinement 
and  brutality  from  one  particular  guard.  The 
man  was  soaked  with  a  longing  for  revenge

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Because  We  Care 

Dr.  Schofield  was  pretty  emphatic:  He  believed  in  Sunday  School 
because  God  had  used  it  to  reach  him,  to  lead  him  to  make  Christ  Lord 
of  his  life.  And  he  was  sold  on  the  belief  that  Sunday  School  should  be 
doing  so  today. 

Dr.  Curtis  Schofield,  president  of  Hiwassee  College,  led  the  Care 
and  Grow  Seminar  conducted  at  Mount  Olive  College,  Friday  and 
Saturday,  April  19-20.  The  Care  and  Grow  Program,  which  was  created 
by  Dr.  Schofield,  is  a  program  of  church  growth  through  the  Sunday 
School.  It  provides  practical  programs  and  ideas  which  can  be  used  in 
the  local  church.  It  has  proven  to  be  an  effective  way  to  reach  people 
for  Christ  and  make  them  active  participants  in  the  life  and  work  of  the 
church.  The  seminar  was  sponsored  by  the  North  Carolina  Free  Will 
Baptist  Sunday  School  Convention,  Mount  Olive  College,  the  Board  of 
Foreign  Missions,  the  Board  of  Home  Missions,  and  the  Ministerial 
Association. 

One  might  ask  why  churches  grow.  According  to  Dr.  Schofield, 
after  a  careful  look  at  Acts  2:41-47,  Christian  fellowship  is  seen  as  be- 
ing the  basic  ingredient  for  growth.  The  prominent  role  fellowship 
plays  must  cause  us  to  stop  and  think.  We  cannot  overlook  the  fact 
that  the  number  one  reason  people  give  for  joining  a  church  is  that 
"the  people  were  friendly."  Growth  within  the  church  also  continues 
when  the  number  of  small  groups  increases  in  the  church.  The  decline 
in  church  growth  is  related  to  the  decrease  of  opportunities  for  Chris- 
tian fellowship  within  a  local  congregation.  And  it  is  within  the  Sunday 
School  that  caring  fellowships  can  be  found— or  at  least,  they  should 
be!

SUNDAY  SCHOOL 
WORKERS'  MEETINGS? 

One  of  the  keys  to  a  growing 
Sunday  school  is  a  regular 
meeting  of  all  the  workers  in 
the  Sunday  school!  The  purpose 
of  this  article  is  to  define  the 
workers'  meetings,  why  they 
are  so  important,  and  suggest 
how  you  can  start  one. 

What? 

It  is  a  regularly  scheduled 
meeting  of  all  persons  involved 
in  Sunday  school  work— the 
superintendent  and  assistant, 
teachers  and  their  assistants, 
and  the  other  officers  of  the 
Sunday  school.  This  should  also 
involve  the  pastor  and  the 
members  of  the  Board  of  Chris- 
tian Education. 

When? 

The  answer  to  this  question 
must  take  into  consideration 
the  needs  of  your  Sunday  school 
and  the  schedules  of  your 
workers.  However,  it  is  my 
opinion  that  these  meetings 
should  be  held  at  least  on  a 
monthly  basis.  Some  meet  on  a 
quarterly  basis.  Others  on  a  bi- 
monthly. Some  meet  every 
month,  every  two  weeks,  or  on 
a  weekly  basis.  It  is  vital  that  it 
be    a   regularly  scheduled 
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meeting.  For  example,  the  first 
Thursday  night  in  each  month 
from  7:30  to  9:00  p.m. 

Why? 

If  this  is  just  another  meeting 
for  the  sake  of  meeting,  it 
would  be  best  to  never  begin. 
Teachers,  like  most  of  us,  do 
not  want  to  waste  their  time  at- 
tending a  meeting  with  no  pur- 
pose or  practical  benefits.  So 
such  a  meeting  cannot  be  suc- 
cessful unless  those  leading  it 
have  a  clear  purpose  in  mind 
for  it,  can  convince  the 
teachers  of  its  importance,  and 
plan  the  meetings  in  such  a  way 
that  they  are  helpful  to  the 
workers. 

It  will  become  apparent  why 
such  meetings  are  necessary  as 
we  examine  what  is  involved  in 
them. 

First,  the  workers'  meetings 
help  plan  the  Sunday  school 
program.  The  Sunday  school 
requires  good  planning.  This  is 
one  of  the  primary  reasons  for 
a  lack  of  growth  in  our  Sunday 
schools.  "To  fail  to  plan  is  to 
plan  to  fail." 

Planning  demands  dedicated 
persons,  persons  involved  in 
the  Sunday  school  ministry.  It 
requires  time  and  energy.  It  is 
an  ongoing  necessity.  It  must 
be  constant  and  scheduled.  Who 
better  to  carry  out  this  plan- 
ning than  the  Sunday  school 
workers? 

Second,  these  meetings  pro- 
vide a  time  for  worship.  They 
should  include  time  for  devo- 
tions, prayer,  and  even  some 
singing.  There  is  something 
about  worshiping  together 
which  gives  the  Sunday  school 
workers  a  sense  of  purpose, 
renewed  strength,  and  en- 
couragement. 

I  would  suggest  that  you  have 
a  devotional  period  early  in  the 
meeting.  Let  teachers  share 
their  personal  concerns  or  the 
needs  of  those  they  teach.  Have 
prayer  together.  Pray  for  one 


another  by  name.  Ask  someone 
to  prepare  a  devotion  on  some 
topic  relevant  to  teachers  or  on 
the  upcoming  Sunday  school 
lesson.  Provide  some  time  for 
quiet  meditation  and  reflection. 

Third,  the  workers'  meetings 
provide  the  opportunity  for 
fellowship.  It  is  important  for 
them  to  get  to  know  each  other 
better,  to  develop  a  sense  of 
teamship,  unity,  and  common 
purpose. 

Fourth,  these  meetings  pro- 
vide time  for  sharing.  This 
involves  the  open  and  free 
discussion  of  concerns,  needs, 
problems,  and  questions  re- 
lating to  their  work  or  to  the 
Sunday  school  in  general.  I 
have  found  that  such  sharing  is 
often  very  meaningful  and  pro- 
ductive to  those  involved  and  to 
the  whole  Sunday  school.  It 
creates  enthusiasm  and  close- 
ness. Such  sharing  allows  the 
workers  to  vent  frustrations 
and  express  the  joys  of  their 
ministry. 

Fifth,  the  workers'  meetings 
provide  opportunities  for  study 
and  training.  If  held  monthly, 
such  meetings  can  result  in 
significant  learning  ex- 
periences in  one  year! 
Teachers  will  attend  a  meeting 
in  which  they  know  they  will 
receive  practical  ideas  for  im- 
proving their  teaching. 

The  study  or  training  part  of 
the  meeting  should  address  the 
needs  and  concerns  of  the 
workers.  Discover  these.  Ad- 
dress one  need  or  concern  each 
meeting.  The  following  are 
some  possible  topics  or  con- 
cerns: Discipline  in  the 
classroom,  learning  how  to  use 
a  new  teaching  method,  using 
audio-visuals,  what  methods 
are  best  to  use  with  the  age 
groups  they  teach,  how  to  have 
a  more  attractive  room,  team 
teaching,  reaching  absentees, 
involving  persons,  how  to  get  to 
know  persons,  lesson  prepara- 
tion, teaching  resources,  films 


and  filmstrips  on  teaching,  and 
so  on. 

You  could  call  in  a  resource 
person  to  address  a  concern  or 
need.  Also,  you  could  use  part 
of  a  meeting  to  preview  upcom- 
ing lessons.  Let  the  teachers  of 
each  age  group  get  together  to 
examine  the  upcoming  quarter, 
plan  who  will  teach,  and  how 
they  will  teach  the  lessons.  The 
possibilities  are  unlimited! 

How? 

Each  meeting  must  be 
carefully  planned.  Usually  this 
is  done  by  the  superintendent. 
However,  you  could  appoint  a 
planning  committee. 

Make  sure  that  you  allow 
time  for  worship,  fellowship, 
sharing,  discussion,  and  study. 
Variety  is  important. 

How  to  begin?  I  would  sug- 
gest that  you  call  a  meeting  of 
all  the  teachers.  Explain  the 
idea  of  a  workers'  meeting.  Get 
their  input  and  ideas.  List  the 
potential  benefits.  Get  them  to 
agree  to  try  it  on  a  trial  basis. 
Meet  once  a  month  for  four 
months.  After  the  fourth 
meeting,  tell  them  they  will 
evaluate  the  meetings.  Should 
we  continue?  Are  they 
beneficial?  What  changes  do 
we  need  to  make?

This  plan- 
ning may  include  retirement,  death  or  disabili- 
ty. The  Board  maintains  a  retirement  plan  for 
the  use  of  the  minister  and  his  church,  or  they 
may  choose  another  option,  but  we  want  to  help 
so  that  when  the  time  comes  he  is  prepared. 

We  maintain  a  good  program  based  on  the 
funds  received,  but  there  is  so  much  more  that 
we  can  do.  Our  denomination  is  only  as  strong 
as  our  ministers  and  our  ministers  are  only  as 
strong  as  the  laity.  This  means  that  we  must 
work  together  to  accomplish  the  things  that 
will  assure  our  continued  growth  and  success 
over  the  next  few  years.  When  I  look  around  I 
see  the  programs  that  other  denominations  are 
providing  for  their  ministers  and  I  wonder  why 
we  cannot  do  the  same  for  ours.  Superannua- 
tion's program  will  be  as  strong  as  we  want  it 
to  be,  and  the  future  is  paved  with  avenues  of 
service  to  our  ministers  and  our  Lord. 


You  will  never  see  a  building  with  Superan- 
nuation's name  on  it  and  we  wouldn't  want  to 
build  one.  The  reason  is  simple.  We  are  in- 
terested in  helping  the  minister  so  that  one  day 
when  he  retires  or  finds  himself  disabled  he 
can  continue  to  provide  for  himself  and  main- 
tain the  dignity  that  is  deserving  of  a  man  in  so 
high  a  calling.  Your  help  is  needed  because  we 
depend  completely  upon  you  for  our  existence. 
Last  year  for  every  dollar  we  received  in  in- 
come we  were  able  to  return  directly  to  the 
minister  73°.  Not  all  of  our  ministers  par- 
ticipate in  our  programs  but  it  is  very  likely 
that  one  of  your  former  pastors  or  one  of  your 
future  pastors  does.  We  are  limited  only  by  the 
support  we  receive,  and  in  the  future  we  hope 
to  do  more  because  we  feel  that  our  people  will 
see  the  importance  of  providing  for  our 
ministers. 

Find  out  what  your  church  is  doing,  and  if 
the  Board  or  its  director  can  provide  any  addi- 
tional insight  or  information,  we  will  be  happy 
to  do  so. 
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In  Washington,  DC,  there  are  organizations 
and  groups  that  plan  daily  for  "what-if  situa- 
tions." These  are  men  and  women  that  ex- 
amine every  side  of  a  situation  and  then  they 
offer  scenarios  of  what  might  occur  if  one  thing 
or  another  took  place.  There  are  groups  that 
work  for  the  military  who  render  opinions  of 
what  might  happen  if  Russia  unleashed  its 
military  might  at  America.  They  estimate  how 
many  would  die  immediately,  how  many  would 
survive  and  what  course  of  action  we  could 
take  as  a  result  of  this  occurrence.  There  are 
other  groups  that  plan  for  a  rise  in  interest 
rates  or  a  decline.  There  are  those  who  look 
daily  at  our  farm  situation  and  guess  what  will 
happen  if  the  rains  come  late  or  early.  In  short, 
it  seems  as  if  we  have  someone  that  is  con- 
cerned with  almost  any  event  that  could  affect 
our  daily  lives. 

Although  Superannuation  does  not  operate 
on  as  grand  a  scale  as  some  of  these  other 
organizations,  we  are  just  as  concerned  with 
"what-if  situations."  What  would  happen  today 
if  your  minister  became  disabled?  What  would 
happen  if  your  minister  were  to  die?  What 
plans  have  been  made  to  protect  this  man  and 
his  family  if  the  worst  were  to  happen? 

Superannuation  is  very  interested  in  the 
minister  and  the  local  church  because  these 
things  do  happen.  Have  you  ever  thought  about 
what  your  church  would  do  in  the  event  of  one 
of  these  catastrophes?  Probably  not,  but  it  is 
not  too  late  to  start  planning.  In  many  of  our 
churches  we  have  taken  the  position  that  we 
pay  our  minister  a  salary  and  it  is  up  to  him  to 
provide  the  necessary  protection  for  himself.  If 
the  minister  receives  enough  through  his 
salary,  then  maybe  that  will  suffice.  However, 
industry  reports  that  a  quality  fringe  benefit 
package  is  around  30-40%  of  total  income.  That 
means  that  a  man  who  needs  $18,000  annually 


& 

to  take  care  of  his  living  expenses  will  need 
another  $6,300  to  provide  his  other  needs. 

What  is  a  fringe  benefit  package?  The  first 
thing  that  comes  to  mind  is  health  insurance. 
Most  all  employers  today  provide  their 
employees  with  some  form  of  hospital  in- 
surance. With  the  rising  cost  of  medical  care 
today,  it  is  dangerous  to  be  without  quality 
coverage.  Another  fringe  benefit  is  life  and 
disability  insurance.  If  your  minister  were  to 
become  disabled  today,  what  would  you  do? 
Would  you  pay  him  his  salary  as  usual,  or 
would  you  have  to  discontinue  it?  Retirement  is 
another  key  benefit.  Although  we  do  not  think 
of  a  minister  as  ever  retiring,  there  comes  a 
time  when  he  can  no  longer  stand  the  rigors  of 
a  full-time  pastorate.  Then  what  becomes  of 
him?  If  he  is  living  in  a  parsonage  where  does 
he  move  to?  Then  what  does  he  live  on?  It  is 
easy  to  say  that  he  should  have  been  planning 
for  this  all  along,  but  we  must  realize  that 
many  of  our  churches  are  small  and  the  salary 
that  the  minister  received  might  have  been 
barely  enough  to  take  care  of  his  living  ex- 
penses, with  no  money  left  to  help  him  plan  for 
his  retirement  years. 

Another  consideration  is  what  will  happen 
to  the  minister's  family  if  he  were  to  die  in  the 
pastorate?  If  he  is  living  in  a  parsonage,  would 
they  be  required  to  move  in  a  week,  a  month  or 
a  year?  Will  they  have  sufficient  income  to  live 
on? 

We  have  asked  a  lot  of  questions  but  we  do 
not  have  the  answers.  The  only  person  that  can 
answer  these  questions  is  you.  What  plans  has 
your  church  made  in  the  event  of  death, 
disability  or  retirement  of  your  minister? 
Superannuation  is  more  than  retirement;  we 
are  serving  Christ  by  promoting  His  man  in  the 
pulpit.  If  we  can  help  in  any  way  with  your 
minister's  planning,  we  would  be  happy  to  do 
so.

The  Tabernacle  Free  Will 
Baptist  Church  of  the  city  of 
Cuidad,  Acuna,  celebrated  its 
seventh  anniversary.  I 
remember  being  here  seven 
years  ago  to  inaugurate  the 
church.

There 
were  still  no  windows  and  other 
necessary  work.

Toribio  Lugo,  who  had  begun 
this  small  work  with  a  handful 
of  people,  could  see  into  the 
future  a  much  greater  and 
larger  work  for  the  glory  of  our 
Lord.

But  above  all,  there  is  the 
satisfaction  of  having  won  a 
large  number  of  souls,  among 
them  complete  families.

Commission  as  found  in  Mat- 
thew 28:19.  The  imperative  in 
this  verse  is  "go" ;  and  if  we  go 
to  lost  souls  the  Lord  will 
shoulder  the  ministry  of  the 
church  and  each  one  of  His  ser- 
vants. I  have  had  the  opportuni- 
ty of  preaching  here  every 
anniversary  and  have  been 
able  to  see  the  progess  made 
every  year  by  this  church.

LET  THE  CHILDREN  COME  TO  ME 

I  saw  him  in  the  market,  a  real  big  Metro- 
Manila  market.  Outside  are  the  road- vendors, 
shouting  and  arguing,  for  bargaining  is  a 
special  Asian  art  and  surely  not  a  quiet  one.  In- 
side are  the  vegetable,  meat  and  fish  stalls. 
The  odor  is  very  penetrating,  and  I  try  to  hold 
my  breath  when  I  pass  by  them  on  my  way  to 
the  much  better  smelling  fruit  department. 

He  stood  aside  from  the  other  little  boys. 
The  bundle  of  plastic  bags  in  his  hand  was  big- 
ger than  those  of  the  others.  They  were  fast  in 
selling.  I  stopped  and  looked  at  him  and  saw 
the  reason.  His  legs  were  covered  with  big 
sores,  the  dirt  of  the  open  wounds  dripped  down 
and  both  his  feet  were  awfully  swollen.  He 
looked  back  at  me,  a  small  boy's  face,  Asian, 
without  any  expression. 

I  went  on  and  did  my  shopping.  On  my  way 
back  to  the  car  I  saw  him  again,  and  he  had 
not  moved.  There  was  a  guard,  a  blue- 
uniformed  and  armed  watchman,  nearby  and  I 
asked  him  to  help  me.  He  came  and  I  explained 
that  I  wanted  to  take  the  boy  to  a  doctor.  In  a 
foreign  country  you  have  to  be  very  careful,  so 
I  implored  him  to  ask  the  boy  to  be  present  the 
next  day  and  inform  his  parents,  if  he  had  any, 
that  I  would  not  kidnap  him  but  would  bring 
him  back  to  the  market. 

He  was  there  the  next  afternoon.  The  doc- 
tor examined  him.  He  was  free  of  tuberculosis 
but  in  very  bad  shape.  The  infection  had 
weakened  his  body  and  he  needed  penicillin 
and  good  food,  for  he  was  malnourished. 

Every  day  he  came  to  our  house,  he  and 
his  two  brothers !  They  told  us  they  had 
parents.  The  mother  is  a  metro-aid  (street 
sweeper),  the  father  unemployed.  They  belong 
to  the  poor  of  this  crowded  city. 

After  our  language  school  (7-12  o'clock), 
Willem  treated  the  wounds,  and  I  prepared 
their  food.  It  was  a  blessing  for  all  of  us 
because  we  could  practice  our  Tagalog  on  them 
and  make  a  beginning  in  witnessing  in  their 
language. 

In  the  meantime  we  saw  them  recovering, 
becoming  cleaner  every  day  because  we  taught 
them  to  wash  themselves.  Their  faces  bright- 
ened with  wide  smiles,  and  their  eyes  were 
laughing  again. 

Before  we  go  back  to  Palawan  in  May,  we 
hope  and  pray  that  they  are  able  to  bring  the 
message  of  Jesus'  love  to  their  friends  on  the 
market,  for  He  is  the  source  and  force  behind 
this  all. 


Edwin,  Arnel  and  Roberto  know  now  that 
Jesus  loves  them.  There  are  millions  more  to 
reach,  but  I  trust  you  know  that  already. 
Therefore,  thank  you  for  your  prayers;  we 
need  them.  Thank  you  also  that  you  enable  mis- 
sionaries to  bring  the  message  of  love  and  eter- 
nal life  to  His  creatures,  like  Edwin  in  Asia, 
Jose  in  Mexico,  and  Rukedi  in  Africa. 

God  bless  you  all.  We  love  you.

Last  month  we  asked  for  your  continued  prayers 
for  the  Free  Will  Baptist  Press.  We  thank  you  for 
those  prayers. 

There  are  from  time  to  time  concerns  expressed 
about  various  aspects  of  the  Press  and  we  feel 
these  concerns  should  be  answered.  One  con- 
cern of  the  subscribers  of  this  magazine  deals 
with  it  changing  from  a  weekly  to  a  monthly 
publication.  We  have  received  many,  many 
praises  from  our  subscribers;  but  there  are  some 
who  would  like  to  see  it  return  to  a  weekly. 

This  issue  marks  the  fourth  monthly  issue  of 
The  Free  Will  Baptist.  We  are  still  having  people 
contact  us  because  they  didn't  know  of  the 
change  and  said  they  missed  some  issues. 

We  also  have  subscribers  ask,  "Why  did  you 
change  to  a  monthly?"  My  answer?  "I  begin 
with,  'Let  me  refresh  your  memory!  For  two 
years  I  have  stood  before  you  at  various 
meetings  and  stated  that  we  were  losing  $10,000 
each  year  on  the  weekly  publication.  I  have  also 
stated  that  out  of  37,000  members  of  our 
denomination,  we  have  approximately  3,000 
subscribers.  This  equals  to  about  8%.  I  have 
stood  before  you  and  said  that  if  the  subscrip- 
tion rate  did  not  increase,  the  paper  could  not 
exist  in  the  form  to  which  we  were  accustomed.' 

"On  one  occasion  we  sent  out  14,000  copies  to 
the  churches  in  hopes  that  each  family  would 
receive  one  and  subscribe.  Out  of  the  14,000 
magazines,  we  received  two  subscriptions  (and 
one  of  them  was  my  daughter). 

"Now,  since  we  were  losing  such  a  large 
amount  of  money  on  the  publication,  we  have 
two  alternatives:  raise  the  price  or  go  monthly. 
After  examining  the  alternatives,  we  elected  to 
go  monthly.  One  factor  in  this  decision  was  this: 
The  last  time  we  raised  the  price,  we  lost  ap- 
proximately 1,000  subscribers.  I  hope  you  can 
see  that  we  had  little  choice." 

The  assets  of  the  Press  are  now  approximately 
$1,000,000.  The  total  investment  of  the  Free  Will 
Baptist  denomination  is  approximately  $20,000. 
This  says  a  great  deal  for  the  past  management 
and  employees  of  the  Press.  Because  of  their 
unyielding  love  for  the  Press,  we  have  a  tremen- 
dous opportunity  to  reach  many  lost  souls  and 
lead  them  to  Christ. 

I  am  very  concerned  about  something— and  only 
you  can  know  the  reason(s)  why.  In  1982,  the 
Press  Board  asked  that  the  churches  show  their 
support  for  the  Press  by  purchasing  member- 
ships in  the  Press.  It  was  an  urgent  plea 


because  of  the  financial  condition  the  Press 
found  itself  in.  We  didn't  need  to  point  fingers 
and  place  blame;  we  needed  your  prayers  and 
financial  support.  During  this  time  of  need,  we 
received  $10,000.  The  $10,000  we  received 
equated  to  27*  per  member  of  the  Original  Free 
Will  Baptist  Church. 

We  still  need  your  support.  We  still  need  the 
$100,000.  I  know  that  most  churches  will  soon 
be  preparing  their  budgets  for  the  1985-86  year.  I 
pray  that  you  will  see  that  the  Press  is  placed  in 
your  budget.  Memberships  sell  for  $25  each. 
When  you  hold  membership  in  the  Press  Founda- 
tion, you  gain  the  right  to  vote  at  the  annual 
membership  meeting  for  the  Board  of  Directors 
and  on  any  other  matter  which  may  come  before 
the  membership.  But,  most  of  all,  you  will  be 
helping  to  ensure  the  contination  of  the  Press 
as  Christ  would  have  it.  (Memberships  must  be 
purchased  by  churches  or  organizations  within 
the  church  and  denomination.) 

If  you  allow  this  opportunity  to  pass,  you  will 
not  only  be  letting  the  Press  down,  you  will  be 
saying,  "God,  I  don't  believe  you  want  the  Press 
to  survive." 

We  as  a  denomination  must  become  united,  not 
only  for  the  Press  but  for  each  enterprise  within 
our  denomination. 

Please  pray  for  this  unity;  and  we  will  see  God's 
kingdom  grow.

SWORD  DRILL 

METHOD  OF  DRILL-CALLS 

1.  Mass.  At  this  command  all  rise  and  stand  by  groups, 
Bible  in  left  hand. 

2.  Attention.  Heels  together,  shoulders  up,  hands  at  side,  face 
the  leader. 

3.  Salute.  Regular  military  salute  in  two  counts.  (1)  Right  hand 
brought  quickly  to  forehead  over  right  eye;  (2)  hand  brought 
quickly  to  side. 

4.  Draw  Swords.  Bring  Bibles  to  waist  line  immediately  in  front 
of  the  body  with  thumbs  along  the  back  edge.  This  manner 
of  holding  the  Bible  prevents  the  tendency  to  slip  the  thumb 
into  the  pages  prior  to  the  charge.  It  does  not  matter  which 
hand  is  on  top. 

5.  Assignment.  The  leader  announces  the  Scripture  passage 
or  other  drill  item.  The  assignment  is  given  twice  slowly 
and  distinctly. 

6.  Charge.  At  this  command  every  member  of  the  group 
begins  to  search  for  the  Scripture. 

7.  Time.  The  leader  allows  15  seconds  before  calling  time.  This 
is  the  signal  for  all  to  stop  searching  and  the  score  is  taken. 
The  leader  then  selects  one  contestant  to  give  the  correct 
answer. 

TYPES  OF  DRILLS 

1.  Scripture  Searching. 

2.  Unfinished  Quotation  Drill.  The  leader  quotes  the  first  part 
of  a  verse  of  Scripture.  The  contestants  must  know  its  loca- 
tion and  turn  to  it  in  the  Bible. 

3.  Character  Drill.  The  name  of  a  Bible  character  is  given. 
The  contestants  must  find  the  name  of  the  character  in  the 
body  of  the  Bible  verse  and  not  at  the  heading  of  a  chapter. 
This  drill  may  be  varied  by  telling  facts  about  the  character 
without  calling  his  name. 

4.  Book  Drill.  In  this  drill  the  name  of  a  book  in  the  Bible  is 
given.  Contestants  must  find  the  book  and  be  ready  to  tell 
which  book  comes  before  and  which  follows  it  before  step- 
ping forward. 


5.  Topical  Drill.  The  leader  gives  a  word  or  phrase  and  the 
contestants  must  find  this  contained  in  a  verse  of  Scripture. 
Each  may  have  a  different  passage. 

6.  Doctrinal  Drill.  The  leader  asks  the  group  to  find  a  verse 
in  the  Bible  setting  forth  some  great  Bible  doctrine.  For  ex- 
ample, "Find  a  verse  which  proves  that  faith  in  Christ 
saves";  or,  "Find  a  verse  proving  that  all  have  sinned." 
The  plan  of  salvation  may  be  worked  into  this  drill. 


SCORING 

1.  Ten  points  shall  be  awarded  to  the  first  contestant  to  step 
forward;  five  points  to  the  second;  and  one  point  to 
each  of  the  others  who  step  forward  before  time  is  called. 

2.  The  contestant  must  have  his  finger  on  the  correct  passage 
before  stepping  forward.  An  infraction  of  this  rule  draws  a 
ten-point  penalty  and  no  points  will  be  given  for  the  item  in 
question  to  the  contestant  in  error.  Adjustment  of  points 
will  be  made  in  order  to  give  the  correct  amount  to  the 
contestants  who  are  accurate  in  finding  the  passage. 

3.  The  Bible  must  be  held  as  described  in  item  four  under 
"Method  of  Drill"  above.  An  infraction  of  this  rule  carries 
with  it  a  penalty  of  ten  points. 

4.  A  continuous  infraction  of  the  rules  or  unbecoming  conduct 
shall  disqualify  a  contestant  from  further  participation.  The 
decision  rests  with  the  judges. 

5.  The  Sword  Drill  is  properly  judged  with  three  judges  seated 
in  different  areas  of  the  room. 

6.  The  timekeeper  should  use  a  regulation  stop  watch  if 
available.  A  timepiece  with  a  large  second  hand  may  be 
substituted  when  necessary. 

7.  The  contestant  with  the  highest  number  of  points  shall  be 
declared  the  winner.  The  contestant  with  the  second 
highest  number  of  points  shall  be  declared  runner-up.  In 
event  of  a  tie,  two  additional  items  shall  be  used  in  a 
tie-breaking  Drill.  All  rules  apply  as  in  the  original  Drill.

A  SAVING  GRACE 


Tact  graces  a  life  like  fragrance  graces  a 
rose.  One  whiff  of  those  red  petals  and  the 
presence  of  thorns  is  erased  from  one's  memory. 

Tact  is  like  that;  and  it  is  no  wonder  that  it  is 
called  "the  saving  virtue." 

It  is  absolutely  remarkable  how  peaceful 
and  pleasant  it  can  make  us.  Its  major  goal  is  to 
avoid  unnecessary  offense— and  that  alone  ought 
to  make  us  crave  it.  Its  function?  To  make  us 
aware  of  what  to  do  and  say  in  order  that  true 
and  good  relationships  might  be  maintained. 
Tact  has  been  called  "savoir  faire  on  the  horizon- 
tal plane."  It  is  incessantly  appropriate,  in- 
variably attractive,  but  rare  ...  so  very  rare. 

Think  about  it.  Do  you  remember  that 
teacher  you  had  who  lacked  tact?  Learning  was 
sacrificed  daily  on  the  altar  of  fear.  Every  day 
you  wondered  if  you  were  going  to  be  singled  out 
and  embarrassed;  you  wondered  how  you 
would  be  put  down  that  day. 

Remember  the  salesman  who  lacked  tact?  It 
didn't  take  you  long  to  realize  that  he  did  not 
have  it— and  then  all  you  wanted  to  do  was  to  get 
away. 

Then  there  was  the  boss  who  always  made 
you  wonder  just  where  you  stood.  You  never 
knew  whether  or  not  he  understood  you  or  if  he 
considered  you  to  be  a  valuable  person. 

And  who  could  forget  that  physician  who 
lacked  tact.  To  him,  you  were  not  a  person;  you 
were  patient  No.  30015— a  body  whose  blood 
pressure  was  120/70  .  .  .  height  5'10"  .  .  .  weight 
127  .  .  .  with  a  chronic  history  of  stress-related 
illnesses  .  .  .  who  now  was  taking  up  his  precious 
time.  While  he  was  brilliant,  capable,  experi- 
enced, dignified,  and  respected,  he  definitely 
lacked  tact. 

The  classic  example  of  tactless  humanity,  I 
really  hate  to  say,  is  the  abrasive  Christian  who 
feels  it  is  his  or  her  calling  to  fight  for  the  "right" 


with  little  or  no  regard  for  the  other  fellow's  feel- 
ings. To  him,  to  do  anything  less  would  be  to 
compromise  and  to  counterfeit.  So  off  he  goes, 
plowing  through  people's  feelings  like  a  clumsy 
tractor,  leaving  them  buried  in  the  dirt,  and 
worst  of  all,  deeply  offended.  For  all  his  rapid- 
fire  Scripture  quotations,  you  will  rarely  find 
Proverbs  18:19  on  the  lips  of  this  armored 
crusader:  A  brother  offended  is  harder  to  be  won 
than  a  strong  city,  and  contentions  are  like  the 
bars  of  a  castle. 

His  favorite  plan  of  attack  calls  for  him  to 
overlook  or  strongly  demand.  And  his  backwash 
is  a  back  alley  strewn  with  the  litter  of  broken 
hearts  and  bitter  souls.  People  are  scourged 
rather  than  encouraged,  blasted  rather  than 
built  up.  His  murder  weapon  is  that  blunt  instru- 
ment hidden  behind  his  teeth. 

Solomon  so  wisely  said  that  "the  heart  of  the 
righteous  ponders  how  to  answer."  It  is  the  gen- 
tle answer  that  turns  away  wrath.  The  wise 
person  uses  his  tongue  to  "make  knowledge  ac- 
ceptable"; and  "the  tongue  of  the  wise  brings 
healing." 

A  major  health  product  advertises  its  ability 
to  "take  the  ouch  away."  We  would  do  well  to 
consider  how  we  might  be  gentle  and  sensitive 
when  touching  the  tender  feelings  of  others.  And 
amazingly  enough,  no  facts  need  to  be  sub- 
tracted when  tact  is  added.  The  seasoned  shoe 
salesman  knows  to  tell  a  lady  that  a  shoe  is  just  a 
little  too  small  for  her  foot;  he  does  not  an- 
nounce, "Lady,  your  foot  is  too  big  for  this 
shoe!"  Both  statements  express  the  facts;  but 
one  is  an  insult  and  the  other  a  tactful  compli- 
ment. Same  facts,  different  words. 


One  didn't  shrink  her  foot;  but  it  did  save  her 


face. 


And  that's  what  tact  is  all  about. 
Oh,  that  we  all  possessed  this  virtue.

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Into  Reality

No  doubt  you  dream  of  having  things  for 

yourself  and  for  your  family.  We  dream  for  a 
new  car  or  house,  etc.  Without  these  dreams, 
life  could  be  boring.  I  do  a  lot  of  dreaming  for 
Cragmont.  Let  me  share  with  you  some  of  my 
dreams.  These  dreams  will  not  come  true  right 
away.  Some  may  take  many  years  to  ac- 
complish. However,  let's  dream  a  little. 

The  first  dream  I  would  like  to  see  become 
a  reality  is  to  see  more  people  come  visit  Crag- 
mont during  the  "off  season."  We  have  a  span 
of  time  from  December  through  March  when 
we  see  very  few  of  our  people  using  Cragmont. 
I  know  that  this  time  of  the  year  has  its  con- 
flicts—Thanksgiving, Christmas,  New  Year's 
Day.  Along  with  the  holidays,  cold  weather  has 
arrived  and  no  one  likes  to  venture  very  far 
from  home,  especially  to  the  mountains. 
However,  we  must  remember  that  we  as  a 
denomination  have  a  facility  that  has  an  ap- 
proximate worth  of  $1,500,000  in  the  beautiful 
mountains  of  North  Carolina.  The  mountains 
have  year-round  appeal,  with  skiing  as  the 
great  attraction  for  winter. 


How  do  I  propose  that  you  use  Cragmont 
during  these  cold  months?  I  know  that  from 
Thanksgiving  through  the  New  Year  most  peo- 
ple are  very  tied  up  with  things  going  on  at 
church,  school  and  family.  That  is  as  it  should 
be.  However,  here  are  some  of  my  ideas:  Pic- 
ture, if  you  will,  your  church  and/or  family 
spending  Thanksgiving  at  Cragmont  sur- 
rounded by  beautiful  mountains.  If  you  look  to 
the  north,  you  might  even  see  some  snow- 
capped mountains.  We  have  a  nice  big 
fireplace  and,  of  course,  it's  always  fun  to  sit 
around  it  and  talk  and  laugh  with  friends.  In 
the  chapel,  along  with  the  fireplace,  there  is  a 
piano  where  all  could  gather  around  for  singing 
favorite  songs.  These  times  are  usually  times 
spent  at  home.  But  you  think  about  it,  and  if 
you  like  the  idea,  let  us  know.  We  can  help  you 
make  some  plans. 

Then  there  is  the  rest  of  the  winter,  after 
the  first  of  the  year.  If  you  are  a  snow  skier 
you  might  like  to  spend  some  time  at  Cragmont 
and  drive  over  to  the  ski  slopes.  These  slopes 
are  approximately  one  hour's  drive  away. 
(Turn  the  Page) 
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I  also  have  some  dreams  of  programs  that 
would  be  handled  by  Cragmont  to  use  some  of 
the  time  that  is  not  presently  being  used.  We 
have  already  taken  steps  in  this  direction  with 
our  Spring  and  Fall  Limited  Editions.  Some  of 
these  programs  might  include  a  week-long  con- 
ference for  our  college  students.  Many  college 
students  no  longer  attend  our  summer  youth 
conferences  because  they  feel  they  are  too  old. 

I  also  envision  programs  for  deacons, 
young  married  couples,  ministers  and  their 
wives,  senior  citizens,  those  involved  with 
music.  The  list  could  go  on. 

I  think  we  need  to  begin  trying  to  fill  in 
these  times  that  we  are  not  using  now.  You  can 
help  us  with  this  by  sending  in  your  requests. 
We  will  try  to  help  you  as  much  as  possible. 

I  also  dream  about  the  "growth"  of  our 
physical  appearance.  We  now  have  two  weeks 
of  conferences  in  the  summer  which  use  all  the 
space  that  is  now  available.  These  two  con- 
ferences are  having  around  200  young  people  in 
attendance.  While  it  is  still  several  years  away, 


at  some  point  we  will  need  to  consider  ex- 
panding. As  conferences  grow  in  size  we  will 
need  more  housing,  a  larger  dining  area,  a 
larger  kitchen  area,  with  more  equipment  to 
prepare  the  food.  We  could  even  need  to  con- 
struct a  larger  chapel.  As  our  groups  grow,  we 
will  need  to  increase  the  size  of  our  staff  to  ac- 
commodate them.  I  know  you  are  reading  this 
thinking  that  these  things  are  far  from  becom- 
ing a  reality.  However,  I  do  not  think  they  are 
as  far  away  as  you  may  think.  Cragmont  has 
grown  so  much  in  the  last  ten  years.  We  now 
operate  from  April  through  November  each 
year.  This  involves  only  one  other  group  who  is 
not  Free  Will  Baptist;  our  friends,  the  General 
Baptist  ministers,  hold  their  conference  here  in 
May  of  each  year.  The  rest  of  the  year  is  used 
by  Free  Will  Baptist  church  people.  These 
dreams  are  very  real  and  will  become  reality. 
Keep  them  in  your  mind  and  in  your  prayers. 
Watch  carefully  as  they  unfold  before  your 
eyes.  Better  yet,  help  us  make  them  happen.

How  about  you? 
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Pictured  here  is  the  second  annual  women's  mini-conference,  now  known  as  Morning  Star  Conference,  held  at  Cragmont,  April 
19-21.  While  all  women  are  welcome  to  attend,  this  weekend  conference  was  especially  established  for  the  younger  women  who 
might  find  it  difficult  to  attend  one  of  the  weekly  women's  conferences  held  in  August  because  of  family  and  job  responsibilities. 
This  year's  conference,  co-directed  by  Dola  Dudley  and  Becky  Jo  Sumner,  was  a  great  success  with  53  women  attending.  The  pro- 
gram consisted  of  planned  activities  and  Bible  study  beginning  on  Friday  night  and  going  through  Sunday  morning,  with  Saturday 
afternoon  free  for  sightseeing.  Cragmont  was  presented  with  an  offering  of  $323.60  by  this  conference  for  the  walk-in  cooler-freezer. 

The  dates  for  next  year's  Morning  Star  Conference  are  April  18-20,  1986.  Mark  these  dates  on  your  calendar  now  and  make  plans 
to  attend. 

Cragmont  Assembly  was  established  in  1945-46  by  the  united  efforts  of  the  Original  Free  Will  Bap- 
tists of  North  Carolina.  The  property  formerly  housed  a  private  sanitorium  known  as  Craigmont 
Sanitorium.  The  property  consists  of  115  acres  on  the  slopes  of  Mount  Allen,  just  north  of  Black  Moun- 
tain, North  Carolina,  on  North  Fork  Road.  The  initial  purchase  price  of  $10,000  was  raised  and  paid  off 
within  six  months  after  the  property  was  deemed  suitable  for  camping  and  retreats.  We  thank  God  for 
the  foresight  of  our  forefathers  in  making  this  wise  investment  in  the  denomination's  future. 

When  purchased,  the  property  consisted  of  one  three-story  main  building  and  several  smaller 
buildings.  Some  time  later,  an  eight  unit  motel,  a  gym,  and  two  small  renovated  dwellings  were  added. 
In  1971,  two  dormitory  complexes  were  added  followed  by  a  Kitchen-Dining  Hall  in  1974.  As  a  result  of 
much  hard  work,  financial  drives,  and  prayer,  the  1979  camping  season  was  opened  in  the  new  Main 
Building  and  Chapel.  The  total  valuation  of  the  property  now  is  approximately  $1,500,000.  God  has 
richly  blessed  our  ministry  at  Cragmont. 

Cragmont's  mission  has  been  stated  by  one  of  its  most  ardent  supporters  in  three  words:  Inspira- 
tion, Instruction,  and  Recreation.  From  its  beginning,  conferences,  camps,  and  retreats  have  been 
planned  for  the  spring,  summer,  and  fall.  In  all  conferences,  plans  are  made  for  helpful  instruction,  in- 
spiration, and  wholesome  recreation.  Many  happy  hours  are  spent  on  hikes,  planned  outings,  or  just 
sitting  in  the  rocking  chairs  on  the  front  porch  enjoying  the  beauty  of  the  valley  across  from  Mount 
Allen.  Participants  learn  that  Christianity,  if  it  is  to  be  genuine,  must  encompass  one's  entire  being. 

Cragmont  has  been  described  as  our  "Summer  Youth  Camp."  Certainly  it  is,  but  it  is  so  much 
more.  From  its  inception,  it  was  designed  to  accommodate  all  our  people.  The  roots  of  Mount  Olive  Col- 
lege are  even  found  at  Cragmont.  It  was  chartered  in  1951  as  Mount  Allen  Junior  College.  It  moved  to 
Mount  Olive  in  1953  and  the  name  was  changed  in  1956.  Today,  there  are  six  youth  weeks,  two  woman's 
auxiliary  weeks,  plus  a  weekend,  one  week  for  Original  Free  Will  Baptist  Ministers  and  one  week  for 
General  Baptist  Ministers.  The  use  of  Cragmont  by  church  groups  for  spring  and  fall  retreats  is  in- 
creasing in  popularity.  Vacationers  are  invited  to  use  Cragmont  for  overnight  lodging,  as  space  is 
available  (except  in  the  winter).  Cragmont  has  much  to  offer  people  of  all  ages.  Plan  to  use  it  this  year! 

Cragmont's  future  is  as  bright  as  we  allow  it  to  be.  Your  support  with  gifts,  prayers,  and  presence 
must  be  continuous  to  ensure  its  future  growth,  progress,  and  ministry.

LAOS  TO  CRAGMONT— 
A  JOURNEY  OF 
NEW  EXPERIENCES

"A  new  experience!"  The  three  H'mong 
college  students  smile  as  they  describe  their 
summer  plans.  Those  plans  include  a  trip  to 
Black  Mountain,  North  Carolina.  There  they 
will  work  at  Cragmont,  the  Free  Will  Baptist 
recreational  facility,  and  also  work  with 
H'mong  refugee  families  in  the  nearby  towns  of 
Morgan  ton  and  Marion. 

No  ordinary  Mount  Olive  College  students, 
Tou  Bee  Yang,  Blong  Kao  Moua  and  Doua 
Moua,  are  themselves  refugees  from  the  com- 
munist takeover  of  Laos,  their  homeland  in 
Southeast  Asia. 

The  men's  lives  have  been  filled  with  "new 
experiences."  Some  suffered  horrible  days  and 
nights  escaping  from  Laos  to  Thailand.  They 
lived  in  unbelievably— crowded  conditions  in 
refugee  camps.  Their  futures  were  uncertain. 
Finally,  traveling  to  the  United  States,  they 
began  to  learn  a  difficult  new  language  and 
strange  new  customs. 


Befriended  by  the  Rev.  Bob  Harber,  the 
Free  Will  Baptist  missionary  to  the  H'mongs  in 
California,  the  men  were  recommended  for  at- 
tendance at  Mount  Olive  College.  All  are 
members  of  the  Lao  Evangelical  Church  in 
Santa  Ana,  California. 

"They  are  committed  students,"  says  Col- 
lege Chaplain  Frank  Harrison,  "and  have  a 
desire  to  learn.  They  have  come  out  of 
traumatic  experiences  in  Southeast  Asia  to 
begin  again." 

Harrison  explains  that  the  summer  work  at 
Cragmont  for  Tou  Bee,  Blong  and  Doua  is  part 
of  a  cooperative  venture  between  Cragmont, 
the  Home  Missions  Board  and  Mount  Olive  Col- 
lege. 

"The  men  will  do  whatever  is  needed  in 
maintenance  and  housekeeping,"  says  Har- 
rison. "This  will  help  provide  for  their  college 
expenses." 
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The  H'mong  students  left  the  college  cam- 
pus when  their  classes  were  completed  in  early 
May  and  traveled  to  Cragmont  to  begin  their 
summer  jobs. 

There  are  100-150  H'mongs  in  the  local 
towns  of  Morganton  and  Marion.  On  Sundays, 
Tou  Bee,  Blong  and  Doua  will  have  the  oppor- 
tunity to  preach  at  church  services  for  H'mong 
families. 

"Usually,  the  people  worship  with 
Americans,"  says  Blong.  "When  they  can  hold 
their  own  church  services,  they  gather  in  a 
local  church." 

Tou  Bee  adds,  "We  like  to  be  there  for  the 
people,  especially  the  older  people,  who  don't 
speak  English." 

"Some  of  the  H'mong  people  were  Chris- 
tians while  living  in  Laos,  and  some  became 
Christians  since  coming  to  the  United  States," 
explains  Doua.  The  men  feel  that  ministering 
to  their  people  is  an  important  part  of  their 
education. 

The  men  are  also  taking  full  advantage  of 
the  opportunities  given  them  at  Mount  Olive 
College. 

A  freshman,  Tou  Bee  plans  to  major  in 
business  and  accounting.  He  hopes  to  continue 
computer  studies  after  graduation. 

Blong  is  in  his  third  year  of  college.  He  is 
majoring  in  liberal  arts  with  a  minor  in  Chris- 
tian study.  After  graduation,  he  plans  to  earn 


his  teaching  credentials  and  teach  in  Califor- 
nia. 

A  ministerial  student  majoring  in  church 
ministries,  Doua  has  also  attended  Mount  Olive 
College  for  three  years. 

Doua's  Christian  influence  is  reaching  far 
beyond  the  college  campus.  In  his  dormitory 
room,  Doua  makes  cassette  tapes  of  "Scripture 
teachings  and  Christian  beliefs."  He  receives 
requests  for  his  tapes  from  all  over  the  United 
States  and  Canada.  Recently,  he  has  sent  tapes 
to  Rhode  Island,  Iowa  and  Kansas.  He  also 
sends  tapes  back  to  the  refugee  camps  in 
Thailand. 

Doua  pays  for  some  of  this  with  his  own 
pocket  money.  He  averages  seven  or  eight 
tapes  a  month.  When  asked  why  he  does  it, 
Doua  replies,  "Because  I  would  like  people  to 
know  about  Jesus  Christ!" 

After  graduation,  Doua  knows  what  he 
wants  to  do.  He  desires  to  go  back  to  Thailand 
to  work  with  Laotian  refugees  and  the  Thai 
people. 

The  Free  Will  Baptist  denomination  is  pro- 
viding a  wealth  of  "new  experiences"  for  Tou 
Bee,  Blong  and  Doua.  They've  traveled  a  long 
road  from  the  mountains  of  Laos  to  the  moun- 
tains of  North  Carolina.  They  know,  better  than 
most,  that— "With  God  all  things  are  possible" 
(Mark  10:27). 
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BOREDOM  AND  RENEWAL

Spiritual  boredom  is  infecting  the  church! 
It  is  an  even  greater  challenge  than  is  the 
blasphemy  of  denial.  A  well-informed  atheist 
can  be  challenged  by  the  Christian  message 
because  he  has  already  displayed  the  ability  of 
reason  and  enthusiasm  for  a  position— however 
misguided.  But  someone  who  merely  claims 
the  name  Christian,  but  shows  no  evidence  of  a 
change  of  life  to  match  his  lackadaisical  pro- 
fession, is  a  much  greater  danger  because  of 
his  inability  to  be  committed.  He  accepts  Christ 
out  of  tradition,  not  because  of  mission,  and 
therefore  poses  a  crippling  threat  to  the  Chris- 
tian movement. 

The  problem  of  spiritual  boredom  in  the 
church  has  arisen  during  every  epoch  of  Chris- 
tian history.  Three  reasons  are  evident.  First  of 
all,  the  vitality  of  the  Christian  message  is 
always  being  threatened  by  an  overemphasis 
upon  the  form  and  custom  of  the  faith,  as  op- 
posed to  an  emphasis  upon  the  firsthand  ex- 
perience and  basic  teachings  of  Jesus  Christ.  In 
the  interview  that  my  wife,  Elizabeth,  and  I 
conducted  with  Elton  Trueblood  for  our  new 
book,  Between  Peril  and  Promise,  he  stated:  "I 
notice  that,  as  religions  decay,  the  ritual 
becomes  longer  .  .  .  always  items  are  added 
(to  the  worship  service).  Almost  never  are  any 
items  subtracted."  Martin  Marty  shared  a 
similar  concern,  telling  of  what  happens  when 
form  and  custom  become  deadening:  "It  seems 
strange  to  me  that  Christians  could  be  blessed 


with  such  an  astonishing  story,  be  part  of  a 
movement  with  over  a  billion  members,  and 
still  situate  themselves  in  the  church  so  that,  at 
most,  all  it  means  is  the  back  of  someone's 
head  in  the  pew  in  front  of  them  and  a  yawning 
assent."  Although  encouraged  by  examples  to 
"turn  the  world  upside  down"  (Acts  17:6),  to- 
day's spiritually  bored  disciples  unconsciously 
work  to  keep  it  upright. 

A  second  primary  reason  for  spiritual 
boredom  is  poor  leadership.  If  those  who  are 
called  to  be  pastoral  ministers  are  not  excited 
about  the  Christian  faith,  how  are  they  to  ex- 
cite others?  It  is  accurate  to  generalize  about 
the  lack  of  strong  leadership  in  today's  church 
because  its  absence  seems  so  evident.  I  do  not, 
however,  want  to  detract  from  the  many  com- 
mitted and  able  Christian  leaders  who  are 
courageously  and  enthusiastically  working  to 
bring  people  to  Christ.  But  even  this  band  of 
ministers  would  admit  that  their  enthusiasm 
for  the  faith  represents  a  minority  position. 

Much  of  the  problem  with  leadership  is 
burnout— a  loss  of  meaning  in  profession.  Being 
constantly  exposed  to  spiritual  boredom  in  the 
church,  and  not  being  able  to  counter  the 
plague,  many  of  our  Christian  leaders  fall  into 
the  groove  of  mediocrity.  In  this  groove  they 
are  comfortable  and  their  parishioners  are 
comfortable.  They  begin  to  enjoy  that  covering 
of  moss  that  gathers  on  stones  that  do  not  roll. 

A  third  major  reason  for  spiritual  boredom 
is  what  can  be  acknowledged  as  a  crisis  in 
belief.  Where  the  fundamentals  of  the  Christian 
religion  are  concerned  there  is  an  alarming 
amount  of  vague  thinking,  even  among  regular 
church  attenders.  George  Gallup  Jr.  startled 
the  entire  Christian  movement  with  a  recent 
poll  showing  that  nearly  half  of  all  church 
members  and  attenders  could  not  recite  more 
than  three  of  the  Ten  Commandments.  What 
was  even  more  shocking  was  the  fact  that  this 
same  number  did  not  know  the  four  Gospels,  or 
who  delivered  the  Sermon  on  the  Mount!  What 
such  Christian  illiteracy  means  for  the  church 
is  obvious.  If  people  do  not  know  what  they 
believe  or  why,  then  indifference  takes  over. 

The  history  of  the  church  has  proven  time 
and  again  that  just  when  the  various  epidemics 
that  have  threatened  the  life  of  the  Christian 
movement  become  acute,  a  reformation  has  oc- 
curred. I  believe  that  we  may  be  at  such  a 
critical  juncture  today.  Renewal  is  a  fact  in  to- 
day's church,  but  certain  conditions  for  this 
renewal  must  first  be  met. 
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In  my  position,  I  have  had  the  opportunity 
to  visit  many  churches  of  various  denomina- 
tions. As  I  have  observed  these  varied 
fellowships,  I  have  been  able  to  discern  which 
congregations  are  spiritually  alive  and  re- 
newed, and  which  congregations  are  spiritually 
bored  and  dying.  The  spiritually  alive  groups 
share  at  least  three  things  in  common: 
(1)  They  have  experienced  the  living  Christ  in 
their  individual  lives  and  corporate  life 
together;  (2)  they  have  studied  and  learned  the 
reasons  behind  what  they  believe  and  why, 
developing  a  strong  set  of  convictions ;  and 
(3)  they  have  taken  personal  responsibility  to 
share  their  convictions  in  ministerial  vocation, 
regardless  of  profession.  These  three  marks  of 
renewal  can  be  logically  understood  when  we 
realize  that  an  experience  with  the  living  Christ 
is  basic  to  spiritual  vitality,  though  it  cannot 
end  there.  The  development  of  a  set  of  convic- 
tions must  follow  the  experience,  for  we  are  to 
pray  not  only  with  the  spirit,  but  also  with  the 
mind.  (1  Corinthians  14:15).  And  finally,  what 
we  genuinely  believe  must  be  shared  in 
ministerial  vocation,  for  what  we  prize  we 
share ! 

Personal,  firsthand  experience  with  the 
living  Lord  has  always  been  the  fuel  which  has 
ignited  the  church  into  spiritual  vitality. 
Whether  in  the  First  Century  or  the  Twentieth 
Century,  the  Christian  movement  has  owed  its 
vitality  to  the  fact  that  some  of  its  members, 
both  individually  and  corpora tely,  have  had  an 
experience  with  Jesus  Christ  that  has  been  life- 
changing  and  values-transforming.  If  these 
spiritually  alive  persons  and  groups  have  been 
clear  when  others  have  been  confused,  totally 
absorbed  in  the  Christian  cause  when  others 
have  been  distracted  by  less  worthy  concerns, 
it  is  because  they  have  discovered  the  living 
Christ.  No  matter  to  what  source  you  turn,  and 
the  sources  are  varied— the  Letters  of  Paul, 
The  Confessions  of  St.  Augustine,  the  Devotions 
of  John  Donne,  The  Journal  of  John  Woolman, 
or  Thomas  Kelly's  A  Testament  of  Devotion, 
you  encounter  persons  who  have  been  touched 
and  transformed  by  the  living  Christ. 

Second,  spiritually  alive  persons  and 
groups  have  not  turned  their  minds  off  in  their 
experiential  quest,  but,  instead,  have  been  en- 
couraged to  study  and  learn  as  they  develop  a 
reasoned  set  of  convictions.  The  great  classics 
of  Christian  devotion  and  the  monumental 
works  in  philsophy  are  all  seen  as  helpmates  to 
the  spiritual  higher  life.  It  is  true  that  ex- 


cessive reasoning  may  stifle  the  Spirit,  but  it  is 
equally  true  that  no  learning  or  reasoning  in 
the  faith  beyond  the  initial  experience  stifles 
mature  spiritual  development.  The  answer  is 
not  either  an  experience  with  the  living  Christ 
or  the  study  of  the  historical  Christ,  but  the 
combination  of  both  experience  and  study.  This 
is  where  the  real  spiritual  power  is. 

Finally,  spiritually  alive  persons  and 
groups  who  have  developed  convictions  along 
with  their  Christian  experience  become 
motivators.  If  a  certain  medication  has  helped 
you  to  remedy  a  sore  throat,  then  you  will  want 
to  tell  others  who  have  sore  throats  about  the 
cure  that  helped  you.  In  the  same  way,  if  you 
truly  believe  that  the  values  of  Jesus  Christ  are 
the  values  by  which  the  world  should  be  living, 
then  you  will  make  it  your  business  to  share 
these  values  as  far  and  wide  as  you  are  able. 
Just  as  the  development  of  a  set  of  convictions 
is  the  logical  outgrowth  of  an  experience  with 
Christ,  so  is  the  Christian  vocation  of  witness 
the  logical  outgrowth  of  conviction.  This  keeps 
the  faith  vibrantly  alive. 

On  a  recent  trip  to  Israel,  I  was  struck  by 
the  fact  that  the  Sea  of  Galilee  and  the  Dead 
Sea  are  both  connected  by  the  Jordan  River, 
and  yet  both  are  extremely  different  in  content. 
The  Sea  of  Galilee  is  vibrant  and  alive,  while 
the  Dead  Sea  is  stagnant.  Why?  The  reason  is 
simple.  One  has  an  outlet,  and  the  other  does 
not.  Vitality  is  possible  only  if  there  is  an 
outlet.  In  the  Christian  faith,  this  outlet  is  the 
vocation  of  witness  and  ministry. 

I  believe  that  God  wants  renewal  for  His 
church.  The  idea  of  renewal  is  certainly  a 
recurring  theme  throughout  Scripture.  When 
Jesus  returned  to  Nazareth,  as  recorded  in 
Luke  4,  He  went  into  the  Synagogue,  opened  the 
Book  of  Isaiah,  and  read  these  words:  "The 
Spirit  of  the  LORD  God  is  upon  me,  because  he 
has  anointed  me  to  preach  good  news  to  the 
poor.  He  has  sent  me  to  proclaim  release  to  the 
captives  and  recovering  of  sight  to  the  blind,  to 
set  at  liberty  those  who  are  oppressed,  to  pro- 
claim the  acceptable  year  of  the  LORD." 

A  few  lines  following  these  important 
words  is  one  of  the  biblical  themes  of  renewal :

May  we  be  given  the  vision  and  strength  to 
move  beyond  the  role  as  mere  caretakers  of  a 
tradition,  to  the  spiritually  alive  role  as 
builders  of  a  new  reformation.

On  April  11,  the  Tri- Sigma 
Sorority  of  Atlantic  Christian 
College,  in  Wilson,  visited  our 
campus  for  a  period  of  fun  and 
surprises  with  our  children. 
About  eight  young  women 
came  to  entertain  ten  of  our 
younger  children,  and  ended  up 
being  the  "entertainees" 
rather  than  "entertainers!" 
The  group  began  with  a  brisk 
game  of  kickball,  with  two 
teams  consisting  of  children, 
visitors  and  staff.  (We  won't 
give  you  the  final  score ! )  The 
children  loved  the  personal  in- 
teraction with  the  adults.  Just 
before  leaving,  the  visitors 
treated  the  kids  with  "surprise 
bags"  containing  candy  and 
trinkets. 

Nothing  convinces  a  child 
like  the  touch  of  "real  bodies." 
I  was  reading  a  book  recently 
by  Dr.  Charles  Swindoll  called 
Strengthening  Your  Grip.  His 
final  chapter  dealt  with 
strengthening  our  grips  on  our 
family  relationships.  He  shared 
an  illustration  concerning  an 
actual  study  with  baby 
monkeys  in  which  two  sur- 
rogate (artificial)  mother 
monkeys  were  constructed.  In 
one  cage,  the  "mother"  was 
made  of  wire-mesh;  another 
cage  contained  a  soft,  terry- 
cloth  "mother,"  both  with  the 


same  anatomical  construction. 
The  babies  with  the  "wire- 
mommy"  fed  with  little  prob- 
lem, but  left  the  surrogate  im- 
mediately after  feeding.  The 
babies  with  the  "cuddly  mom- 
my" clung  to  and  carressed  her 
almost  incessantly,  even  after 
feeding  was  finished.  After 
several  weeks,  all  the  monkeys 
were  placed  in  a  cage  with  both 
surrogate  mother  monkeys 
mounted  in  the  same  cage.  The 
results  were  phenomenal!  The 
"wire-mother  monkeys"  con- 
tinued to  feed  the  same  mother, 
but  once  feeding  was  over,  they 
immediately  retreated  to  the 
"terry-cloth  mother"  and  clung 
and  carressed  her  as  the  others 
had  done  and  still  were  doing. 

Real,  warm  bodies  make  a 
difference;  not  only  with 
monkeys,  but  also  with 
children.  Personal  interaction 
with  our  children  is  extremely 
important.  This  awareness 
makes  us  very  grateful  for  such 
groups  as  the  Sorority  from 
ACC.  It  didn't  take  a  full  day  . . . 
just  an  hour.  And,  the  hour  they 
gave  is  worth  more  to  them 
than  any  anonymous  concern 
could  ever  be!  Someone  once 
said  (and  I'm  not  sure  who), 
"Don't  send  me  your  love  .  .  . 
bring  it! "

EVANGELISM  EXPLOSION 
IN  THE  PHILIPPINES 

by  Ludgerio  E.  Malinao 

The  Free  Will  Baptist  Church  Philippines 
has  just  completed  the  first  year  in  its  develop- 
ment of  the  Evangelism  Explosion  program.  Let 
us  share  with  you  the  highlights  of  that  exciting 
year. 


On  February  16,  1984,  six  Filipino  Free  Will 
Baptist  pastors  and  one  Free  Will  Baptist  mis- 
sionary enrolled  in  the  Third  Evangelism  Explo- 
sion Leadership  Clinic  to  be  held  in  the  Philip- 
pines at  the  Kamuning  Bible  Christian 
Fellowship,  Quezon  City,  Metro  Manila.  It  was 
truly  an  international  clinic.  Some  sixty-four 
ministers,  missionaries  and  key  church  laymen 
from  fourteen  denominations  and  church 
organizations  attended  this  clinic.  This  is  the 
best  training  clinic  so  far  that  I  have  ever  at- 
tended. The  six  Filipino  pastors  and  the  one  mis- 
sionary received  certification  as  Certified  EE 
Teacher  Trainers.  Our  purpose  will  be  to  train 
others  in  our  churches  to  use  this  type  of 
evangelism.  The  Free  Will  Baptist  Church 
Philippines  has  adopted  this  method  for  winning 
lost  souls  to  Christ. 

Back  in  Palawan,  we  began  our  first 
Evangelism  Explosion  training  semester  on 
August  24, 1984.  Each  of  the  Filipino  EE  Teacher 
Trainers  enrolled  one  for  a  total  of  six  trainees. 
The  one  missionary  EE  Teacher  Trainer  was  in 
Manila  studying  Tagalog.  The  materials  are  ex- 
cellent. The  value  of  Evangelism  Explosion  can 
be  revival  in  Palawan  as  well  as  the  entire 
Philippines.  We  must  not  sleep  with  this 
method— but  we  must  be  busy.  The  method  is 
simple.  I  find  it  adaptable  in  our  own  Palawan, 
Philippines. 

While  on  the  job  training  (OJT)  during  the 
first  training  semester,  we  experienced  a  great 
result.  There  were  143  professions  of  faith.  Some 
of  these  are  now  baptized  and  are  taking  training 
as  prospective  members  of  our  churches.  There 
was  also  great  joy  of  accomplishment  and  of 
bearing  fruits  at  the  graduation  for  the  first 
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training  semester  as  five  received  certification 
as  EE  Teacher  Trainers. 

On  March  3,  1985,  we  began  the  second 
semester  of  Evangelism  Training  with  twenty- 
two  new  trainees  enrolled.  These  new  trainees 
are  key  church  leaders,  laymen  and  active 
members.  They  have  a  desire  to  share  their  faith 
with  someone  else.  We  all  need  you  to  pray  for  us 
as  we  continue  to  develop  this  program  in  our 
churches. 

We  are  all  excited  about  the  EE  program. 
This  ministry  is  being  used  by  the  Lord  to  make 
our  churches  more  alive.  Please  pray  for  us.

As  members  of  the  North  Carolina  State 
Convention  of  Original  Free  Will  Baptists,  we 
should  be  proud  and  supportive  of  the  Press 
because  of  this  tremendous  ministry.

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SUPERANNUATION 


SUPERANNUATION— 
MORE  THAN  RETIREMENT 


Over  the  past  few  years,  Superannuation 
has  been  suffering  an  affliction  commonly 
known  as  an  "identity  crisis."  This  crisis  has 
been  brought  about  by  a  lack  of  understanding 
of  what  Superannuation  is  and  how  it  seeks  to 
serve  the  minister.  At  its  inception,  Superan- 
nuation was  a  retirement  program  funded  com- 
pletely by  gifts  from  the  local  church  and 
redistributed  to  retired  ministers  within  the 
denomination.  However,  it  soon  turned  out  that 
we  had  more  retired  ministers  than  we  had 
money.  It  was  decided  that  a  change  was 
necessary,  and  so  Superannuation  became  a 
program  whereby  the  minister  could  par- 
ticipate on  his  own  behalf  with  the  Board  sub- 
sidizing his  deposits. 

This  plan  worked  well  and  many  ministers 
began  participation.  But  the  Board  soon  real- 
ized that  "Superannuation"  is  more  than  retire- 
ment and  they  began  working  on  a  program  to 
benefit  not  only  the  retired  ministers  but  each 
minister  within  the  denomination. 

Today  we  say  that  Superannuation  is  more 
than  retirement  because  there  are  so  many 
avenues  of  service  available  to  our  ministers. 


We  have  seen  the  benefits  that  other  denomina- 
tions provide  for  their  ministers  and  it  makes 
us  wonder  why  we  can't  do  the  same  for  ours. 
Our  ministers  deserve  the  best  that  we  can 
possibly  give  them  and  until  now  we  have  been 
giving  less  than  our  best.  Last  year,  the  Board 
received  a  little  over  $20,000  from  our  friends 
and  churches.  These  gifts,  plus  interest  income 
and  premium  income,  make  up  the  total 
amount  available  to  Superannuation.  Although, 
we  do  have  overhead  expenses,  for  every  dollar 
we  received  last  year,  we  were  able  to  return 
directly  to  our  ministers  73c.  Superannuation 
may  not  be  receiving  the  most  money,  but  we 
are  good  stewards  over  that  which  our 
churches  entrust  to  us. 

More  than  retirement?  That's  right. 
Superannuation  is  more  than  retirement;  it  is 
an  opportunity  to  help  our  minister  today  as 
well  as  tomorrow  and  to  show  that  we  care. 
June  16th  is  Superannuation  Day  in  the  local 
churches  and  we  hope  that  you  honor  the 
ministers  of  our  denomination  by  receiving  a 
special  offering  so  we  can  do  more  for  those 
who  have  done  so  much.

EDITORIAL 


THE  TROUBLE  WITH  HOT  WATER 


I  well  remember  my  high  school  chemistry 
class:  As  one  of  a  handful  of  sophomores,  I  was 
always  amazed  that  my  upperclassmen 
classmates  had  such  difficulty.  I  remember  my  lab 
partner  and  the  good  times  we  had;  but  I 
remember  only  one  experiment  in  particular — one 
that  involved  a  frog,  of  all  things. 

For  this  lab,  the  hapless  creature  was  placed 
in  an  oversized  beaker  of  cool  water.  Under  it  was 
placed  a  Bunsen  burner,  the  flame  of  which  was 
very  low.  The  flame  was  so  low  that  the 
temperature  of  the  water  would  only  increase 
about  .017  of  a  degree  Fahrenheit  per  second.  So 
gradually  did  the  temperature  of  the  water  rise 
that  the  frog  was  never  aware  of  the  change.  But 
two  and  one-half  hours  later,  the  creature  was 
dead,  having  boiled  to  death.  The  frog  never  tried 
to  jump  out— it  never  released  a  complaining  kick. 

While  this  gruesome  demonstration  did 
catch  my  attention,  it  took  some  time  for  me  to 
realize  that  I  was  witnessing  a  really  profound 
principle:  erosion,  the  silent  toll  of  deterioration. 

The  first  eleven  chapters  of  1  Kings  record 
the  erosion  of  a  great  man,  the  greatest  of  his  day. 
The  man?  He  was  none  other  than  Solomon.  He 
had  been  blessed  with  royal  blood  and  an  abun- 
dance of  brains.  A  natural  for  the  throne  of  David, 
he  had  been  tutored  at  the  feet  of  Nathan, 
groomed  by  the  heart  of  Bathsheba,  polished 
under  the  eyes  of  David,  and  matured  by  the  hand 
of  God.  Surely,  the  mark  of  excellence  was  upon 
this  young  man.  Though  young  when  his  father 
died,  he  was  thoroughly  prepared  to  take  the 
scepter  and  reign  over  Israel. 

The  first  few  years  of  the  reign  of  David's 
gifted  son  were  characterized  by  wisdom,  loyalty, 
diplomacy,  faithfulness,  and  efficiency.  Both  his 
attitude  and  his  acts  were  noble.  Best  of  all, 
Solomon  loved  the  Lord  and  carefully  walked  in 
His  ways;  and  his  achievements,  power,  interna- 
tional influence  and  wealth  were  nothing  short  of 
phenomenal. 

Candidly,  Solomon  had  it  all. 

But  things  slowly  began  to  change. 

Almost  as  if  he  had  attained  the  mastery  of 


man  and  God,  he  seized  the  reins  of  compromise 
and  wrong;  and  he  drove  himself  to  the  misty  flats 
of  licentiousness,  pride,  lust,  and  idolatry. 
Solomon  became  irrational,  sensual,  even  skep- 
tical of  things  he  had  once  held  precious. 

Layers  of  dust  collected  on  the  majestic  tem- 
ple he  had  built— the  monarch  turned  his  atten- 
tion to  building  strange  edifices  for  the  strange 
gods  he  and  his  strange  wives  were  now  serving. 
The  vultures  of  his  own  vulnerability  spotted  his 
carnal  carcass  and  began  to  feed  upon  his  vitals. 
The  son  of  David  died  a  debauched  cynic,  leaving 
behind  a  confused  nation. 

But,  you  know,  deterioration  is  never  sudden. 
Thorns  don't  suddenly  appear  in  gardens,  splits 
don't  suddenly  happen  in  churches,  buildings 
don't  suddenly  crumble,  trees  don't  suddenly  fall, 
marital  and  family  relationships  don't  suddenly 
break  down,  nations  don't  suddenly  become 
mediocre  powers,  people  don't  suddenly  become 
base  individuals.  Likewise,  churches  don't  sud- 
denly lose  hundreds  of  members,  Sunday  School 
classes  don't  suddenly  have  attendance  prob- 
lems, programs  don't  suddenly  blow  up,  and 
denominations  don't  suddenly  find  themselves 
facing  major  crises. 

Slowly,  almost  imperceptibly,  people  accept 
certain  things  they  once  rejected.  Things,  once 
considered  hurtful,  are  tolerated— secretly,  at 
first,  then  without  so  much  as  a  thought.  At  the 
outset,  compromise  may  appear  harmless,  even 
exciting,  but  the  wedge  it  brings  leaves  a  gap  that 
grows  wider  and  wider  as  moral  erosion  joins 
hands  with  spiritual  decay.  The  gap  becomes  a 
canyon.  That  "way  which  seems  right"  becomes, 
in  fact,  "the  way  of  death."  (Solomon  wrote 
that— and  he  ought  to  know.) 

Take  heed,  lest  you  fall.  Be  careful  about 
changing  your  standards  so  that  they  correspond 
with  your  desires.  Be  very  cautious  about  inflating 
your  own  importance.  Be  alert  to  the  pitfalls  of 
prosperity  and  success.  And  let's  keep  our  eyes 
on  the  Lord. 

Remember  the  frog— it  might  help  us  stay  out 
of  hot  water. 
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Vacation  Bible  School  could  be  described  simply  as  a  week  in  the 
summer  when  children  and  teachers  have  a  good  time  studying 
and  playing  together.  But  it  isn't  that  simple.  VBS  is  discovery  and 

hard  work.  It  is  service  and  rewards.  It  is  children,  teens,  staff, 
parents— all  involved  in  a  very  special  program  that  changes  lives. 
VBS  is  the  church,  the  body  of  Christ,  reaching  out  in  a  very 
special  program  to  teach,  to  encourage,  to  pray,  to  give,  to 
love,  to  play,  to  sing  .  . . 

And  to  receive  blessings.

It  is  sad  to  admit,  but  I  feel  that  few  Free 
Will  Baptists  have  even  a  basic  understanding 
of  the  Scriptures.  Fewer  still  have  been  ac- 
quainted with  our  rich  doctrine  and  heritage. 
Ask  the  average  Free  Will  Baptist  what  we 
believe  and  that  person  will  typically  respond : 
"We  don't  believe  in  'once  saved,  always 
saved,'  and  we  wash  feet."  These  two  items 
are  part  of  our  heritage,  but  they  do  not  nearly 
capture  the  richness  of  who  we  are.  Let's  face 
it:  There  is  a  pressing  need  for  our  churches  to 
train  their  people  in  the  Scriptures,  our  faith, 
and  our  heritage.  As  I  see  it,  two  problems 
demonstrate  the  need  for  improving  Christian 
training  in  the  Free  Will  Baptist  Church.  First, 
the  average  Free  Will  Baptist  Church  member 
is  unable  to  communicate  his/her  faith  with 
others.  We  are  not  seeing  effective  witnessing 
because  most  do  not  have  a  gospel  to  share.  A 
second  problem  has  been  the  inability  of  Free 
Will  Baptist  Churches  to  retain  and  attract 
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young  adults.  Many  of  our  young  adults  are 
returning  from  college  with  good  jobs  and  are 
moving  to  other  churches!  As  rich  as  our  Free 
Will  Baptist  faith  and  heritage  are,  this  situa- 
tion just  does  not  have  to  exist.  The  situation  I 
am  describing  could  be  compared  with  the 
identity  crisis  of  adolescence.  Erik  Erickson 
describes  the  major  crisis  of  adolescence  as 
"Identity  vs.  Role  Confusion."  It  seems  clear 
that  this  is  the  crisis  facing  many  Free  Will 
Baptists.  We  don't  know  our  scriptural  and 
historical  roots.  Consequently,  we  don't  know 
how  to  be  Free  Will  Baptists  today.  Along  with 
this  loss  of  identity  has  been  the  loss  of 
ministry,  vision,  and  direction  for  the  future. 

What  can  be  done?  Are  Free  Will  Baptists 
destined  to  meander  and  eventually  die?  No! 
Our  Heavenly  Father  is  the  God  of  miracles. 
He  can  transform  us,  renew  us,  and  excite  us. 
Already  I  feel  that  God's  Spirit  is  leading  us  in 
some  specific  areas.  Allow  me  to  enumerate 
some  of  these  briefly : 

I.  We  ministers  can  feed  our  flocks  from 
the  Scriptures  in  solid  worship  services. 

We  Free  Will  Baptists  may  not  be  ritualists 
but  we  surely  are  "rutualists."  For  the  most 
part  worship  patterns  have  not  been  modified 
in  the  majority  of  our  churches  during  the  past 
thirty  years.  We  sing  the  same  songs,  read  the 
same  passages,  pray  the  same  prayers.  It  is 
my  conviction  that  we  must  open  ourselves  to 
the  "forward"  leading  Spirit  who  inspired  the 
prophet  to  say,  "Behold,  the  former  things 
have  come  to  pass,  and  new  things  I  now 
declare ;  before  they  spring  forth  I  tell  you  of 
them"  (Isaiah  42:9). 

Special  care  should  be  taken  in  the  plan- 
ning of  worship  to  insure  that  our  people  will  be 
fed  from  the  Scriptures.  Songs  should  be 
selected  which  illustrate  biblical  truths  instead 
of  songs  which  simply  appeal  to  so-called 
"religious  feelings."  Sermons  should  take  the 
biblical  texts  and  their  contexts  seriously.  The 
story  is  told  of  a  young  man  who  was  in- 
structed to  feed  his  father's  pigs  on  Friday  and 
Saturday  while  his  father  was  away.  Both 
nights  the  son  found  himself  in  a  bit  of  a  hurry, 
so  he  just  filled  the  trough  with  water  and  beat 
on  the  side  of  the  trough  to  call  the  pigs.  The 
first  night,  all  the  pigs  came  expecting  to  eat. 
The  second  night,  only  about  half  of  them 
came.  When  his  father  went  to  feed  them  the 
next  night,  nearly  none  of  the  pigs  came.  By 
not  feeding  the  animals,  the  son  nearly  ruined 
his  father's  business.  We  ministers  need  not  ex- 
pect people  to  return  to  church  unless  they  are 
fed  in  solid,  scriptural  services  of  worship. 


II.  Our  churches  need  to  place  more  emphasis 
on  training  our  new  church  members. 

I  am  convinced  that  we  Free  Will  Baptists 
do  not  expect  enough  of  our  church  members. 
We  need  to  guide  our  converts  and  those  who 
transfer  from  other  denominations  into  what  it 
means  to  be  a  Christian  and  a  Free  Will  Bap- 
tist. Civic  organizations  expect  and  get  more 
from  their  new  members  than  do  Free  Will 
Baptist  Churches.  One  of  the  earliest 
developments  in  Christian  history  was  a 
method  of  instructing  new  believers  in  the 
faith.  We  need  to  provide  classes  for  the  in- 
struction of  new  converts.  Let  it  be  known  that 
we  are  going  to  expect  our  members  to  become 
acquainted  with  our  faith  and  history.  By  offer- 
ing this  training  we  are  helping  to  lay  a  founda- 
tion which  should  lead  to  a  lifetime  of  growth 
and  service.  Ministers,  it  is  our  responsibility 
to  see  that  these  opportunities  for  training  are 
provided.  May  we  never  leave  new  converts  to 
sink  or  swim  on  their  own! 

III.  Our  churches  need  to  continue  to 
develop  their  programs  of  Christian  Education. 

Growing  in  the  faith  should  be  a  continuing 
process,  but  it  is  not  automatic.  Christian 
growth  takes  work.  We  cannot  make  any  Chris- 
tian grow,  but  we  can  provide  atmospheres  in 
our  churches  which  inspire  curiosity  and  set- 
tings which  challenge  our  hearts  and  our 
minds. 

One  thing  we  ministers  can  do  is  seek  to 
equip  our  teachers  to  become  more  effective 
teachers  of  the  Bible.  We  can  provide  teacher 
training  sessions.  We  can  also  seek  to  involve 
our  teachers  in  the  Teacher  Certification  Pro- 
gram of  the  State  Sunday  School  Convention. 

If  your  church  is  not  actively  supporting 
the  work  of  the  State  Sunday  School  Convention 
through  funds  and  participation,  you  are  cut- 
ting yourselves  off  from  one  of  the  most 
valuable  resources  we  Free  Will  Baptists  have 
for  the  promotion  of  Christian  Education  in  the 
local  church.  Each  year  this  Convention  spon- 
sors workshops  and  programs  which  address 
specific  needs  in  our  Sunday  Schools.  Don't 
cheat  yourselves.  Get  involved  in  these  pro- 
grams. 

I  believe  that  the  future  holds  great  things 
for  Free  Will  Baptists.  But  to  a  great  extent, 
the  magnitude  of  that  future  is  dependent  on 
our  willingness  to  come  to  know  our  Bibles,  our 
faith,  and  our  heritage.  In  other  words,  we 
need  to  learn  who  we  are,  and  ask  God  to  lead 
us  where  He  wants  us  to  be. 
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CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION  IN  THE 
FREE  WILL  BAPTIST  CHURCH:  A  VISION

And  it  shall  come  to  pass 
afterward,

I  have  a  vision.  It  is  not  a  new  vision  or  one 
which  I  alone  possess.  This  vision  is  the  kind  of 
Christian  education  ministry  we  need  and  can 
have.  It  is  a  vision  that  grows  out  of  my  love 
for  our  church  and  the  fervent  conviction  that 
Christian  education  is  a  key  to  the  renewal  of 
our  church. 

In  this  article  I  am  making  an  attempt  to 
put  a  portion  of  this  vision  into  words.  I  pray 
that  it  may  help  you  to  see  more  clearly  the 
importance  of  Christian  education  and  our 
potential  for  a  tremendous,  church  renewing, 
educational  ministry. 

Educational  Objectives 

I  see  the  future  of  Christian  education  in 
our  church  determined  to  a  large  extent  by  our 
willingness  to  ask  and  answer  some  basic  and 
essential  questions.  These  questions  deal  with 
the  goals  and  objectives  of  Christian  education. 
Why  have  an  educational  ministry?  What  are 
we  trying  to  accomplish  through  it?  What  do 
we  want  to  see  happen  in  the  lives  of  persons 
as  a  result  of  Christian  nurture? 

Such  questions  will  not  be  easily  or  quickly 
answered.  The  process  of  determining  objec- 
tives will  be  tedious  and  exhausting.  However, 
it  must  be  done !  The  benefits  will  be  worth  the 
effort. 

These  objectives  will  give  us  a  clear 
understanding  of  what  we  are  trying  to  ac- 
complish. They  will  tell  our  educational 
workers  what  they  are  being  asked  to  do.  Ob- 
jectives will  provide  guidelines  for  the  writers 
of  our  literature  and  for  the  development  of  a 
comprehensive  curriculum.  They  will  give 
uniformity  to  our  educational  program  and  pro- 
vide us  with  a  common  vision.  These  objectives 
will  enable  us  to  evaluate  our  educational 
ministry. 

Objectives  tell  us  what  we  want  to  do  and 
why  we  want  to  do  it.  Once  we  know  these 
things,  then  we  can  ask,  "How?" 


Pastors  as  Teachers 

I  have  a  vision  of  a  day  when  pastors  will 
devote  as  much  time  to  teaching  and  to  Chris- 
tian education  as  to  other  pastoral  duties.  In- 
deed, this  already  is  and  will  be  an  increasing 
need  and  demand  among  our  churches. 

This  means  that  pastors  will  include  Chris- 
tian education  in  their  formal  and  individual 
studies,  so  that  they  will  be  equipped  to  teach 
and  to  take  a  leadership  role  in  the  educational 
ministry  of  the  church.  Also,  pastors  will  make 
greater  use  of  teaching  opportunities— teaching 
in  the  Sunday  School  or  teaching  on  Wednesday 
and  Sunday  nights,  and  teaching  teachers  how 
to  teach. 

The  pastor  is  the  key  to  the  future  of  Chris- 
tian education  in  our  church.  When  pastors 
take  this  ministry  seriously  enough  to  equip 
themselves  for  it  and  actively  engage  in  it,  then 
we  will  have  a  tremendous  educational  pro- 
gram. 

Ministers  of  Education 

I  dream  of  an  educational  ministry  that 
will  require  a  full-time  church  staff  in  Christian 
education,  that  is,  ministers  or  directors  of 
Christian  education.  I  see  a  day  when  some  of 
our  young  people  will  receive  and  accept  a  call 
to  this  ministry  in  our  churches. 

The  educational  program  we  need  will  re- 
quire persons  with  significant  training  in  Chris- 
tian education.  These  persons  will  help  provide 
essential  leadership  and  expertise  in  develop- 
ing a  comprehensive  educational  ministry. 

It  is  true  that  many  of  our  churches  would 
not  be  financially  able  to  employ  a  minister  of 
education.  However,  several  churches  in  a 
given  area  could  share  one  minister  of  educa- 
tion and  the  costs  of  such  a  program. 

Training 

I  see  a  time  when  we  take  Christian  educa- 
tion so  seriously  that  we  require  every  educa- 
tional worker  to  undergo  adequate  training  for 
the  work  he  or  she  will  do.  Indeed,  our  teachers 
and  educational  leaders  are  already  beginning 
to  see  this  need  and  are  demanding  that  it  be 
addressed.  They  will  be  looking  to  pastors, 
ministers  of  education,  and  other  educational 
leaders  in  the  denomination  to  help  provide 
(Turn  the  Page) 
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quality  training  programs  and  resources.  They 
care  about  this  ministry  and  know  that  it 
deserves  the  very  best  they  have. 

Boards  of  Christian  Education 

I  have  a  vision  of  a  board  of  Christian 
education  in  every  Free  Will  Baptist  Church.  In 
fact,  we  will  revise  The  Articles  of  Faith  to  re- 
quire this.  This  will  show  our  commitment  to 
Christian  education  and  how  vital  we  consider 
it  to  the  life  and  work  of  the  church. 

I  see  a  day  when  we  will  have  a  board  of 
Christian  education  for  each  conference  and 
one  in  the  State  Convention.  These  denomina- 
tional boards  of  Christian  education  will  pro- 
vide invaluable  leadership.  For  example,  they 
will  assist  in  defining  our  educational  objec- 
tives, help  create  a  comprehensive  educational 
program  for  our  denomination,  and  promote 
the  importance  of  Christian  education.  They 
will  provide  persons  and  programs  to  be  uti- 
lized by  our  churches. 

Persons  Before  Programs 

I  see  our  future  education  ministry  concen- 
trating more  on  the  needs,  problems,  and  con- 


cerns of  persons.  For  too  long  we  have  started 
with  programs  and  tried  to  fit  persons  into 
them. 

This  means  that  we  will  take  advantage  of 
what  the  behavioral  sciences  can  teach  us 
about  the  needs  and  development  of  persons,  as 
well  as  how  persons  learn.  Our  educational  pro- 
grams will  be  so  designed  as  to  take  into  con- 
sideration and  to  address  the  changing  needs  of 
persons  throughout  their  lives. 

In  the  future  our  educational  programs  will 
seek  more  than  ever  to  help  young  people 
discover  their  calling  and  relate  the  Christian 
faith  to  the  problems  they  face.  We  will  help 
prepare  them  for  married  or  single  life.  We 
will  have  programs  for  singles  and  for  young 
and  older  parents.  Our  educational  ministry 
will  reach  out  to  the  blind,  the  deaf,  the  mental- 
ly retarded,  and  all  persons  with  special  needs. 
We  will  reach  out  more  and  more  to  persons 
from  different  ethnic  backgrounds. 

A  Curriculum  Committee 

I  see  the  creation  of  an  editorial  board.  Its 
primary  responsibility  will  be  to  develop  a  cur- 
riculum especially  designed  for  our  church. 
This  will  include  securing  qualified  writers,  as 
well  as  writing  and  editing  curriculum 
materials. 

Now  this  curriculum  committee  will  do 
other  things  as  well.  It  will  provide  resources 
and  materials  for  the  Vacation  Bible  School, 
youth  groups,  new  converts'  or  members' 
classes,  and  other  educational  programs  in  the 
church.  It  will  produce  undated  materials  on 
topics  of  interest  and  concern  which  can  be 
used  in  various  educational  settings.  Also,  it 
will  plan  and  write  leadership  development 
materials  and  administrative  resources  for 
pastors,  teachers,  superintendents,  boards  of 
Christian  education,  and  other  educational 
workers  in  the  church. 

By  necessity  this  committee  will  be  made 
up  of  persons  with  significant  background  and 
experience  in  Christian  education.  It  will  in- 
clude persons  with  expertise  in  the  area  of 
child,  youth,  and  adult  Christian  education,  as 
well  as  Christian  educational  administration. 

What  I  have  shared  with  you  is  not  The  Vi- 
sion but  a  vision.  I  know  that  you  have  a  vision 
and  that  it  may  differ  from  mine.  This  is  well 
and  good.  What  we  must  do  is  share  our  visions 
of  the  kind  of  educational  ministry  we  can  have 
and  work  together  to  see  them  become  a  reali- 
ty. 
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CRYSTAL  WOOLARD— AN 
EXTRAORDINARY  STUDENT

Suppose  you  were  having  a  "hard  time"  in 
your  life.  Then  to  make  things  worse  you  were 
in  an  automobile  accident  and  had  to  tem- 
porarily use  a  wheelchair.  And  then  suppose 
you  were  a  college  student,  and  you  were  deter- 
mined to  graduate  from  college  on  schedule. 

Mount  Olive  College  student  Crystal 
Woolard  found  herself  in  that  very  situation.  A 
series  of  medical  problems  had  been  keeping 
Crystal  down  occasionally,  but  not  out.  Besides 
the  auto  accident  she  suffers  from  rheumatoid 
arthritis,  so  it  has  taken  her  a  little  longer  to 
complete  her  studies. 

When  you  talk  to  Crystal  her  spirit  is  in- 
spiring. As  she  put  it,  "You  can  be  an  eagle  or 
you  can  be  a  chicken!"  It  is  clear  that  Crystal 
has  chosen  to  be  an  eagle. 

After  graduating  from  Chocowinity  High 
School  in  1982,  Crystal  enrolled  at  Mount  Olive 
College.  She  had  been  awarded  an  academic 
scholarship  from  Texas  Gulf,  Inc.,  her  father's 
employer;  a  Free  Will  Baptist  Tuition  Grant; 
an  Honors  Scholarship  from  Mount  Olive  Col- 
lege ;  and  several  dinner  certificates  from  her 
church,  Smyrna  Church,  to  help  with  her 
education.  She  began  the  life  of  a  college  stu- 
dent with  much  enthusiasm,  enjoying  her 
classes  and  making  new  friends. 

In  January  of  1984,  Crystal  was  in  an 
automobile  accident.  She  entered  Duke  Medical 
Center,  and  a  rod  was  placed  in  her  leg  so  the 
bone  could  heal  properly.  Because  of  the  acci- 
dent and  the  surgery,  Crystal  missed  the  entire 
spring  semester. 

Not  to  be  deterred,  Crystal  was  back  on 
campus  in  the  fall  of  1984  continuing  her 
studies. 

For  some  unexplainable  reason  the  rod  in  her 
leg  broke  this  past  January,  again  interfering 
with  her  spring  semester's  work.  It  was  back  to 
the  hospital  for  surgery  to  remove  the  broken 
rod.  Crystal's  leg  was  placed  in  a  cast/brace, 
and  she  was  sent  home  for  recuperation. 

Now,  Crystal  really  needed  help.  She  had 
worked  especially  hard  this  year  to  finish  her 
studies  and  had  been  named  to  the  fall 
semester  Dean's  List.  She  wanted  more  than 
anything  to  be  part  of  the  graduation  exercises 
and  to  receive  her  associate's  degree. 

Crystal  is  a  business  major.  Her  instruc- 
tors, Rebecca  Worrell,  Melba  Keathley  and 
Sonja  McCoy  moved  into  action.  They  kept  in 


communication  with  the  Woolards  while 
Crystal  was  in  the  hospital.  With  their  help  and 
understanding,  Crystal  continued  her  Accoun- 
ting, Office  Practice,  Business  Communications 
and  Economics  II  studies  at  home  in  Blount's 
Creek. 

"Working  with  Crystal  has  been  a  joy  for 
me,"  says  Rebecca  Worrell.  "She  has  gotten  so 
much  on  her  own.  Crystal  is  a  very  intelligent 
young  lady." 

When  Crystal  was  well  enough  to  return  to 
college,  she  faced  another  dilemma.  In  a 
wheelchair  she  had  many  problems  such  as 
getting  to  class  and  carrying  her  books.  She 
also  needed  to  continue  with  her  physical 
therapy. 

"Crystal  wanted  to  come  back  to  school," 
says  Sina  Woolard,  Crystal's  mother,  "so  I 
asked  Dr.  Johnson  (the  vice  president  for  Stu- 
dent Affairs)  if  I  could  live  in  the  dorm  and 
help  her."  Dr.  Johnson  agreed.  "Crystal  didn't 
have  a  roommate,  so  it  worked  out  perfectly." 

Mrs.  Woolard  reads,  explores  the  campus 
and  chats  with  students  and  staff  while  Crystal 
attends  classes.  She  can  be  seen  pushing 
Crystal  in  her  wheelchair  between  the  Hender- 
son Building  and  the  dorm.  She  drives  to  the 
cafeteria  and  brings  Crystal's  meals  back  to 
her  room. 


Success  story— Crystal  did  it!  She  graduated  with  her 
classmates.  President  W.  Burkette  Raper  congratulates 
Crystal  and  her  mother,  Sina  Tripp  Woolard.  Mrs.  Woolard,  who 
lived  in  the  dorm  last  semester  to  help  Crystal  complete  her 
studies,  received  a  certificate  of  appreciation  from  the  Col- 
lege.

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"So  many  people  have  helped  us,"  says 
Mrs.  Woolard,  "and  we  pray  that  God  blesses 
them  greatly." 

The  women  go  home  each  weekend  to  be 
with  Crystal's  father,  Fred  Woolard,  who  is 
recovering  from  a  heart  attack,  and  her 
16-year-old  brother. 

After  graduation  Crystal  must  face  addi- 
tional surgery  for  other  medical  problems. 
That  surgery  may  keep  her  out  of  commission 
for  another  year. 

She  stills  has  plans.  Crystal  wants  to  work 
toward  completing  her  bachelor's  degree. 

"Crystal  and  I— and  the  whole 
family— really  appreciate  what  the  staff, 
especially  Mrs.  Worrell,  has  done  for  us,"  says 
Mrs.  Woolard. 

Mrs.  Worrell  adds,  "Crystal  has  overcome 
so  much,  and  I  predict  she  will  go  far.  There  is 
and  always  will  be  a  special  love  in  my  heart 
for  her." 

Both  Crystal  and  her  mother  feel  that  the 
individual  help  given  students  is  the  major 
benefit  of  attending  Mount  Olive  College. 

"We  feel  that  if  Crystal  had  not  had  the  in- 
dividual help  of  her  teachers,  she  would  not  be 
graduating.  Help  is  available  to  any  student 
who  needs  it,"  Mrs.  Woolard  explains. 

"No  school  is  perfect,"  says  Mrs.  Woolard, 
"but  I  feel  a  small,  church-related  school  is 
better.  I  feel  that  here  at  Mount  Olive  College 
there  is  room  for  you  to  be  whatever  you  want 
to  be." 


graduates,  faculty,  trustees,  friends,  and  guests 
assembled.  Excitement  vibrated  as  all  waited 
to  hear  the  challenge  this  former  trustee  was 
about  to  make  to  those  students  who  had 
achieved  their  degrees. 


"The  challenge  before  you  today,  tomor- 
row, and  in  the  future  tomorrows  is  to  rise  to 
the  top  of  your  talents.  Remember,  historians 
will  give  us  one  page  of  history,  but  there  are 
thousands  of  competitive  acts  and  events  which 
made  this  one  page  of  history  possible." 

To  elaborate  the  value  of  all  people  seeking 
to  become  full,  talented  human  beings,  Dr.  Bat- 
ten illustrated  how  North  Carolina  has  par- 
ticipated significantly  in  the  backdrop  of 
history,  each  incident  clustered  with  countless 
other  acts  and  events  not  recorded  around  the 
single  historical  record. 

North  Carolina,  according  to  Dr.  Batten,  is 
the  site  of  the  first  real  battle  of  the  Revolu- 
tionary War— the  Battle  of  Alamance.  On  May 
20,  1775,  a  Declaration  of  Independence  was 
hailed  in  Charlotte.  North  Carolina  has  ap- 
peared in  the  front  line,  with  Henry  Wyatt  from 
Edgecombe  being  the  first  war  casualty  in  the 
Revolution.  In  1940,  the  North  Carolina  public 
school  teachers  started  a  retirement  system.  In 
1951,  Mount  Olive  College  was  born. 

"I  believe,"  declared  Dr.  Batten  as  he 
swirled  his  words  before  the  attentive  audience 
in  College  Hall,  "that  every  human  being  born 
in  this  world  represents  something  new, 
original,  and  unique.  The  task  for  each  human 
being  is  to  fulfill  his  particularity  in  his  world." 

A  FOCUS  ON  STRENGTH 

To  focus  upon  the  strength  of  particularity 
in  the  process  of  becoming  an  original  human 
being,  Dr.  Batten  turned  to  Mount  Olive  Col- 
lege, a  college  whose  particularity  lay  in  its 
educational  focus.  "Mount  Olive  College 
understands  what  belongs  to  education,  name- 
ly, those  proper  judgments,  thought  develop- 
ment, and  spiritual  roots  which  inevitably 
make  an  individual  beyond  all  measure.  The 
flowering  of  every  person  is  mysterious  and  in- 
complete, resulting  in  a  reality  that  every  new 
idea  does  not  have  a  new  solution.  What  a  col- 
lege must  do  is  to  develop  a  mind  honest  and 
exhaustive  in  search.  The  process  of  becoming 
an  original  human  being  evolves  as  the  eye  and 
heart  see  and  hear  the  spiritual  richness  of  this 
world,  the  multi- conformity  of  Beauty." 

Pausing,  Dr.  Batten  swiftly  surveyed  the 
graduating  students.  "There  is  a  spiritual  emp- 
tiness man  is  experiencing  because  he  has 
limited  himself  to  the  world  of  things.  The  real 
sphere  of  Being  is  what  I  give  you  today— the 
challenge  to  discover  your  original  Being.  If 
your  integrity  needs  sharpening,  do  it.  If  you 
need  to  grow,  do  it."

"Every  single  day  we  live,  we  need  to  try 
to  find  something  in  which  we  find  personal 
and  meaningful  satisfaction,"  said  Dr.  James 
W.  Batten,  chairman  of  the  Department  of 
Secondary  Education  at  East  Carolina  Univer- 
sity, to  the  Mount  Olive  College  Graduating 
Class  of  1985. 

A  hush  swept  across  College  Hall  as  Dr. 
Batten,  known  for  his  teaching  and  ad- 
ministrative leadership  in  education,  eyed  the 
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Dr.  Batten  added,  "The  challenge  of 
growth  is  the  challenge  of  this  college  too.  If 
the  budget  needs  more  money,  find  it.  If  the 
library  needs  more  books,  get  them.  If  you  as 
alumni  need  to  become  more  active,  be  so." 

To  reinforce  the  foundation  of  participation 
as  a  challenge  to  grow  as  an  original  human 
being,  Dr.  Batten  flashed  bullet-like  questions 

to  the  graduates:  "Do  you  mingle  with  the 
flock?  Do  you  take  an  active  part  in  concerns? 
Do  you  do  your  job  well?  Are  you  an  active 


member  of  the  society,  or  do  you  just  hang 
on?" 

With  a  quick  conclusion,  Dr.  Batten  firmly 
said,  "Remember  that  parents,  friends,  facul- 
ty, and  staff  teach  that  our  words  inspire  a  will 
to  learn.  And  what  do  we  learn?  Should  we 
learn  that  our  challenge  as  an  original  human 
being  is  to  serve  each  day  in  an  active  way  so 
that  the  mind  evolves  into  a  growth-inspiring 
mind?  I  believe  that  we  can  learn  to  love  the 
truth  and  choose  the  right. " 

Applause  followed  and  then  the  sunset.

—LAY  MINISTRY

Ronald  Williams  of 
Goldsboro  is  a  part-time  stu- 
dent who  is  preparing  for  the 
lay  ministry,  and  Mount  Olive 
College's  new  recreation  pro- 
gram fits  right  into  his  plans. 

"I  accepted  a  calling  into  a 
ministry.  I  talked  to  Frank 
Harrison  (the  College 
Chaplain)  and  he  told  me  there 
wasn't  just  one  ministry  and 
suggested  that  I  come  to  Mount 
Olive,  study,  and  then  see  how  I 
felt,"  said  Ronald. 

"I've  always  had  an  interest 
in  recreation,  and  the  field  of 
Christian  recreation  is  just  now 
beginning  to  develop.

This  past  semester  his 
courses  included  Program 
Planning  in  Recreation,  Data 
Processing  and  Public  Speak- 
ing. 

"I  don't  take  any  classes  on 
Tuesdays  and  Thursdays,  so 
that's  when  I  do  my 
homework,"  he  said. 

Next  year  Ronald  will  take 
more  religion  classes,  a  related 
study  for  his  major,  as  he 
steadily  pursues  his  goal  of 
becoming  a  youth  minister. 

Ronald  is  married  and  has 
two  children,  Cara,  who  is  nine 
years  old,  and  Brandon,  who  is 
seven.  His  wife,  Lynn,  is  the 
assistant  children's  librarian  at 
the  Wayne  County  Library.  The 
family  attends  Stoney  Creek 
Church  in  Goldsboro.

EVANGELISM  EXPLOSION  TRAINING 
OPPORTUNITIES  STILL  AVAILABLE

Recently,  I,  along  with  the  Revs.  Marvin 
Waters  and  David  Hines,  attended  an 
Evangelism  Explosion  Clinic.  Words  fail  me  in 
trying  to  express  how  significant  the  training 
was  to  me.  To  sum  up  what  I  experienced  I  say, 
"It  has  changed  my  life  and  ministry  forever."  I 
am  writing  this  article  six  days  after  my  return 
from  Knoxville,  Tennessee.  Already  it  has  been 
my  privilege  to  lead  two  people  to  a  saving 
knowledge  of  Jesus  Christ. 

Evangelism  Explosion  has  the  potential  to 
change  the  Free  Will  Baptist  Church.  Too  often 
we  make  excuses  for  not  evangelizing.  In  reality, 
many  people  do  not  know  how  to  effectively 
share  the  gospel.  I  firmly  believe  that  any  pastor 
who  successfully  completes  the  six-day  clinic 
can  teach  his  lay  people  to  win  people  to  Christ. 

I  have  had  the  privilege  of  pastoring  for  just 
over  ten  years.  I  have  served  as  a  member  of  an 
ordaining  council.  Since  my  exposure  to 
Evangelism  Explosion,  I  think  no  candidate  for 
ordination  should  be  ordained  until  he  has  had 
this  training.  No  church  should  be  satisfied  until 
it  has  sent  its  pastor  to  a  clinic. 

Two  clinics  are  coming  up  quickly.  The  Rev. 
Ray  Wells  (243-6498)  will  lead  one  group  to 
Carmel  Baptist  Church  of  Charlotte  on 
September  6-11. 

The  Rev.  David  C.  Hansley  (395-2466)  will 
lead  another  group  to  Coral  Ridge  Presbyterian 
Church,  Fort  Lauderdale,  Florida,  on  November 
1-6. 

The  tuition  cost  is  $295,  of  which  the  $95 
registration  fee  is  nonrefundable.  The  balance  of 
each  person's  tuition  is  payable  on  arrival  at  the 
host  church.  This  covers  materials,  instruction 
and  the  expense  of  evening  meals.  Lunch  will  be 
at  your  own  expense  at  a  local  restaurant. 

Lodging  will  be  arranged  by  the  host  church 
in  the  homes  of  members  and  EE  participants  on 
a  first-come,  first-served  basis.  Local  motel  in- 
formation for  accommodations  will  be  provided 
upon  request. 

Evangelism  Explosion  III  International  was 
founded  by  Dr.  D.  James  Kennedy,  pastor  of  Cor- 
al Ridge  Presbyterian  Church,  Fort  Lauderdale, 
Florida,  to  fulfill  the  command  of  Jesus  in  the 
Great  Commission  to  carry  the  gospel  to  all  the 
world. 

The  clinic  consists  of  lectures,  discussions, 
demonstrations  and  "on-the-job"  training.  Each 
participant  has  the  opportunity  to  see  the  gospel 
presented  in  a  real-life  situation.  Going  on  actual 


calls  with  experienced  EE  trainers,  the  clinician 
first  sees  the  gospel  presented  and  finally  shares 
the  presentation  himself. 


The  clinic  is  a  six-day  event  beginning  with 
registration  on  Friday  and  concluding  on 
Wednesday  night  of  the  following  week.  It  is 
essential  that  each  person  complete  the  entire 
schedule,  including  the  Sunday  worship  services 
at  the  host  church.

Pornography  is  both  destructive  and  de- 
meaning. It  is  destructive  of  society,  a  healthy 
view  of  sex,  the  minds  of  both  children  and 
adults;  lastly  it  is  destructive  because  it  pro- 
motes violence  through  sexual  crimes.  It  is  de- 
meaning of  morals,  men  and  women  made  in  the 
image  of  God  and  the  right  practice  of 
reciprocating  heterosexual  relationships  in  mar- 
riage. 

Pornography  is  in  fact  a  hideous  cancer  in 
any  society  that  accommodates  its  presence.  But 
more  importantly,  whenever  it  appears  its  very 
existence  insures  the  presence  of  other  immoral 
malignant  growths  rampaging  throughout  the 
organism  we  call  society  or  culture.  Por- 
nography, this  life-threatening  tumor,  does  not 


appear  alone.  There  will  be  other  growths  that 
are  also  attacking  the  vitality  and  viability  of  our 
society.  Most  of  you  already  know  about  them. 
Alongside  pornography  stands  other  so-called 
personal  liberty  issues  such  as  abortion  (1.5 
million  unborn  infants  dying  each  year)  and  in- 
fanticide (an  estimated  40+  infants  starved  to 
death  each  day  in  the  United  States  in  our 
hospitals  because  they  are  born  with  less  than 
perfect  brains  and  bodies). 

The  campaign  to  solve  the  problem  of  ob- 
scenity is  reaching  a  crescendo  across  this  en- 
tire nation.  Not  only  is  there  evidence  of  real 
progress,  the  effort  is  also  bringing  a  new 
unity  and  spirit  of  revival  to  Christ's  Church. 
When  people  stand  against  evil  and  do  so  in  a 
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Christlike  spirit,  positive  results  always  follow. 
Our  Heavenly  Father  will  honor  a  people  who 
will  both  lift  up  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  and 
staunchly  stand  against  destructive  powers. 

Let  me  quote  to  you  from  The  Campbell  Law 
Observer  which  is  published  by  the  Campbell 
University  School  of  Law.  The  University  is 
located  about  thirty  miles  from  Raleigh.  And  I 
quote:  "...  Approximately  260  different  child 
pornography  magazines  are  sold  in  this  country, 
with  national  researchers  estimating  that  over 
one  million  children  are  sexually  molested  and 
then  filmed  each  year  in  child  pornography  for 
the  abusers'  pleasure  and  profit.  Police  vice 
squads  and  researchers  report  that  77  per  cent  of 
boy  child  molesters  and  87  per  cent  of  girl  child 
molesters  admitted  modeling  themselves  after 
pornography.  Law  enforcement  routinely  finds 
pornographic  material  when  investigating  sex 
crimes  against  children,  as  evidenced  by  the  re- 
cent shocking  discoveries  of  child  pornography 
rings  in  the  North  Carolina  cities  of  Wilson, 
Garner,  Williamston,  Raleigh,  Winston-Salem, 
and  Charlotte.  Numerous  scientific  studies  have 
demonstrated  the  close  relationship  between 
pornography,  crime,  and  acts  of  sex  and  violence 
against  women  and  children.  For  example  the 
Michigan  State  Police  recently  released  a 
20-year  study  revealing  that  41  per  cent  of  all 
sexual  and  violent  crimes  involved  pornography 
during  or  immediately  preceding  the  commit- 
ting of  the  crimes." 

It  is  evident  from  the  above  quote  how  bad 
the  problem  is.  The  Campbell  Law  Observer  con- 
tinues by  describing  our  situation  in  North 
Carolina  and  then  tells  us  why.  Here  is  what  they 
say:  "The  most  tragic  aspect  of  the  spread  of 
pornography  for  North  Carolinians  is  that  North 
Carolina  leads  the  nation  in  pornography 
distribution  and  sales  with  the  highest  number  of 
pornographic  outlets  per  capita,  and  when  com- 
bined with  South  Carolina,  has  the  highest 
number  of  x-rated  movie  theaters  in  the  United 
States.  According  to  the  Postal  Inspection  Ser- 
vice, North  Carolina  is  only  exceeded  by  Califor- 
nia and  New  York  in  the  availability  and 
distribution  per  capita  of  child  pornography.  The 
obvious  question  is,  Why?" 

The  major  reason  is  that  North  Carolina  has 
one  of  the  most  liberal  obscenity  and  child  por- 
nography laws  in  the  country.  National  organiza- 
tions studying  state  obscenity  laws  call  North 
Carolina  obscenity  laws  completely  ineffective 
and  refer  to  North  Carolina  as  the  "Smut  Capital 
of  the  U.S."  Unfortunately,  such  derogatory  ac- 
cusations are  substantiated  by  empirical  data. 


Two  examples  often  cited  are  that  North 
Carolina  has  not  had  a  successful  pornography 
prosecution  since  the  passage  of  the  N.C. 
Criminal  Obscenity  Law  in  1974,  and  that  North 
Carolina  leads  the  nation  in  the  availability  of 
pornography  per  capita. 

Pornography  victimizes  people,  especially 
women  and  children.  A  recent  statement  made 
to  a  Senate  Judiciary  Sub-committee  on  Juvenile 
Justice  by  Judy  Goldsmith,  president  of  NOW, 
confirms  that  fact.  Here  are  her  remarks: 
"Scientific  research  increasingly  corroborates 
the  reality  to  which  victims  have  repeatedly 
testified:  'Pornography  is  violence.'  " 

Look  at  the  facts : 

1.  Pornography  is  a  7  to  8  billion  dollar  annual 
operation. 

2.  They  publish  and  sell  20,000,000  magazines  each 
month. 

3.  These  magazines  are  read  by  50  to  60  million  people. 

4.  Ninety  percent  of  all  pornography  profit  is  reaped  by 
organized  crime. 

5.  Pornography  is  anti-Christian  and  anti-family. 

6.  One  sex  club  with  8,500  members  has  a  motto,  "Sex 
by  eight  or  it's  too  late."  The  club  requires  each 
new  member  to  prove  they  have  deflowered  a  girl  8 
years  old  or  under. 

7.  One  out  of  three  girls  twelve  years  old  can  expect 
to  be  raped  in  her  lifetime. 

8.  Rape  has  increased  700%  in  the  last  50  years. 

9.  300,000  children,  10  months  to  16  years  old,  are 
used  in  pornography  each  year. 

10.  150  children  disappear  da/7y,  most  into  the  hands  of 
pornography.  (An  NBC  investigative  reporter  who 
has  confirmed  this  number,  says  it  is  only  the  tip 
of  the  iceberg.) 

On  Monday,  May  12,  Representative 
Richard  Wright  of  the  15th  District  introduced  in- 
to the  North  Carolina  House  Bill  No.  1171.  His  bill 
will  accomplish  these  things  specifically: 

1.  It  will  remove  the  prior  adversary  hearing  requirement 
in  our  present  law. 

2.  It  changes  the  classification  for  a  violation  of  this  law 
from  a  misdemeanor  to  a  felony.  This  would  result  in 
the  violation  forfeiting  the  money  gained  in  the 
felonious  activity,  which  will  have  a  major  impact. 
Instead  of  merely  paying  a  small  fine  out  of  his  huge 
profits,  the  pornographer  will  see  all  his  profits 
seized,  and  will  lose  his  motivation  for  being  in 
business. 

3.  It  deletes  the  phrase  "in  any  public  place"  and  thus 
strips  away  protection  from  the  so-called  private 
clubs  which  disseminate  pornography,  as  well  as 
from  cable  porn. 

4.  It  clearly  defines  "obscene"  materials  in  keeping 
with  the  Supreme  Court  decision. 

What  can  you  do?  Since  the  bill  has  already 
been  introduced,  you  can  write  or  call  our  state 
senators  and  representatives  today.  Encourage 
them  to  vote  for  its  passage.

TEACHER 
CERTIFICATION 
PROGRAM 

AS  STUDY  COURSES 


Many  of  the  books  recommended  for  the  Cer- 
tification Program  by  the  State  Sunday  School 
Board  are  suitable  for  Woman's  Auxiliary  study 
courses.  Many  of  our  Woman's  Auxiliary 
members  are  also  Sunday  School  teachers.  The 
Sunday  School  Board  has  worked  out  a  plan  with 
Paul  Palmer  Institute  for  certain  courses,  and 
they  are  now  working  on  a  home-study  plan  (in 
which  it  would  be  possible  to  use  tapes,  study  at 
home  and  make  reports).  Therefore,  it  is  possi- 
ble for  some  of  us  to  obtain  credit  in  three  areas. 

In  the  Basic  Teacher  Certificate  require- 
ment, Requirement  One  is  to  choose  a  book  from 
the  list,  read  the  book  and  write  a  report  on  it, 
which  includes  a  brief  summary  of  each  chapter 
in  the  book  with  a  concluding  paragraph  express- 
ing your  reaction  to  the  book.  The  report  must  be 
sent  to  the  Field  Secretary  (Bass  Mitchell). 
From  this  list,  study  course  books  on  PRAYER 
would  be:  Power  Through  Prayer,  by  E.  M. 
Bounds;  The  Meaning  of  Prayer,  by  H.  E. 
Fosdick,  and  A  Guide  to  Daily  Prayer,  by 
William  Barclay. 

Study  course  books  on  STEWARDSHIP  in- 
clude: The  Imitation  of  Christ,  by  Thomas  A. 
Kempis,  and  The  Practice  of  the  Presence  of 
God,  by  Brother  Lawrence. 
Brother  Lawrence. 

The  book,  Avenues  of  Christian  Growth  and 
Service,  compiled  by  the  Free  Will  Baptist 
Press,  could  be  used  for  either  STEWARDSHIP 
or  EVANGELISM;  and  The  Company  of  the 
Committed,  by  Elton  Trueblood,  meets  the 
EVANGELISM  requirements. 

In  Requirement  Two,  the  guided  study  is 
handled  in  the  same  way,  and  the  books  are  bet- 
ter used  as  EVANGELISM.  They  include  the 


books  by  Ban,  Harger  and  Ban,  Lichtenwalner, 
Linam,  Dean,  Sullivan,  and  Cooper. 

Requirements  Three  and  Four  are  taught 
together  and  would  count  as  EVANGELISM. 

In  the  Advanced  Teacher  Requirement,  the 
book,  Teaching  as  Jesus  Taught,  by  Georgianna 
Summers  meets  the  EVANGELISM  require- 
ment. Requirement  Three,  The  History  of  the 
Free  Will  Baptist  Church,  is  one  of  our  approved 
studies  on  METHODS. 

One  does  not  have  to  be  a  Sunday  School 
teacher  to  enroll  in  this  program— it  is  open  to 
anyone  who  wishes  to  learn.  On  the  other  hand, 
only  those  who  make  reports  and  follow  the 
guidelines  outlined  in  the  booklet,  "The  Teacher 
and  Superintendent  Certification  Program  of 
The  North  Carolina  Free  Will  Baptist  Sunday 
School  Convention,"  are  enrolled  in  the  pro- 
gram. It  is  a  more  thorough  and  beneficial 
course  of  study  than  is  generally  used  in  our 
study  courses. 

When  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  Convention 
met  on  May  9,  1985,  the  following  was  adopted: 
WE  RECOMMEND  that  enrollment  in  the 
Teacher  Certification  Program  of  the  North 
Carolina  Free  Will  Baptist  Sunday  School  Con- 
vention, using  books  approved  by  the  Field 
Secretary  of  the  State  Sunday  School  Convention 
and  classified  by  the  State  Woman's  Auxiliary 
Study  Course  Chairman,  be  counted  as  study 
courses  for  any  Auxiliary  in  which  at  least  one- 
half  of  its  members  read  the  books  and  make  re- 
quired reports  to  the  Field  Secretary  of  the  State 
Sunday  School  Convention.

The  concept  of  family  is  as  old  as  creation. 
The  family  and  the  church  (the  family  of  God)  have 
sought  to  preserve  the  sanctity  of  the  family. 

On  the  other  hand,  some  societal  pressures 
have  contributed  to  the  disintegration  of  many 
families.  Spiraling  divorce  rates  have  touched  vir- 
tually every  home,  directly  or  indirectly,  through 
relationships  with  friends  and  family  members. 

Strengthening  families  has  never  been  a 
greater  priority  than  it  is  today.  Moreover,  with  the 
proliferation  of  many  one-parent  families  within 
the  reach  of  churches,  the  challenge  of  minister- 
ing to  individuals  in  families  is  greater. 

Scouting  is  a  tool  that  helps  churches 
strengthen  families.  Since  principles  of  the  Boy 
Scouts  of  America  are  based  on  the  highest  vir- 
tues of  duty  to  God  and  country,  it  is  not  surpris- 
ing that  support  of  families  is  integral  to  the 
program.  Scouting  is  a  resource  designed  to  help 
churches  and  institutions  accomplish  their  goals 
of  reaching  and  teaching  youth,  thus  becoming  a 
natural  supporter  of  the  family. 

A  simple  acrostic  illustrates  some  ways  in 
which  Scouting  undergirds  the  church's  commit- 
ment to  families: 

F— Fellowship  With  Other  Families.  Opportunities 
for  families  to  share  meaningful  experiences  with  other 
families  is  built  into  Scouting. 

A— Activities  for  Families.  Throughout  all  levels  of 
Scouting,  activities  are  provided  for  families.  For  in- 
stance, Cub  Scouts  and  their  fathers  have  an  opportuni- 
ty to  participate  in  father-son  weekends  at  the  local 
Scout  blue  and  gold  banquet.  Progress  through  the 
various  Scouting  ranks  requires  parental  participation. 
(Of  course,  Scouting  leaders  may  find  themselves  serv- 
ing as  role  models  for  children  in  one-parent  families.) 

M— Moral  Teachings.  Scouting  recognizes  the  fami- 
ly and  church  as  the  primary  sources  of  moral  teachings. 
Yet,  Scouting  undergirds  these  teachings  through  its 
high  principles.  Youth  learn  some  of  the  "why's" 
through  Scouting.  The  God  and  Country  religious 
emblems  recognitions,  a  religious  education  program 
prepared  by  church  leaders  for  Scouts,  not  only  brings 
youth  into  contact  with  church  leaders  but  also  with 
parents  who  serve  as  religious  advisers. 

I— Individualized  Attention.  Throughout  the  ad- 
vancement in  Scouting,  parents  are  called  upon  to  give 
one-on-one  attention  to  their  Scout(s).  Tiger  Cubs,  BSA, 
for  second-grade  boys,  is  designed  for  boys  and  their 
adult  partners.

L— Learning  Together.  Parents  and  their  Scout(s) 
working  together  on  advancement  or  special  unit 
projects  enjoy  shared  learning  experiences  which 
deepen  their  feelings  of  love  and  appreciation  for  one 
another. 

Y— Youth-Oriented.  Scouting  is  based  on  the  needs 
and  interests  of  youth.  Parents  may  learn  more  about 
how  to  meet  these  needs  and  interests  while  par- 
ticipating in  the  program  thus  strengthening  family 
bonds. 

The  letters  above  spell  FAMILY.  Each  activity 
can  be  a  positive  contributor  to  strengthening 
families.  But,  are  they  merely  words  or  lofty 
goals?  No.  Scouting  has  a  workable  implementa- 
tion plan.  An  overview  of  a  few  Scouting  publica- 
tions offers  some  insight: 

Building  Parent  and  Family  Participa- 
tion—guidelines for  encouraging  family  involvement  in 
the  life  of  a  Cub  Scout. 

Cub  Scout  Family  Book— suggestions  for  improv- 
ing relationships  within  a  family  and  suggestions  on 
how  Cub  Scouting  can  help. 

Family  Activity  Packet— idea  starters  for  Tiger  Cubs 
and  their  parents. 

Family  Forum— an  in-depth  project  on  strengthen- 
ing families. 

Youth  Frontiers— Making  Ethical  Decisions— a 

manual  for  parents,  youth,  and  leaders. 

Introduction  to  Family*  Camping— an  information 
guide  with  how-to's  and  other  helpful  hints  on  family 
camping. 

Family  Camping  Directory— a  listing  of  Scout 
facilities  where  families  can  go  camping  together. 

Boy  Scouts  of  America  Supports  the  Family— a 

leaflet  stressing  that  strengthening  families  is  a 
Scouting  priority. 

Family  Fiesta— a  guidebook  of  family-oriented  ac- 
tivities and  responses  to  a  recent  study  showing  that  82 
percent  of  parents  prefer  having  their  son(s)  take  part  in 
family  activities. 

Prepared  for  Today— a  manual  that  addresses  the 
latch-key  children  who  stay  home  alone.  Prepared  for  To- 
day has  already  been  credited  with  saving  lives  and 
preventing  serious  injuries. 

Family  Living  Skills  Book— a  booklet  for  Scouts, 
which  emphasizes  the  family  and  the  role  a  Scout  should 
play  in  it. 

God  and  Me— a  religious  emblem  program  for 
younger  Cub  Scouts. 

God  and  Family  (older  Cub  Scouts),  Baptist  God  and 
Country  (Boy  Scouts),  God  and  Church  (Boy  Scouts),  and 
God  and  Life  (Explorers).  The  religious  emblems  pro- 
gram is  for  parents,  Scouts,  religious  advisers,  and 
pastors. 

Strengthening  families  is  a  priority  for  Chris- 
tians. Scouting  can  help  with  supportive  materials 
and  a  plan  of  action. 

If  your  church  has  Scouting  units,  encourage 
Scouting  leaders  in  their  roles  as  family  sup- 
porters. If  your  church  does  not  have  Scouting 
units,  ask  yourself  if  it  could  use  this  tool  to  help 
undergird  the  families  on  your  church  roll  and 
prospect  list.

A  SUCCESS 


The  Care  and  Grow  Program 
held  on  April  19  and  20  in  Col- 
lege Hall  was  a  tremendous 
success.  One  hundred  and 
thirty-three  persons  attended 
from  forty  churches.  They  were 
treated  to  an  enthusiastic  and 
practical  presentation  on  Sun- 
day School  growth  by  Dr.  Cur- 
tis Schofield.

Greeters:  These  will  be  persons 
who  welcome  everyone  at  the 
entrance  to  the  church  and 
see  that  visitors  are  shown  to 
the  appropriate  Sunday  School 
classes. 

Construct  or  repair  the  outside 
bulletin  board  or  sign. 

A  directory  in  the  vestibule  which 
lists  the  classes,  class  ages, 
and  room  numbers. 

Prospect  lists:  This  is  made  by 
each  class.  It  consists  of  the 
names  of  persons  to  be  con- 
tacted concerning  joining  their 
class. 

Rewarding  attendance. 

Encourage  more  class  meetings 
other  than  on  Sunday  morning. 

To  purchase  the  tapes  of  the 
seminars  and  play  them  for 
various  groups  in  the  church. 

Quarterly  Sunday  School  work- 
ers' meetings. 

Starting  new  classes  or  reorga- 
nizing established  ones. 


Two  nurseries:  One  for  babies  or 
infants  and  the  other  for  tod- 
dlers. 

Workshops  and  training  semi- 
nars for  Sunday  School 
workers.

The  Shift  to 
Ethnic  Missions

Dr.  Greenway  is  Associate  Professor  of  Missions 
at  Westminster  Theological  Seminary  in  Philadelphia,  Penn- 
sylvania. 

Located  just  a  few  blocks  from  where  I  live 
is  the  Albert  Einstein  Medical  Center.  It  is 
staffed  to  service  patients  in  28  languages. 
Such  variety  reflects  the  multi-ethnic  character 
of  Philadelphia,  a  city  of  distinct 
neighborhoods,  ethnic  and  language  com- 
munities. It  is  representative  of  most  North 
American  metropolitan  centers  which  have  ex- 
perienced an  influx  of  different  cultural  groups. 

Historically,  North  American  cities  have 
always  drawn  immigrants,  and  like  the  recent 
newcomers,  most  of  them  were  poor  when  they 
arrived.  Immigrants  from  Europe  settled  in 
America's  growing  cities  and  found  jobs  as  fac- 
tory workers,  artisans  and  neighborhood  mer- 
chants. Until  the  end  of  World  War  II, 
America's  urban  centers  were  dominated  by 
middle  class  citizens  of  European  origin.  While 
ethnic  communities  did  exist  in  most  large 
cities,  they  were  relatively  small.  The  melting- 
pot  theory  about  America  seemed  to  hold  true. 

But  over  the  past  two  decades,  radical 
changes  have  occurred.  We  can't  talk  anymore 
about  America  as  a  melting-pot.  It's  more  like 
a  salad  bowl,  in  which  every  ingredient 
preserves  its  own  distinct  flavor.  Waves  of  im- 
migrants from  the  south  and  from  other  coun- 
tries have  replaced  the  middle  class  Anglo 
populations  which  have  moved  away  from  the 
cities.  The  new  city  dwellers  are  culturally 
mixed  and  economically  below  the  departing 
population. 


If  the  signs  are  correct,  denominational 
mission  boards  are  taking  real  interest  in 
ethnic  urban  ministry.  For  example,  my  own 
denomination  now  spends  half  its  domestic  mis- 
sion budget  to  help  ethnic  congregations 
establish  themselves.  The  shift  to  ethnic  mis- 
sions recognizes  that  in  terms  of  the  Kingdom 
of  God,  the  city  is  the  main  arena  and  the  cut- 
ting edge  for  our  generation. 

However,  while  this  shift  is  positive,  one  of 
my  main  concerns  is  that  we  avoid  denomina- 
tional kingdom  building  and  cultural  im- 
perialism. Representatives  of  the  majority 
culture,  especially  when  they  control  the  funds, 
often  make  the  mistake  of  forcing  their  wills  on 
other  people.  Denominational  agencies  are 
eager  to  plant  their  "flag"  in  different  ethnic 
communities,  making  sure  the  denominational 
label  is  clearly  visible.  But  I  have  yet  to  see 
major  boards  take  culture  and  language 
seriously  enough  in  the  training  of  their 
workers,  or  demonstrate  a  willingness  to  allow 
ethnic  churches  to  develop  without  cultural 
restrictions  imposed  by  the  larger  organization. 

We  must  come  to  terms  with  the  reality  of 
a  multi-cultural  society.  Acquisition  of  a  second 
language  is  increasingly  more  important  for 
Christian  workers.  They  must  be  equipped  to 
minister  cross-culturally. 

Cities  probably  will  remain  the  focal  point 
of  the  ethnic  mix.  But  the  suburbs  increasingly 
will  feel  the  impact  of  foreign  cultures,  and 
suburban  churches  will  be  forced  to  respond. 
Will  they  view  the  change  as  a  "foreign  inva- 
sion" or  will  more  Christian  attitudes  prevail? 
Will  the  churches  take  the  lead  in 
demonstrating  acceptance  of  ethnic  people  and 
appreciation  for  their  language  and  culture? 
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Personally,  I  am  elated  by  the  multi-ethnic 
face  of  urban  America.  And  I  am  excited  over 
the  receptivity  of  many  ethnic  people  to  the 
gospel,  the  growth  of  ethnic  churches,  and  the 
new  mission  programs  being  launched  by 
denominational  boards.  But  I'm  also  cautious, 
because  I  don't  want  to  see  the  mistakes 
repeated  in  our  cities  that  were  made  in  the 
past  by  overseas  missions.  Ethnic  missions  has 
marvelous  potential  for  church  growth  in  this 
country  and  also  in  other  lands  as  it  opens  up 
communication  channels.  But  it  will  take  fresh 
injections  of  spiritual  wisdom,  faith,  and  most 
of  all  humility  to  work  together  for  God's 
kingdom.  May  He  make  us  equal  to  the  task. 

MISSIONS  IN  AMERICA 

In  the  past,  when  people  spoke  of  missions, 
visions  of  grass  huts  and  rice  paddies  were  a 
part  of  the  scene.  But  many  changes  have 
taken  place  in  the  last  ten  years.  There  has 
been  a  great  influx  of  people  from  other  lands 
coming  to  America. 

In  April  of  this  year,  representatives  of 
thirty-seven  different  denominations  met  in 
Houston,  Texas,  to  discuss  the  great 
phenomenon  of  "Foreign  Missions  Incarnate," 
or  the  great  masses  of  immigrants  from 
unevangelized  countries.  Some  startling 
discoveries  were  made. 

Peter  Wagner  said,  "If  you  speak  of 
Americans  to  people  in  other  lands  and  to 
significant  numbers  of  individuals  here  in  the 
United  States  of  America,  the  mental  image  is 
that  of  a  white  person  of  European  heritage, 
born  and  brought  up  in  a  fairly  comfortable 
home  where  English  is  always  spoken,  and 
more  or  less  adhering  to  Amy  Vanderbilt's 
standard  of  etiquette. 

"This  is  why  it  comes  as  a  shock  to  many 
to  learn  that  by  the  mid-1980s,  this  type  of  per- 
son, known  as  an  'Anglo,'  makes  up  only  30 
percent  of  the  American  population.  The  other 
70  percent  are  Asians,  American  Indians, 
Hispanics,  and  many  others,  including  large 
numbers  of  Europeans  who  feel  closer  to  others 
of  their  national  background  than  with  Anglo 
Americans." 

Free  Will  Baptists  must  become  involved  in 
reaching  these  millions  of  people  who  are  com- 
ing to  us  from  other  lands.  If  it  has  been  impor- 
tant to  go  to  other  lands  with  the  gospel  in  the 
past  and  even  now,  is  it  not  important  to  reach 
these  who  are  coming  to  our  land?  After  all, 
they  are  the  same  people  and  they  need  Christ. 


A  SPECIAL  SERVICE  FOR 
GRIFTON  MISSION 


The  Revs.  James  Sowers  and  Charles  Crisp 


April  21,  1985,  was  a  very  special  day  for 
the  Grifton  Mission.  This  mission  was  started 
October  24,  1982,  with  10  people  in  the  rented 
facilities  of  St.  Jude  Catholic  Church.  After  two 
years  of  renting,  the  mission  made  the  giant 
step  of  purchasing  the  property. 

From  the  beginning,  the  people  dreamed  of 
the  day  when  they  could  place  a  granite  replica 
of  the  open  Bible  on  the  pedestal  which  held  the 
statue  of  St.  Jude. 

On  April  21,  the  dream  was  realized.  The 
Ladies  Auxiliary  purchased  the  open  Bible  and 
had  it  installed.  This  reflects  the  theology  of 
Free  Will  Baptists  and  says  to  the  residents  of 
the  community  that  this  is  a  place  where  the 
Bible  is  opened  and  proclaimed.  It  also  says 
that  "the  living  Word  has  replaced  the  dead 
saints  in  the  worship  of  this  center  of  worship." 

Following  Sunday  School,  a  special  dedica- 
tion service  was  held,  with  Home  Missions 
Director  Charles  Crisp  praying  the  prayer  of 
dedication,  and  the  congregation  dedicating 
themselves  to  make  the  symbol  of  the  "Open 
Bible"  a  reality  in  the  community. 
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The  following  activity  has  been  designed  to  provide  an  ongoing 
emphasis  on  family  esteem.  It  suggests  one  activity  per  week' 
which  can  be  used  to  build  quality  family  time,  enhance  interper- 
sonal relations,  and  build  family  esteem. 

Procedure.  Secure  empty  gelulose  capsules  from  your  local 
store.  Then  cut  the  following  into  twenty  activity  slips. 
Roll  each  activity  slip  tightly  and  put  it  inside  the  capsule.  After  in- 
serting each  activity  slip  in  a  capsule,  place  the  capsules  in  an  at- 
tractive container. 

Each  week  remove  one  activity  slip,  and  budget  family  time  to 
enjoy  that  activity.  Many  families  will  find  it  helpful  to  plan  a 
regular  family  night  each  week. 

Mom  and  Dad's  enthusiasm  for  family  activities  is  essential. 
Plan  other  ways  to  make  this  activity  time  special— such  as  plan- 
ning special  desserts  or  snacks  to  accompany  it.  Involve  everyone 
in  "brainstorming"  creative  ways  to  carry  out  activities.  Adjust 
activities  to  age  of  children.  Keep  it  positive!

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NATIONAL  CHURCH  GROWTH 
STRATEGY  CONGRESS  '85

More  than  164  church  and  mission  leaders 
assembled  in  Baguio  City  on  February  18-22, 
1985,  from  various  regions  of  the  Philippines  for 
the  National  Church  Growth  Strategy  Congress 
'85.  The  Rev.  Pio  de  la  Rosa,  president  of  the 
Free  Will  Baptist  Convention  and  director  of  the 
Missions  Department,  the  Rev.  Ludgerio  E. 
Malinao,  secretary/treasurer  of  the  Free  Will 
Baptist  Convention  and  president  of  Palawan  Bi- 
ble Institute,  Willem  van  der  Plas,  missionary, 
and  Fred  Baker,  missionary,  represented  the 
Free  Will  Baptist  Church  Philippines  at  this  con- 
gress. 

Dr.  Met  Castillo  shaped  the  purpose  clearly 
in  his  message:  "It  is  a  time  for  the  church  and 
missions  leaders  to  come  together  in  unity  and 
rethink  their  church  growth  strategies  in  the 
light  of  current  economic  and  sociopolitical 
trends.  It  cannot  be  denied  that  the  Filipino  na- 
tion is  experiencing  tremendous  sociopolitical 
problems;  special  strategies  must  be  unitedly 
mapped  out  to  meet  the  challenge  of  our  troubled 
time." 

The  Church  Growth  Movement,  or  the 
Discipling  of  a  Nation  Movement,  took  root  in  the 
Philippines  in  1974.  Following  the  1974  meeting  of 
the  International  Congress  on  World  Evangelism 
held  in  Lausanne,  Switzerland,  seventy-five 
evangelical  church  leaders,  meeting  for  an 
Evangelism/Church  Growth  Workshop  at 
Tagaytay  City,  Philippines,  adopted  the  national 
goal  of  "A  church  in  every  barangay  by  the  year 
2000  A.D."  This  meant  planting  nearly  45,000 
churches  by  the  year  2000,  as  there  were  only 
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just  a  few  over  5,000  churches  in  1974.  It  was 
estimated  that  the  Philippines  would  consist  of  at 
least  50,000  barangays  by  the  year  2000. 

In  1980,  the  Philippine  Congress  on  Disci- 
pling a  Nation  met  and  reaffirmed  the  national 
goal.  Congress  '85  is  a  time  for  serious  reflection 
on  the  first  10  years  towards  accomplishing  that 
goal.  It  was  reported  in  Congress  '85  that  in  the 
Philippines  today  there  are  approximately  13,000 
evangelical  churches.  This  actually  means  there 
is  one  church  for  every  4,000  people.  Congress  '85 
reaffirmed  this  goal  of  at  least  one  church  in 
every  barangay  by  the  year  2000.  The  population 
of  the  Philippines  is  projected  to  reach  84  million 
by  the  year  2000.  With  at  least  50,000  churches 
this  would  mean  one  church  for  every  1,680 
Filipinos. 

We,  the  Free  Will  Baptist  delegates,  were 
greatly  encouraged  at  this  congress.  We  saw 
many  important  things  that  can  help  our  young 
church  grow.  The  most  important  challenges  of 
Congress  '85  were :  (1)  Mobilizing  all  churches  in 
evangelism  and  church  planting;  (2)  training 
and  equipping  every  believer  to  do  the  task  of 
ministry;  (3)  keeping  good  records  to  be  used  in 
setting  workable  strategies;  and  (4)  working 
together  as  the  body  of  Christ  in  unity  to  obtain 
this  national  goal.

WORKERS'  CONFERENCE 
ON  PALAWAN

The  workers'  conference  of  the  Free  Will 
Baptist  Church  on  Palawan  was  an  impressive 
event.  I  wish  many  of  you  could  have  attended 
this  meeting  of  a  young  church  with  young 
workers  who  are  maturing  fast  in  the  tasks  laid 
upon  them. 

Those  who  graduated  last  year  have 
changed  into  young  men  understanding  their 
responsibility  since  they  have  left  P.B.I,  where 
they  received  the  first  part  of  their  pastoral 
training.  More  than  90%  of  the  workers  were  con- 
stantly present  during  the  sessions. 

The  Rev.  Pio  de  la  Rosa  showed  out  of 
2  Kings  7  that  faith  leads  to  freedom  and  that 
disbelief  will  be  punished,  as  it  is  shown  in 
2  Kings  7 : 17.  He  had  a  strong  warning  to  all  of  us 
and  stressed  our  need  to  live  daily  with  the  Word 
of  God. 

The  Rev.  Fred  Baker  had  as  his  topic :  "Seek 
you  first  the  Kingdom  of  God,"  which  we  can 
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read  also  as  "Seek  you  first  the  King."  Very  in- 
teresting was  his  explanation  of  pastorship  as 
vocation  and  as  ministry.  Vocation  is  taking  care 
for  the  physical  needs  of  the  pastor,  while 
ministry  is  the  spiritual  activity  in  Christ's  ser- 
vice. 

The  Rev.  Roger  Malinao  showed  us  the  new 
five-year  plan  for  the  church,  in  which  not  only 
the  organization  is  projected  but  also  church 
growth  and  church  development.  This  plan  is 
made  by  our  Filipino  brothers  themselves  and  it 
shows  the  fruits  of  the  Spirit  dealing  with  our 
small  church  here  in  the  Philippines.  Thrilling  is 
the  fact  that  the  leaders  are  aware  of  the  many 
Filipinos  living  without  Jesus  Christ  as  Saviour 
and  that  there  is  a  message  of  salvation  to  be 
brought  to  all  nations.  They  have  a  world-wide 
view. 

Their  trust  on  the  Lord  is  amazing,  because 
most  of  our  church  members  are  earning  less 
than  $50  per  month,  while  the  cost  of  living  is  in- 
creasing every  month.  Living  and  working 
among  these  Christians  is  grace  and  no  sacrifice. 

The  committee  asked  me  to  speak  about  pa- 
tience and  meekness.  The  fruit  of  the  Spirit  as 
Paul  writes  it  in  Galatians  5:22-23,  important  is 
also  what  is  written  in  verse  23:  "Against  such  is 
no  law."  The  fruit  of  the  Spirit  can  only  be  ob- 
tained if  we  are  willing  to  live  out  of  the  Spirit 
daily,  and  that  will  protect  us  against  stress  and 
other  mess. 

Pray  for  the  young  pastors,  that  they  will 
resist  the  attacks  of  Satan,  who  cannot  allow 
spiritual  growth  and  obedience  to  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ.  He  is  trying  to  influence  these  young  ser- 
vants of  Christ  and  turn  them  away  from  the 
powerful  blessings  of  the  Holy  Spirit.  They  are  as 
human  as  any  Christian;  so  they  need  your  con- 
stant prayers  and  support. 

SEVEN  DAYS  WITH 
WILLEM  AND  FRED

Brother  Willem  van  der  Plas  and  I  boarded  a 
plane  on  March  28.  It  was  a  beautiful  Thursday 
morning.

Well,  that  afternoon  was  consumed  with  ap- 
pointments at  the  bank,  the  Philippine  National 
Red  Cross,  and  the  Bureau  of  Land  Transporta- 
tion. 

Friday  morning  we  became  plumbers.  We 
removed  the  water  pump  at  our  homes  in 
Dagumboy  Village  to  have  it  repaired.  We 
surveyed  the  termite  damage  and  assessed  the 
needed  repairs  to  our  houses.  Friday  afternoon 


we  were  preachers.  The  afternoon  was  spent  in 
prayer  and  study.  Friday  night  Brother  Willem 
spoke  at  the  Palawan  Bible  Institute  graduation 
on  "The  Challenge  of  Knowledge";  and  I  spoke 
on  "The  Challenge  of  a  Servant."  Fourteen 
students  graduated  with  an  Associate  degree  in 
Biblical  Education. 

Saturday  morning,  March  30,  we  were 
plrmbers  again.  We  installed  the  repaired  water 
pump.  All  of  the  sewage  drainage  pipe  was 
removed  and  replaced  in  the  Baker  house.  You 
should  have  been  there.  Willem  and  I  don't  have 
a  plumber's  union  card  but  the  sewage  finds  its 
way  all  the  way  to  the  septic  tank. 

God  knew  what  He  was  doing  when  He  made 
one  day  a  week  to  rest  and  worship.  We  needed 
it.  Brother  Willem  was  guest  speaker  at  the 
Maranatha  Free  Will  Baptist  Mission.  I  attended 
the  Canigaran  Free  Will  Baptist  Church  and  a 
baptismal  service  that  afternoon.  Sunday  night 
we  attended  a  revival  meeting  at  the  Maranatha 
Free  Will  Baptist  Mission. 

Monday  and  Tuesday  we  were  carpenters. 
We  removed  most  of  the  termite-eaten  window 
jambs  and  replaced  most  of  the  wall  studs  that 
were  damaged.  We  were  thankful  to  have  three 
Filipino  carpenters  to  help  us.  Sometimes  they 
looked  at  us  and  laughed.  Well,  what  do  you  ex- 
pect? Can  a  Dutchman  and  an  American  do 
carpentry  work  Filipino  style? 

After  a  good  bath  and  doctoring  our  wounds, 
we  were  transformed  into  missionaries  again  on 
Wednesday  morning.  We  worked  at  a  Board  of 
Trustees  meeting  to  help  prepare  the  '85- '86 
church  budgets  all  morning.  That  afternoon  we 
were  guests  of  honor  at  a  boat  dedication  ser- 
vice. Five  boats  anchored  and  were  tied  together 
in  the  Princesa  Bay.  I  preached  my  first  sermon 
from  the  bow  of  a  boat  to  a  very  large  crowd. 
Following  the  dedication  service  we  enjoyed  a 
very  good  meal.  We  continued  our  Board 
meeting  from  4:30  p.m.  until  6:30  p.m.  Prayer 
meeting  that  night  was  shared  with  the  brethren 
at  the  Puerto  Princesa  Free  Will  Baptist  Church. 

Thursday,  it  was  time  to  meet  with  the 
Board  of  Trustees  to  finalize  the  national  budget 
and  Thursday  afternoon  brought  a  meeting  with 
the  Palawan  Bible  College  staff  to  help  with  their 
budget  preparation.  At  4:40  p.m.  we  boarded  a 
BAC  III  jet  and  were  homeward  bound.  From  the 
airport  we  took  a  taxi  arriving  home  about  6 : 00 
p.m.

WHAT  IS  YOUR  CHURCH  LIKE? 

Let  us  ask  ourselves  some  questions  about 
our  church.  What  is  the  church  anyway?  Do  you 
like  your  church?  If  so,  why  do  you  like  your 
church?  If  you  do  not  like  your  church,  why  don't 
you  like  it?  What  does  your  church  do  for  you?  Is 
there  anything  that  you  can  do  for  your  church? 
Do  you  think  Jesus  is  happy  with  your  church? 
Think  about  these  questions  and  think  up  your 
own  answers.  Then  read  the  rest  of  this.  Maybe  it 
will  give  you  some  new  answers  to  these  ques- 
tions. 

What  is  the  church?  The  church  is  a  group  of 
people.  It  is  a  group  of  people  who  believe  that 
Jesus  Christ  is  God's  Son  and  that  He  died  to 
save  them.  Luke  tells  us  that  the  church  of  God  is 
made  up  of  those  people  whom  Jesus  bought  with 
His  blood  or  those  whom  Jesus  died  to  save.  Paul 
says  that  the  church  is  all  those  who  call  upon 
Jesus  or  who  believe  in  Jesus  and  pray  to  Him. 
Paul  also  tells  us  that  Jesus  Christ  is  the  Head  of 
the  church.  Jesus  is  in  charge  of  the  church. 
Jesus  is  the  Leader  of  the  church.  So  then,  the 
church  is  all  the  people  who  believe  in  Jesus. 

But  the  church  is  something  else  also.  The 
church  is  a  building.  It  is  a  place  where  those 
who  believe  in  Jesus  may  meet  together  to  pray 
and  sing  and  listen  to  God's  Word. 

Do  you  like  your  church?  If  you  do,  it  is 
probably  because  your  church  is  a  nice  place  to 
be.  Maybe  it  is  very  pretty.  Maybe  you  listen 
well  to  your  teachers  and  learn  many  good  things 
in  your  church.  If  you  like  your  church  it  may  be 
because  you  like  to  sing  and  pray  to  God  and 
show  just  how  much  you  love  Jesus.  You 
probably  have  many  friends  who  go  to  your 
church. 

If  you  do  not  like  your  church,  it  may  be 
because  you  do  not  try  very  hard  to  listen  to  your 
teachers  and  to  the  preacher.  Maybe  you  don't 
listen  to  the  pretty  singing  of  the  choir  or  to  the 
music  of  the  piano  or  organ.  Maybe  you  don't 
even  try  to  sing  the  songs  that  the  other  people 
sing.  If  you  don't  like  your  church,  it  may  be 
because  you  wiggle  and  talk  so  much  that 
Mother  and  Daddy  and  your  teacher  are  always 
trying  to  get  you  to  be  still.  If  you  really  don't  like 
your  church,  try  very  hard  to  listen  to  every 
word  that  your  preacher  or  teacher  says.  Sing  all 
the  songs  whether  you  like  them  or  not.  Think 
about  the  pretty  flowers  in  the  church  and  the 
pretty  windows  and  God.  Every  day,  ask  Jesus  to 
help  you  like  your  church. 

What  does  the  church  do  for  boys  and  girls 
like  you?  At  first  you  may  think  that  the  church 
does  not  do  anything  for  you.  Wait  a  minute! 


What  about  your  Sunday  School  and  your  own 
Sunday  School  book?  And  do  you  have  a  junior 
choir  or  a  special  meeting  for  boys  and  girls? 
Your  church  does  these  things  for  you.  It  also 
gives  you  pictures  to  look  at  and  color.  It 
sometimes  has  picnics  for  boys  and  girls.  Your 
church  has  a  Vacation  Bible  School  for  you  in  the 
summer.  Most  important  of  all,  your  church 
teaches  you  about  Jesus  and  His  love  for  you. 

Is  there  anything  that  you  can  do  for  your 
church?  There  certainly  is !  You  can  be  at  church 
every  time  there  is  a  program  for  you.  You  can 
be  friendly  and  nice  to  visitors.  You  can  help 
your  teacher  in  lots  of  ways.  You  can  be  quiet 
and  listen  when  others  are  speaking,  or  singing, 
or  providing  you  with  music.  You  can  take  a  part 
in  church  by  singing  and  doing  anything  that  you 
are  asked  to  do.  You  can  pray  for  your  church 
and  invite  everyone  you  see  to  come  to  church. 
You  can  tell  others  of  Jesus'  love. 

Do  you  think  Jesus  is  happy  with  your 
church?  Jesus  is  happy  with  your  church  if  the 
people  in  your  church  really  love  Him.  He  is  hap- 
py if  your  church  is  the  nicest,  prettiest  place 
that  you  can  make  it.  Jesus  is  happy  with  your 
church  if  your  church  is  working  every  day  to 
make  others  happy  and  to  help  them  know  about 
His  love.

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FREE  UNION  HONORS 
GERTRUDE  HEATH 

by  Lena  Walston 
Sunday,  March  24,  was  a 
very  special  day  at  Free 
Union  Church,  Walston- 
burg.  Mrs.  Gertrude  Wor- 
thington  Heath  was 
honored  for  her  many  years 
of  dedicated  service  to  the 
church.  She  has  played  the 
piano  for  56  years. 

Gertrude  came  to  Greene 
County  in  the  fall  of  1928, 
with  her  parents,  Lewis  and 
Nannie  Worthington; 
formerly  from  Nash  County. 
She  was  a  junior  in  High 
School  at  the  time,  and 
graduated  from  Walston- 
burg  High  School  in  1930. 
There  were  only  eleven 
grades  then. 

During  this  time,  she 
became  active  in  the  com- 
munity and  soon  joined 
Free  Union  Church.  Her 
family  were  very  interested 
in  music;  most  of  them  play- 
ing some  instrument.  Her 
grandfather  encouraged  her 
to  play  the  piano  when  he 
would  visit.  He  would  sing 
the  song  and  get  her  to  pick 
it  out  by  ear  on  the  piano. 
On  the  first  Sunday  she 
went  to  Sunday  School,  she 
was  asked  to  play.  This 
began  her  playing  at  church; 
Sunday  School  was  then 
held  at  2:30  in  the  afternoon. 
There  were  27  persons 
present  that  day. 

Music  is  a  very  important 
part  of  the  worship  service 
today  as  it  was  in  biblical 
times.  If  you  will  search  the 
Scriptures,  you  will  find 
many  times  where  music 
and  musical  instruments 
are  referred  to:  The  harp, 
organ,  flute,  and  the 
trumpet  are  just  a  few  of  the 
many  mentioned. 

In  the  early  years  Ger- 
trude played  for  all  the  pro- 
grams of  the  church,  such 
as:  Children's  Day,  Easter, 
Mother's  Day,  Thanksgiv- 
ing, and  Christmas. 

While  visiting  with  Ger- 
trude the  other  day,  we 
began  talking  of  how  Free 
Union  was  when  she  first 
came.  Services  were  held 
once  a  month— first  Sun- 
day—and  sometimes  on 


Saturday  night.  Of  course 
this  did  not  include  quarter- 
ly meetings  and  revivals.  We 
had  no  choir,  hence  no  choir 
practice.  The  choir  was 
made  up  of  any  one  who 
came  to  church  and  was 
willing  to  sit  in  it  and  sing. 
She  never  knew  what  songs 
would  be  sung  until  the 
preacher  handed  her  a  list  at 
the  start  of  service.  Even 
then,  she  said,  they  had 
good  singing  compared  to 
many  other  churches.  Ger- 
trude and  her  family  sang 
specials,  along  with  others 
in  the  community.  When 
they  were  asked  to  sing  at 
other  places,  she  would  call 
some  persons  in  and  they 
would  practice  at  her  home. 

As  the  church  grew  and 
the  membership  increased, 
Gertrude  saw  the  need  for 
better  music.  She  was  in- 
strumental in  starting  the 
first  choir;  later  it  was 
named  the  Chancel  Choir. 

Although  music  was  her 
first  love,  she  worked  in  the 
church  in  many  other 
capacities— Woman's  Aux- 
iliary, League,  and  taught 
Sunday  School  at  times. 
She  served  on  many  impor- 
tant committees;  and 
always  served  on  any  com- 
mittee pertaining  to  the 
music. 

Gertrude  was  married  to 
Andrew  Heath,  October  27, 
1934.  To  this  union  were 
born  two  sons:  John  of 
Hilton  Head,  South 
Carolina;  and  R.  A.  of 
Newport  News,  Virginia;

Beulah  Cates  of  Yorktown, 
Virginia;  eight  grand- 
children.

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ODE  TO  A  BURNED-OUT  MINISTER

When  the  new  minister  of  the  local  church 
entered  the  hospital  lobby  last  week,  my  wife 
said  to  me,  "Ministers  certainly  have 
changed." 

As  I  watched  him  sign  the  hospital's  list  of 
visiting  ministers,  I  concluded  that  this  man, 
who  was  slightly  bald  and  in  his  mid-thirties, 
was  a  prime  candidate  for  ministerial  "burn- 
out." He  signed  his  name  so  fast  that  no  one 
except  himself  and  the  local  pharmacist  could 
possibly  have  read  his  signature. 

I  knew  him.  He  was  the  legendary 
"Reverend"  of  the  early  1980s.  He  was  faster 
than  a  speeding  hospital  call  to  intensive  care 
.  .  .  more  powerful  than  a  Fosdick  sermon  .  .  . 
and  able  to  leap  over  three  sermons  in  a  single 
bound.  All  you  had  to  do  to  identify  him  was  to 
shake  hands  with  him  on  Sunday  morning  and 
rip  off  his  black  robe  in  order  to  see  the  T-shirt 
with  the  big  red  S  on  it.  He  was  "Super-Rev." 

It  takes  one  to  know  one,  I  was  a  "Super- 
Rev"  in  the  '60s  and  '70s.  I  finished  seminary, 
made  hospital  calls,  and  cooked  for  the  youth 
groups  on  camping  trips.  I  wrote  sermons,  per- 
formed weddings,  and  stapled  newsletters.  I 
counseled  married  couples  (they  still  got  mar- 
ried in  the  '60s),  changed  the  sign  in  front  of 
the  church,  and  mowed  the  grass  at  the  par- 
sonage. I  sang  in  the  choir,  took  communion  to 
the  shut-ins,  and  attended  the  monthly 
minister's  meetings.  I  taught  Sunday  School 
Class,  organized  a  prayer  group,  and  made  out 
the  schedule  for  the  use  of  the  Fellowship  Hall. 

The  "Super-Rev"  who  just  stepped  in  the 
elevator  is  more  efficient  than  I.  He  has  a  full- 
time  secretary,  associate  minister,  youth 
minister,  minister  of  music,  and  an  activities 
director.  He  has  just  returned  from  a  "Church 
Growth  Seminar"  which  was  held  at  the  local 
seminary. 

His  wife  teaches  school.  To  keep  from  feel- 
ing guilty  about  having  two  incomes,  he  attends 


every  school  activity,  gives  the  invocation  for 
all  the  service  clubs  in  town,  coaches  a  Little 
League  baseball  team,  and  works  at  the  church 
office  on  Saturday. 

He  postponed  his  hernia  surgery  twice ; 
once  when  the  Evangelism  Committee  decided 
to  have  a  revival  and  again  when  the  Finance 
Committee  decided  to  increase  the  church's 
budget. 

His  seminary  professors  call  him  "Doctor" 
and  his  congregation  calls  him  "Reverend." 
The  youth  call  him  "Mister"  and  his  children 
call  him  "Dad."  His  close  friends  call  him  by 
his  first  name,  and  the  church  members  who 
are  upset  don't  call  him  at  all. 

His  congregation  calls  the  church  office 
and  leaves  messages  with  the  church  secretary 
because  he  is  difficult  to  find.  He  lives  in  his 
car  somewhere  between  his  home  and  the 
hospital.  His  wife  has  called  the  church 
secretary  twice  to  make  an  appointment.  His 
children  once  marked  "Visitor"  on  the  Sunday 
morning  guest  list— hoping  for  a  visit.  He  falls 
asleep  during  the  Sunday  morning  worship  ser- 
vices when  the  associate  minister  preaches. 

He  lives  by  an  out-of-sync  schedule ;  con- 
ducting wedding  rehearsals  on  Friday  night, 
preparing  sermons  on  Saturday  morning,  and 
ordering  Christmas  letterheads  the  week  before 
Thanksgiving.  He  works  on  Sunday  and  every 
other  day  of  the  week. 

He  is  a  preacher,  counselor,  teacher, 
organizer,  enabler,  encourager,  purchasing 
agent,  office  manager,  referee,  psychologist, 
and  custodian.  He  is  easily  recognized  at  any 
fast  food  drive-up  window  in  town. 

Actually,  it  started  long  before  that.  It 
started  the  first  time  Aunt  Harriet  called  the 
parsonage  at  two  o'clock  in  the  morning  and 
said,  "I  know  it's  late,  but  could  you  have  the 
minister  go  talk  to  my  cousin,  Fred,  and  get 
him  to  stop  drinking?" 

We've  been  killing  ourselves  ever  since.

Relax!  Idle  yourself  for  a  minute  and  take 
time  to  think.  Consider  your  pace.  How  did 
you  get  to  be  so  caught  up  in  the  race  of  life? 
What  is  it  on  the  inside  that  keeps  pouring 
coal  into  your  furnace,  that  enables  you  to 
keep  on  going?  Look  back  at  the  last  three  or 
four  months.  What  have  you  actually  ac- 
complished during  those  months?  Probably 
not  a  whole  lot,  if  you're  honest. 

James  Sullivan,  a  gentleman  from 
Oklahoma  City,  knows  exactly  how  you  feel. 
Back  in  the  1960s,  he  blew  his  town  wide 
open  developing  the  largest  Young  Life  Club 
in  America.  But  that  is  not  all  he  blew  up— his 
efforts  met  success  at  the  expense  of  his  own 
health  and  his  family.  As  he  blazed  along  the 
trail  of  success,  he  became  a  very  difficult 
man  to  keep  up  with,  let  alone  to  live  with. 
His  wife  and  family  seldom  saw  him.  And 
when  they  did,  he  was  irritable.  As  he  grew 
tired,  his  family  grew  tired  of  him.  Although  he 
never  realized  it  at  the  time,  his  life-style  had 
become  a  scapegoat.  "I  was  a  man  who  ex- 
isted in  a  shell  .  .  .  guilt,  resentment,  and 
hatred  welled  up  within  me.  The  resulting 
hard  feeling  I  developed  became  almost  insur- 
mountable," he  related  (from  The  Frog  Who 
Never  Became  a  Prince). 

What  happened?  Wasn't  Mr.  Sullivan  a 
Christian?  Wasn't  he  working  for  Jesus, 
spreading  the  gospel  and  reaching  young  peo- 
ple for  His  cause?  Yes,  indeed.  But  along  the 
way,  Sullivan  substituted  activity  for  living; 
busyness  took  the  place  of  meaningful 
priorities.  When  his  wife  confronted  him  one 
Thanksgiving  and  asked  him  if  he  were  aware 
that  he  had  not  been  home  one  night  in  the 
last  two  months,  she  broke  emotionally  and 
he  contemplated  suicide. 

Busyness  has  a  way  of  raping  relation- 
ships. Deep  friendship  is  replaced  by  shallow 
frenzy.  It  promises  satisfying  dreams  but 
delivers  only  hollow  nightmares.  It  feeds  the 


ego  but  starves  the  inner  man.  While  a  calen- 
dar is  filled  with  activity,  family  life  is  frac- 
tured—sometimes beyond  repair. 

It  is  not  unusual  to  hear  church  leaders 
say  that  their  church  offers  an  active  program 
with  something  for  everyone  every  night  of 
the  week.  While  having  good  intentions,  such 
a  program  can  create  the  very  atmosphere  it 
was  created  to  eliminate.  God,  who  said  that 
we  should  be  still  and  know  that  He  is  God, 
must  ache  when  He  sees  our  frantic,  com- 
pulsive motions.  In  place  of  quiet  and  devo- 
tion, we  offer  to  Him  an  "inner  washing 
machine  which  is  churning  with  anxiety  and 
clogged  with  too  much  activity,  spilling  over 
with  resentment  and  impatience." 

It  has  been  said  that  "much  of  our  activi- 
ty these  days  is  nothing  more  than  a  cheap 
anesthetic  to  deaden  the  pain  of  an  empty 
life."  With  this  in  mind,  how  can  life  be 
changed? 

First,  we  need  to  admit  that  we  are  busy. 
Be  open  to  everyone  concerned.  Acknowledge 
that  what  is  taking  place  is  wrong  and  that 
something  must  be  done  now. 

Then  stop  it.  Start  over,  today.  Refuse 
every  possible  activity  that  is  not  necessary. 
This  may  sound  ruthless,  but  remember  the 
clock  and  calendar.  Remember  your  health. 
Learn  how  to  say,  "No."  Quit  feeling  so  impor- 
tant. (You  know,  we  often  think  no  one  else 
can  do  it  like  we  can,  or  that  we  know  more 
about  it  than  anyone  else.  Are  these  words 
really  true?) 

Maintain  your  promise  and  priorities.  It  is 
easy  to  say  we  are  going  to  do  certain  things 
and  then  to  forget  what  we  have  set  out  to  do 
when  the  pressure  comes  on.  Talk  with  your 
family.  Determine  ways  you  are  going  to  in- 
vest time  with  them— without  the  television 
along.  You  do  not  have  to  make  apologies  for 
laughing,  being  nutty  and  doing  fun  things. 
You  do  not  even  have  to  spend  a  great  deal  of 
money  to  entertain  yourself. 

Once  you  have  discovered  the  wonders  of 
this  new  life-style,  share  it  with  others.  Infect 
others  with  excitement.  You  will  be  doing 
them  a  favor.

Called  to  Serve

Basically  it  was  a  normal  church.  The 
building  though  not  grand  was  sufficient  enough 
to  house  the  worship  and  educational  programs 
of  an  average  congregation.  But  it  was  obvious 
that  something  was  wrong.  It  was  Sunday  morn- 
ing and  there  was  no  sign  of  activity,  not  a 
single  car  in  the  parking  lot,  no  open  doors,  no 
lights  on,  and  no  one  in  sight  that  seemed  a  part 
of  the  church.  Closer  observation  revealed  a  sign 
nailed  on  the  door.  Across  the  top  of  the  sign 
were  the  words  "Gone  Out  of  Business."  Scrib- 
bled across  the  bottom  of  the  sign  were  the  words 
"Never  Knew  What  Our  Business  Was."  The 
Washington,  D.C.,  church  was  closed  because 
they  had  no  idea  what  they  were  open  for! 

It  is  important  that  we  know  and  understand 
the  "business"  that  we  are  in.  The  Church  of 
Jesus  Christ  is  called  to  serve.  In  our  business, 
Jesus  said  greatness  is  measured  in  terms  of  ser- 
vice. Speaking  of  His  own  mission,  Jesus  stated 
that  He  came  to  minister  and  not  to  be 
ministered  unto.  The  apostles  well  understood 
the  call  to  Christ  to  be  a  call  to  service;  many 
times  they  referred  to  themselves  as  servants  of 
God. 

In  looking  at  our  call  to  serve  we  should  see 
that  it  involves  individuals— laity  and  clergy 
alike  — local  churches,  and  whatever  con- 
ferences, associations,  or  conventions  of  which 
we  might  be  a  part.  We  shall  all  be  held  account- 
able for  our  faithfulness  in  service.  There  are 
three  particular  areas  of  service  that  we  need  to 
focus  on:  service  to  God,  service  to  the  household 
of  faith,  and  service  to  the  world  in  which  we 
live. 


Certainly  we  should  not  try  to  separate  the 
service  to  people  from  the  service  of  God.  The 
Word  is  clear  that  serving  people  is  serving  God. 
But  we  dare  not  try  to  serve  man  without  first 
placing  God  in  His  rightful  place.  In  order  to 
really  serve  effectively,  we  must  become  per- 
sonally acquainted  with  the  One  whom  we  are  to 
represent. 

God  is  more  interested  in  our  devotional  life 
than  in  our  work,  for  He  is  more  concerned  about 
the  worker  than  the  work.  In  dealing  with  Simon 
Peter,  Jesus  had  to  know  that  he  loved  Him 
before  challenging  him  to  feed  the  sheep.  When 
faced  with  the  problem  of  the  disagreement  be- 
tween Mary  and  Martha,  again  He  chose  the  way 
of  worship  before  service.  The  devotional  life 
cannot  take  the  place  of  service;  it  is  not  an 
either/or  decision.  If  our  devotional  life  does  not 
thrust  us  into  service,  then  something  is  wrong 
with  it.  Yet  activity  cannot  take  the  place  of  time 
with  God. 

It  is  very  possible  for  us  to  be  so  busy  in  the 
ministry  that  we  don't  have  time  for  God!  It  is 
easy  for  us  to  get  so  wrapped  up  in  all  the  good 
things  that  we  can  do  that  we  never  learn  to  let 
God  direct  us  to  the  best  things  that  we  can  do. 
The  fact  that  people  are  busy  does  not  necessari- 
ly mean  that  they  are  effective.  One  of  the  most 
important  things  that  we  can  do  is  spend  time 
with  God. 

Addressing  a  large  group  of  ministers,  Dr. 
Stephen  Tchividjian,  psychologist,  identified  the 
most  important  role  of  the  pastor  as  being  his 
ability  to  communicate  that  he  has  been  in  the 
presence  of  God.  This  cannot  be  done  apart  from 
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the  real  experience  of  being  with  God.  People 
will  know  that  the  minister  is  a  man  of  God  when 
it  becomes  obvious  that  he  has  been  with  God. 
This  is  not  something  that  you  tell  people,  it  is 
something  that  they  sense. 

The  fact  that  we  spend  time  in  the  Bible 
preparing  our  Sunday  School  lessons  or  sermons 
does  not  mean  that  we  have  worshiped  God!  It  is 
time  that  we  stop  telling  people  that  they  need 
daily  devotional  time,  while  we  are  not  including 
it  in  our  own  schedule.  One  of  the  most  important 
things  that  we  can  remember  is  that  we  are  first 
servants  of  God. 

Second,  we  need  to  understand  that  the  role 
of  ministry  is  one  of  serving  God  by  serving  His 
people.  Perhaps  we  don't  like  the  idea  of  being 
servants  of  the  church,  but  the  name  of  two  of  the 
most  important  offices  in  the  church  have  their 
roots  in  the  word  servant.  The  Greek  word  for 
deacon  and  minister  may  be  translated  servant. 
"Whoever  would  be  greatest  among  you,"  Jesus 
said,  "let  him  be  the  servant  of  all." 

We  are  to  serve  the  church.  This  does  not 
mean,  however,  that  we  are  to  satisfy  the  desires 
and  whims  of  a  congregation.  It  does  mean  that 
we  put  their  interests  before  our  own.  Sometimes 
their  best  interests  may  not  be  exactly  what  they 
want;  however,  it  may  not  always  be  what  we 
want  either.  It  will  not  always  be  convenient  or 
the  easiest  thing  to  do. 

One  of  the  most  important  ways  that  we  can 
serve  our  people  is  to  teach  and  train  them  to  do 
the  work  of  the  ministry.  It  is  good  to  give  a 
hungry  man  food;  but  it  is  better  to  feed  him,  and 
teach  him  to  grow  food  so  that  he  can  go  on  with 
the  business  of  providing  for  himself  and  his 
family  in  the  future.  Many  times  we  do  the  work 
ourselves  rather  than  train  the  people.  Perhaps 
it  is  easier  at  the  time,  but  never  in  the  long  run. 
We  do  people  a  disservice  when  we  do  their  work 
for  them  and  rob  them  of  their  opportunity  to 
serve.  My  resources  and  yours  are  limited,  but 
the  body  of  Christ  knows  no  limit.  Many  times  we 
cannot  do  the  important  things  that  we  alone  can 
do  because  we  are  busy  doing  the  things  that 
almost  anyone  could  do. 

As  ministers  and  ministering  congregations, 
we  must  not  forget  the  important  task  of  serving 
our  people  in  the  midst  of  their  needs.  Too  many 
people  are  able  to  point  an  accusing  finger  at  the 
congregation  and  minister  and  say  nobody 
cared.  Sometimes  it  is  easier  to  plan  how  to  drop 
inactive  members  from  the  roll,  than  to  think 
how  can  we  reach  them.  Perhaps  many  expect 
too  much,  but  don't  we  all  have  the  right  to  ex- 
pect someone  to  care,  especially  those  who  are  of 


the  household  of  faith?  All  of  this  caring  is  not  the 
job  of  the  pastor;  he  cannot  do  your  loving  for 
you.  If  he  is  to  be  effective,  he  will  have  to  love 
his  people,  but  the  people  must  also  love  one 
another. 

Last,  we  must  understand  that  as  servants  of 
God,  we  are  servants  of  all.  We  are  not  just 
members  of  a  local  church,  we  are  citizens  of  our 
world.  Jesus  has  stated  that  we  will  be  judged 
upon  our  response  to  the  needs  of  those  who  are  a 
part  of  our  world.  I  am  aware  that  the  Bible  says 
we  are  not  to  be  of  the  world,  but  it  also  states 
clearly  that  we  are  in  the  world,  and  that  we  are 
here  to  minister  to  the  world. 

It  is  easy  for  us  to  excuse  ourselves  from 
reaching  out  to  the  hurting  world  by  saying  that 
we  are  to  minister  to  the  soul  only.  But  we  should 
be  reminded  that  the  body  and  soul  are  one  until 
God  separates  them.  It  is  wrong  to  minister  to 
the  soul  and  ignore  the  body,  just  as  it  is  wrong  to 
minister  to  the  body  and  ignore  the  soul.  With 
every  crumb  of  bread  we  give  to  the  hungry,  we 
should  also  give  the  bread  of  life ;  but  to  share  the 
gospel  and  ignore  the  needs  of  the  body  is 
somewhat  hypocritical.  People  need  to  ex- 
perience the  shedding  of  God's  love  as  they  are 
told  of  His  love  for  them. 

Then  it  is  important  to  see  that  the  needy 
people  of  the  world  are  not  all  over  there 
somewhere.  They  live  in  our  communities,  they 
work  with  us,  and  some  of  them  even  worship 
with  us.  All  of  them  are  not  poor  or  obviously  in 
need  of  something.  Jesus  has  identified  our 
neighbor  as  the  one  who  has  a  need.  Sometimes 
we  feel  that  "the  outsiders"  are  intruding  on  our 
time,  but  are  they  not  in  effect  opening  the  doors 
to  ministry?  Our  ministries  must  never  be  con- 
fined to  the  congregation  we  serve,  else  we 
become  an  elitist  group  that  never  really 
changes.  We  minister  to  ourselves  and  baptize 
our  children  and  call  it  growth.  That  was  one  of 
the  problems  of  the  Jews:  they  lost  sight  of  the 
part  of  the  Abrahamic  covenant  that  said  they 
would  be  a  blessing  to  all  nations. 

We  must  never  forget  that  ours  is  a  ministry 
of  seeking.  We  are  to  seek  the  people  who  need 
us.  They  very  likely  are  unaware  of  their  need 
for  a  church.  The  fact  that  you  may  advertise 
that  you  are  available  does  not  mean  that  they 
will  come.  Jesus  is  clear  in  His  message  that  the 
church  must  go  and  find  those  who  are  outside  of 
the  faith. 

If  we  are  in  fact  servants  of  God,  then  our 
world  should  be  a  better  place  because  we  are  in 
it.  After  all,  we  are  the  salt  that  seasons  and 
saves— but  if  the  salt  hath  lost  its  savor  ....

The  Seventy-third  Annual  Session  of  the 
North  Carolina  State  Convention  of  Original

DELEGATES 

Delegates  are  the  official  representatives  of 
each  local  church  to  the  North  Carolina  State 
Convention  of  Original  Free  Will  Baptists.  Each 
delegate  may  represent  as  many  as  100 
members  of  a  local  church.  It  is  their  votes,  com- 
bined with  the  votes  of  ministers,  conference 
representatives,  and  Convention  officials,  that 
determine  the  business  of  our  Convention.  These 
people— your  delegates— are  important! 

Delegates  should  be  elected  or  chosen  based 
on  their  ability  to  represent  your  church  and  its 
people,  rather  than  on  the  basis  of  extra  time  and 
a  willingness  to  attend.  Delegates  should  be 
aware  of  their  selection  as  your  representatives 
and  that  you  are  counting  on  them  to  represent 
you!  It  is  impossible  for  you  to  be  fully 
represented  without  the  presence  of  your 
delegates  throughout  the  entire  Convention. 
Representation  on  one  day  only  will  not  give  you 


a  voice  in  the  total  operation  of  the  Convention, 
because  business  is  conducted  on  both  days. 

Many  times  the  local  church  is  faced  with  a 
problem:  those  who  they  would  like  to  represent 
them  are  not  available.  Perhaps  if  the  impor- 
tance of  your  representation  is  explained  and 
demonstrated  in  the  selection,  more  would  be 
willing  to  serve.  The  church  might  also  consider 
paying  the  expenses  that  a  person  would  incur  in 
serving  as  a  delegate.  Perhaps  the  expenditure 
of  funds  and  the  request  for  a  report  following 
the  Convention  will  help  keep  the  importance  of 
the  work  of  delegates  at  the  Convention  in  proper 
perspective ! 

What  can  the  church  do  about  those  who  just 
want  to  go  to  the  Convention?  They  are  welcome 
to  attend.  The  Convention  encourages  visitors. 
However,  only  your  official  delegates  will  be 
voting.  Be  represented  this  year;  let  your  church 
participate.  It  is  our  Convention!

When  the  final  figures  for  the  1984  Annual 
Session  of  the  North  Carolina  State  Convention 
of  Original  Free  Will  Baptists  were  tallied  they 

looked  like  this:  Ministers    Delegates  Visitors 

Albemarle  8  24 

Cape  Fear  24  40 

Central  36  65 

Eastern  55  66 

Pee  Dee  5  11 

Piedmont  3  3 

Western  43  72   

Totals  174  281  77 

This  is  pretty  sad.  That  means  that  47%  of 
our  ministers  made  it  to  the  Convention  and 
only  1%  of  the  laity  was  present.  (Yes,  I  know 
that  some  churches  elect  to  merely  represent 
by  letter;  but  is  that  really  any  way  to  rep- 
resent?) Now,  I  realize  that  emergency  situa- 
tions arise  which  prevent  pastors  from  at- 
tending—but not  at  that  rate. 

Perhaps  delegates  were  not  there  because 
of  the  presence  of  apathy  on  someone's  part. 
Many  laymen  say  they  cannot  attend  because 
of  work  conflicts.  In  many  cases  this  is  a  valid 
reason  for  not  attending.  Some  cannot  attend 
because  of  the  expense.  Others  do  not  go 
because  they  do  not  understand  how  the 
Original  Free  Will  Baptist  Church  is  organized 
at  the  local,  conference,  and  state  levels. 

Some  laymen  do  not  attend  because  pastors 
and  other  ministers  have  not  encouraged  them 
to  do  so ;  others  have  attended  in  the  past  and 
were  embarrassed  by  the  actions  of  some  who 
attended  business  sessions.  Then  again,  some 
feel  that  Convention  business  is  the  respon- 
sibility of  the  minister.  On  the  other  hand, 
some  say  that  the  Convention  is  run  by 
ministers  and  no  one  else  has  a  say  so. 

Whatever  one  might  say,  the  State  Conven- 
tion is  quite  important  and  should  be  the  con- 
cern of  each  member  of  a  local  church,  for  it  is 
at  the  Convention  that  the  course  of  the  State 
Convention  is  determined. 

While  on  the  subject  of  attendance,  con- 
sider this :  It  is  Thursday  afternoon  and  many 
seats  can  be  found  in  the  meeting  area.  The 
crowds  that  bustled  around  on  Wednesday  have 
really  thinned  out.  All  that  seem  to  remain  are 
ministers  and  maybe  a  handful  of  delegates. 
This  is  the  first  time  some  of  the  clergymen 
have  been  seated  during  the  entire  ses- 
sion—then again,  this  is  the  first  meeting  many 
delegates  have  missed.  Does  this  sound 
familiar?  Surely  it  must,  for  such  is  com- 
monplace at  the  State  Convention. 


It  was  at  a  Union  meeting  in  1898  (held  at 
Hickory  Grove  Free  Will  Baptist  Church  in  Pitt 
County)  that  Asa  Garris  made  a  resolution  that 
began  the  groundwork  for  a  State  Convention. 
His  resolution  was  as  follows:  "Be  it  resolved, 
that  we  earnestly  request  every  Free  Will  Bap- 
tist church  in  North  Carolina  to  represent  in 
the  next  Union  Conference  by  delegate,  letter, 
or  pastor  with  contribution." 

No  further  action  was  taken  toward  a  com- 
bined organization  until  1912.  At  that  time,  Dr. 
E.  L.  St.  Claire  began  the  motion  seeking  "to 
increase  our  Zion  and  get  our  brethren  united 
into  one  convention."  The  first  State  Conven- 
tion was  held  September  17,  1913,  in  Bailey, 
North  Carolina.  Four  Conferences  (Cape  Fear, 
Central,  Eastern,  and  Western)  represented, 
sixty-four  churches  sent  delegates,  and  twenty 
ordained  ministers  registered.  Annual  sessions 
have  been  held  ever  since.  (But  one  may 
wonder  if  we  have  forgotten  our  cause— that 
being  "to  advance,  promote  and  increase  the 
cause  of  Jesus  Christ.") 

Some  churches  go  to  a  lot  of  expense  to 
send  their  delegates  and  ministers  to  such 
meetings,  and  they  are  getting  shortchanged 
when  those  they  send  do  not  attend  sessions. 
Many— for  one  reason  or  another— duck  out 
whenever  business  is  being  discussed.  But  is  it 
not  their  (yea,  our)  ethical,  moral,  and 
spiritual  obligations  to  attend  all  sessions  and 
to  vote  on  all  business  matters? 

The  percentage  of  persons  actively  taking 
part  diminishes  throughout  the  course  of  any 
Convention.  Why  are  we  so  prone  to  voice  our 
opinions  and  so  unwilling  to  vote  on  issues? 
Why  are  we  so  quick  to  criticize  but  so  unwill- 
ing to  make  better  that  which  we  lambaste? 
Why  are  we  so  eager  to  talk  outside  Convention 
doors— before  and  after  business  sessions— but 
so  unwilling  to  stand  up  and  be  counted  at  the 
appropriate  times? 

All  decisions  made,  all  business  transacted 
may  not  meet  with  our  approval,  but  even  so  it 
is  our  responsibility  to  pull  together  after 
issues  have  been  settled.  It  is  only  when  we 
unite  our  efforts,  humble  ourselves  before  God, 
and  seek  Him  who  made  us  that  we  can  be  all 
He  meant  for  us  to  be. 

Our  attendance,  attitude,  and  voting  pat- 
terns seem  to  be  suffering  from  some  chronic 
conditions— and  our  Convention  deserves  more 
respect  and  consideration. 

Let's  make  this  year's  Convention  the  best 
ever! 
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GROW  ACCORDING  TO  MISSION 

by  Robert  G.  Witty 

In  order  to  grow,  a  church  and  its  leadership 
must  clarify  their  mission.  They  must  answer 
the  questions:  Where  are  we  going?  What  is 
God's  purpose  for  us?  What  is  the  mission  that 
we  are  to  accomplish?  When  the  church 
understands  its  mission  then  every  effort  can  be 
focused  upon  accomplishing  the  purpose  that 
God  has  for  them. 

How  does  a  church  clarify  its  God -given  mis- 
sion? 

There  are  spiritual  and  biblical  methods  for 
clarifying  the  mission.  The  first  of  these  is  the  Bi- 
ble. The  Bible  makes  it  very  clear  that  the 
primary  purpose  of  the  church  is  the  advance- 
ment of  the  gospel.  The  unsaved  must  be  reached 
and  brought  to  a  saving  knowledge  of  Christ.  For 
this  effort  there  can  be  no  substitute  that  will 
satisfy  biblical  standards.  In  the  second  place, 

the  converts  must  be  instructed  both  in  Christian 
maturity  and  in  Christian  service.  Christ  does 
not  regenerate  lost  people  simply  for  the  enjoy- 
ment of  salvation  nor  for  the  sure  hope  of 
Heaven.  For  the  church  to  do  less  is  to  fail  the 
total  purpose  of  the  gospel.  A  careful  study  of  the 
Bible  reveals  that  some  churches  were 
evangelistic  to  the  exclusion  of  building  the 
saints.  Others  were  so  interested  in  reaching  a 
degree  of  perfection  that  they  neglected  the 
outreach  of  the  gospel.  One  emphasis  must 
balance  the  other  in  order  to  attain  the  Bible 
standard.  So  the  Bible  sets  the  general  objectives 
and  the  basic  perimeters  of  the  gospel  and  the 
mission  of  the  church. 
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The  second  method  by  which  a  church  may 
clarify  its  mission  is  through  prayer.  When  Jesus 
left  His  disciples  He  promised  that  He  would  not 
leave  them  as  orphans  or  without  comfort  or  in- 
struction. He  promised  to  send  the  Holy  Spirit 
who  would  teach  them.  What  Jesus  promised  He 
accomplished.  The  guidance  of  the  Holy  Spirit  is 
available  to  every  Christian.  In  addition  to  study- 
ing God's  Word,  prayer  offers  a  means  by  which 
we  may  find  this  guidance.  The  Word  of  God  sets 
general  perimeters  to  the  mission.  Through 
prayer  the  church  reaches  more  specific 
statements  of  what  they  are  to  do  within  these 
perimeters. 

A  third  method  that  is  open  to  Christians  is 
involvement  in  Christian  fellowship.  As  Chris- 
tians come  together  and  discuss  the  results 
which  they  have  obtained  from  Bible  study  and 
prayer,  God  leads  them  to  a  clear  understanding 
of  what  they  are  to  do  as  a  church.  One  church 
with  which  I  am  familiar  set  an  objective  to  find 
God's  purpose  for  their  work.  The  organizations 
within  the  church,  as  well  as  the  individuals, 
prayed  and  studied  the  Bible  and  discussed  this 
important  issue.  After  an  entire  year  of  search, 
the  members  of  the  church  came  to  a  clearer 
understanding  of  what  God  wanted  them  to  do. 
They  understood  their  purpose.  They  had 
clarified  their  mission.  As  a  result,  the  church 
tripled  its  attendance  and  membership  in  the 
next  four  years. 

In  addition  to  the  spiritual  methods  of 
prayer,  Bible  study  and  Christian  fellowship, 
there  are  secular  procedures  that  are  helpful  in 
clarifying  what  to  do  and  what  emphasis  to  make 
within  this  God-given  mission.  First  among  these 
is  a  study  of  the  potential  leadership  of  the 
church.  To  honestly  face  the  present  availability 
of  leadership  is  helpful.  It  shows  what  the 
leaders  can  do  at  the  present  time.  It  also  in- 
dicates the  necessity  of  enlistment  and  training 
new  leadership  in  order  to  attain  God's  full  pur- 
pose and  accomplish  their  mission. 

Second,  it  is  important  to  survey  the  com- 
munity. Some  churches  set  unrealistic  goals  for 
the  community  in  which  they  minister.  It  is  im- 
possible to  reach  the  quantity  that  is  set  by  the 
human  leadership  even  though  the  direction  and 
purposes  are  God-given.  The  quantity  of  work  is 
dependent  upon  the  size  of  the  community.  If  a 
larger  work  is  to  be  done,  then  the  survey  of  the 
potential  of  the  community  indicates  the  extent 
to  which  the  church  must  lengthen  its  stakes  and 
enlarge  its  vision. 

On  the  basis  of  these  simple  procedures  any 
church  may  come  to  a  clarity  of  mission  which 
will  contribute  greatly  to  its  potential  for  growth.

They  have 
been  dependable  in  supporting 
our  ministry  through  the  giving 
of  their  time,  talents  and  finan- 
cial means.  Their  traditional 
semi-annual  visit  has  proven  to 
be  one  of  the  most  anticipated 
and  enjoyable  events  of  the  en- 
tire year  for  our  children.  Their 
leaders,  Ed  Savage  and  Bill 
Griner,  have  always  taken 
special  care  to  observe  the 
regulations  of  our  campus,  both 
morally  and  with  reference  to 
policy.  In  November  of  1984,  we 
were  informed  of  the  group's 
dissolution,  and  were  con- 
cerned that  the  traditional 
visits  would  be  abandoned.  But 
to  our  delight,  we  found  that  the 
group  led  by  Ed  and  Billy  had 
decided  to  disassociate 
themselves  from  the  national 
organization  (CBA)  because  of 
some  ethical  standards  issues, 
and  to  begin  their  own  group 


called  (profoundly!)  "The 
Group."  This  is  the  group 
that  was  responsible  for  the 
three  gifts  mentioned  above. 
The  Group  has  practically 
"adopted"  our  ministry  as 
their  personal  project!  They 
proved,  once  again,  their  loyal- 
ty to  the  children  with  a 
fabulous  activities  day  on  Sun- 
day afternoon,  June  2.  Three 
fun-filled  games  were  organ- 
ized for  involving  the  children 
in  riding  the  bikes.  The  first 
was  "Potatoes  in  the  Hay."  Ten 
bikers  encircled  a  hay  stack, 
and  nine  potatoes  were  hidden 
in  the  hay.  When  a  whistle  was 
blown,  the  children  riding  with 
each  biker  jumped  off,  dived  in- 
to the  hay  and  found  a  potato 
...  all  the  children,  that  is,  but 
one!  One -by-one  a  potato  was 
eliminated  until  the  last  child  to 
get  the  last  potato  emerged  as 
the  winner.  It  was  a  riot!  In  the 
next  game,  Coke  cans  were 
filled  with  sand.  Each  child  was 
given  a  can,  and  as  the  biker 
passed,  the  child  tried  to  toss 
the  can  into  a  trash  can.  In  this 
game,  the  ride  was  the  most  ex- 
citing part!  Finally,  the  kids 
competed  in  the  "Wiener  Bite 
Contest!"  Hot  dogs,  covered 
with  mustard,  were  suspended 
from  a  string  under  a  cross-tie. 
Bikers  ran  under  the  string  as 
the  riders  tried  to  bite  the 
mustard-covered  wiener.  Most 


of  them  ended  up  with  more 
"mustard"  than  the  wiener! 
The  entire  afternoon  was  a 
"barrel  of  fun!"  To  top  it  off, 
the  Bikers  hosted  a  wiener 
roast  picnic,  with  all  the  trim- 
mings. This  was  just  another 
chapter  in  the  great  book  of 
memories  provided  for  our 
children,  thanks  to  "The 
Group." 

THE  FAMILY  TODAY: 
THE  FAMILY  THAT  PLAYS 
TOGETHER 

Family  life  ought  to  be  joyous 
and  happy.  The  family  should 
afford  some  of  the  most  en- 
joyable times  in  all  of  one's  life. 
When  this  is  not  true,  much  is 
lost.  Nothing  in  this  world  is 
more  admirable  than  a  happy, 
wholesome,  exciting  family 
that  plays  together.  We  have 
heard  many  times  the  expres- 
sion, "The  family  that  prays 
together  stays  together."  While 
I  agree  with  this,  I  also  suggest 
that  the  "family  that  plays 
together  stays  together."  In 
light  of  our  history  of  work  and 
increase  in  leisure  time  there 
needs  to  be  a  revival  of  the 
family  at  play.  Play  is  as  old  as 
mankind.  But  for  the  most  part, 
play  has  been  for  children  and 
youth.  And,  because  work  was 
an  indispensable  element  for 
our  existence,  our  forefamilies 
spent  most  of  their  time  at 
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work.  These  attitudes  are  in- 
grained into  our  culture  and  are 
based  on  the  idea  that  man  had 
little  or  no  time  for  play. 
Therefore,  a  definition,  or  a 
philosophy  of  play  for  today  is 
essential.  We  must  adopt  a  play 
ethic,  a  workable  definition  of 
play  for  the  family. 

Our  schools,  churches,  and 
civic  organizations  provide 
quality  recreation  and  fun. 
However  valuable  as  these  are, 
none  of  this  will  substitute  for 
play  which  is  planned  within 
the  family  unit.  There  is  more 
likely  to  be  understanding, 
honesty,  sympathy,  tolerance, 
and  just  a  general  coopera- 
tiveness  on  the  part  of  the  fami- 
ly as  they  have  fun  together. 
Too  often  family  members 
simply  do  not  know  each  other. 
They  are  almost  strangers  liv- 
ing within  the  same  home.  For 
example,  Johnny  tries  out  for 
Little  League  Baseball  and 
doesn't  make  the  team.  Dad  is 
furious  at  the  coach's  inability 
to  see  his  son's  athletic 
prowess.  The  truth  is  that 
Johnny  is  not  physically 
capable  of  playing  on  the  team. 
The  coach  is  aware  of  Johnny's 
limitations.  He  has  spent  much 
time  with  him.  Mom  and  Dad 
mean  well,  but  do  not  know  of 
Johnny's  shortcomings  as  a 
ballplayer.  They  have  not  spent 
enough  time  with  him  to  know. 

When  the  family  plays 
together  they  can  more  easily 
discover  and  discuss  each 
other's  strengths  and 
weaknesses.  Leisure  time, 
then,  can  be  a  valuable  asset 
for  the  family,  rather  than  a 
liability.  The  need  for  accep- 
tance, approval,  recognition, 
praise,  honesty,  and  sense  of 
belonging  is  essential  to  good 
health  and  can  be  improved  in 
and  through  the  family  at  play. 

In  1826,  Friedrich  Frobel 
made  the  following  statement 
about  the  importance  of  play  in 


the  development  of  children.  In 
these  thoughts  he  drew  a 
parallel  with  human  life  as  a 
whole:  "Play  is  the  purest, 
most  spiritual  activity  of  man 
at  this  stage,  and  at  the  same 
time,  typical  of  human  life  as  a 
whole— of  inner  hidden  natural 
life  in  man  and  all  things.  It 
gives,  therefore,  joy,  freedom, 
contentment,  inner  and  outer 
rest,  peace  with  the  world." 

Recreation  has  become  so 
commercialized  and  special- 
ized that  leisure  time  and  ac- 
tivities often  tend  to  separate 
the  family  members  instead  of 
uniting  them.  Studies  show  us 
that  children,  particularly 
teenagers,  say  they  have  more 
fun  away  from  home  than  at 
home,  but  they  also  express 
feelings  that  they  wished  there 
were  more  fun  and  play  at 
home  with  the  family.  A  family 
must  struggle  against  negative 
home  feelings.  Families  need  to 
direct  energies  toward 
establishing  a  philosophy  of 
playfulness,  not  necessarily  a 
dozen  games,  but  an  attitude  of 
positiveness;  a  place  where  life 


is  not  all  work-oriented,  but 
where  there  is  also  a  time  for 
play  and  recreation  as  they 
would  schedule  other  important 
tasks.  There  are  those  in  the 
caring  profession  who  utilize 
play  to  reunite  families  who 
have  been  torn  apart  by  drugs 
and  misunderstandings.  And 
sometimes,  families  simply 
find  themselves  needing 
someone  to  point  out  the 
positive  values  of  the  family  at 
play  and  the  negative  conse- 
quences when  they  do  not  spend 
time  enjoying  each  other. 

The  needs  of  the  contem- 
porary family  prompt  the  car- 
ing profession  to  consider  all 
possible  alternatives  in  guiding 
the  family  to  find  happiness 
and  fulfillment.  And  since  play 
is  inherent  in  humankind  it 
would  suggest  that  the  "family 
that  plays  together  stays 
together"  is  appropriate  for  our 
day.

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GOAL— 50,000  BOOKS 
A  TREMENDOUS  TASK  FOR  MOUNT  OLIVE  COLLEGE

We  expect  to  find  books  on 
the  shelves  of  a  library.  We 
might  say,  "Why,  that's  what 
libraries  are  for!  It  is  our 
right— part  of  our  heritage— to 
have  access  to  books."  True, 
but  the  process  of  putting  books 
on  the  shelves  is  one  that  few  of 
us  ever  think  about. 

In  the  case  of  Mount  Olive 
College,  which  is  expanding  its 
library  resources  for  the  four- 
year  program,  the  task  seems 
monumental.  Funds  must  be 
generated,  selections  made, 
and  books  ordered.  When  the 
books  finally  reach  the  College, 
they  are  hand  processed  before 
they  can  be  put  on  the  shelves. 

A  total  of  50,000  volumes  is 
needed  by  1988  to  fulfill  re- 
quirements for  senior  college 
status.  When  the  first  juniors 
enrolled  last  fall  there  were  ap- 
proximately 37,000  in  the  collec- 
tion. By  the  time  the  first 
seniors  enroll  this  fall,  3,000  ad- 
ditional books  must  be  cata- 
loged and  processed  to  bring 
the  collection  to  40,000.  By  the 
year  2000  the  College  expects 
to  have  100,000  volumes  in  its 
collection. 

In  addition  to  its  regular  col- 
lection, the  library  contains  the 
Free  Will  Baptist  Historical 
Collection,  an  extension  assort- 
ment of  more  than  8,000  items 
on  the  history,  theology,  policy, 
work  and  membership  of  the 
College's  sponsoring  church. 

Pam  Wood,  a  member  of 
Robert's  Grove  Church  in 
Sampson  County,  is  the  assis- 
tant librarian  at  the  College. 
She  is  working  this  summer 
toward  the  first  goal  of  putting 
40,000  books  on  the  shelves.  "It 
is  really  exciting  for  me  to  be 
part  of  the  four-year  program. 


It  means  I'll  be  cataloging  and 
processing  every  day  during 
the  summer.  It  is  a  challenge, 
to  say  the  least! " 

BOOKS  ARE  EXPENSIVE 

What  does  this  all  mean  in  the 
terms  of  dollars?  Since  the 
average  cost  of  a  book  is  ap- 
proximately $25,  it  almost  stag- 
gers the  imagination  to  realize 
that  from  June  30,  1984,  to  June 
30,  1988,  $325,000  will  be  spent 
on  the  purchase  of  new  books 
alone. 

"That  doesn't  include  the 
cost  of  processing  a  book  once 
we  have  it  here,"  adds  Miss 
Wood.  "That  is  only  for  the  pur- 
chase price."  She  also  notes 
that,  along  with  everything  else 
in  today's  world,  the  price  of 
books  is  increasing.  According 
to  the  firm  Baker  &  Taylor,  a 
large  national  book  supplier, 
"The  average  list  price  for  an 
academic   book  published  in 


1984  rose  2.8  percent  to  $26.71." 

Consider  that  the  library  is 
just  one  of  the  many  expenses 
on  the  road  to  four-year  status. 

COLLEGE  IS  READY 

Cost  or  no,  the  College  is 
geared  to  expansion.  Shelving 
has  been  purchased.  There  is 
room  for  the  new  books.  Miss 
Wood,  a  native  of  Four  Oaks 
with  a  master's  degree  in 
library  science,  spends  the  bet- 
ter part  of  her  day  in  the  time- 
consuming  process  of  actually 
preparing  the  books  for  the 
shelves. 

Miss  Wood's  office  is  on  the 
first  level  of  Moye  Library,  a 
modern,  spacious  building.  A 
fine  collection  of  39  woodcuts  by 
New  York  artist  Jacques  Hniz- 
dovsky  and  a  profusion  of 
plants  add  a  feeling  of  peace 
and  warmth  throughout  the 
rooms.  She  is  the  staff  member 
working  this  summer  because 
she  is  the  one  who  normally 
does  the  cataloging.  Other 
members  of  the  staff  include 
Gary  Barefoot,  the  librarian, 
and  Annie  Albertson,  the 
secretary-technical  assistant.

$5,000  in  June  to  assist  the  College  in  reaching  its  1984-85  library  goals.  Southern 
Bank  and  Trust  Co.  is  headquartered  in  Mount  Olive,  with  about  18  branch  offices  scat- 
tered throughout  eastern  North  Carolina.  Pictured  during  the  presentation  are,  from 
left,  Ruff  Huggins,  Southern  Bank  senior  vice  president;  Bob  Williams,  bank  president;

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"Orders  are  coming  in  all  the 
time,"  says  Miss  Wood.  "Once 
a  book  comes  in  and  is  pro- 
cessed, we  have  to  file  a 
minimum  of  five  cards  per 
book.  Sometimes  we  have  as 
many  as  10  cards  to  be  filed  on 
a  book  if  there  is  more  than  one 
subject  heading  needed  to  iden- 
tify the  book  in  the  card 
catalog." 

A  card  is  also  sent  to  the 
North  Carolina  Union  Catalog, 
in  the  state  library  in  Raleigh, 
which  enters  the  Mount  Olive 
College  library  into  the  state  in- 
terlibrary  loan  system. 

When  a  book  comes  in  that 
does  not  have  a  Library  of  Con- 
gress  card,  the  process 
becomes  more  complicated. 
"That  means  I  start  from 
nothing  and  do  original  catalog- 
ing," explains  Miss  Wood. 

Librarian  Barefoot  does  a 
final  check  on  all  books  before 
they  are  placed  on  the  shelves. 

Working  with  Miss  Wood  this 
summer  is  Cecil  Blackmon,  a 
ministerial  student  at  the  Col- 
lege and  pastor  of  Sarecta 
Church  in  Duplin  County. 
Blackmon  takes  care  of  the 
checkout  desk  and  answers 
students'  questions  so  that  Miss 
Wood  is  able  to  work  on  the 
cataloging.  He  then  does  much 
of  the  processing,  another  big 
help. 

"This  is  very  satisfying 
work,"  says  Blackmon.  "I  like 
the  idea  of  contributing  to  the 
four-year  program.  I  feel  like 
I'm  helping  my  church,  the 
community,  and  in  the  long 
run,  eastern  North  Carolina. 
The  new  program  at  the  Col- 
lege will  benefit  people  in  this 
part  of  the  state  long  after  I've 
graduated." 

SPECIAL  JOY 

There  is  a  special  joy  to  the 
enormous  task  of  adding  books 
to  the  library.  "We  find  that 
people  like  the  idea  of  donating 
books  to  the  library,"  says  Miss 
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Wood.  "Donors  are  quite 
creative.  Some  give  special 
amounts  for  each  year  of  a 
friend  or  relative's  birthday  or 
anniversary.  For  a  $25  donation 
to  the  library  we  put  an  attrac- 
tive bookplate  in  a  book.  The 
bookplate  names  the  donor  and 
the  person  honored  or 
remembered." 

"Books  are  gifts  that  last," 
says  Dr.  W.  Burkette  Raper, 


the  president  of  Mount  Olive 
College.  "They  are  silent 
teachers  who  share  their 
knowledge  from  one  generation 
to  another."  He  adds,  "When  I 
think  of  the  hundreds  of  good 
people  who  have  invested  in  our 
work  here  at  the  College,  I  am 
reminded  of  a  verse  from  Ec- 
clesiasticus— "There  are  some 
of  them  who  have  left  a  name, 
so  that  tomorrow  will  see  their 
light!"

"Never  would  I  have  gone  to 
a  presidential  inauguration!

Never 
would  I  have  performed  at  the 
Radisson  Plaza  in  Charlotte,  if 
it  hadn't  been  for  Mount  Olive 
College  and  the  Singers,"  says 
Pandora  Register  Tyndall,  a 
member  of  the  College's 
historic  first  senior  class. 

Pandora  is  probably  best 
known  as  one  of  the  Mount 
Olive  College  Singers,  and  she 
will  be  the  first  to  say  that  the 
Singers  have  been  an  important 
part  of  her  life  at  Mount  Olive. 
But  she  is  also  a  hard  working 
student  in  the  College  business 
program. 

"I  decided  in  my  sophomore 
year  to  major  in  accounting," 
explains  Pandora.  "One  reason 
I  went  for  accounting  is  that  I 
could  stay  at  Mount  Olive  Col- 
lege. I  like  it  here  and  I 
wouldn't  have  to  readjust  to  a 
different  college.  I  especially 
like  the  family  atmosphere. 
Any  of  the  professors  here 
know  me  and  call  me  by 
name." 

During  the  1985  spring 
semester  Pandora  participated 
in  the  Cooperative  Education 
Program.  She  worked  at 
Wayne  County  Memorial 
Hospital  under  the  staff  ac- 
countant. 

"I've  learned  how  to  apply 
what  I  learned  in  the  classroom 
to  everyday,  real-life  situa- 
tions," says  Pandora.  "I've 
learned  to  work  under  someone 
and  how  to  take  directions. 

"After  graduation,  I  plan  to 
work  a  few  years  in  accounting 


under  a  Certified  Public  Ac- 
countant and  possibly  go  on  to 
be  a  CPA,"  she  adds. 

As  a  member  of  Phi  Beta 
Lambda  business  club  at  Mount 
Olive  College,  Pandora  par- 
ticipated in  a  variety  of  club 
projects. 

"At  Christmas  each  member 
bought  a  present  for  one  child 
who  lives  at  the  Free  Will  Bap- 
tist Children's  Home  in  Mid- 
dlesex. Several  members  went 
to  the  Home,  passed  out  the 
gifts,  had  refreshments  and 
played  games  with  the 
children. 

"For  Phi  Beta  Lambda's  big 
project  of  the  year,  we  sold  can- 
dy to  raise  funds.  With  the 
funds  we  bought  a  new  Apple 
He  printer  for  the  Business 
Department.  We  really  needed 
a  second  printer.  It  is 
something  that  has  benefited 
the  entire  College,"  she  says. 

A  Christian  College 

It  means  a  lot  to  Pandora,  not 
only  that  the  College  offers  a 
good  business  program,  but 


that  Mount  Olive  is  a  Christian 
college. 

"Attending  a  Christian  col- 
lege is  very  important  to  me. 
I've  had  a  very  religious 
background,  and  it  means  a  lot 
to  me  to  be  able  to  come  to  a 
college  where  I  won't  be  faced 
with  some  anti-religious  at- 
titudes that  you  might  find  in  a 
big  school." 

Pandora  is  a  soloist  at  Shady 
Grove  Church  in  Spivey's  Cor- 
ner and  has  sung  at  revivals. 
She  received  a  Music  Scholar- 
ship as  a  Mount  Olive  College 
Singer. 

During  the  1984-85  year  she 
lived  off  campus.  Pandora 
found  that  her  first  two  years  as 
a  resident  student  helped  her  to 
grow. 

"I  wouldn't  take  anything  for 
my  two  years  in  the  dorm, 
because  I  kind  of  lived  on  my 
own.  I  chose  what  time  I 
wanted  to  study,  what  time  I 
wanted  to  play  and  how  to 
distribute  my  time.  Now  that  I 
have  my  own  apartment  I  have 
the  discipline  to  use  my  time 
constructively." 

Pandora  will  be  a  commuting 
student  in  August  when  she 
returns  to  Mount  Olive  College.

Let  us  imagine  that  it  is  Sunday  morning  at 
your  house.  Mother  says,  "Get  up,  it  is  8:30.

You  say,  "My  goodness,  can't  I  sleep  a  lit- 
tle longer?  I  am  so  tired.  Why  do  we  have  to 
get  up  so  early  on  a  Sunday?" 

Mother  says,  "Well,  you  know  that  you 
must  eat  right  now  so  that  I  will  have  time  to 
do  the  dishes  and  get  myself  ready  to  go.  Then 
you  have  to  wash  up  and  brush  your  hair  and 
teeth  and  dress  yourself.  You  want  to  look  your 
very  nicest  for  Sunday  School  and  church." 

So  you  sleepily  eat  your  breakfast  and  get 
up  from  the  table  to  get  dressed.  Mother  says, 
"Put  on  your  best  dress  now,  the  blue  one  with 
lace,  and  your  patent  leather  shoes."  Or,  "Put 
on  your  brown  Sunday  pants  and  your  Sunday 
shoes.  Get  a  shirt  that  doesn't  have  any  holes 
in  it." 

Just  as  you  begin  to  comb  your  hair,  Daddy 
calls,  "Hurry  up  now.  We'll  be  late  like  we 
were  last  Sunday  if  you  don't.  I'm  going  on  to 
the  car.  Mother,  you  and  the  children  come 
right  on." 

Soon  your  family  arrives  at  the  church  just 
as  they  begin  to  sing  the  first  Sunday  School 
song.  In  you  go  and  sit  by  your  best  friend. 
Then  you  go  to  classes  and  finally  into  the 
church  sanctuary  to  hear  the  preacher  preach. 

As  you  enter  the  church  sanctuary,  the 
organ  or  piano  is  playing  softly.  Everyone  is 
very  quiet.  You  cannot  hear  even  a  whisper. 
Then  you  sing  several  songs  with  the  other  peo- 
ple, the  choir  sings,  and  the  preacher  preaches. 
Just  before  the  service  is  over,  the  preacher 


gives  anyone  who  wants  to  a  chance  to  come  to 
the  front  of  the  church  and  let  those  in  the 
building  know  that  he  or  she  has  accepted 
Jesus  as  his  or  her  Saviour.  Also,  the  preacher 
asks  if  anyone  would  like  to  become  a  member 
of  your  church  or  would  like  to  make  a  new 
promise  to  Jesus  to  live  a  Christian  life.  Then 
someone  prays  and  church  is  over. 

Your  family  gets  into  the  family  car  and 
goes  home  to  have  their  Sunday  dinner  and  an 
afternoon  of  quiet  rest  and  play. 

Why  do  you  go  to  all  this  trouble  on  Sun- 
day? You  could  just  stay  home  and  sleep.  You 
and  Mother  and  Daddy  all  know  that  it  is  im- 
portant to  go  to  Sunday  School  and  church  on 
Sunday.  You  know  that  even  Jesus  who  never 
did  wrong,  went  to  worship  on  His  day  of  wor- 
ship.

In  Sunday  School  you  have  a  teacher  and 
other  boys  and  girls  your  own  age.  Here  you 
listen  to  the  teacher  and  others  and  you  may 
ask  questions  about  things  you  do  not  under- 
stand or  about  things  that  you  want  to  know. 

In  the  church  sanctuary,  the  music  of  the 
organ  or  piano,  the  singing  of  the  choir,  and  the 
quietness  help  you  to  feel  close  to  God.  Here 
you  have  time  to  think  about  yourself,  your 
family,  and  God.  No  one  is  there  to  disturb  you 
or  make  your  mind  go  to  something  else.  When 
the  preacher  preaches,  if  you  listen,  you  may 
learn  about  some  things  that  you  have  been  do- 
ing that  are  wrong.  Or  you  may  hear  how  Jesus 
wants  you  to  use  your  life  for  Him.  Or  you  may 
hear  a  story  about  how  much  God  loves  you  or 
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any  number  of  others  things  that  God  wants 
you  to  know.  You  may  not  understand  all  that 
the  preacher  says,  but  Mother  or  Daddy  or  the 
preacher  might  be  able  to  explain  them  to  you 
later  if  you  ask  them  about  these  things.  You 
know  that  you  will  understand  more  and  more 
about  what  the  preacher  says  as  you  grow  up. 
In  the  prayers  that  are  prayed  you  hear  people 
who  love  God  asking  Him  for  things  that  you 
all  need.  You  also  hear  people  thanking  God  for 
His  care  and  all  He  has  done  for  all  of  you. 

As  you  go  home  and  eat  your  special  Sun- 
day dinner  with  your  family,  you  feel  close  to 
them  and  you  know  again  that  you  love  them. 
Sunday  is  a  good  day.  It  is  a  special  day.  Sun- 
day gives  you  time  to  think  of  God's  love  for 
you  and  of  how  much  you  love  God  and  Jesus. 
Sunday  gives  you  time  to  think  about  your 
family  and  how  much  you  all  love  each  other 
and  Jesus. 

David  in  the  Bible  once  said,  "I  was  glad 
when  they  said  unto  me,  Let  us  go  into  the 
house  of  the  LORD."  David  was  glad  to  go  to 
God's  house  and  worship  and  show  his  love  for 
God.

If  we  believe  that  Jesus  died  to 
save  us,  we  should  be  happy,  for  we  shall  live 
in  Heaven  with  Jesus  one  day.  If  we  love  Jesus, 
we  should  be  happy.  Let  us  try  to  be  happy  and 
glad  each  Sunday  as  we  go  to  church  and  Sun- 
day School  to  worship  God.  Let  us  be  happy 
that  we  love  Jesus  and  that  Jesus  loves  us.

The  Rev. 
Jesse  Clayton  Benoist 

The  Rev.  Jesse  Clayton 
Benoist  of  420  Airport 
Road,  Rockingham,  died 
Monday,  May  20. 

Jesse  was  certainly  not 
the  type  who  could  be 
heard  above  the  roar  of  the 
crowd.  He  was  not  a 
wavemaker,  and  he  cer- 
tainly wasn't  a  headline 
seeker  by  any  stretch  of  the 
imagination. 

He  was  a  kind,  thought- 
ful, religious  and  compas- 
sionate man,  who  went  out 
of  his  way  to  help  his 
neighbor.  He  was  the  kind 
of  man  who  walked  softly 
through  his  community,  giv- 
ing generously  of  his  time, 
talent  and  money. 

There  is  no  way  of  know- 
ing just  how  many  in- 
dividuals and  organiza- 
tions that  Jesse  Benoist  be- 
friended in  this  county  over 
the  years,  as  he  never  was 
one  to  blow  his  own  horn.  It 
suited  him  to  remain  in  the 
background  and  permit 
others  to  take  the  bows. 

Possibly  the  Rev. 
Benoist's  greatest  triumph 
was  that  he  was  able  to 
make  lasting  friendships 
with  those  he  came  into 
contact  with.  He  spoke  soft- 
ly, listened  closely  to 
others,  offered  counsel  to 
those  who  sought  it  and 
gave  comfort  to  those  who 
needed  it.  It  would  be  im- 
possible to  count  the  many 
people  who  called  him 
friend. 

While  he  was  a  booster  of 
Richmond  County,  he  was 
deeply  involved  in  the  af- 
fairs of  Hamlet,  the  com- 
munity in  which  he  earned 
his  livelihood.  He  gave  will- 
ingly of  himself  to  make  it 
a  better  place  to  live  and 
work.  He  served  as  a 
member  of  the  Hamlet 
Chamber  of  Commerce, 
was  a  promoter  and  finan- 
cial backer  of  the  Old 
Hamlet  Gospel  House,  Inc., 
a  perennial  booster  of  the 
Hamlet  Holiday  Festival 
Parade  and  the  Seaboard 
Festival.  He  was  quick  to 
(Turn  the  Page) 
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make  his  radio  station  and 
staff  available  to  promote 
causes  and  programs  in  the 
community. 

It  was  not  a  surprise  that 
Jesse  Benoist  was  one  of 
the  charter  members  of  the 
Richmond  County  Break- 
fast Lions  Club.  He  not  only 
was  interested  in  helping  to 
bring  a  new  club  into  ex- 
istence, he  truly  embraced 
the  organization's  goal  of 
service  to  humanity.  The 
organization's  motto  of 
"we  serve"  matched  his 
personal  beliefs. 

His  death  creates  a  void.

Baptist  Church  with  the 
Revs.  Carl  Lyons  and 
Russell  Edwards  of- 
ficiating. Burial  was  in 
Eastside  Cemetery.

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EDITORIAL! 


WHAT  A  SERMON! 


The  day  Jesus  delivered  the  Sermon  on  the 
Mount,  He  opened  a  can  of  worms  for  sure! 
There  probably  wasn't  a  Pharisee  within  hearing 
distance  who  wouldn't  have  given  his  last 
denarius  to  rid  the  world  of  Him  then  and  there. 
Did  they  hate  Him!  They  despised  Jesus  because 
He  refused  to  let  them  get  away  with  their  phony 
religion;  He  exposed  their  "super-spiritual  ooze 
that  was  polluting  the  public." 

Jesus  wielded  His  sharp  sword  of  truth,  and 
when  He  descended  the  mountain  that  evening,  it 
was  dripping  with  the  blood  of  hypocrites.  If  ever 
a  man  exposed  pride,  Christ  did  that  day  with 
words  that  bit  into  their  hides  much  like  a  har- 
poon pierces  whale  blubber.  Their  hypocrisy  was 
made  visible  for  all  to  see. 

The  Pharisees  seemed  to  major  in  self- 
righteousness.  Many  have  called  them  the  "Holy 
Joes  of  Palestine."  At  any  rate,  they  were 
masters  in  delivering  "put-down  prayers"  and 
seemed  to  spend  their  days  working  on  ways  to 
impress  others.  Worst  of  all,  they  prevented 
others  from  approaching  their  God  by  sowing  the 
seeds  of  legalistic  thorns  and  nurturing  them  into 
forbidding  vines  of  religious  intolerance. 

But  even  today,  the  Church,  the  body  of 
Christ,  is  paralyzed  by  legalism.  This  deadly 
poison  blinds  our  eyes,  dulls  our  senses  and 
arouses  pride  in  our  hearts.  Love  for  Christ  and 
others  is  soon  eclipsed  by  a  long,  mental 
checklist  which  we  use  to  measure  ourselves  and 
others  (more  of  the  latter  than  the  former).  The 
joy  of  friendship  is  shattered  by  a  judgmental  at- 
titude, a  critical  look.  How  tragic  that  we  limit 
fellowship  to  the  narrow  ranks  of  those  who  are 
just  like  us. 

Our  main  problem  is  a  gross  intolerance  of 
those  who  don't  fit  our  mold.  Such  legalistic  and 
prejudiced  opinions  will  thin  the  walls  of  a 
church  faster  than  flu  in  the  pews.  (If  you  ques- 
tion this,  study  the  Epistle  to  the  Galatians.) 

Yes,  there  are  limits  to  our  freedom.  Grace 
doesn't  condone  license  and  love  has  biblical 
restrictions.  The  opposite  of  legalism  is  "do  as 


you  please."  But  the  limitations  are  far  broader 
than  many  dare  to  recognize.  Remember,  God 
looks  at  the  heart;  it  is  man  who  looks  at  outward 
appearances  (1  Samuel  16:7).  No  where  can  I 
find  that  God  just  speaks  through  ordained 
ministers,  listens  to  one  style  of  music  and 
honors  one  type  of  clothing  .... 

What  we  need  to  remember  is  that  God 
reserved  His  longest  and  strongest  sermon  for 
the  hypocritical  Pharisees— not  the  struggling 
sinners,  the  discouraged  disciples,  or  the  pros- 
perous people.  And  that  message  still  comes  to 
us  today  with  a  great  deal  of  clarity :  Beware  of 
practicing  your  righteousness  before  men  to  be 
noticed  by  them! 

In  other  words,  be  real!  Stop  showing  off. 
Stop  looking  down  at  those  who  fail  to  fill  your 
pre-conceived  mold  or  idea  of  Christian.  Stop 
calling  attention  to  yourself,  your  "goodness." 

And  Christ  went  on  to  give  three  specific  ex- 
amples of  how  people  show  off  to  gain  oohs  and 
aahs :  When  you  give  your  tithe  or  when  you  are 
involved  in  some  charitable  act,  don't  do  so  while 
giving  a  Tarzan-jungle  yell.  Stay  out  of  the  pic- 
ture; remain  anonymous.  Don't  expect  to  have 
your  name  plastered  all  over  everything. 

When  you  pray,  don't  use  syrupy  words 
and/or  sugar-coated  platitudes.  Meaningless 
mush  causes  one  to  wonder  what  is  really  taking 
place  within  your  heart. 

And  when  you  fast,  don't  work  overtime  try- 
ing to  appear  humble  and  sad,  hoping  to  draw  at- 
tention to  your  hunger.  Instead,  Christ  com- 
mands us  to  look  and  sound  fresh,  clear,  and  in 
total  control. 

Let's  face  it,  Jesus  pulled  no  punches.  Now, 
if  you  tend  toward  Pharisaism,  stop  it.  Don't  bul- 
ly or  look  down  on  others.  And  if  some  Pharisee 
is  trying  to  control  your  life,  you  may  need  to  re- 
mind him  that  the  splinter  in  your  eye  is  between 
you  and  God;  the  board  in  his  eye,  well,  that's 
a  different  matter  all  together  .  .  .  and  do  pray 
real  hard  for  him.  His  type  finds  it  difficult  to 
listen.  (Don't  be  like  him! )

Introduction 

While  attending  an  evangelism  conference 
in  Wheaton,  Illinois,  several  Original  Free  Will 
Baptist  ministers  met  some  Church  of  God, 
General  Conference,  ministers.  Time  together 
brought  about  an  awareness  that  the  two 
groups  have  much  in  common.  Since  that  time, 
representatives  of  the  two  churches  have  met 
and  shared  their  doctrine,  polity,  and  program. 
A  spirit  of  cooperation  is  developing  and  we 
thank  God  for  giving  us  these  new  friends. 

The  Churches  of  God,  General  Conference, 
is  a  denomination  with  many  beliefs  and  prac- 
tices which  are  similar  to  our  own.  (They  are 
not  connected  with  the  Church  of  God  that  we 
are  familiar  with  in  this  area. )  It  is  a 
denomination  with  about  345  churches  and  a 
membership  of  around  35,000.  Their  head- 
quarters is  located  in  Findlay,  Ohio. 


History 

The  Churches  of  God,  General  Conference, 
began  in  1825  as  a  result  of  the  labors,  revivals 
and  ideas  of  John  Winebrenner.  Winebrenner

mi 
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was  ordained  by  the  German  Reformed  Church 
in  1820  and  ministered  in  and  around  Harris- 
burg,  Pennsylvania. 

During  the  late  1820s,  Winebrenner  came  to 
new  theological  conclusions  about  the  nature 
and  government  of  the  church,  the  importance 
of  the  regenerating  experience  of  the  new  birth, 
and  the  ordinances  of  the  church  (which  he 
identified  as  believer's  baptism  by  immersion, 
the  Lord's  Supper,  and  feet  washing).  He  reaf- 
firmed the  belief  that  the  Bible  was  the  only 
authoritative  rule  of  faith  and  practice. 

In  1830,  he  joined  five  other  "teaching 
elders,"  or  ministers,  in  central  Pennsylvania 
in  forming  an  "eldership,"  or  conference,  for 
the  purpose  of  adopting  a  system  of  coopera- 
tion. 

As  Churches  of  God  settlers  moved  west, 
they  established  new  churches  and  elderships, 
or  conferences,  in  western  Pennsylvania,  Ohio, 
Indiana,  Illinois,  Iowa,  and  Michigan.  By  1900, 
the  Churches  of  God  had  spread  into  a  number 
of  other  states.  The  closest  churches  to  the

J.  B.  NARRON  RETIRES  FROM 
AIR  FORCE  CHAPLAINCY

On  May  31,  1985,  Lt.  Col.  John 
B.  Narron  retired  from  the 
United  States  Air  Force  after 
serving  his  country  and  his 
church  for  28  years  as  an  Air 
Force  Chaplain. 

A  luncheon  was  held  in  his 
honor  at  the  Officers'  Club 
prior  to  the  retirement 
ceremony  at  Seymour  Johnson 
Air  Force  Base,  Goldsboro, 
where  he  had  served  as  In- 
stallation Staff  Chaplain  for  the 
past  three  years. 

On  June  7,  he  and  his  wife, 
Marie,  were  guests  of  honor  at 
a  dinner  in  Goldsboro  where 
several  of  his  minister  friends 
and  their  spouses  joined  in 
celebrating  his  retirement 
from  the  chaplaincy. 

Narron  is  a  native  of  Wilson, 
North  Carolina.  He  is  a 
graduate  of  Atlantic  Christian 
College  and  Southeastern  Bap- 
tist Theological  Seminary.  He 
was  ordained  a  Free  Will  Bap- 
tist minister  in  1950  and  after- 
wards served  as  pastor  of 
Kinston,  Howell  Swamp,  Sweet 
Gum  Grove,  and  Rose  of 
Sharon  Churches.  He  has  been 
a  member  of  the  Central  Con- 
ference since  1953. 

In  addition  to  a  half  dozen 
assignments  at  different  loca- 
tions in  the  States,  Narron  was 
given  three  overseas 
assignments  in  Turkey,  Ger- 
many, and  the  Philippines. 
Because  Turkey  was  an 
isolated  assignment,  he  was 
pastor  of  almost  300  airmen 
who,  like  himself,  had  left  their 
families  for  duty  in  a  strange 
country.  While  he  was  there 
(1961-62),  he  was  able  to  visit 
the  Holy  Land  for  the  first  time. 

While  at  Clark  Air  Force 
Base  in  the  Philippines,  he  led 


the  total  Protestant  pro- 
gram—six chaplains,  two  Sun- 
day Schools,  and  seven  Protes- 
tant services  each  Sunday. 
There  in  April  1975,  he  and 
other  chaplains  were  given  the 
task  of  organizing  volunteers  to 
assist  with  the  care  of 
thousands  of  South  Vietnamese 
men,  women,  and  children. 
These  people  were  brought  to 
the  base  on  their  way  to  the 
United  States  after  the  fall  of 
South  Vietnam  to  the  Com- 
munists. Both  he  and  his  wife, 
Marie,  are  proud  to  have  been 
part  of  that  operation. 

Chaplain  Narron  has  been 
awarded  the  Air  Force  Com- 
mendation Medal  (First  Oak 
Leaf  Cluster),  and  the 
Meritorious  Service  Medal 
(First,  Second,  and  Third  Oak 
Leaf  Clusters) .  It  was  on  the  oc- 
casion of  his  retirement  that  he 


received  the  Meritorious  Ser- 
vice Medal  (Third  Oak  Leaf 
Cluster)  with  its  accompanying 
citation  which  reads: 

Chaplain,  Lieutenant  Colonel, 
John  B.  Narron  distinguished 
himself  in  the  performance  of 
outstanding  service  to  the  United 
States  as  Installation  Staff 
Chaplain,  4th  Combat  Support 
Group,  4th  Tactical  Fighter  Wing, 
Seymour  Johnson  Air  Force  Base, 
North  Carolina,  from  12  May  1982 
to  31  May  1985.  During  this  period, 
he  consistently  displayed  superior 
professional  skill,  outstanding 
pastoral  guidance,  and  unparal- 
leled initiative  in  the  performance 
of  his  duty.  His  leadership  and 
management  of  the  base  chapel 
staff  resulted  in  some  of  the  best 
programs  in  the  Tactical  Air  Com- 
mand. Additionally,  his  sincere 
caring  for  the  welfare  and 
religious  needs  of  people  in- 
creased morale  and  spiritual  well 
being.  The  singularly  distinctive 
accomplishments  of  Chaplain  Nar- 
ron culminate  a  distinguished 
career  in  the  service  of  his  country 
and  reflect  great  credit  upon 
himself  and  the  United  States  Air 
force.

1.  Evangelism:  To  arouse  a  spirit  of 
evangelism  within  our  ranks  to  turn  back  the 
decline  of  membership  within  our  denomina- 
tion. 

Evangelism  Conference:  The  L.  L.  Parker 
Endowment  will  provide  the  funds  for  an  an- 
nual conference  without  reaching  into  the 
General  Fund. 

2.  Church  Extension:  To  provide  assistance 
for  crippled  churches  to  recover  to  self-support. 

We  are  seeking  means  to  enlist  the  help  of 
the  local  conferences  in  financing  this  work.  A 
meeting  has  been  called  for  April  29  of  all  con- 
ferences to  send  representatives. 

3.  Church  Planting:  Establish  new 
churches  at  the  rate  of  five  in  '85,  six  in  '86, 
seven  in  '87,  eight  in  '88,  nine  in  '89,  with  a  total 
of  thirty-five  in  the  next  five  years. 


This  is  a  very  ambitious  undertaking  but 
with  the  help  of  each  conference  working  with 
us,  it  is  realistic.  Many  of  our  churches  could 
be  the  mother  of  a  daughter  church. 

4.  The  "Basic  Plus":  By  using  the  "Basic 
Plus"  program,  each  church  could  designate 
75%  of  its  Home  Missions  giving  to  support  a 
certain  mission  within  or  outside  its  con- 
ference. 

5.  Cross-Culture  Work:  We  plan  to  reach 
out  to  the  great  number  of  people  who  have 
come  into  the  United  States  in  the  last  seven 
years.  There  have  been  over  800,000  refugees  to 
come  to  this  country.  Christianity  Today  has 
called  this  influx  of  humanity  "Foreign  Mis- 
sions Incarnate." 

H'mong  Work:  We  are  working  to  start 
phasing  out  support  for  these  people  until  they 
become  self-supporting.

IDEAS 

Group  Lesson  Preparation 

Teachers  must  spend  some 
time  every  week  in  lesson 
preparation.  This  is  essential. 
Usually  teachers  prepare 
alone.  They  use  their  own 
resources— books,  lesson  com- 
mentaries, and  so  on.  But  in  so 
doing  they  neglect  one  of  the 
best  resources  available— other 
teachers! 

Think  about  this.  Why  not  set 
aside  a  time  each  week  to  get 
together  with  other  teachers  to 
preview,  discuss,  and  plan  the 
Sunday  School  lesson?  The 
sharing  would  be  stimulating 
and  make  for  creative,  im- 
proved teaching. 

Setting  a  time  to  meet  might 
be  a  problem.  You  could  meet 
an  hour  before  the  Wednesday 
night  service  or  right  after  it. 
Perhaps  in  the  morning  would 
be  best.  You  may  wish  to  set  a 
different  time  each  week  to 
work  around  your  schedules. 

You  could  meet  in  the  church. 
However,  why  not  take  turns 
meeting  in  one  another's 
homes? 

Have  refreshments  now  and 
then  to  foster  the  fellowship  and 
sharing. 

Have  someone  be  responsible 
each  time  for  leading  the  group 
study  and  discussion. 

Develop  a  plan  for  prepara- 
tion. Have  a  format  to  follow. 
This  will  provide  order  and 
make  wise  use  of  your  valuable 
time. 
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Don't  worry  if  every  teacher 
cannot  or  will  not  attend.  You 
really  only  need  one  other 
teacher,  though  more  would  be 
better. 

Try  this.  Let  me  know  the 
results. 

Teacher  Recognition 

When  your  new  teachers 
begin,  why  not  take  a  picture  of 
each  one.  Have  it  put  on  the 
door  of  the  classroom  in  which 
they  teach.  Include  a  card  with 
their  name  and  the  name  of  the 
class  on  it.  You  could  even  in- 
clude a  picture  of  the  whole 
class.  A  little  recognition  goes  a 
long  way  in  teacher  morale  and 
motivation. 

A  Recommendation 

A  concern  often  expressed  to 
me  by  teachers  has  to  do  with 
the  best  resources  for  lesson 
preparation.  I  always  share 
some  of  the  best  I  know.  But  if  I 
had  to  select  one  resource,  it 
would  be  The  International 
Lesson  Annual.  It  is  excellent. 
The  writers  are  highly 
qualified.  The  Scripture  texts 
are  faithfully  and  accurately 
interpreted.  The  lesson  is 
related  extremely  well  to 
modern  life.  An  outline  is  pro- 
vided, along  with  suggestions 
for  teaching.  It  is,  in  my 
opinion,  the  best  lesson  com- 
mentary available. 

This  particular  lesson  com- 
mentary is  printed  by  Abingdon 
Press.  It  is  based  on  the 
Uniform  Lessons.  The  Press 
carries  about  25  copies  (but  will 
be  glad  to  order  more).  Get 
one!  You  will  be  glad  you  did! 

Now  this  does  not  mean  that 
you  should  use  no  other 
resources  or  lesson  commen- 
taries. To  the  contrary,  do  not 
use  just  one,  even  the  one  I 
have  just  recommended.  Use 
as  many  resources  as  you  can. 
This  will  provide  you  with  a 
well-balanced  understanding  of 
the  lesson. 


Each  of  us  is  aware  of  a  cer- 
tain special  feeling  that  comes 
from  working  closely  with 
those  around  us.  It  is  a  spirit  of 
kinship  that  binds  us  together 
because  of  our  similar  goals 
and  ambitions.  This  "espirit  de 
corps"  is  no  more  apparent 
than  with  the  ministry.  These 
men  serve  together  in  a  cause 
that  binds  them  together.  It  is 
not  at  all  unusual  to  find  out 
that  a  minister's  best  friend  is 
more  often  than  not  a  minister. 

Years  ago  when  a  minister 
died,  his  colleagues  would  get 
together  and  pass  the  hat  for 
the  benefit  of  his  widow.  The 
amount  collected  was  never 
large  but  it  did  show  the  widow 
that  she  was  not  forgotten.  This 
act  was  totally  unselfish  and 
the  ministers  expected  nothing 
in  return. 

As  the  years  passed,  it 
became  apparent  that 
ministers  throughout  the  state 


wished  to  participate  in  a  pro- 
gram that  would  help  every 
minister's  widow.  It  was  at  this 
point  that  the  Minister's 
Widow's  Fund  was  born. 

This  program  was  designed 
so  that  ministers,  through  their 
combined  efforts,  could  present 
a  meaningful  gift  to  their  col- 
league's widow.  There  is  no 
way  that  a  minister  could  profit 
from  this  program,  so  it  is  an 
unselfish  gift  he  makes. 

How  does  the  plan  work? 
When  a  participating  minister 
dies,  a  notice  is  sent  to  all 
ministers  advising  them  of  the 
death.  At  that  point,  they  are 
assessed  $10  and  their  wife  is 
eligible  for  the  benefits  of  the 
plan. 

The  role  of  Superannuation  is 
simply  to  keep  the  records  and 
send  out  the  notices.  The 
minister  through  his  participa- 
tion makes  the  plan  really 
work.

AN  OPEN  LETTER  TO  ORIGINAL  FREE  WILL  BAPTISTS 


Dear  Friends  of  Mount  Olive  College: 

The  long-awaited  dream  of  Original  Free  Will  Baptists  for  a 
four-year  Christian  liberal  arts  college  was  fulfilled  on  August  29 
when  our  first  seniors  began  classes.     Our  goal  and  commitment  are 
to  make  Mount  Olive  a  "Great  Christian  College." 

College  Hall  was  one  of  the  major  requirements  of  the  four- 
year  program.     Designed  to  serve  our  Church  as  well  as  the  College, 
it  is  a  place  where  Original  Free  Will  Baptists  can  meet  at  home  in 
a  place  of  our  own. 

When  the  building  was  completed  in  January  of  last  year,  we  did 
not  have  funds  for  the  parking  area.     Experience  during  the  past  18 
months,   however,   has  shown  that-  a  parking  lot  is  essential  if  we  are 
to  keep  cars  from  getting  stuck  and  the  good  shoes  of  the  ladies  out 
of  the  mud. 

We  have  done  what  had  to  be  done — we  have  secured  a  short-term 
$55,000  loan  from  Southern  Bank  and  Trust  Company  for  this  project. 
The  parking  lot  will  be  ready  for  the  State  Convention  in  September! 
But  we  need  the  help  of  your  church. 

Our  loan  is  to  be  repaid  September  30,   and  we  are  asking  each 
church  to  sponsor  a  parking  space  in  the  amount  of  $275  (200  spaces 
@   $275  equals  $55,000).     The  lighting  is  being  given  by  Edwards 
Electric  of  Wilson.     There  will  be  an  additional  cost  later  for 
asphalt,  but  the  contractor  recommends  that  the  lot  be  used  for  one 
or  two  years  first  in  order  to  compact  it. 

The  only  source  we  have  for  this  project  is  gift  support.  The 
parking  lot  will  serve  those  who  attend  the  State  Convention  and  the 
many  other  church-related  events  held  in  this  fine  facility.  Your 
support  of  this  important  project  will  make  College  Hall  a  greater 
asset  to  our  church.     We  thank  you.

We  realize  that  it  seems  to  many  of  our 
denomination  that  there  is  a  constant  bombard- 
ment from  the  various  enterprises  for  money. 
However,  this  seems  to  be  the  only  way  they 
have  to  communicate  their  needs  and  fund  their 
programs.  Each  enterprise  has  a  very  important 
task  given  them  by  the  members  of  the  North 
Carolina  State  Convention  of  Original  Free  Will 
Baptists.  Even  though  our  membership  has  been 
small  in  number,  our  vision  has  been  great: 
From  mission  points  (which  are  leading  many 
souls  to  Christ  in  India,  the  Philippines  and  Mex- 
ico) to  spreading  the  Word  through  our  church 
within  the  United  States;  from  our  child  care 
ministry  to  our  retirement  programs ;  from  our 
mountain  camp  and  retreat  center  to  a  four-year 
liberal  arts  college ;  from  spreading  the  Word  of 
God  through  the  printed  page  to  preaching  the 
Word  from  the  pulpit. 

Yes,  our  vision  has  been  great.  But  where  do 
we  go  from  here? 

Can  we  sit  back  now  and  be  satisfied  with  a 
status  quo  attitude? 

Are  we  willing  to  say,  "Lord,  we've  done  all 
we  can  do  for  you?" 

Do  we  as  a  denomination  stop  working  for 
the  Lord? 

No.  As  stated  in  James  2:14-26,  our  faith  can- 
not live  without  works. 

What  is  your  local  church  doing  to  support 
our  denominational  enterprises?  According  to 
figures  presented  to  the  1984  State  Convention, 
our  local  churches  spent  12%  of  their  money  on 
denominational  work.  Is  it  not  time  we  as 
Original  Free  Will  Baptists  stop  spending  our 
tithes  and  offerings  on  ourselves  and  begin  seek- 
ing ways  to  reach  the  millions  of  people  without 
Christ? 

How  can  we  say,  "Lord,  we  can't  send  any 
more  money  to  the  missions  programs,  or  the 


Children's  Home,  or  Mount  Olive  College,  or 
Cragmont,  or  the  Retirement  Homes,  or  the 
Press  right  now  because  we  need  to  pad  our  pews 
so  we  can  sit  comfortably  for  the  three  hours  a 
week  we  are  in  church?" 

Are  our  priorities  in  the  right  order? 

The  Free  Will  Baptist  Press  is  no  different 
than  any  other  enterprise  when  it  comes  to  the 
need  for  financial  support.  It  is  true  that  we  are 
funded  to  a  large  extent  through  the  sale  of  Sun- 
day School  literature,  bookstore  sales,  and 
denominational  and  church  printing.  However, 
we  find  on  numerous  occasions  that  some  enter- 
prises and  churches  within  our  denomination  are 
having  their  printing  done  by  privately-owned 
printers  and  are  buying  their  supplies  and  Sun- 
day School  literature  from  other  suppliers,  and 
even  in  some  cases,  from  other  denominations. 

We  are  the  Free  Will  Baptist  Press  and  we 
are  in  existence  to  provide  printing  and  supplies 
to  the  Original  Free  Will  Baptist  denomination. 
We  need  the  support  of  each  church  and  enter- 
prise. 

Approximately  three  years  ago,  we  found 
ourselves  in  financial  trouble.  We  found  many 
people  willing  to  point  fingers  and  place  blame, 
but  few  were  willing  to  help  us  regain  our  finan- 
cial stability. 

We  have  been  asking  that  our  churches  con- 
tribute some  $100,000  through  the  purchase  of 
memberships  to  help  ensure  the  continuation  of 
the  Press's  operations. 

Today,  three  years  later,  we  have  received 
approximately  $10,000.  We  are  most  thankful  for 
that  $10,000,  but  we  still  need  the  $100,000. 

The  Original  Free  Will  Baptist  Church  must 
start  looking  toward  the  future,  but  without  the 
help  of  each  of  you,  the  future  may  not  be  very 
pleasing  to  God. 

Each  church,  Sunday  School  class,  Woman's 
Auxiliary,  Layman's  League,  and  organization 
within  the  Original  Free  Will  Baptist  Church  can 
purchase  memberships  in  the  Free  Will  Baptist 
Press  for  $25  each. 

Please  share  this  with  other  members  of 
your  church  and  Sunday  School;  and  with  your 
prayers  and  financial  support,  we  can  all  grow.

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Original  Free  Will  Baptists  are  located  in 
Maryland  and  West  Virginia. 

A  general  eldership  or  conference  was 
formed  in  1845  to  provide  for  cooperation  be- 
tween local  elderships.  Since  the  1960s,  the 
trend  has  been  to  call  elderships  conferences, 
in  recognition  that  representation  was  no 
longer  limited  to  elders  or  ministers. 

Beliefs 

Of  particular  interest  are  the  similarities 
which  exist  between  the  Church  of  God, 
General  Conference,  and  ourselves,  in  par- 
ticular in  many  doctrinal  matters.  Among 
those  of  special  interest  are  the  following  (ex- 
cerpts taken  from  the  book,  We  Believe,  the 
Doctrinal  Statement  of  the  Churches  of  God, 
General  Conference) : 

Free  Moral  Agency:  We  believe  God  has 
created  man  a  free  moral  agent.  A  person  is 
free  to  live  and  think  and  act  according  to  his 
own  will  ( Joshua  24 : 15 ;  John  1 : 12-13 ;  John 
6:67).  These  Scriptures  clearly  indicate  that 
man  has  freedom  to  accept  or  reject  God,  to 
obey  or  disobey  Him. 

We  believe  every  individual  is  accountable 
to  God  for  choices  made. 

We  believe  that  as  a  believer  was  free  to 
make  the  decision  to  accept  Christ  as  Saviour 
and  Lord,  he  is  no  less  free  at  any  time  in  life 
to  turn  away  from  God  and  be  lost. 

If  a  Christian  refuses  to  acknowledge  sin 
and  the  need  for  forgiveness,  rejects  the 
Saviour  and  Lord  he  had  accepted,  no  longer 
follows  Jesus  (John  10:27),  pushes  Christ  out  of 
his  life,  the  salvation  he  once  knew  is  no  longer 
his  (John  15:6). 

This  does  not  mean  that  Christians  have  to 
live  in  constant  fear  of  being  lost.  Relationship 
with  God  is  not  broken  every  time  the  Christian 
fails. 

We  believe  God  provides  power  for  living  a 
victorious  Christian  life  (p.  18). 

Regeneration:  We  believe  sanctification  is 
both  instantaneous  and  progressive.  The 
biblical  concept  of  sanctification  is  a  process  of 
bringing  the  whole  of  life  into  line  with  the  will 
of  God.  Its  basic  meaning  is  to  set  life  apart  in 
consecration  of  one's  total  self  to  God.  To  sanc- 
tify anything  is  to  declare  that  it  belongs  to 
God. 

Sanctification  of  the  "person"  (personality) 
is  instantaneous  and  simultaneous  with 
regeneration.  Sanctification  of  the  "nature"  is 
a  continuing  growth  in  grace,  truth,  and  rela- 
tionship with  God. 


Justification  is  God's  imputed  work  upon 
man;  sanctification  is  God's  imparted  work 
within  man.  While  justification  refers  to  a 
change  in  "status"  before  God,  sanctification 
refers  to  a  change  in  being.  This  change  in  be- 
ing begins  at  the  time  of  regeneration  and  con- 
tinues in  a  gradual  growth  of  Christ-likeness.  It 
could  be  said  that  sanctification  is  to  regenera- 
tion as  growth  is  to  birth. 

We  believe  transformation  of  the  believer's 
life  and  character  follows  from  his  consecra- 
tion to  God  (p.  23). 

The  Ordinances:  We  believe  Christ  has 
given  the  Church  three  divine  ordinances.  The 
term  "ordinances"  is  used  when  speaking  of 
Baptism,  Feet  Washing,  and  the  Lord's  Supper. 

We  use  the  term  "ordinance"  instead  of 
"sacrament."  The  word  "sacrament"  is  not 
used  because  in  its  historical  development  it 
implies  the  imparting  of  saving  grace.  We 
believe  that  God  uniquely  blesses  members  of 
the  family  of  God  as  they  participate  in  these 
special  acts  of  worship  (John  13:17).  Salvation, 
however,  comes  alone  from  believing  on  the 
Lord  Jesus  Christ  (p.  28). 

As  you  can  see,  Original  Free  Will  Baptists 
and  the  Church  of  God,  General  Conference, 
have  a  lot  in  common. 
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WINDMILLS  AND  DRAGONS 


Our  meeting  that  morning  was  not  planned. 
In  fact,  it  took  place  quite  by  accident.  But  it  was 
definitely  a  pleasant  one  that  caused  me  to  think 
a  lot. 

Our  conversation  began  with  a  discussion  of 
printing  but  soon  made  its  way  to  our  denomina- 
tion. After  I  commented  on  my  concern  over  the 
"overwhelming"  number  of  critics  we  seem  to 
have,  Dr.  Raper  remarked  that  people  fight  that 
which  they  fear.  Things  began  to  make  more 
sense  to  me.  I  began  studying  this  notion  and 
have  come  to  understand  more  about  this 
phenomenon,  one  which  sometimes  causes  peo- 
ple to  fight  windmills,  both  real  and  imagined. 
Individuals  who  engage  in  this  practice  are  often 
likened  to  dragons. 

Of  course  we  know  that  dragons  are  fictional 
beasts.  But  there  are  dragons  of  a  different  sort 
who  are  decidedly  real.  Seldom  do  they  intend  to 
be  sinister;  in  fact  they  are  usually  quite  friend- 
ly. Their  charm  belies  their  power  to 
destroy— and  destroy  they  can. 

Within  the  church  they  are  often  quite 
sincere.  These  well-meaning  saints  have  been 
known  to  leave  ulcers,  strained  relationships  and 
very  hard  feelings  in  their  wake.  They,  of  course, 
do  not  consider  themselves  difficult  people.  They 
really  don't  sit  up  nights  thinking  up  ways  to  be 
nasty.  They  may  be  the  pillars  of  the  church  and 
community,  are  usually  quite  talented  and 
possess  strong  personalities.  These  folks  are 
loyal  church  members  who  are  convinced  they 
are  doing  what  God  would  have  them  do. 

Then  again,  some  are  openly  critical.  These 
dragons  accuse  others  of  everything  from  being 
too  spiritual  to  being  too  laid  back.  Their 
criticisms  are  usually  quite  painful  and  of  the 
type  for  which  there  is  no  absolute  answer(s). 

It  has  been  suggested  that  anyone  who  has 
been  in  the  ministry  for  more  than  one  hour  and 
a  half  knows  the  wrath  of  dragons.  Harry  Iron- 
side described  it  this  way:  "Wherever  there's 
light,  there's  bugs."  But  I  feel  that  much  of  the 
conflict  we  endure  comes  about  because  we  do 
not  know  how  to  handle  criticism  or  to  deal  with 
those  who  do  not  believe  exactly  as  we  do ;  those 
who  do  not  walk,  talk,  eat,  do  whatever  exactly 
as  we  do,  and  so  on.  Our  goal  in  such  situations 


should  not  be  to  destroy  those  with  whom  we 
have  differences,  not  merely  to  disassociate;  but 
instead  to  make  them  disciples. 

Very  few  people  wake  up  one  morning  and 
decide  they  want  to  become  beastly.  Why,  then, 
do  people  become  dragon-like  in  nature?  Well, 
one  reason  rests  in  the  fact  that  people  who  do 
battle  do  so  because  they  feel  very  strongly. 
Emotions  are  often  more  powerful  than  logic.  In 
an  ideal  world,  people  who  differ  would  sit  down 
in  faith  and  good  fellowship,  and  after  some 
"friendly"  debate  would  reach  an  agreement. 
But  we  know  that  doesn't  happen  as  often  as  it 
should  (and  could).  The  criticism  of  a  dragon 
may  spring  more  from  anger  than  differences 
over  an  immediate  subject.  And  that  anger  may 
not  be  directed  so  much  at  a  person  but  at  a  par- 
ticular situation. 

Second,  no  matter  how  sincere  an  individual 
might  be,  he  might  not  be  able  to  overcome  his 
human  nature  right  then.  All  of  us  act  out  of  pure 
"meanness"  sometimes,  even  while  we  justify 
our  actions  to  ourselves. 

John  Miller,  in  The  Contentious  Community, 
compares  the  church  to  a  children's  choir 
gathered  in  the  sanctuary  to  sing  praises  to  God. 
"Innocence  and  guile  are  perched  on  the  edge  of 
the  platform,  waiting  to  burst  forth  in  song  or 
shove  some  unsuspecting  freckle-faced  being  to 
an  ignominious  landing  three  feet  below.  And  it 
isn't  that  Bonnie  is  innocent  and  Bobby  is  full  of 
guile ;  it  is  that  innocence  and  guile,  the  ideal  and 
the  real,  are  coursing  through  the  veins  of  each." 

Every  Christian,  every  church,  every 
denomination,  is  an  odd  combination  of  self- 
sacrificing  saint  and  self-serving  sinner.  And  the 
church  is  the  assembly  of  all  those  who  profess 
themselves  believers.  Within  that  gathering  is 
found  a  full-range  of  saint/sinner  combinations. 
Ministry  is  a  commitment  to  care  for  all 
members  of  the  body— even  those  whose  breath 
is  tainted  with  dragon  smoke. 

The  moral  of  the  story?  Let  us  carefully  and 
prayerfully  examine  our  lifes,  motives,  all  that 
we  do.  May  we  become  more  like  Christ  and  help 
others  do  the  same— even  when  it  is  difficult  to 
love  and  accept  them.

Annual  reports  from  denominational  enter- 
prises, institutions  and  bodies  were  given  on 
both  days  of  the  Convention.  The  Rev.  William 
Scott  Sowers  addressed  the  Convention  on 
Wednesday  and  the  Rev.  Dan  Rivers  delivered 
the  sermon  on  Thursday  morning. 


The  Executive  Committee  of  the  State  Con- 
vention has  worked  for  some  time  on  for- 
mulating a  plan  of  direction  for  the  Convention, 
their  objectives  for  the  plan  being  to  establish  a 
program  of  growth  from  1985-1990;  to  request 
that  denominational  enterprises,  institutions, 
and  auxiliaries  establish  five-year  goals;  to 
develop  a  theme  for  the  five-year  plan ;  to 
develop  a  logo  for  the  denomination;  to  en- 
courage churches  to  develop  a  five-year 
program  within  the  framework  of  the  State 
Convention;  to  promote  unity  within  our 
denomination ;  to  encourage  each  church  to 
develop  an  ongoing  program  of  evangelism ;  to 
establish  the  office  of  general  or  promotional 
secretary;  and  to  aggressively  seek  to  carry 
out  this  program.  After  relating  the  above  ob- 
jectives, the  Executive  Committee  presented 
their  five-year  plan  of  growth  for  the  Conven- 
tion.

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NORTH  CAROLINA  STATE  CONVENTION  OF  ORIGINAL 
FREE  WILL  BAPTISTS  FIVE-YEAR  PLAN 


The  Executive  Committee  of 
the  North  Carolina  State  Con- 
vention of  Original  Free  Will 
Baptists  has  been  working  on  a 
five-year  plan  for  our  Conven- 
tion since  the  beginning  of  the 
year.  At  a  special  meeting  of 
the  Executive  Committee  in 
November  at  the  Holiday  Inn  in 
Kinston,  needs  were  identified 
as  (1)  Identity,  (2)  Revitaliza- 
tion,  (3)  Growth,  and  (4) 
Unification. 

Following  is  our  five-year 
plan  for  meeting  these  needs. 

I.  One  of  the  primary  aims  of 
the  State  Convention  dur- 
ing the  five-year  period, 
1985-1990,  is  to  help  those 
within  and  without  our  de- 
nomination know  who 
Original  Free  Will  Bap- 
tists are  in  light  of  our  his- 
tory, our  distinctiveness  as 
a  church,  our  beliefs,  and 
our  work  as  servant  of  all. 
In  order  to  achieve  a  new 
sense  of  identity,  we  must: 

A.  Provide  resources  to  make  our 
people  and  others  aware  of  the 
vital  role  of  Original  Free  Will 
Baptists  in  the  world,  in 
history,  and  at  present. 

B.  Provide  encouragement  for 
total  involvement  of  Original 
Free  Will  Baptists  in  the  com- 
mon goal  of  service. 

C.  Promote  the  Original  Free  Will 
Baptist  Church  through  the 
public  media  and  literature. 

D.  Use  and  encourage  the  use  of 
our  logo  as  a  mark  of  our  iden- 
tity. 


II.  A  second  aim  calls  for  a 
new  vitality  among  our 
people,  churches,  confer- 
ences, and  the  enterprises 
of  the  Original  Free  Will 
Baptist  Church.  In  order  to 
achieve  this  needed  revi- 
talization,  we  must: 

A.  Encourage  a  renewed  empha- 
sis on  worship,  prayer,  Bible 
reading  and  study. 

B.  Promote  a  focus  on  the  servant- 
hood  of  the  body  of  Christ,  and 
members  in  particular  (1  Co- 
rinthians 12:27). 

C.  Provide  and  identify  resources 
for  leadership  development 
and  training. 

III.  A  third  aim  is  growth.  To 
expand  the  ministry  of  the 
local  churches,  confer- 
ences, and  denomination, 
we  must: 

A.  Encourage  the  local  churches, 
conferences,  and  enterprises 
to  set  goals  for  growth  and 
develop  a  program  for  their 
accomplishment. 

B.  Provide  and  identify  resources 
which  will  enable  Original 
Free  Will  Baptists  to  effective- 
ly plan  and  reach  their  goals 
for  growth. 

IV.  A  fourth  aim  is  unifica- 
tion. We  must  work  to  uni- 
fy Original  Free  Will  Bap- 
tists by  involving  the 
people,  churches,  confer- 
ences, and  enterprises  in 
the  shared  ministry  of  ser- 
vice. In  order  to  achieve 
a  new  sense  of  unification, 
the  Executive  Committee 
must: 


A.  Co-ordinate  the  planning  of  the 
enterprises  in  order  that  unity 
might  be  promoted  and  we  be 
found  good  stewards  of  our 
resources. 

B.  Provide  opportunities  for  co- 
operative planning  and  promo- 
tion by  churches,  conferences, 
and  enterprises. 

C.  Keep  our  people  fully  informed 
regarding  the  work  and  accom- 
plishments of  Original  Free 
Will  Baptists. 

D.  Maintain  an  office  in  the  Head- 
quarters for  the  purpose  of  pro- 
moting the  Original  Free  Will 
Baptist  Church. 

Enterprises  and  institutions 
of  the  Convention  were  en- 
couraged to  present  five-year 
plans  to  the  Convention  at  this 
setting.  Following  are  the 
various  plans  given. 

HOME  MISSIONS  AND 
CHURCH  EXTENSION 

1.  Evangelism:  To  arouse  a 
spirit  of  evangelism  within  our 
ranks  to  turn  back  the  decline 
of  membership  within  our 
denomination. 

Evangelism  Conference :  The 
L.  L.  Parker  Endowment  will 
provide  the  funds  for  an  annual 
conference  without  reaching  in- 
to the  general  fund. 

2.  Church  Extension:  To  pro- 
vide assistance  for  crippled 
churches  to  recover  to  self- 
support. 

We  are  seeking  means  to 
enlist  the  help  of  the  local  con- 
ferences in  financing  this  work. 

3.  Church  Planting:  Estab- 
lish  new    churches   at  the 
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rate  of;  five  in  '85,  six  in  '86, 
seven  in  '87,  eight  in  '88,  nine  in 
'89,  with  a  total  of  thirty-five  in 
the  next  five  years. 

This  is  a  very  ambitious 
undertaking  but  with  the  help  of 
each  conference  working  with 
us,  it  is  realistic.  Many  of  our 
churches  could  be  the  mother  of 
a  daughter  church. 

4.  By  using  the  "Basic  Plus" 
program,  each  church  could 
designate  75%  of  its  Home  Mis- 
sion giving  to  support  a  certain 
mission  within  or  outside  its 
respective  conference. 

5.  Cross  Culture  Work: 
Reach  out  to  the  great  number 
of  people  who  have  come  into 
the  United  States  in  the  last 
seven  years.  There  have  been 
over  800,000  refugees  to  come  to 
this  country.  Christianity  To- 
day has  called  this  influx  of 
humanity  "foreign  missions  in- 
carnate." 

H'mong  Work:  We  are  work- 
ing to  start  phasing  out  support 
for  these  people  until  they 
become  self-supporting. 

CHILDREN'S  HOME 

The  following  goals  for  the 
next  five  years  will  enable  us  to 
meet  the  challenges  of  our 
ministry  and  to  provide  the 
very  best  care  possible  for 
children : 

—To  lift  up  Christ  as  Lord 
and  Saviour  to  all  that  we 
serve. 

—Maintain  current  stability 
within  this  ministry. 


—Minister  to  75  children 
overall:  55  in  residential  care 
and  6  in  foster  care  each  year. 

—Renovate  and  upgrade  the 
Recreational  Center,  the  Cen- 
tral Dining  Hall  and  a  cottage. 

—Promotion  of  Friends  of 
Children  to  gain  500  par- 
ticipants. 

—  Solicit  an  automotive 
dealership  to  provide  the  use  of 
a  vehicle. 

—Complete  the  development 
of  our  Public  Relations/ 
Development  office. 

—  Secure  an  additional 
$100,000  in  endowments  and/or 
bequests. 

—  Increase  the  budget  a 
minimum  of  7%  each  year. 

—  Study  the  feasibility  of 
becoming  an  accredited  child 
care  facility.

BOARD  OF  FOREIGN 
MISSIONS-HOME  OFFICE 

The  first  great  concern  is  to 
develop  a  strong  prayer  base 
among  Free  Will  Baptists,  to 
support  the  work  through  daily 
prayers  of  intercession.  The 
first  event  in  the  implementa- 


tion of  this  plan  will  be  the 
World  Missions  Conference  of 
1986.  David  Bryant,  of  Intervar- 
sity  Missions,  will  be  the  guest 
speaker  for  the  day.  The  con- 
ference will  be  totally  devoted 
to  prayer  and  world  missions. 
Our  goal  is  to  have  every  pastor 
in  attendance,  along  with 
several  laymen  and  women 
from  each  church. 

In  order  to  have  a  strong  pro- 
gram, prayer  must  be  first.  We 
are  praying  that  this  will  be  the 
beginning  of  a  great  prayer 
revival  among  Free  Will  Bap- 
tists. Everyone  in  attendance 
will  be  encouraged  to  become  a 
prayer  warrior  and  solicit  a 
partner  to  pray  with  them  once 
a  week.  A  prayer-gram  will  be 
sent  to  these  individuals  and 
groups  once  a  month  sharing 
prayer  and  praise  items  and 
missions  needs  around  the 
world. 

The  second  great  concern  is 
to  develop  a  strong  and  regular 
base  of  support.  The  prayer 
base  will  no  doubt  contribute  to 
this.  Our  goal  is  to  get  every 
Free  Will  Baptist  Church  ac- 
tively involved  in  regular  sup- 
port of  Foreign  Missions.  The 
Director  and  missionaries  on 
furlough  will  attempt  to  receive 
invitations  to  visit  churches  on 
the  borderline  of  support  and 
encourage  them  to  look  at  the 
work  of  world  missions  as  their 
responsibility.

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Encourage  each  church  to 
put  Foreign  Missions  on  their 
budget,  plus  receive  special  of- 
ferings during  designated 
months  of  the  church  calendar. 

Encourage  individuals  to 
give  regularly  to  the  program. 

Renew  our  efforts  with  the 
"Compassion  Bank."  This  will 
be  done  later  this  year. 

Continue  our  efforts  to  ex- 
pand the  Telethon  into  every 
church. 

An  Endowment  and  Will  pro- 
gram may  have  to  be  initiated. 

Continally  look  for  new  ways 
to  generate  financial  support  on 
a  regular  basis. 

Our  goal  by  the  year  1990  will 
be  a  base  support  of  $320,000. 
This  will  be  needed  for  expan- 
sion to  new  fields,  for  mis- 
sionaries, and  for  development 
in  the  areas  where  we  now 
work.  This  also  considers  the  in- 
flation factor. 

The  third  great  concern  is 
pastor  involvement  in  this  pro- 
gram. The  pastor  is  the  key  per- 
son of  influence  in  the  church; 
therefore,  his  support  is  vital 
for  a  strong  Foreign  Missions 
program.  In  order  to  gain  his 
support,  we  will  use  personal 
letters,  personal  contact,  con- 
ferences and  prayer.  Our  goal 
is  for  every  pastor  to  become  a 
communications  partner. 

The  fourth  great  concern  is  to 
send  out  new  missionaries.  Our 
goal  will  be  one  new  missionary 
by  the  end  of  this  five  year 


period.  We  have  in  process  one 
application.  If  this  application 
reaches  fruition,  it  will  also 
mean  the  opening  of  another 
field. 

We  will  continue  the  yearly 
World  Missions  Conference  and 
seek  to  increase  interest  and  at- 
tendance. Speakers  for  the  next 
two  years  are  as  follows :

Those  men  called  into  the 
ministry  will  be  enrolled  in 
the  "Logoi"  program  of 
study.  This  is  a  two-year 
Theological  Education  by 
Extension  program.  Fif- 
teen men  are  currently  en- 
rolled in  this  program. 


7.  STEWARDSHIP 

We  will  encourage  our  peo- 
ple to  assume  a  greater 
portion  of  the  financial  load 
of  the  work  through  tithes 
and  offerings. 

8.  BUILDINGS 

There  are  no  plans  for  new 
buildings  for  the  first  year 
of  the  plan,  but  buildings 
will  be  constructed  as 
needed.  We  will  bear  the 
cost  of  these  buildings,  but 
will  use  the  loan  fund  estab- 
lished by  the  Board  of 
Foreign  Missions  for  this 
purpose. 

9.  PRAYER 

We  will  establish  a  strong 
prayer  base  in  Mexico 
among  our  people  and  also 
urge  our  brothers  and  sis- 
ters in  the  U.S.A.  to  con- 
tinally  lift  us  up  in  prayer. 

INDIA 

1.  CHURCH  GROWTH  AND 
EVANGELISM 

We  lay  great  emphasis  on 
evangelism  in  all  our  ac- 
tivities, actions  and  works 
as  we  realize  that  a  witness- 
ing church  is  a  living 
church.  Our  goal  is  to  in- 
volve all  our  people  in 
witnessing  on  a  regular 
basis.  This  will  help  us  meet 
our  goals  for  church 
growth. 

2.  NEW  CHURCHES 

At  present,  we  have  23 
congregations.  We  plan  to 


establish  23  more  in  five 
years,  bringing  our  total  in 
1990  to  46. 

3.  NEW  MISSION  POINTS 
According  to  our  plan,  we 
will  reach  20,000  unreached 
people  in  the  next  five  years 
through  the  use  of  Bible 
studies,  audiovisual  aids, 
film  strips  and  preaching 
conventions. 

4.  NEW  SCHOOLS 

The  number  of  schools  at 
present  are  17;  within  five 
years  we  will  add  10  more. 

5.  MEMBERSHIP  GOALS 
The  present  membership  of 
our  church  is  8,311  and  it 
will  be  doubled  within  the 
next  five  years. 

6.  PROJECTS 

In  order  to  have  financial 
stability  and  security  of  our 
workers  the  project  that  is 
in  our  mind  is  the  English 
Medium  school  with  hostel 
facility  at  Bareilly. 

7.  TRAINING  PROGRAM 
We  are  planning  to  start  a 
training  program  by  exten- 
sion for  our  pastors  and 
teachers  as  soon  as  ade- 
quate material  is  prepared. 

8.  STEWARDSHIP  GOALS 
One  of  our  chief  goals  is  to 
train  our  people  in  steward- 
ship. Even  though  their 
means  are  meager,  we  be- 
lieve that  everyone  should 
share  in  the  task  of  reach- 
ing the  world  with  the  gos- 
pel. 
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9.  PERSONNEL  NEEDS 
In  the  coming  five  years, 
we  will  need  at  least  20 
more  ministers  and  18  more 
teachers.  We  also  need  two 
trained  area  workers  to 
serve  in  the  villages. 
10.  BUILDING  NEEDS 

This  is  a  priority  need.  Dur- 
ing the  1984-85  church  year 
a  building  program  was  be- 
gun. Some  are  under  con- 
struction, while  others  have 
been  completed.  All  of  our 
schools  and  churches  need 
places  to  meet.  We  encour- 
age you  to  help  us  with 
these  buildings.  We  in  India 
are  determined  to  help  as 
much  as  we  can  on  these 
projects. 

MOUNT  OLIVE  COLLEGE 

A.  GOALS  FOR  THE  SENIOR 
COLLEGE  PROGRAM 
1.  The  number  of  volumes 
in  the  library  must  be 
increased  from  the  pres- 
ent level  of  40,000  to 
50,000  volumes  "as  soon 
as  possible."

The  cataloging  of  new 
books  and  growth  in  the 
student  body  will  require 
an  increase  in  the  library 
staff.  Furthermore, 
plans  must  be  initiated 
for  expansion  of  the 
library  facilities  once  the 
50,000  -  volume  goal  is 
reached.  By  the  year 
2000  a  goal  of  100,000 
volumes  is  envisioned. 

2.  A  Greenhouse  for  the 
Science  Department  is 
needed  immediately. 
(Estimated  cost: 
$25,000.) 

3.  Not  later  than  1987, 
earlier  if  possible, 
construction  must  begin 
on  facilities  for  a 
College  Union  (food 
services  and  student 
activities)  and  provi- 
sions for  the  Fine  Arts 
(music,  art,  and  drama). 
The  current  estimated 
cost  of  these  facilities 
is  $5  million. 

4.  Continued  growth  in 
student  enrollment  will 
also  require  additional 
housing  which  can  be 
planned  on  a  self-liqui- 
dating basis. 

5.  A  minimum  goal  of  fifty 
percent  should  be  set  for 
the  number  of  full-time 
teachers  with  earned 
doctorates.  In  addition, 


there  must  be  an  on- 
going program  for  fac- 
ulty development  and 
professional  growth,  in- 
cluding sabbatical 
leaves  and  opportunities 
for  educational  travel, 
research,  and  writing. 

6.  Adequate  gift  support, 
including  the  develop- 
ment of  endowment  re- 
sources, must  be 
obtained  to  assure  the 
continued  financial 
strength  and  stability  of 
the  College  as  the  expan- 
sion of  its  educational 
services  moves  forward. 

B.  SERVICES  TO  STUDENTS 
From  the  beginning,  the  ex- 
pressed concern  of  Mount  Olive 
College  has  been  the  academic 
achievement,  spiritual  growth, 
personal  fulfillment,  and  social 
development  of  its  students. 
The  College  has  also  main- 
tained a  policy  of  financial  aid 
adequate  to  meet  the  needs  of 
qualified  and  worthy  students. 

In  the  transition  to  senior  col- 
lege status,  Mount  Olive  is  com- 
mitted to  maintaining  those 
qualities  and  programs  which 
have  earned  it  the  reputation  of 
"The  College  That  Cares."  In 
order  to  expand  its  services  to 
more  students,  the  following 
enrollment  goals  (full-time 
equivalent)  have  been  adopted:

The 
Bachelor  of  Applied  Science 
degree  was  specifically  de- 
signed for  graduates  of  public 
technical  colleges. 

C.  SPECIAL  SERVICES  TO 
THE  CHURCH 

Mount  Olive  College  takes 
seriously  its  opportunity  and 
responsibility  to  meet  the 
distinctive  educational  needs  of 
Original  Free  Will  Baptists. 
One  of  the  primary  reasons  for 
the  development  of  the  four- 
year  program  was  to  enable  the 
College  to  provide  a  more  ade- 
quate program  of  education  for 
ministers  in  particular. 

Through  the  Office  of  Church 
Relations,  directed  by  the  Rev. 
Frank  R.  Harrison,  the  College 
is  encouraging  and  assisting 
ministers  to  participate  in 
evangelism  clinics.  Through 
these  clinics,  it  is  our  hope  and 
prayer  that  Original  Free  Will 
Baptists  will  experience  a  new 
birth  of  spiritual  renewal. 

The  College  is  also  working 
cooperatively   with  both  the 


Home  and  Foreign  Missions 
Boards  and  the  State  Sunday 
School  Convention  to  promote 
and  advance  their  work 
through  mission  rallies  and 
workshops. 

Mrs.  Dianne  B.  Riley  has 
recently  completed  her 
Master's  degree;  and  this  fall 
for  the  first  time  she  will  teach 
"Introduction  to  Christian 
Education,"  an  indispensable 
course  for  pastors  and  others 
engaged  in  the  educational 
work  of  the  local  church. 
Future  plans  call  for  her  to 
reduce  her  administrative 
responsibilities  in  the  Admis- 
sions Office  in  order  to  devote 
more  time  to  on-campus 
teaching  and  extension  ser- 
vices to  churches. 

Under  the  four-year  cur- 
riculum Greek  has  been  added, 
and  now  Free  Will  Baptist 
ministers  have  the  opportunity 
to  learn  the  language  in  which 
the  New  Testament  was  writ- 
ten. 

Tuition  grants  valued  at 
$1,500  annually,  worth  $6,000 
over  a  four-year  period,  are 
awarded  to  Free  Will  Baptist 
students.  Ministers  and  their 
wives  are  given  a  reduced  tui- 
tion rate  of  only  $25  per  three- 
semester-hour  course;  and  if 
there  is  demonstrable  need,  a 
full  tuition  grant  may  be  given. 

College  Hall  is  available  to 
Free   Will   Baptist  Church 


groups  without  specific  charge. 
(An  offering  or  appropriation  is 
appreciated,  however,  to  help 
cover  the  cost  of  utilities  and 
maintenance  services.)  The 
Free  Will  Baptist  State  Youth 
Convention  utilizes  the  entire 
campus  for  its  three-day 
meeting  each  May. 

The  Free  Will  Baptist 
Historical  Collection  in  Moye 
Library  provides  the  most  com- 
prehensive source  of  informa- 
tion known  on  the  history  and 
work  of  Original  Free  Will  Bap- 
tists. 

Eagles  Nest  is  used  annually 
by  the  State  Layman's  League 
for  the  Gospel  Music  Festival 
and  by  the  Home  Missions 
Board  for  its  Camp  for  the 
Deaf.  Under  the  four-year  cur- 
riculum in  Recreation,  it  is  an- 
ticipated that  an  expanded  use 
of  Eagles  Nest  will  be  made 
available  to  both  youth  and 
adult  groups. 

The  amount  of  pulpit  supply 
and  other  services  to  our 
church  is  almost  beyond 
measure.  Indeed,  the  life  of  the 
church  and  the  College  are  in- 
exorably bound  together  for  the 
mutual  benefit  of  each.  In  this 
relationship  we  believe  that 
what  is  good  for  Mount  Olive 
College  is  good  for  Original 
Free  Will  Baptists,  and  what  is 
good  for  our  church  is  also  good 
for  the  College. 
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D.  FINANCIAL  PLANNING 
AND  GIFT  SUPPORT  GOALS 

There  is  an  ancient  proverb 
which  says,  "Take  what  you 
want  from  life  and  pay  for  it." 
We  believe  that  God  has  en- 
trusted to  His  people  all  the 
resources  needed  for  His  work.

RECOMMENDATIONS  TO 
THE  STATE  CONVENTION 

The  following  recommenda- 
tions were  made  to  the  Conven- 
tion. They  were  adopted. 

HOME  MISSIONS 

1.  We  are  asking  our  Conven- 
tion for  a  budget  of  $150,000 
again  this  year. 

2.  We  recommend  that  our 
Board  be  enlarged  from  the 
present  number  of  five 
members  to  seven  members 
and  that  there  be  one  from  each 
of  our  conferences.

2.  That  the  Convention  en- 
courage every  member  to 
faithfully  pray  for  world  mis- 
sions. 

3.  That  the  months  of 
December  and  March  continue 
to  be  designated  as  "Foreign 
Missions  Months"  in  our  State 
Convention  calendar,  and  that 
our  churches  remember  the  life 
and  work  of  the  Rev.  J.  E.  Tim- 
mons  through  the  "Memorial 
Christmas  Fund"  for  Foreign 
Missions. 

MOUNT  OLIVE  COLLEGE 

1.  That  the  report,  including 
its  goals  and  plans,  be  ap- 
proved (including  1985-86  gift 
support  goals  for  Original  Free 
Will  Baptists  of  $750,000). 

2.  That  the  Convention  con- 
tinue to  designate  February

CONSTITUTIONAL 
CHANGES 

Three  constitutional  changes 
were  brought  about  by  the  Con- 
vention. The  first  amended  the 
bylaws  by  adding  Article  II, 
Section  24:  That  persons 
elected  as  officers  of  this  Con- 
vention shall  not  be  eligible  to 
serve  as  members  of  boards, 
standing  committees,  and  com- 
missions of  the  Convention  dur- 
ing the  time  they  serve  as  of- 
ficers of  this  Convention. 

The  second  change  concerns 
Article  II,  Section  22.  It  now 
reads:  The  board  of  home  mis- 
sions and  church  extension 
shall  be  composed  of  seven  (7) 
members  with  the  term  of  one 
member  expiring  each  year, 
the  vacancy  to  be  filled  by  the 
Convention. 


The  third  change  was 
brought  about  by  the  change  in 
the  name  of  the  Board  of 
Superannuation.  The  Board  is 
now  known  as  The  Board  of  the 
North  Carolina  State  Conven- 
tion of  Original  Free  Will  Bap- 
tist Ministers'  Program  (note 
changes  in  Article  2,  Section  8, 
and  Article  3,  Section  8).

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PRESS  MEMBERSHIP  MEETING  HELD 

The  annual  meeting  of  those  holding 
membership  in  the  Free  Will  Baptist  Press 
Foundation,  Inc.  was  held  in  the  Foundation 
building  on  Tuesday,  September  3. 

President  Adrian  Grubbs  reported  that  the 
Press  had  lost  its  tax-exempt  status  and  ap- 
proximately $23,000  had  been  paid  to  the  Inter- 
nal Revenue  Service  in  Federal  Unemployment 
Taxes  as  a  result. 

President  Grubbs  continued  his  review  of 
the  year  by  relating  that  the  Board  had  met  the 
request  of  the  State  Convention  and  made  two 
more  office  spaces  available.  A  new  three-year 
lease  was  also  negotiated  with  the  Convention. 
He  concluded  his  remarks  by  announcing  the 
establishment  of  a  literature  committee  com- 
posed of  two  Press  Board  members,  the  Revs. 
De  Wayne  Eakes  and  Joe  Griffith;  two 
members  of  the  Board  of  the  North  Carolina 
State  Sunday  School  Convention,  and  the 
Editor. 

After  Press  Financial  Director  Bobby  Pen- 
nington reviewed  the  financial  report  of  the 
Foundation,  Executive  Director  R.  Clifford 
Gray  Jr.  discussed  changes  in  the  Free  Will 
Baptist  literature  program  and  The  Free  Will 
Baptist. 

Board  members  elected  during  the  meeting 
were  the  Rev.  James  Billy  Hardee,  88;  the 
Rev.  De  Wayne  Eakes,  88;  and  Ms.  Marice 
Debruhl,  88.  Mrs.  Ruth  Warrick  was  also 
elected  to  complete  the  unexpired  term  of  the 
Rev.  Dewey  Boling,  86,  who  retired  earlier  this 
year.

BANQUET  PROVIDES  CHALLENGE 

The  125  people  present  at  the  1985  Annual 
Pastors'  and  Sunday  School  Superintendents' 
Banquet,  held  Friday  evening,  September  6,  at 
King's  Restaurant,  in  Kinston,  were  challenged 
to  consider  their  high  calling.  What  calling? 
God's  command  to  us  to  teach  His  people  to  be 
obedient. 

The  Great  Commission  as  found  in  Mat- 
thew 28  is  highly  regarded  as  the  Church's 
marching  orders,  our  command  from  the  Lord 
to  evangelize  everywhere  in  the  world.  The 
Sunday  School  is  organized  in  our  churches  as 
partial  fulfillment  of  the  Church's  mission.  The 
Sunday  School,  the  teaching  arm  of  the 
Original  Free  Will  Baptist  Church,  has  as 
its  purpose  to  teach  people  to  be  disciples  and 
to  teach  them  to  obey  all  our  Lord  has  com- 
manded us. 

The  Rev.  Willis  Wilson,  pastor  of  Reedy 
Branch  Church,  was  the  speaker  for  the  eve- 
ning. He  encouraged  those  present  to  be  men  of 
vision,  action,  motivation,  and  accomplish- 
ment. He  pointed  out  the  need  for  lay  support 
of  the  ministry  and  regularity  in  attendance.  In 
his  concluding  remarks,  he  expressed  the  need 
for  individuals  to  love  their  neighbors  and  the 
Church,  and  to  love  as  Christ  loved.

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SPIRITUAL  SUPERHEROES: 
THEIR  TRUE  CALLING  AND  LIFE 


When  speaking  at  the  Annual 
Pastors'  and  Sunday  School 
Superintendents'  Banquet 
recently,  the  Rev.  Willis  Wilson 
used  an  illustration  that  has 
become  rather  engraved  in  the 
recesses  of  my  mind:  It  seems 
that  a  country  church  was  us- 
ing a  2"  x  10"  board  as  a 
walkway  across  a  ditch. 
Whenever  church  members 
made  their  way  across  the 
board,  they  were  able  to  do  so 
across  the  10"  side.  The  pastor, 
however,  had  to  balance 
himself  while  walking  across 
the  2"  surface.  Humorous? 
Sound  familiar?  The  fact  is, 
such  is  all  too  often  the  case. 

Our  church  is  facing  a 
tremendous  shortage  in 
ministers  and  I  believe  one 
reason  this  is  true  rests  with  the 
expectations  placed  on  those  in 
ministry.  Granted,  some 
pastors  are  lazy,  but  many  of 
the  day-to-day  circumstances 
in  a  minister's  life  are  quite 
stressful.  Within  a  24-hour 
period,  the  pastor  may  lead  a 
soul  to  Christ,  counsel  a  young 
convert,  study,  visit  a  terminal- 
ly ill  church  member,  be  called 
upon  to  talk  with  a  community 
group,  and  hear  rumbles  from 
someone  because  no  one 
answered  the  phone. 

An  obvious  tension  exists  be- 
tween the  idealized  fulfillment 
of  the  minister's  commission 
and  the  realities  of  ministering 
to  man's  complex  state.  Jesus' 
words  echo:  The  Spirit  of  the 
Lord  is  upon  me;  He  has  ap- 
pointed me  to  preach  the  good 
news  to  the  poor;  He  has  sent 
me  to  heal  the  brokenhearted 
and  to  announce  that  captives 
shall  be  released  and  the  blind 
shall  see,  that  the  downtrodden

shall  be  freed  from  their  op- 
pressors, and  that  God  is  ready 
to  give  blessings  to  all  who 
come  to  Him  (Luke  4:18-19, 
paraphrased).  True  human 
states  of  sin,  sickness  and 
resistance  are  present  on  the 
other  hand.  In  pursuit  of  his 
commission,  the  minister 
enters  the  arena  of  human  suf- 
fering and  finds  himself  feeling 
up  against  a  wall. 

Since  ministers  are  only 
human,  physical  overextension 
is  a  real  problem.  Intensive 
emotional  investments  are 
made  in  the  lives  of  others 
because  ministers  care ;  and  as 
a  result,  physical  burnout  is  not 
uncommon.  When  I  think  about 
those  ministers  I  have  known 
who  passed  away,  the  vast  ma- 
jority of  them  succumbed  vic- 
tims to  cardiac  arrests.  (Fried- 
man and  Rosenman  verify  this 
in  Type  A  Behavior  and  Your 
Heart.)  You  see,  the  intangible 


nature  of  ministerial  work  in- 
vites the  pastor  to  overextend, 
all  the  while  trying  to  validate 
his  own  ministry  to  his  con- 
gregation and  himself. 

The  minister's  role  calls  for 
him  to  be  a  healing  agent,  for 
he  ministers  health  and 
wholeness.  He  is  to  sustain  the 
church,  standing  by  supportive- 
ly  in  the  face  of  loss.  Guidance 
is  another  of  his  functions,  for 
he  is  to  provide  education, 
direction,  hope  and  good 
models.  Reconciliation  is 
another  task  assigned  to  him. 
He  cannot  do  these  things 
without  our  help— and  I  feel  as 
though  we  must  stand  behind 
our  ministers  if  we  are  to  be  the 
church  of  Jesus  Christ. 

But  you  and  I  expect  our 
minister  to  be  a  spiritual 
superhero,  all  the  while  forget- 
ting that  we  also  expect  him  to

SOME  MISUNDERSTANDINGS 
ABOUT  SUPERANNUATION 

1)  All  ministers  do  not  benefit  from  the  pro- 
gram. 

This  is  true.  Superannuation  is  a  voluntary 
program  available  to  all  ministers  that  apply 
and  qualify.  We  cannot  require  anyone  to  take 
part  but  we  do  make  it  available  to  those  who 
wish  to  participate. 

2)  If  our  church  makes  a  contribution  to  the 
general  fund  our  minister  will  not  benefit. 

It  is  impossible  to  know  the  correct  answer 
which  should  be  given  here;  however,  we  are 
working  on  plans  and  programs  that  will  benefit 
all  the  ministers  whose  churches  support  with 
annual  gifts.  We  are  interested  in  providing  a 
program  that  will  reach  all  of  our  ministers  in  a 
meaningful  sort  of  way  but  with  the  current  level 
of  giving  we  can  do  no  more  than  maintain  our 
present  program. 

3)  The  Board  should  send  a  monthly  retirement 
check  to  all  retired  ministers. 

We  agree.  But  for  how  much  should  the 
check  be  made  out?  But  keep  this  in  mind:  For 
the  gift  to  be  meaningful,  it  should  be  a  minimal 
amount.  Let's  take  a  $100,  for  example.  If  we 
were  to  send  each  retired  minister  a  check  for 
$100  monthly,  it  would  take  approximately 
$90,000  a  year.  When  we  take  into  consideration 
that  we  received  about  $23,000  in  gift  support  last 
year,  we  see  this  is  a  difficult  task.  This  does  not 
mean  that  the  program  will  not  do  something 
like  this  in  the  future;  it  means  we  have  to  in- 
crease support  from  the  pulpit  and  the  pew. 

4)  We  can  do  a  lot  more  for  our  minister  by  using 
the  money  we  normally  give  to  Superannuation 
and  using  it  to  help  fund  our  minister's  retire- 
ment or  benefits. 

Maybe  you  can.  If  may  also  be  true  that  your 
church,  instead  of  sending  money  to  the  College, 
can  do  more  for  higher  education  by  keeping  that 
gift  and  using  it  locally;  but  it  is  doubtful. 
Although  we  pride  ourselves  on  our  in- 
dependence, it  would  do  us  well  to  consider  that 
we  depend  on  one  another  and  that  our  strength 
is  based  on  unity  not  division.  A  more  com- 
prehensive program  can  be  designed  for  many 
rather  than  one  and  our  approach  is  to  serve  as 
many  as  possible. 


OCTOBER  IS 
SUPERANNUATION  MONTH 

For  the  past  several  years,  the  State  Conven- 
tion has  set  aside  the  month  of  October  as 
Superannuation  Month  in  the  local  church.  This 
practice  provides  an  opportunity  for  local 
churches  to  receive  a  special  offering  for  the 
work  of  the  program  and  take  time  to  remember 
those  who  had  given  so  much  of  their  time  and 
talents  to  the  denomination.  Today,  however, 
many  of  our  churches  have  gone  to  unified 
budgets  and  they  no  longer  receive  special  offer- 
ings for  enterprises.  So  some  may  think  the  idea 
of  setting  aside  a  month  as  Superannuation 
Month  is  old-fashioned  and  unnecessary.  Our 
reply  is  this:  "As  long  as  we  have  ministers  who 
are  willing  to  give  themselves  to  our  denomina- 
tion and  its  work,  it  is  important  that  we 
remember  Superannuation  in  our  giving  and  our 
prayers." 

For  those  churches  that  have  a  budget,  we 
ask  that  they  use  this  month  to  remember  the 
work  that  has  been  done  by  pastors  who  faithful- 
ly served  through  the  years.  For  those  who  use 
this  month  as  an  occasion  to  give,  we  hope  that 
you  will  be  generous.  The  churches  of  this  Con- 
vention are  the  only  source  of  income  available 
to  Superannuation  and  we  work  to  make  the  most 
of  your  gift. 

NEW  LOCATION 
FOR  SUPERANNUATION 

The  Superannuation  office  is  located  in 
Kinston,  North  Carolina,  at  604  North  Queen 
Street.  The  office  is  in  the  First  American  Sav- 
ings Bank  on  the  main  street  of  the  town.  Our  of- 
fice is  located  in  Kinston  to  better  serve  the  peo- 
ple of  our  denomination.  The  only  staff 
associated  with  Superannuation  is  the  director 
and  secretary,  both  of  whom  are  part-time. 
Because  the  director  lives  in  Kinston  it  is  easier 
and  less  expensive  to  maintain  the  office  here.  In 
times  past  you  may  have  found  it  difficult  to  con- 
tact the  director  by  phone  and  we  apologize  for 
that.  Now,  we  plan  to  have  someone  in  the  office 
to  accept  calls  on  Monday,  Tuesday,  and  Thurs- 
day of  each  week  from  8 : 30  till  lunch.

One- 
year  subscriptions  are  available  at  the  cost  of 
$8.88  (price  includes  North  Carolina  sales  tax). 

Because  we  feel  that  The  Free  Will  Baptist 
should  be  available  for  all  our  people,  the  Press 
offers  two  subscription  plans  at  a  real  savings 
for  subscribers. 

The  Every  Family  Plan:  This  church  plan 
offers  a  25  percent  discount  to  those  churches 
that  participate.  (That  figures  to  $6.66  per 
subscription.)  Under  this  arrangement,  the  local 
church  votes  to  place  The  Free  Will  Baptist  in 
every  home.  The  church  clerk  sends  the  names 
and  addresses  of  the  church  families  to  the 
Press,  and  the  magazine  is  sent  to  these  people 
directly;  then,  the  church  is  billed  quarterly. 
With  this  plan,  names  can  be  added  or  sub- 
tracted from  the  church  list  at  any  time  upon 
notification.  The  church  is  billed  by  the  Press  ac- 
cording to  the  calendar  year. 

The  Bundle  Plan:  When  lots  of  25  or  more 
copies  of  The  Free  Will  Baptist  are  sent  to  one  in- 
dividual who  in  turn  distributes  them  to  church 
members  and/or  church  families,  a  50  percent 
discount  is  offered.  (Each  subscription  then 
costs  $4.44. )  Under  this  arrangement,  one  person 
receives  a  bundle  of  the  magazine  and  has  the 
responsibility  of  getting  them  to  the  families  of 
the  church. 
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The  Free  Will  Baptist  needs  to  reach  each 
member  of  our  denomination.  The  Free  Will 
Baptist  does  not  cost;  it  pays  for  itself  with  in- 
formed members. 

Sunday  School  Literature 

The  Free  Will  Baptist  Press  makes  available 
to  churches  Sunday  School  Literature.  As  of  this 
summer,  the  Press  entered  into  a  working  rela- 
tionship with  the  David  C.  Cook  Publishing  Co. 
The  volume  of  our  sales  in  preschool  and 
primary  materials  necessitated  this  move. 
Because  of  the  low  volume  we  were  selling,  it 
was  no  longer  feasible  for  us  to  continue  printing 
the  materials  we  had  been  offering.  (Yes,  we 
could  have  continued  to  do  so,  but  not  in  a  cost  ef- 
fective manner.) 

David  C.  Cook  offers  to  us  materials  which 
are  theologically  conservative.  They  address  the 
evangelical  church  and  its  needs  without  com- 
promising those  doctrines  we  hold  dear.  Many  of 
our  people  have  been  using  their  products  for 
years  and  know  of  their  quality  and  soundness. 
This  move  also  allows  us  to  provide  nursery 
materials,  something  we  have  not  been  able  to  do 
in  the  past. 

The  Junior  Quarterly  is  presently  being  writ- 
ten by  Mrs.  Edith  Cherry.  The  wife  of  the  Rev. 
Floyd  Cherry,  she  has  been  involved  in  the 
church  and  its  work  for  a  good  number  of  years.

CHRISTIAN  CHILD  CARE  THROUGH 
TUTORIAL  EDUCATION 


Our  Children's  Home 
ministry  serves  children  in 
more  areas  than  simply  food, 
clothing  and  shelter.  We  em- 
brace and  practice  a  holistic,  or 
universal,  concept  of  care  for 
the  "total  child."  Part  of  this 
holistic  philosophy  is  carried 
out  through  providing  tutorial, 
special  education  for  the 
children  who  reside  on  our 
campus.  The  special  education 
needs  of  many  of  our  children 
are  intense.  Of  our  present 
enrollment,  fifty  percent  of  our 
children  have  special  education 
needs;  that  is,  this  special 
group  of  our  children  has  a 
learning  deficiency  of  one  type 
or  another  (some  more  ex- 
treme than  others).  For  exam- 
ple, one  of  our  older  children, 
who  was  assisted  through  our 
tutorial  program  last  year,  had 
an  extreme  deficiency  in 
reading  skills.  He  experienced 
so  much  improvement  as  a 
result  of  the  assistance  that  he 
was  able  to  take  driver's  educa- 
tion, pass  the  test  and  obtain  his 
driver's  license,  a  task  former- 
ly out  of  reach.  This  is  only  one 
of  many  examples  of  how  our 
children  have  received  educa- 
tional assistance  here  that  they 
may  never  have  had  the  oppor- 
tunity to  experience.  We  praise 
God  for  His  provisions  in  mak- 
ing this  possible  through  a 
number  of  channels. 

This  year,  we  are  privileged 
to  have  two  highly  qualified 
teachers  on  our  tutorial  staff. 
Mr.  Danny  Pate  is  back  with 
us,  after  a  year's  experience  of 
working  with  our  children. 
Joining  us  also  is  Ms.  Jo  Ben- 
ton. Both  Ms.  Benton  and  Mr. 
Pate  are  on  the  faculty  of 
Vinson-Bynum  Elementary 
School  in  Wilson.  Ms.  Benton  is 
a  graduate  of  Atlantic  Christian 
College,  holding  a  B.S.  Degree 
in  Early  Childhood  Education

and  Special  Education  from 
East  Carolina  University.  Ms. 
Benton  has  taught  the  multi- 
handicapped  class  for  Wilson 
County  Schools  for  five  years. 

The  tutorial  curriculum  is 
designed  according  to  the  needs 
of  each  individual  child, 
assessed  by  information  ob- 
tained from  CAT  test  scores, 
education  history,  and  year-to- 
year  IEP's.  A  plan  of  study  is 
developed  for  each  child  and 
monthly  progress  reports  are 
submitted  to  determine  the  ef- 
fectiveness of  the  curriculum. 
The  printed  curriculum  in- 
cludes such  materials  as  the 
SRA  Reading  Program,  in- 
cluding three  levels.  Computer 
programs  are  also  a  valuable 
resource  for  learning,  and  in- 
clude programs  like  the 
Millican  Math  Series,  and 
Micro-Learning  Discs  in 
reading,  math,  and  language 
arts. 


Ministering  to  children 
through  tutorial  education  has 
become  one  of  the  most  attrac- 
tive aspects  of  our  program.  It 
is  going  to  give  many  children  a 
headstart  in  life,  something 
that  was  once  only  a  dream.

serve  as  secretary-janitor- 
maintenance  man-teacher- 
host-humble  servant-defender 
of  all  that  we  see  as  being  right. 
He  is  to  be  dignified  but  down  to 
earth,  young  but  experienced  in 
all  matters,  able  to  leap  human 
obstacles  with  a  single 
bound— without  ever  offending 
anyone.  Lest  we  forget:  He 
must  also  grow  a  church 
without  changing  a  thing, 
without  altering  any  tradition. 
(Oh  yes,  did  you  know  that  the 
average  sermon  takes  20-30 
hours  of  preparation/prayer 
time?) 

Well,  while  we  have  such 
huge  expectations  for  him,  you 
and  I  often  fail  to  do  our  part, 
except  to  point  out  his  failures 
(according  to  our  perspec- 
tives). We  must  lift  up— not 
tear  down,  but  that's  the  human 
way. 

The  month  of  October  is 
Superannuation  Month.  For 
years  the  term  superannuation 
has  caused  us  to  think  only  of 
our  retired  ministers.  But 
things  are  changing.  The  Board 
has  a  new  name— Ministers'

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WHAT  HAPPENED  IN  OUR 
EVANGELISTIC   CAMPAIGN  IN 

1985?

Our  prime  concern  as  Free 
Will  Baptists  in  India  is 
evangelism.  We  feel  we  are 
dedicated  to  this  cause  in  our 
country.  We  are  grateful  to  God 
for  the  privilege  He  has  given 
us  to  work  in  His  vineyard.  He 
has  been  our  help  and  strength 
as  we  serve  His  cause.  Dif- 
ficulties there  have  been,  but 
with  His  help  and  guidance  we 
have  gone  forward  and  have 
overcome  many  of  them. 

We  cannot  resist  mentioning 
that  every  year  our  Board  of 
Foreign  Missions  fully  shares 
and  financially  helps  us  to 
undertake  this  great  task, 
without  whom  it  is  not  possible 
for  us  to  accomplish  such  good 
results.  We  admire  the  vision 
and  leadership  shared  with  us 
by  our  director,  the  Rev. 
Harold  Jones.  Since  he  has 
been  in  the  most  isolated  and 
intensive  areas  of  our  work,  he 
is  deeply  concerned  in  the 
evangelization  which  he  calls  a 
desperate  need  now.  Our 
thanks  are  due  to  him  and  the 
people  of  North  Carolina. 

As  the  year  1984,  we  have 
planned  our  preaching  mission 
in  the  respective  circuits  of  our 
ministers  and  deacons,  because 
our  circuits  are  large  in  area, 


comprising  30  to  40  villages 
quite  far  apart.  It  is  not  possi- 
ble for  one  of  our  deacons  or 
ministers  in  charge  of  the  cir- 
cuit to  effectively  undertake 
evangelization.  However,  it  is 
our  sincere  desire  that  ade- 
quate evangelistic  efforts  be 
made  in  each  circuit  to  win  the 
souls,  preach  the  gospel  and 
throw  a  challenge  in  each  of  our 
circuits  in  order  to  make  our 
centers  strongholds  of  the 
Christian  faith. 

We  witnessed  this  year,  with 
this  systematic  outreach,  peo- 
ple who  were  challenged  last 
year  waiting  for  our  teams  to 
visit  with  them  again.  Some  of 
them  had  contacted  their 
relatives  or  friends  who  were 
desirous  of  meeting  us.  Among 
them  some  were  critics  also.  It 
was  indeed  a  pleasure  to 
witness  with  them  again  this 
year  though  it  was  extremely 
hot  and  the  temperature  had 
gone  up  to  49  degrees  F.H.  It 
was  commonly  said  that  such  a 
heat  as  in  this  June  had  not 
been  experienced  within  the 
last  10  years. 

We  covered  307  villages 
through  five  groups  of 
ministers  and  deacons,  of  five 
or  six  each,  within  the  radius  of

230  miles.  About  500  Bibles,  2000 
New  Testaments  and  other 
valuable  literature  were 
distributed  to  those  who  were 
challenged  and  placed  their 
demands.  Besides  the  younger 
generation,  the  elderly  people 
also  heard  us  speak  against  the 
idol  worshiping.  Even  though 
there  was  great  realization  that 
the  gods  being  worshiped  in 
these  areas  are  not  God 
Almightly,  yet  it  will  take  time 
for  these  people  to  make  their 
decisions.  Thousands  of  hearts 
were  reached  that  the  salvation 
is  only  through  the  Lord  Jesus 
Christ  and  that  there  is  only  one 
eternal  God.  It  is  our  hope  that 
many  of  them  will  resolve  to  ac- 
cept the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  as 
their  personal  Saviour.  We 
shall  be  looking  forward  for  the 
opportunity  to  bring  people  en- 
masse  in  His  fold  during  the 
year  as  we  did  in  the  year  1984. 

It  was  a  matter  of  pleasure 
for  us  to  learn  from  our 
ministers  and  deacons  with 
whom  we  came  in  contact  dur- 
ing the  current  month  that  at 
seven  places  400  people  are 
studying  the  Word  of  God  and 
some  of  them  approached  the 
ministers  of  the  circuits  with 
the  statement  that  they  feel 
richly  blessed  since  they  are 
learning  about  salvation 
through  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

Conversion  is  both  seriously 
and  adversely  viewed  here. 
Many  restrictions  have  been 
laid  upon  it.  However,  our  ex- 
perience of  the  past  has  shown 
that  when  God  moves  in  the 
hearts  of  the  people  it  takes  no 
time  for  them  to  make  a  deci- 
sion. We  covet  prayers  that  God 
may  lead  many  to  decide  about 
their  eternity  and  coming  nigh 
to  the  Lord.  Kindly  keep  us  in 
your  prayers  so  that  we  may  be 
able  to  work  yet  more  effective- 
ly- 
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THE "B" PROGRAM

In  this  nation  almost 
everything  becomes  known  by 
the  initials  of  its  name  or 
slogan.  In  this  particular  case, 
the  B  program  seems  to  be  the 
name  most  people  use  to 
describe  the  new  program  in- 
augurated at  Palawan  Bible 
College  this  June,  1985. 

The  B  program  is  a  two-year 
program  of  study  that  builds  on 
top  of  the  existing  two-year 
Associate  program  of  Palawan 
Bible  Institute.  This  lifts  the 
academic  standards  of  the 
former  Palawan  Bible  Institute 
to  that  of  college  level. 
Therefore,  the  name  has  been 
changed  accordingly  from 
Palawan  Bible  Institute  to 
Palawan  Bible  College.  The 
first  two  years,  freshman  and 
sophomore  years,  or  the 
Associate  program,  have  taken 
on  the  name  "A"  program. 
Palawan  Bible  College  is 
thankful  to  be  able  to  offer 
these  two  programs  of  study  to 
people  preparing  to  be  pastors, 
Bible  women,  and  church 
leaders. 

The  A  program  is  a  two-year 
resident  program  that  is  very 
foundational  for  the  Christian 
leader  in  the  Word  of  God.  Its 
major  focus  is:  (1)  to  establish 
the  student  as  a  believer  in 
God's  Word;  (2)  to  instruct  the 
student  in  sound  doctrinal 
teaching  in  the  Bible;  (3)  to 
help  the  student  discover  his 
responsibility  as  a  Christian 
leader;  and  (4)  to  introduce 
him  to  subjects  such  as 
hermeneutics,  homiletics,  prin- 
ciples of  teaching,  evangelism, 
and  discipleship,  through  which 
he  can  fulfill  that  responsibili- 
ty. 

The  B  program  will  add  to  the 
A  program  two  years  of  non- 
resident study  in  supervised 
teams.  The  two  years  are  di- 
vided into  four  semesters  of 


study.  Each  semester  is  di- 
vided into  three  modules.  In 
each  module  a  student  studies 
and  completes  two  courses  for 
a  total  academic  load  of  6 
courses,  8  credit  hours  per 
semester.  The  module  ap- 
proach to  education  is  pat- 
terned after  the  short  quarter 
from  the  western  education 
system  with  certain  adapta- 
tions for  Asia.  Our  module  will 
operate  in  this  manner.  The  in- 
structor will  introduce  the 
course  with  a  syllabus  and 
make  all  assignments— proj- 
ects, reports,  etc.  The  student 
then  goes  to  his  place  of 
ministry  and  for  four  weeks 
will  study  independently  in  his 
team.  His  instructor  will  visit 
the  student  at  least  once  while 
the  student  is  studying  in- 
dependently. All  students  then 
reassemble  at  the  campus  for  a 
week  and  a  half  of  seminars, 


workshops,  classroom  time, 
and  library  time  for  the  two 
courses.  Final  exams  complete 
the  module  of  study. 

Requirements  for  entry  into 
the  B  program  are:  (1)  suc- 
cessful completion  of  the  A  pro- 
gram; and  (2)  involvement  in 
ministry  or  willingness  to  start 
a  Christian  ministry.  Faculty 
members  for  the  B  program 
are  Willem  and  Lydia  van  der 
Plas  and  Fred  Baker. 

This  is  our  test  year.  Ad- 
justments will  have  to  be  made. 
We  just  completed  our  first 
module.  There  were  24  students 
enrolled.  The  evaluation:  It  is 
good  and  it  is  hard.  It  is  a  tough 
program,  but  it  will  provide  an 
arena  to  prove  and  test  the 
foundations  the  student  has 
learned  and  to  practice  the  new 
truth  and  principles  he  is  learn- 
ing. 
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Charles  Barnard,  a  member  of  the  historic  first  senior 
class,  registers  for  classes  in  College  Hall.  Barnard,  who  is 
pastor  of  Casey's  Chapel  Church  in  Wayne  County,  is  a 
ministerial  student. 


MOUNT  OLIVE  BECOMES 
A  FOUR-YEAR  COLLEGE 

(The  following  article  is  condensed  from  the  report  of 
Mount  Olive  College  to  the  1985  Session  of  the  North  Carolina 
State  Convention  of  Original  Free  Will  Baptists,  which  met  in 
September.) 

I.  The  Pilgrimage 

The  long-awaited  dream  of  Original  Free 
Will  Baptists  for  a  four-year  liberal  arts  Chris- 
tian college  became  a  reality  on  August  29,  1985, 
when  the  first  senior  class  enrolled  at  Mount 
Olive  College.  Another  historic  moment  will  be 
graduation  on  May  9,  1986,  when  the  first  bac- 
calaureate degrees  are  scheduled  to  be  awarded. 

The  pilgrimage  of  Mount  Olive  College 
began  in  1951  when  the  North  Carolina  State  Con- 
vention authorized  its  Board  of  Christian  Educa- 
tion, under  the  chairmanship  of  the  Rev.  David 
W.  Hansley,  to  establish  a  "Junior  College"  at 
Cragmont  Assembly,  Black  Mountain.  One  year 
later  the  College  opened  with  six  students  under 
the  presidency  of  the  Rev.  Lloyd  Vernon. 

In  1953,  the  Convention,  with  $6.17  in  its 
treasury  for  Christian  education,  voted  to  pur- 
chase the  former  Mount  Olive  elementary  school 
building  in  order  to  move  the  College  nearer  to 
the  center  of  its  membership.  The  purpose  of  this 
move  was  also  to  "secure  better  facilities  and  a 
larger  outlook." 


The  first  collegiate-level  courses  began  in 
September  1954  with  an  enrollment  of  twenty-two 
students.  Full  accreditation  by  the  Southern 
Association  of  Colleges  and  Schools  was  attained 
in  1960  and  has  been  constantly  maintained. 

In  1965  the  College  moved  into  the  first 
building  on  its  new  campus.  As  the  College  grew, 
so  did  the  aspirations  and  expectations  of 
Original  Free  Will  Baptists  for  an  educational 
program  that  could  more  fully  meet  the  needs  of 
both  its  young  people  and  ministers.  At  its  1977 
session  the  State  Convention  voted  to  "ask  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  Mount  Olive  College  to  work 
aggressively  toward  making  Mount  Olive  Col- 
lege a  four-year  institution." 

The  College  responded  in  good  faith  to  this 
request.  Thus  it  is  today  that  the  1951  vision  of 
Original  Free  Will  Baptists  "for  a  feasible 
educational  program  that  will  more  adequately 
meet  the  present  and  future  needs  of  our  people" 
is  being  fulfilled. 

The  development  of  Mount  Olive  into  a  four- 
year  institution  of  higher  education  has  been  an 
adventure  comparable  to  establishing  the  Col- 
lege. We  must  now  work  with  as  much  faith  and 
zeal  to  assure  the  success  of  the  four-year  pro- 
gram as  we  did  the  two-year  program. 

Good  things  do  not  just  happen;  they 
must  be  made  to  happen. 

II.  Special  Services  to  the  Church 

Mount  Olive  College  takes  seriously  its  op- 
portunity and  responsibility  to  meet  the  distinc- 
tive educational  needs  of  Original  Free  Will  Bap- 
tists. One  of  the  primary  reasons  for  the  develop- 
ment of  the  four-year  program  was  to  enable  the 
College  to  provide  a  more  adequate  program  of 
education  for  ministers  in  particular. 

Through  the  Office  of  Church  Relations, 
directed  by  the  Rev.  Frank  R.  Harrison,  the  Col- 
lege is  encouraging  and  assisting  ministers  to 
participate  in  evangelism  clinics.  Through  these 
clinics,  it  is  our  hope  and  prayer  that  Original 
Free  Will  Baptists  will  experience  a  new  birth  of 
spiritual  renewal. 

The  College  is  also  working  cooperatively 
with  both  the  Home  and  Foreign  Missions 
Boards  and  the  State  Sunday  School  Convention 
to  promote  and  advance  their  work  through  mis- 
sion rallies  and  workshops. 

Mrs.  Dianne  B.  Riley  has  recently  completed 
her  Master's  degree;  and  this  fall  for  the  first 
time  she  is  teaching  "Introduction  to  Christian 
Education,"  an  indispensable  course  for  pastors 
and  others  engaged  in  the  educational  work  of 
the  local  church.  Future  plans  call  for  her  to 
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reduce  her  administrative  responsibilities  in  the 
Admissions  Office  in  order  to  devote  more  time 
to  on-campus  teaching  and  extension  services  to 
churches. 

Under  the  four-year  curriculum,  Greek  has 
been  added,  and  now  Free  Will  Baptist  ministers 
have  the  opportunity  to  learn  the  language  in 
which  the  New  Testament  was  written. 

Tuition  grants  valued  at  $1,500  annually, 
worth  $6,000  over  a  four-year  period,  are 
awarded  to  Free  Will  Baptist  students.  Ministers 
and  their  wives  are  given  a  reduced  tuition  rate 
of  only  $25  per  three-semester  hour  course ;  and 
if  there  is  demonstrable  need,  a  full  tuition  grant 
may  be  given. 

College  Hall  is  available  to  Free  Will  Baptist 
Church  groups  without  specific  charge.  (An  of- 
fering or  appropriation  is  appreciated,  however, 
to  help  cover  the  cost  of  utilities  and 
maintenance  services.)  The  Free  Will  Baptist 


1985  FALL 
CONVOCATION  ADDRESS: 
A  SHARED  EXPERIENCE

A  full  moon  hung  high  over  the  sweeping 
grounds  of  Mount  Olive  College  as  the  historic 
event  of  the  charter  senior  class  lining  up  to  walk 
the  walk  of  a  new  beginning— the  steps  toward 
the  achievement  of  a  baccalaureate  degree  in 
1986— swung  into  full  circle.  Constellations  have 
their  star-studded  day  in  the  spiralling  space  of 
time;  so  do  students  in  their  circles  of  design. 
And  so  history  is  made  and  unmade,  seen  and  un- 
seen, begun  and  finished  only  to  begin  again. 
"Glory  is  the  name— the  purpose— of  the  Lord  in 
a  great  Christian  college,  the  place  where  His 
presence  is  a  shared  experience,"  said  one  facul- 
ty member  quietly,  firmly. 

Standing  to  meet  the  eyes,  the  hearts,  the 
tremors,  and  the  expectations  of  the  faces 
spread  across  the  College  Hall  space  made 
possible  by  countless  friends  of  the  College,  Dr. 
W.  Burkette  Raper  began  his  August  29,  1985, 
Fall  Convocation  Address,  "A  Shared  Ex- 
perience." 

With  the  conviction  of  a  leader  with  a  vision, 
he  said  joyfully,  "We  wish  to  develop  a  great 
Christian  college.  We  are  concerned  about  the 
quality  of  our  educational  program.  We  are  con- 
cerned about  our  students  as  persons,  as  human 
beings,  as  individuals.  We  have  a  commitment  at 


State  Youth  Convention  utilizes  the  entire  cam- 
pus for  its  three-day  meeting  each  May. 

The  Free  Will  Baptist  Historical  Collection 
in  Moye  Library  provides  the  most  comprehen- 
sive source  of  information  known  on  the  history 
and  work  of  Original  Free  Will  Baptists. 

Eagles  Nest  is  used  annually  by  the  State 
Layman's  League  for  the  Gospel  Music  Festival 
and  by  the  Home  Missions  Board  for  its  Camp  for 
the  Deaf.  Under  the  four-year  curriculum  in 
Recreation,  it  is  anticipated  that  an  expanded 
use  of  Eagles  Nest  will  be  made  available  to  both 
youth  and  adult  groups. 

The  amount  of  pulpit  supply  and  other  ser- 
vices to  our  church  is  almost  beyond  measure. 
Indeed,  the  life  of  the  Church  and  the  College  are 
inexorably  bound  together  for  the  mutual  benefit 
of  each.  In  this  relationship  we  believe  that  what 
is  good  for  Mount  Olive  College  is  good  for 
Original  Free  Will  Baptists,  and  what  is  good  for 
our  church  is  also  good  for  the  College. 


Mount  Olive  College  to  moral  and  spiritual 
values.  We  have  an  open  door  of  opportunity  for 
worthy  students.  We  have  a  shared  privilege  and 
a  shared  experience." 

A  Focus  on  Students 

Eyeing  the  students,  Dr.  Raper  asked,  "And 
what  problems  do  you  have  now?  What  do  you 
seek  here  at  this  institution?  What  are  your  con- 
cerns, your  fears,  your  anxieties,  your  hopes, 
your  dreams?" 

To  establish  a  bonding  of  shared  experience, 
Dr.  Raper  identified  some  of  the  concerns  of  the 
new  and  returning  college  students.  He  noted 
five  shared  problems:  (a)  family  relationships, 
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(b)  lack  of  confidence,  (c)  peer  pressure,  (d) 
loneliness,  (e)  financial  dilemmas. 

"And  what  can  this  College  do  for  you?"  he 
asked,  watching  the  students  as  they  sat  in  their 
space,  waiting  for  the  moment  of  recognition  as 
well  as  for  the  moment  of  movement.  Such  is  the 
way  of  constellations. 

"At  Mount  Olive  College,"  Dr.  Raper 
assured  them,  "you  have  a  college  family,  a 
family  who  will  let  you  be  yourself.  Here  you 
have  a  chance  for  relationships  with  higher 
demands  and  expectations.  Here  you  have  a 
sense  of  freedom  where  choice  is  imperative. 
You  might  face  your  values  in  question  before  a 
crowd,  but  you  will  never  gain  anything 
worthwhile  by  sacrificing  your  character.  In  col- 
lege you  will  have  an  opportunity  to  be  your  best 
or  your  worst. ' ' 

To  establish  other  shared  experiences,  Dr. 
Raper  noted  what  college  students  do  share.  "As 
a  Christian  college  we  share  with  you  our  faith  in 
God.  Only  when  life  carries  us  out  beyond  our 
own  resources  do  we  begin  to  grow.  The  real 
challenge  in  life  is  to  respond  to  a  task  that  is  big- 
ger than  you  are,  than  you  know,  so  that  you 
recognize  you  cannot  do  it  alone  but  only  by  God 
working  through  you.  If  God  is  in  you,  there  is 
nothing  outside  of  you  that  can  defeat  you. " 

The  College  also  shares  the  experiences  of 
financial  concerns.  The  Student  Aid  program  of 
scholarships,  grants,  part-time  employment  and 
loans  assures  that  no  qualified  and  worthy  stu- 
dent is  denied  an  education  for  financial  reasons. 

"What  else  is  a  shared  experience?"  asked 
Dr.  Raper.  "Let  us  share  academic  excellence, 
for  we  have  a  fine  faculty.  The  best  college  is  the 
one  with  the  best  teachers.  Excellence  will  re- 
quire that  you  will  read  more  than  you've  ever 
read  in  your  life.  Education  is  a  shared  journey. 
You  must  bring  more  than  a  prejudice  to  your 
reading,  more  than  a  closed  mind.  You  have  ac- 
cess to  any  book  that  any  professor  has  access  to. 
Together  we'll  find  the  truth.  Remember,  your 
education  is  a  shared  journey." 

Ending  his  address,  Dr.  Raper  looked  widely 
across  the  upturned  faces,  smiled,  paused,  and 
said,  as  if  the  season  of  change  were  about  to 
shift  the  stars,  "We  are  about  to  walk  with  you 
and  to  share  this  journey  with  you.  This  journey 
can  be  one  of  fulfillment  of  your  highest  poten- 
tial, fulfillment  of  all  that  it  means  to  be  alive  to- 
day. You  are  engaged  in  the  most  important 
journey  of  your  life." 

Convocation  ended.  Outside  was  the  night, 
with  the  season  of  fall  and  the  year  of  the  stars 
and  their  own  mind-eyed  constellations.

IS  IT  WORTHY? 

Recently  I  had  a  discussion  with  a  close 
friend  of  mine  about  the  State  Sunday  School 
Convention.  The  conversation  got  around  to  how 
we  could  receive  the  financial  support  we  need 
from  our  churches.  My  friend  brought  up  a  very 
important  question.  He  asked,  "Is  your  program 
worthy  of  support?" 

For  me,  there  is  no  question  that  the  State 
Sunday  School  Convention  is  worthy  of  the  sup- 
port of  our  churches.  We  are  providing  some 
valuable  services  and  programs.  We  are  the  only 
Free  Will  Baptist  organization  solely  devoted  to 
promoting  and  improving  the  work  of  our  Sun- 
day Schools.  Let  me  share  some  of  the  other 
things  we  are  doing. 


For  one  thing,  the  State  Sunday  School  Con- 
vention has  hired  me  as  its  first  active  Field 
Secretary  in  almost  a  decade.  My  primary 
responsibility  is  to  be  a  resource  person  for  our 
Sunday  Schools.  This  includes  helping  solve 
problems,  making  suggestions  for  improvement, 
recommending  quality  resources,  conducting 
training  workshops,  providing  practical  infor- 
mation, and  assisting  in  many  other  aspects  of 
the  ministry  of  Christian  education. 

Now  it  is  true  that  the  Field  Secretary  posi- 
tion at  the  present  is  part-time.  If,  however,  the 
State  Sunday  School  Convention  is  going  to  pro- 
vide the  needed  leadership  and  programs,  it  is 
essential  that  the  office  of  the  Field  Secretary 
become  a  full-time  one.  If  we  receive  the  support 
I  believe  we  deserve,  then  this  can  easily  hap- 
pen. 

We  also  provide  training  worshops  at  our  an- 
nual meeting.  If  the  comments  made  after  the 
last  session  are  any  indication,  then  these 
workshops  have  proven  very  helpful  and  inspir- 
ing. If  you  missed  the  last  meeting,  then  you 
missed  a  great  time  of  fellowship  and  learning. 
The  next  meeting  will  be  on  March  1,  1986,  at 
Stoney  Creek  Free  Will  Baptist  Church.  A  mean- 
ingful program  is  being  planned.  Do  not  miss  this 
one! 

We  also  sponsor  an  annual  banquet  for 
pastors  and  superintendents,  including  their 
wives.  In  fact,  we  just  had  it  on  September  6.  It  is 
a  good  opportunity  to  meet  and  fellowship  with 
other  pastors  and  superintendents. 

In  April  of  this  year,  we  co-sponsored  the 
Care  and  Grow  Seminars.  This  was  a  tremen- 
dous success,  even  though  it  was  not  as  well 
attended  as  we  had  hoped.  However,  those 
churches  attending  are  benefitting  from  it  and 
will  continue  to  do  so.  We  will  be  seeing  positive 
results  from  these  seminars  in  the  months  and 
years  ahead.  We  are  also  looking  into  sponsoring 
other  seminars  like  this  in  the  future. 

The  State  Sunday  School  Convention  also  of- 
fers a  new  certification  program  to  Sunday 
School  workers.  Two  training  programs  are  for 
teachers  and  one  is  for  superintendents.  At  the 
present  about  100  persons  are  participating  in 
these  programs.  They  are  finding  these  pro- 
grams helpful  in  equipping  them  to  better  carry 
out  their  responsibilities. 

These  are  only  some  of  the  services  we  offer 
to  our  churches.  We  want  to  do  more.  We  will  do 
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more.  But  we  can  only  continue  and  increase  our 
programs  for  you  if  you  believe  that  we  are 
worthy  of  your  support.  So  we  are  asking  that  our 
churches  increase  their  support  by  twenty-five 
dollars  a  quarter  (or  more)  each  year.  If  only 
half  of  our  churches  would  do  this,  then  we  could 
significantly  increase  our  service  to  the 
denomination.  Is  it  worthy? 

IDEAS 

Lesson  Preparation 

"How  can  I  get  the  persons  in  my  class  to 
read  the  lesson?"  This  is  a  question  teachers 
often  ask  me.  To  be  sure  it  is  a  problem  and  a 
challenge.  A  survey  of  the  Sunday  School  classes 
in  most  churches  would  reveal  quarterlies  that 
are  not  even  taken  home !  What  can  teachers  do 
about  this?  Let  me  offer  a  few  suggestions. 

First,  look  at  your  own  teaching  style  and  the 
methods  you  use.  Do  you  expect  them  to  prepare 
for  the  lesson?  Do  you  teach  in  such  a  way  that 
lesson  preparation  is  required?  Do  they  know 
that  you  will  expect  them  to  enter  into  the 
teaching  session  and  be  active  participants?  If 
you  lecture  or  just  read  the  lesson  to  them  each 
week,  why  should  they  prepare? 

Second,  give  them  some  assignments  from 
time  to  time.  Give  them  an  interesting  question 
from  the  next  lesson  to  think  about  and  try  to 
answer  during  the  week.  Assign  a  person  some 
topic  from  the  upcoming  lesson  to  do  some 
research  on  and  be  ready  to  give  a  report  to  the 
class.  Be  familiar  with  their  quarterly.  Refer 
them  to  exercises  and  activities  in  it  to  do  in 
preparation  for  the  next  session.  Be  creative 
with  the  assignments.  Make  them  fun,  in- 
teresting, and  informative. 

Third,  you  could  send  a  postcard  to  each 
member  of  the  class  early  in  the  week.  Use  it  to 
remind  them  of  the  topic  for  the  next  lesson  and 
some  of  the  things  you  would  like  for  them  to  do 
in  preparation  for  it. 

Fourth,  encourage  parents  to  use  the  Sunday 
School  lesson  as  a  resource  for  family  devotions 
during  the  week.  In  other  words,  make  lesson 
preparation  a  family  affair.  Parents  need  to 
know  what  their  children  are  studying  and 
should  help  them  in  preparing  for  upcoming 
lessons.  They  help  them  with  their  homework  for 
public  school.  Why  not  for  Sunday  School?  Also, 
parents  with  teenagers  are  usually  studying  the 
same  basic  lesson  or  Bible  passage.  They  could 
set  a  time  each  week  to  preview  and  discuss  the 
next  lesson.  Also,  married  couples  could  take 
time  to  do  this  with  their  lessons. 

Fifth,  always  preview  the  next  lesson  or 
series  of  lessons.  Try  to  find  something  in- 


teresting, relevant,  and  meaningful  in  that 
lesson  to  point  out,  so  that  the  class  will  have  an 
extra  incentive  to  study  the  lesson. 

These  are  some  of  the  things  I  have  found 
helpful  in  getting  persons  to  study  the  lesson. 
What  are  some  productive  ways  you  have  used? 
Please  write  and  share  them  with  me.  I  will  in- 
clude them  in  future  articles. 

Visitors? 

Try  to  put  yourself  in  the  place  of  a  first-time 
visitor  to  your  Sunday  School.  What  would  you 
see  and  feel?  Would  you  receive  a  friendly 
welcome?  Would  you  have  someone  to  help  you 
get  to  the  appropriate  class?  Would  anyone  in- 
troduce you  in  the  class?  Would  you,  after  you 
leave,  ever  hear  from  the  Sunday  School  or  that 
class  again? 

Often  we  make  a  false  assumption  that 
visitors  will  be  welcomed  and  assisted.  But 
unless  there  is  some  program  or  system  planned 
to  do  this  it  usually  just  does  not  get  done. 

How  many  visitors  did  you  have  in  your  Sun- 
day School  last  year?  Do  you  have  their  names 
and  addresses?  Did  you  follow  up  on  them? 

Visitors  are  a  primary  source  for  new 
members.  Yet,  many  Sunday  Schools  have  not 
been  taking  advantage  of  this.  They  are  not 
prepared  for  visitors.  They  do  not  really  know 
what  to  do  with  them.  Let  me  share  some  ideas 
about  what  to  do  with  visitors. 

Have  some  parking  places  designated  with 
signs  for  visitors.  Let  them  be  ones  near  the  en- 
trance to  the  church.  Visitors  should  not  have  to 
ride  all  over  the  church  yard  looking  for  a  place 
to  park!  A  visitors'  parking  place  is  a  way  of  say- 
ing "Welcome"  even  before  they  get  into  the 
church. 

Appoint  some  persons  to  be  greeters  each 
Sunday.  They  should  be  friendly  persons  who 
know  where  all  the  classes  are  located.  They  are 
to  be  on  the  lookout  for  visitors,  welcome  them, 
and  take  them  personally  to  the  appropriate 
class.  Visitors  should  not  have  to  wander  around 
the  church  building  looking  for  their  class ! 

Have  each  adult  class  select  about  three  per- 
sons in  their  class  to  serve  as  greeters.  These 
persons  should  do  the  following:  greet  visitors, 
get  them  to  fill  out  an  information  card  and  wear 
a  name  tag,  introduce  them  to  the  class,  take 
them  to  the  sanctuary  and  sit  with  them  during 
the  morning  worship  service,  introduce  them 
during  the  service  if  this  is  possible,  and  send 
them  a  personal  note  the  first  thing  on  Monday. 
The  information  cards  should  be  given  to  the 
pastor  or  another  appropriate  person  for  further 
follow-up.

DIRECTOR  AND  MISSION 
PASTOR  CONDUCT 
H'MONG  YOUTH  CONFERENCE: 

The  campus  of  California  Christian  College 
was  the  setting  of  the  first  annual  H'mong  Chris- 
tian Youth  Conference,  August  9-12.  Over  200 
youths  from  the  nine  different  H'mong  churches 
assembled  for  the  four-day  conference. 

The  program  consisted  of  youth  teams  from 
each  church  taking  part  in  debate,  music  and 
drama  competitions.  The  competition  was 
judged  by  the  elders  of  churches,  and  awards 
were  presented  to  the  teams  judged  the  best. 
There  were  also  workshops,  seminars  and 
preaching. 

The  youth  debated  such  issues  as  "Women's 
Rights,"  "War,"  and  "The  Values  of  Religion." 
The  youth  were  frank,  honest  and  outspoken  on 
these  issues.  "Women's  Rights"  was  an  especial- 
ly interesting  debate  since  the  Oriental  culture  is 
so  closed  to  women  taking  positions  of  leader- 
ship. The  consensus  was  that  women  should  not 
be  pastors  or  deacons  but  they  should  be  en- 
couraged to  teach  and  participate  in  every  other 
area  of  church  life. 

"War"  was  a  subject  very  close  to  the  per- 
sonal experiences  of  many  of  these  youths.  Since 
most  of  them  had  fled  their  war-ravaged 
homeland,  they  could  speak  with  authority  on 
this  subject.  The  consensus  seemed  to  be  that 
there  were  issues  in  life  which  even  called  for 
Christians  to  go  to  war  to  defend. 


The  "Values  of  Religion"  was  a  subject  most 
of  our  American  youth  could  not  identify  with  as 
readily  as  the  H'mong  youth  who  have  such 
various  backgrounds  as  Buddhism,  Confu- 
cianism, and  Animism.  They  discussed  the 
strengths  and  weaknesses  of  all  the  religions 
alongside  of  Christianity;  they  felt  the  greatest 
weakness  of  Christianity  was  its  many  different 
denominations. 

The  Rev.  David  C.  Hansley  preached  and 
conducted  workshops  on  "Dating  and  Marriage" 
in  a  Christian  society.  The  youth  asked  very 
pointed  questions  and  raised  some  interesting 
issues.  Their  background  and  society  in  Laos 
allowed  plural  marriages,  and  marriages  were 
arranged  by  the  parents. 

The  Rev.  Charles  Crisp  taught  Bible  study 
each  day  and  preached.  He  also  conducted 
seminars  on  church  history.  Of  all  the  history 
and  theology  discussed,  the  difference  between 
Arminianism  and  Calvinism  seemed  to  fascinate 
them  most.  Of  course,  Arminianism  came  out 
victorious. 

The  music  presented  by  the  different  groups 
consisted  of  singing  accompanied  by  guitars, 
drums,  etc.  The  words  and  music  were  written 
by  the  performers.  It  is  amazing  to  see  the  talent 
God  has  given  to  these  young  people. 

The  observations  of  Mr.  Crisp  and  Mr. 
Hansley  are  that  the  future  of  the  H'mong  work 
is  very  bright  because  of  the  dedication,  talent 
and  willingness  of  these  youth  to  assume  leader- 
ship.

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RECOVERY  AND  EXPANSION  NEEDED

E 


VIDENCE  for  the  last  several 
years  has  suggested  that  the 
future  of  the  Original  Free  Will  Baptist 
movement  is  in  jeopardy.  Figures  found 
in  this  report  are  not  indicative  of  a 
growing,   striving  denomination.  We 
must  recognize  the  seriousness  of  this 
situation  and  rise  up  to  meet  it.  We  can 
recover  and  expand— and  we  must! 
Historically  we  have  taken  an  important 
role  in  bringing  the  ministry  of  recon- 
ciliation to  men.  Through  our  preaching 
of  the  gospel,  men,  as  free  agents,  have 

been  given  the  good  news  that  they  can 
accept  Christ  as  their  Saviour.  We  are  a 
part  of  the  body  of  Christ. 
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Identification 

If  we  as  Original  Free  Will  Baptists  are  to 
recover  from  our  decline,  we  must  do  so  by  get- 
ting in  touch  with  who  we  are,  where  we  have 
been,  and  where  we  are  going.  This  is  perhaps 
the  most  important  step  because  all  others  are 
contingent  upon  that  identity. 

Without  purpose,  goals,  and  objectives  prog- 
ress is  not  likely,  and  an  immeasurable  accident 
at  best.  When  you  are  not  sure  what  you  are  try- 
ing to  do,  or  if  you  have  set  no  concrete  objective 
or  goal,  it  is  hard  to  know  whether  you  are  mak- 
ing any  progress  or  not.  Certainly  it  would  be  dif- 
ficult if  not  impossible  to  set  up  a  realistic  plan  of 
action  without  knowing  who  we  are. 

It  is  a  sad  truth  that  a  large  part  of  the  people 
of  our  congregations  do  not  know  who  we  are. 
For  the  most  part  they  are  only  vaguely  familiar 
with  the  work  that  is  done  under  the  Free  Will 
Baptist  name.  Few  have  a  grasp  of  what  we 
believe  and  our  distinctiveness  from  other  Chris- 
tian churches.  Hence,  when  they  move  from  one 
town  to  another,  they  do  not  seek  out  a  sister 
church.  For  many  of  our  people  just  any  other 
church  will  do.  We  have  failed  to  teach  our  peo- 
ple what  it  means  to  be  an  Original  Free  Will 
Baptist;  they  have  not  learned  to  love  their 
church  either. 

A  yet  sadder  truth  is  that  some  of  our 
ministers  are  in  the  same  predicament.  Too 
many  are  satisfied  to  identify  with  Original  Free 
Will  Baptists  only  because  they  pastor  a  church 
that  holds  membership  in  one  of  our  conferences. 
I  am  afraid  that  some  group  could  easily  repeat 
the  action  of  the  Particular  Baptists,  if  the 
likeness  of  John  Gano  showed  up  to  offer  some  of 
our  people  an  alternative.  There  are  too  many 
disgruntled  ministers— however,  let's  not  forget 
that  people  tend  to  be  disguntled  when  the  ship 
seems  to  sail  on  without  course  or  direction. 

We  must  develop  an  identity.  This  develop- 
ment will  begin  with  who  we  are  historically.  We 
need  to  introduce  ourselves  to  the  heroes  of  our 
faith.  Ministers  and  laypeople  alike  should  be 
well  acquainted  with  Paul  Palmer,  Joseph 
Parker,  and  the  many  other  pioneers  of  the  faith. 
We  need  to  be  familiar  with  the  positive  force  of 
these  heroes.  This  will  call  for  further  research, 
for  we  know  so  little  about  our  heroes.  This  infor- 
mation must  then  be  permeated  throughout  the 
people  of  our  denomination.  It  should  be  included 
in  the  Christian  education  program  at  every 
level  of  our  work.  These  heroes  need  to  be  in- 
troduced to  our  people  through  the  development 
of  some  innovative  and  useful  audio  visuals. 


As  we  become  aware  of  our  historical  identi- 
ty, we  will  become  more  aware  of  who  we  are  to- 
day. It  is  time  for  us  to  realize  that  we  are  a 
positive  and  viable  force  in  the  world  today. 
There  is  no  need  for  us  to  apologize  for  who  we 
are.  We  do  not  need  to  take  a  backseat  to  any 
other  Baptist  group.  We  have  something  to  offer 
people. 

We  need  to  help  our  people  see  the  distinction 
between  ourselves  and  other  groups.  We  must 
come  to  realize  that  there  is  more  to  set  us  apart 
than  the  act  of  washing  feet.  In  no  way  am  I  try- 
ing to  minimize  the  importance  of  the  ordinance, 
but  it  must  be  remembered  that  it  is  only  one 
distinction  and  one  that  alone  will  do  little  to 
enhance  the  idea  that  Original  Free  Will  Baptists 
have  something  to  offer  that  others  are  not  offer- 
ing. One  of  the  important  factors  that  sets  us 
apart  from  many  of  the  groups  today  is  our  Ar- 
minian  roots.  This  should  be  a  cornerstone  of 
recognition  of  the  Original  Free  Will  Baptists. 

It  is  not  enough  to  know  who  we  are,  we  must 
transmit  this  to  the  people  of  our  churches. 
There  is  no  end  to  the  ways  that  this  can  be  ac- 
complished. Our  logo  will  help  to  convey  to 
others— and  to  ourselves— that  we  are  people 
who  have  been  called  to  serve.  Conveying  the 
idea  of  who  we  are  in  the  world  community  will 
be  of  great  importance  to  the  propagation  of  the 
gospel  from  our  churches.  We  really  do  need  a 
positive  image!  (We  must  not  forget  that  the 
press  can  help  us  to  promote  the  positive  image 
if  we  are  careful  to  utilize  it  to  our  benefit. 
Perhaps  we  need  a  news  bureau  to  keep  touch 
with  the  media  and  to  ascertain  that  we  take  full 
advantage  of  the  press. ) 

That  leaves  the  identification  of  where  we 
are  going.  This  must  be  identified  in  broad  and 
general  terms,  concrete  and  defined  objectives, 
and  measurable  goals.  Too  often  we  stop  with 
those  generalities  that  do  not  provide  realistic 
and  obtainable  goals.  It  is  imperative  that  the 
Executive  Committee  lead  the  way  in  the 
development  of  a  plan  of  action  for  our 
denominational  growth.  With  a  specific  plan  laid 
out,  all  institutions,  enterprises,  boards,  commit- 
tees, commissions,  and  auxiliaries  of  our  Con- 
vention can  work  together  to  accomplish  the 
goals  of  the  denomination.  This  will  bring  a  unity 
to  our  work  that  is  now  desperately  needed.  In- 
stead of  everybody  doing  his  own  thing,  together 
we  can  lead  our  church  into  recovery  and  expan- 
sion. I  am  not  suggesting  that  we  tell  the  various 
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agents  of  our  denomination  what  to  do,  but  that 
we  set  the  priority  of  where  we  want  them  to  help 
us  get. 

Revitalization 

The  second  step  that  must  be  taken  is  to 
bring  a  new  vitality  to  the  present  people, 
churches,  institutions,  enterprises,  and  aux- 
iliaries of  the  Original  Free  Will  Baptist  move- 
ment. Many  times  we  are  not  getting  the  job 
done  because  we  are  not  sure  what  the  job  is. 
Since  we  have  identified  our  purposes,  objec- 
tives, and  goals  we  should  be  able  to  identify  our 
responsibility.  We  must  now  equip  ourselves  to 
fill  the  role  which  we  are  to  fulfill  in  seeing  the 
job  completed. 

If  we  are  to  experience  a  new  vitality,  we 
will  have  to  develop  the  kind  of  leadership  that 
can  forge  us  ahead.  People  will  have  to  be 
trained  to  do  their  work  with  confidence. 
Pastors,  laymen,  and  denominational  leaders  all 
need  to  be  equipped  to  do  their  part.  It  is  only 
when  we  prepare  ourselves  to  meet  the  challenge 
of  tomorrow  that  we  can  hope  to  really  revitalize 
the  church  we  love. 

In  addition  to  the  theological  training  of 
ministers  we  need  to  place  an  emphasis  on  the 
practical  business  of  pastoring  a  church.  We 
need  to  help  our  ministers  develop  a  broad 
educational  base  from  which  to  launch  their 
ministry,  but  we  also  need  to  give  them  specific 
help  in  developing  the  skills  that  will  aid  them  in 
carrying  out  the  program  of  the  church.  Every 
pastor  needs  to  be  trained  to  evangelize  and  to 
train  his  people  to  evangelize.  Each  needs  to  be 
thoroughly  familiar  with  our  identity  and  able  to 
help  his  people  become  familiar  with  who  they 
are. 

The  laity  of  the  Original  Free  Will  Baptists 
must  be  activated.  For  too  long  the  minister  has 
failed  to  utilize  the  large  army  of  people  in  the 
church.  The  laity  are  a  part  of  the  church,  and  a 
major  factor  in  turning  back  the  continual 
decline  of  our  movement. 

The  laymen  need  to  be  trained  to  do  the  job 
that  they  are  called  upon  to  do.  Deacons,  of- 
ficers, teachers,  and  others  should  be  given  the 
opportunity  to  equip  themselves  to  do  the  very 
best  job  possible.  The  entire  membership  should 
be  trained  in  the  work  of  the  ministry  of  the  local 
church.  It  is  not  enough  to  convince  them  that 
they  should  evangelize;  we  must  teach  them 
how. 

It  is  important  that  we  choose  the  best  possi- 
ble people  to  lead  our  denomination.  It  is  time 
that  politics  disappear  from  our  process  of  filling 


offices  and  positions  within  our  denomination.  It 
is  not  important  who  we  know  and  like ;  the  real 
issue  is  who  can  do  the  best  job.  We  must  seek 
out  the  best  qualified  people  to  serve  on  our 
boards  and  committees.  We  must  also  strive  to 
keep  a  broad  and  diversified  base  of  leaders,  and 
not  just  utilize  a  few.  We  must  also  keep  in  mind 
that  the  people  we  choose  to  lead  us  must  be  com- 
mitted to  the  total  plan  of  denominational 
growth. 

In  order  to  see  more  people  prepared  to  help 
our  denomination,  we  will  have  to  take  seriously 
the  responsibility  of  assimilating  new  members. 
Our  present  membership  policy  not  only  includes 
public  profession  of  faith  and  baptism,  but  it  also 
includes  an  awareness  of  what  we  believe  and 
practice.  This  is  a  part  of  the  requirement  for 
membership  that  is  too  often  overlooked.  We 
need  to  introduce  the  new  people  who  come  into 
our  churches  to  our  identity.  They  need  to  be  ful- 
ly aware  of  what  it  means  to  be  an  Original  Free 
Will  Baptist. 

We  must  also  become  aware  of  our  present 
members  and  their  needs.  New  and  old  members 
alike  need  to  be  made  aware  of  the  opportunities 
of  service  that  are  available  to  them.  We  need  to 
develop  a  program  of  watchcare  to  be  certain 
that  we  are  ministering  to  the  needs  of  our  peo- 
ple. We'  need  to  train  ourselves  to  care  for  one 
another.  The  laymen  can  provide  the  help  that 
the  pastor  needs  in  caring  for  the  people  of  his 
congregation.  We  should  be  partners  together  in 
the  ministry  of  Jesus  Christ. 

Evangelization 

The  last  step  in  the  program  of  recovery  and 
expansion  is  to  expand  the  ministry  of  the  local 
church,  to  reach  new  areas  within  our  own  state, 
to  reach  into  neighboring  states,  and  around  the 
world  through  evangelism  and  missions.  Our 
churches  and  denomination  need  to  develop  a 
program  of  evangelism.  Without  an  evangelistic 
outreach  that  goes  beyond  the  reaching  of  just 
the  families  of  our  present  members,  we  cannot 
grow.  The  local  church  must  reach  out  to  the  peo- 
ple of  its  community,  while  the  denomination 
reaches  out  into  new  areas.  If  we  are  to  survive, 
much  less  expand,  we  will  have  to  take  the  Great 
Commission  more  seriously  at  home  and  abroad. 
We  must  become  obedient  to  God's  direct  order 
to  bear  much  fruit. 

If  evangelism  is  to  be  an  integral  part  of  the 
Original  Free  Will  Baptist  movement,  we  will 
have  to  give  it  a  higher  priority  than  it  has  had 
heretofore.  We  must  recognize  that  one-to-one 
(Turn  the  Page) 
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sharing  of  the  gospel  is  still  the  most  effective 
means  of  reaching  people  with  the  good  news  of 
salvation.  Most  of  the  people  who  come  to  know 
Christ  as  Saviour  do  so  through  the  efforts  of  in- 
dividuals reaching  out  to  them. 

Evangelism  must  become  a  major  part  of 
the  training  of  ministers  and  laymen.  It  should 
be  a  required  part  of  the  training  of  the  new 
ministers  and  offered  to  established  pastors 
through  a  program  of  continuing  education.  It 
must  include  ways  to  implement  a  program  of 
evangelism  in  the  local  church. 

While  we  train  our  people  to  reach  their  com- 
munity for  Christ,  we  must  not  neglect  the  wider 
circles  that  we  are  to  reach  with  the  gospel 
message.  Acts  1:8  does  tell  us  that  our  ministry 
is  to  reach  those  at  home,  but  it  also  includes 
those  that  are  in  the  uttermost  parts  of  the  world. 
We  often  forget  that  between  home  and  the  utter- 
most parts  of  the  world  there  lies  the  fertile  field 
of  our  Samaria  and  Judea.  We  must  strengthen 
our  home  and  foreign  bases,  but  we  must  not 
leave  out  the  areas  in  between. 

We  should  begin  a  planned  and  calculated  ef- 
fort to  further  our  influence  throughout  this  en- 
tire state,  in  neighboring  states,  and,  in  due  time, 
the  whole  of  our  nation.  Can  we  dare  believe  that 
we  have  the  right  to  limit  God's  work  to  the 
eastern  part  of  our  state?  If  the  Original  Free 
Will  Baptist  movement  is  of  value  in  only  a  small 
part  of  the  world,  we  ought  to  question  its  right  to 
exist.  Perhaps  we  are  afraid  of  losing  control  of 
the  work  if  it  grows;  if  that  is  the  case  we  must 
question  our  motive  in  the  establishment  of 
ourselves  as  a  denomination.  We  have  something 
to  offer;  we  must  not  allow  "self-service"  to  pre- 
vent the  development  of  reaching  out  to  others. 
That  constitutes  a  dangerous  game. 

In  order  to  expand,  we  must  place  a  high 
priority  on  the  business  of  planting  new 
churches.  New  churches  will  give  us  a  stronger 
base  from  which  to  continue  to  develop  our  pro- 
gram and  reach  out  even  further.  One  of  the 
great  needs  is  for  us  to  realize  that  the  work  of  a 
church  planter  is  distinctive  from  the  work  of 
ministering  in  an  established  congregation. 
Those  who  would  take  on  this  work  need  special 
training.  Realizing  the  importance  of  this  one 
factor  in  the  future  of  our  denomination,  I 
believe  that  we  ought  to  give  consideration  to 
developing  such  a  program  within  our  educa- 
tional endeavors. 

As  I  offer  these  three  steps,  they  may  seem 
simple  and  nothing  more  than  "common  sense," 
but  they  are  important.  These  simple  things  will 
present  complex  problems  as  they  develop,  but 


we  can  use  them  to  launch  us  into  the  next  cen- 
tury. It  is  up  to  us  to  determine  that  we  want  to 
stop  the  decline  and  move  into  the  area  of  expan- 
sion.

ATTITUDES 
AND 
CHURCH 
GROWTH 


A  copy  of  the  October,  1985,  issue  of  the  North  Carolina  was 
given  to  me  recently.  I  read  with  interest  the  following  article 
and  sought  permission  to  share  it  with  you,  because  I  felt  that 
we  might  all  learn  from  Mr.  Daily's  work. 

The  Rev.  James  M.  Daily  pastors  Ayden  Christian  Church, 
Disciples  of  Christ,  Ayden,  North  Carolina,  and  is  a  member  of 
the  Commission  on  Church  Growth  of  the  Christian  Church 
(Disciples  of  Christ)  in  North  Carolina. 


SOME  years  ago  there  was  a  song 
which  contained  the  words, 
"What  a  difference  a  day  makes, 
twenty-four  little  hours."  Something 
similar  can  and  does  hold  true  to  at- 
titudes and  church  growth:  "What  a  dif- 
ference our  attitudes  make." 

Church  growth  is  possible! ! !  But  we 
must  have  faith  in  that  possibility.  The 
Psalmist  speaks  to  this  when  he  writes, 
"For  their  heart  was  not  right  with  him, 


neither  were  they  steadfast  in  his  cove- 
nant" (Psalm  78:37).  Our  attitude  must 
remain  firm,  not  wavering,  knowing  that 
with  God  all  things  are  possible. 

When  I  arrived  at  Ayden  Christian 
Church  in  mid-1983,  it  was  evident  that 
my  predecessor  had  done  considerable 
groundwork  for  growth.  However,  the 
verbal  attitudes  I  heard  were  not  always 
positive.  This  has  since  changed. 
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At  the  present  time,  Sunday 
School  attendance  is  double 
what  it  was  in  1984,  and  worship 
attendance  is  running  about 
32%  ahead  of  last  year.  What 
happened?  To  what  do  we  at- 
tribute this  growth?  Obviously, 
wishing  alone  or  positive  at- 
titudes alone  did  not  make  our 
dreams  come  true.  But,  without 
the  dreams,  the  wishes  and  the 
positive  attitudes,  little  would 
have  been  accomplished. 

Here's  what  we  did: 

1.  Prayed  about  church 
growth. 

2.  Studied  the  records  of  this 
congregation  for  the  past 
28  years  (source:  year- 
books). 

3.  Concentrated  this  study 
on  the  last  ten  years. 

4.  Placed  this  information 
in  usable  form  on  paper 
and  made  it  available  in  a 
notebook  for  easy  refer- 
ral. This  information  in- 
cluded: total  and  active 
membership,  new  addi- 
tions, deaths  and  trans- 
fers, and  income. 

5.  From  this  I  proposed  ten- 
tative goals  for  the  next 
ten  years  regarding  addi- 
tional members  and  wor- 
ship attendance. 

6.  I  met  with  committees 
who  could  impact  on 
these  goals  (Member- 
ship, Evangelism,  Wor- 
ship and  Christian  Educa- 
tion), and  presented  the 
goals  on  22"  x  28"  post- 
ers. I  did  the  same  with 
the  church  board.  These 
goals  were  adopted  by  the 
committees  and  the 
board. 

7.  We  began  to  advertise  the 
goals  in  the  church  news- 
letter, worship  bulletin, 
posters,  and  in  pulpit 
announcements.  We  re- 
quested committees, 
classes  and  fellowships  to 
promote  these  goals. 


8.  We  developed  and  pro- 
moted a  program  called 
the  "Force  of  Five" 
(set  goals  of  five  new 
members  to  each  sub-or- 
ganization of  the  church; 
when  a  goal  is  reached, 
add  five  more). 

9.  We  worked  with  the 
Evangelism  Committee 
to  develop  a  list  of  poten- 
tial members  and  choose 
five  to  concentrate  on  for 
membership  (we  try  to 
keep  20-30  names  of  po- 
tential members). 

10.  We  publicized  the  vic- 
tories in  the  church  news- 
letters and  from  the  pul- 
pit. 

The  results  have  been  that  we 
exceeded  the  new  members 
goal  in  1984,  and  as  of  July  7, 
have  reached  the  goal  for  1985 
and  are  beginning  on  the  next 
increment  of  five.  We  have 
started  two  new  Sunday  School 
classes  and  begun  a  Chi  Rho. 
Also,  giving  has  increased. 

It  is  essential  to  remember 
some  things: 

1.  Victories  will  not  occur 
overnight. 

2.  It  takes  much  work. 

3.  Do  not  be  discouraged 
with  one  effort  or  pro- 
gram. If  one  idea  doesn't 
work,  try  another. 

4.  Work  with  members  of 
your  church;  do  not  su- 
perimpose all  your  own 
ideas  whether  you  be  pas- 
tor, chair  of  a  committee 
or  whatever.  Efforts 
must  be  cooperative. 

5.  This  leads  to  sharing 
credit  for  victories. 

6.  The  leadership  of  the  pas- 
tor is  vital  to  any  real 
success,  but  it  also  de- 
pends upon  the  leadership 
of  others  as  well.  Our  Sun- 
day School  doubled  be- 
cause: a  new  wing  was 
built  to  house  additional 
classes,  the  chair  of  the 


Christian  Education 
Committee  worked  very 
hard  and  consistently  to 
recruit  teachers  and  as- 
sistants. We  worked  to- 
gether to  recognize  teach- 
ers for  their  efforts  and 
students  for  their  perfect 
attendance. 

7.  Separate  goals  should  be 
for  attendance  at  wor- 
ship, Sunday  School  and 
for  new  members. 

8.  A  part  of  any  effort 
should  be  to  get  inactive 
members  active. 

9.  Have  no  failures!  What  is 
meant  here  is  that  if  you 
have  a  goal  of  five  and 
reached  only  three,  re- 
member that  that  is  not  a 
failure.  It  is  three  more 
than  would  have  been 
reached  had  an  effort  not 
been  made. 

10.  Be  enthusiastic! ! !  If  we 
really  believe  that  the 
news  of  Jesus  Christ  is 
good  news,  then  we  can 
and  will  be  enthusiastic 
in  efforts  at  spreading 
this  news  and  bringing 
people  to  know  Jesus 
Christ  and/or  to  involve 
them  in  His  work  through 
our  church. 

11.  Also  remember  that  ef- 
forts made  in  either  the 
Sunday  School  or  worship 
areas  will  have  carry- 
over advantages  to  the 
other. 

12.  Goals  must  be  realistic. 

When  reached,  they  then 
serve  as  a  source  of  vic- 
tory in  which  all  can  take 
pride. 

13.  Slow,  steady  growth  is 
better  than  large  spurt 
growth.  It  provides  more 
time  to  nurture  and  inte- 
grate new  members. 

14.  No,  this  is  not  all  that  we 
did  nor  that  is  important. 
It  includes  the  bulk  of

LISTENING  AS  MINISTRY

The  woman  had  been  talking  to  the  pastor 
for  ten  minutes  already.  Her  voice  had  become 
intense  at  times,  as  she  spoke  of  long  years  of 
work  and  heavy  personal  responsibilities.  Her 
voice  took  on  a  special  edge  when  she  mentioned 
Joe,  her  husband.  The  pastor  sat  there  mo- 
tionless, stole  a  quick  glance  at  the  ceiling,  and 
asked,  "Have  you  discussed  this  problem  with 
your  husband?"  She  almost  shouted  back  her 
answer,  "He  don't  talk!  He  just  sits  there."  She 
hesitated  for  an  instant,  as  if  groping  for  the 
right  words,  and  continued,  "He's  like  a  dog  that 
comes  in  to  eat  and  then  lies  down  in  a  corner  to 
snore.  He's  about  that  much  companionship!" 
The  pastor's  brow  furrowed  as  he  leaned  toward 
the  woman.  His  mouth  dropped  open  as  if  to 
speak  and  his  image  froze  on  the  videotape 
monitor.  I  turned  from  the  picture  on  the  screen 


and  asked  the  twenty  parishioners  who  were 
watching,  "What  would  you  say  to  the  lady 
now?" 

The  audience  was  one  of  the  groups  enrolled 
in  my  seven-week  course  entitled  "Listening  as 
Ministry."  Among  them  were  married  and 
single  persons,  priests  and  religious.  Their  ages 
ranged  from  early  twenties  to  past  seventy.  And 
they  came  to  work  on  their  listening  as  a  means 
of  enriching  themselves  and  of  improving  their 
ministry  in  their  own  families  and  to  other 
families.  We  were  exploring  listening  with  the 
heart.  What  is  listening  with  the  heart?  It's  the 
way  we  listened  when  we  fell  in  love  and  came  to 
the  deep  realization,  "Yes,  this  is  the  one,  the 
person  with  whom  I  want  to  share  my  life."  It  is 
the  way  we  were  listened  to  when,  utterly  alone 
(Turn  the  Page) 
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and  isolated  by  our  problems,  someone  came 
along  and  said,  "You  seem  to  be  having  a  rough 
time.  Feel  like  talking?"  And  we  did.  Remember 
how  great  our  relief  was  as  we  experienced  the 
warm  presence  of  another  person's  gift  of 
understanding?  This  is  heart-to-heart  listening. 
It  is  characteristic  of  families  who  demonstrate 
their  love  in  many  little  but  significant  ways. 
And  it  is  also  a  mark  of  that  extended  Christian 
family  called  the  people  of  God,  the  people  who 
unite  in  worshiping  and  in  Christian  living. 

Since  much  of  my  work  at  the  Center  for 
Pastoral  Ministry  is  devoted  to  helping  people 
deepen  their  capacities  for  heart-to-heart  en- 
counter, I  would  like  to  comment  on  that  work.  I 
hope  this  will  help  others  see  how  important 
listening  is  for  extending  and  enriching  the  fami- 
ly of  God  present  in  local  churches.  I'll  begin 
with  what  listening  with  the  heart  means,  and 
then  go  on  to  the  challenge  it  involves,  and  its 
relevance  as  a  ministry. 

Listening  With  the  Heart 

Let's  consider  listening  first  before  we  go  on 
to  the  heart's  role  in  the  process.  It  is  quite  ob- 
vious that  by  listening  I  mean  something  more 
than  just  hearing.  Hearing  can  mean  mere  sen- 
sitivity to  sound,  the  healthy  functioning  of  the 
organs  of  hearing.  When  I  say  listening,  I  mean 
giving  my  full  attention  to  hearing  someone.  I  in- 
clude in  listening  the  other  senses,  especially 
sight  and  touch.  We  could  even  speak  of  listening 
with  the  eyes  or  with  the  whole  body.  This  is  so 
because  the  specific  sense  is  less  important  than 
the  function  of  establishing  contact  with  another 
person. 

It  is  the  "heart,"  however,  that  is  our  total 
emotional  response,  that  integrates  these 
various  perceptions  into  full,  personal  contact, 
and  this  is  what  is  needed  today.  We  can  listen 
with  our  heads.  We  can  comprehend  the  thought 
content  of  a  person's  messages  and 
systematically  analyze  what  is  communicated. 
This  is  cognitive  empathy  and  can  be  readily 
learned.  But  cognitive  empathy  has  severe 
limitations.  It  misses  the  dimension  of  meaning 
that  goes  beyond  what  is  explicitly  said.  It 
overlooks  the  feelings  and  experiences  usually 
conveyed  without  words.  These  other  messages 
come  from  the  heart,  the  center  of  a  person's  ex- 
perience. 

Listening  to  and  with  the  heart  is  neither  so 
readily  taught  nor  so  easily  learned.  Such  listen- 
ing aims  at  emotional  empathy  and  even  at  com- 
prehensive interpersonal  resonance  to  the 
degree  possible.  In  cognitive  empathy,  words 
have  paramount  importance.  In  emotional  and 


comprehensive  personal  empathy,  images  and 
actions  are  more  significant  than  words.  The  at- 
tention is  not  so  much  on  what  is  said  but  how, 
that  is,  on  process  more  than  content.  I  like  to 
use  the  illustration  of  one  vibrating  tuning  fork 
setting  another  into  sympathetic  vibration  to  ex- 
press the  impact  of  listening  with  the  heart.  Our 
whole  being  vibrates  with  the  message  we 
receive  when  we  take  it  to  heart.  But  what  takes 
place  is  much  more  complex  than  what  happens 
with  tuning  forks.  The  fork  has  no  say  about  its 
reaction  to  the  sound  waves.  We  do.  In  fact,  we 
must  intentionally  take  the  message  to  heart  in 
order  to  listen  with  full  personal  empathy.  We 
must  become  attuned  to  the  full  import  of 
messages  on  many  levels  to  listen  empathetical- 
ly.  And  this  takes  work. 

The  Challenge  of  Listening 

Listening  with  the  heart,  from  the  core  of  our 
personal  reality,  is  a  major  challenge.  The  task 
is  very  difficult,  yet  also  necessary  for  human 
growth  and  development.  A  careful  empirical 
study  (S.  Minuchin  and  others,  Families  of  the 
Slums,  1967)  has  documented  that  multi-problem 
families  are  groups  of  people  who  do  not  listen 
to  one  another.  In  such  families,  there  is 
characteristically  hostile  competition  and  delin- 
quency within  the  family  which  spill  out  into  the 
society.  This  often  leads  to  the  courts,  to  juvenile 
homes,  or  even  to  prison.  But  conflicts  with  the 
law  are  only  outer  manifestations  of  pervasive, 
unresolved  conflicts  within  the  families 
themselves.  Public  authorities  are  given  as  little 
respect  as  family  members  are.  Within  the 
multi-problem  with  a  delinquent  member,  the 
problems  are  maintained  and  deepened  by  a  lack 
of  listening.  It  has  been  discovered  that  in  such 
families  no  one  expects  to  be  heard.  They  are 
noisy  familes  where  people  are  used  to  tuning 
each  other  out.  Or  if  on  occasion  people  are 
heard,  they  do  not  expect  a  response.  There  is  no 
experience  of  making  contact,  of  counting  as  a 
person,  or  of  making  a  significant  impression.  If 
there  is  some  response,  it  is  usually  irrelevant. 
Rather  than  connect  with  the  other  person's 
message,  the  response  indicates  disregard  for  it 
and  changes  the  subject. 

Such  a  "response"  I  would  prefer  to  call 
something  else— a  reaction,  not  a  response.  In 
the  "listening"  course  I  use  a  videotape  of  a  mar- 
riage counseling  session  to  demonstrate  how 
reactions  work  against  listening  responses.  This 
is  an  important  distinction  because  there  can  be 
no  effective  listening  when  people  are  merely 
reacting.  The  dominance  of  reactions  reduces 
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the  very  possibility  of  making  listening 
responses. 

Let  me  relate  what  I  mean.  In  the  tape,  the 
marriage  counselor  directs  the  husband  to 
describe  to  his  wife  what  his  feelings  are  "right 
now"  about  their  relationship.  The  husband 
looks  at  the  wife  and  says,  "I  don't  think  you 
understand  at  all  how  I  feel.  I  don't  like  what's 
going  on  at  home.  It's  a  drag! "  A  moment  later 
his  wife  reacts  with  the  words,  "I  don't  think  I 
care  how  he  feels.  So  you  feel  rotten!  So  what?" 
Neither  were  listening  to  one  another,  only  react- 
ing. The  husband  used  a  fight  reaction  of  blam- 
ing; the  wife,  a  flight  reaction  of  "I  don't  care! " 
Both  were  protecting  themselves  rather  than 
working  on  better  mutual  understanding.  In 
brief,  reacting  is  primarily  to  protect  the  self, 
while  responding  transcends  reactions  into 
mutual  affirmation  and  listening. 

Listening  enacts  loving  care.  A  ministerial 
listener  must  care  enough  to  bother  to  listen. 
This  is  a  form  of  love,  and  people  who  cannot 
bother  to  listen  cannot  love  those  they  meet.  An 
experience  of  ministerial  listening  renders  the 
assertion  "God  is  love"  more  credible.  Listening 
makes  possible  good  communication,  an 
achievement  of  union  with  the  persons  in  dialog 
and  the  most  radical  aspect  of  this  binding 
together  is  that  it  gives  us  an  actual  experience 
of  the  union  of  all  persons  in  the  Fatherhood  of 
God.  To  listen  to  another  is  to  affirm  that  person 
as  a  fellow  member  of  God's  family. 

Listening  logically  leads  to  "bearing  one 
another's  burdens  and  so  fulfilling  the  law  of 
Christ"  (Galatians  6:2)— being  "unable"  to  walk 
away  thinking,  "I'm  going  to  avoid  her.  What  a 
downer!  Why  doesn't  she  get  over  it  and  not 
bother  people  with  her  troubles?"  The  person 
who  serves  by  listening  will  not  run  out,  by  way 
of  contrast,  but  will  enter  the  valley  of  darkness 
and  sorrow  with  the  other  person.  The  minister 
does  this,  however,  not  because  it  feels  comfor- 
table but  in  spite  of  uncomfortable  and  anxious 
feelings. 

For  it  is  not  our  discomforts  and  fears  that 
cut  us  off  from  other  people  and  from  ourselves. 
It  is  our  desire  to  live  without  such  upsetting  ex- 
periences and  our  attempts  to  avoid  these 
unpleasant  encounters.  But  human  life  includes 
traveling  the  gamut  of  experiences  and  feelings. 
And  more  important  yet,  our  Christian  calling 
expressed  in  the  words,  "Come,  follow  me,"  also 
includes  the  invitation,  "Take  up  the  cross."  For 
as  the  Epistle  to  the  Hebrews  notes,  "Since  he 
himself  has  passed  through  the  test  of  suffering, 
he  is  able  to  help  those  who  are  meeting  their  test 


now"  (2:18).  And  here  we  can  see  the  core  of 
listening  with  the  heart:  it  is  to  serve  others  by 
letting  them  touch  what  is  in  our  own  hearts  and 
to  surmount  pain  and  sorrow  by  joining  them  in 
compassion.  In  this  we  shall  reveal  that  we  are 
His  followers.

"DON'T  FORGET  CARL!" 

Carl  was  wasting  away  to  a  life  of  crime, 
fear  and  social  dependence.  It  seemed  that  no 
one  wanted  a  tall,  muscular  teenage  boy  who 
was  apparently  predestined  to  failure.  Confusion 
and  frustration  had  become  a  way  of  life,  with 
nowhere  and  no  one  to  turn  to.  Even  his  family 
had  disappeared  from  any  semblance  of  ex- 
istence. Scared,  angry,  and  frustrated  were  the 
words  that  described  Carl  when  he  came  to  the 
Children's  Home.

Then  the 
task  began!  Cottage  mates  had  learned  his 
vulnerabilities  well,  and  took  advantage  of  their 
new  knowledge.  At  first,  Carl  carefully  avoided 
the  antagonism,  but  the  pressure  became  too 
great.  Finally,  the  cup  overflowed  into  a 
desperate  eruption  of  emotional  trauma  ...  a 
side  that  had  not  formerly  shown  itself.  Time  and 
again,  the  overflow  came;  and  time  and  again 
each  overflow  became  less  traumatic.  As  time 
went  on,  Carl  began  to  see  that  there  were  people 
who  really  did  care  about  him  personally!  Trust 
levels  grew,  and  relationships  blossomed  into 
gardens  of  potential.  Eventually,  the  Children's 
Home  staff  discovered  an  ideal  foster  home  for 
Carl  and  the  placement  was  made.  Now  Carl  is 
working  toward  a  hopeful  career  in  basketball, 
and  is  enjoying  the  benefits  of  a  loving  Christian 
home. 

Christian  child  care  is  more  than  food  and 
shelter,  more  than  clothing  and  medical  ex- 
penses. It  is  seeing  each  child  as  a  whole  person, 
with  multiple  needs.  It  is  reaching  out  for  the 
potential  that  has  lain  dormant  and  un- 
discovered in  each  child's  life.  What  a  glorious 
thing  for  which  to  be  thankful !  Have  you  thanked 
God  for  your  Children's  Home  ministry  lately? 
During  this  season,  let  us  "Enter  into  His 
presence  with  thanksgiving,  and  into  His  courts 
with  praise"  for  the  work  with  which  He  has 
commissioned  us.

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OUR  BUILDING  PROJECT 

This  is  an  article  by  Dr.  E.  M.  Lall 
that  describes  how  these  special  funds 
are  being  used  to  meet  the  building 
needs  in  India,  and  of  their  personal 
sacrifice  to  meet  these  needs. 

I  am  glad  to  report  that  we 
have  been  able  to  buy  a  two- 
room  apartment  at  Meerut, 
where  we  established  our 
church  work  in  the  vicinity  of  a 
medical  college  and  the  univer- 
sity. This  constitutes  the  second 
congregation  of  our  church  in 
the  urban  area.  It  will  take  a 
year  or  two  after  we  have  a 
young  pastor  at  Meerut  for  the 
church  to  become  self- 
supporting.  In  the  urban  areas, 
wherever  we  see  it  possible,  we 
propose  that  the  church 
becomes  self-supporting. 

We  have  bought  a  three-room 
school  building  at  Chabra, 
which  is  being  remodeled  and 
repaired.  There  is  a  church 
congregation  in  the  village  of 
Chabra  who  will  continue  to 
worship  in  this  building  on  Sun- 
days. People  of  this  place  are 
thankful  to  the  Board  of 
Foreign  Missions  for  this  provi- 
sion. 

At  Mehwa  the  village  people 
largely  contributed  for  the  con- 
struction of  schoolrooms,  while 
some  aid  was  also  provided  by 
us.  They  started  the  construc- 
tion of  the  schoolrooms,  which 
have  not  yet  been  completed 
due  to  shortage  of  funds.  It  was 
expected  that  after  the  main 
crop  of  wheat  is  sold  (during 
this  month)  more  funds  will 
come  in  to  complete  the  con- 
struction. This  is  yet  to  be  seen. 

A  big  plot  of  land  has  been 
bought  at  Sirauli  with  the 
generosity  of  the  local  con- 
gregation for  the  church  and 
school  purpose  there.  Plans  are 
underway  for  the  building  of 
rooms. 

The  local  congregation  at 
Dhaunra  Tanda  has  managed 


to  have  a  good  piece  of  land  ex- 
clusively for  church  building. 
We  also  gave  substantial  finan- 
cial aid  to  Dhaunra  Tanda  con- 
gregation so  as  to  share  their 
concern.  The  foundation  of  this 
church  was  laid  by  me  on  April 
1,  1985.  We  are  praying  that  the 
Lord  will  guide  the  local  con- 
gregation to  contribute  largely, 
so  that  the  construction  of  this 
church  is  over  without  being  too 
late. 

Our  people  in  the  rural  areas 
have  a  great  desire  for  worship 
places.  They  also  plan  to  collect 
money,  but  the  prevailing  infla- 
tion and  the  ever-increasing 
cost  of  living  is  causing 
obstructions,  since  they  have 
very  meager  resources  for  sur- 
vival. 

The  price  of  all  necessary 
items  has  gone  up  considerably 
after  the  current  budget  was 
established;  every  care  was 
taken  that  it  does  not  increase 
more  than  the  budget  pertain- 
ing to  the  year  1984.  This  is  with 
a  view  that  the  Board  of 
Foreign  Missions  may  be  in  a 
position  to  grant  help  for  some 
more  schools  and  churches. 

We  are  sincerely  praying  that 
the  Lord  may  hear  us  and 
enable  us  to  complete  some 
more  schools  and  churches  in 
the  time  to  come. 

PHILIPPINES  RECEIVES 
VISITOR  FROM 
NORTH  CAROLINA

The  van  der  Plas  family, 
Baker  family  and  pastors 
waited  at  the  Puerto  Princesa 
City  airport  on  July  29, 1985.  We 
were  excited.  Two  correspond- 
ing letters  had  revealed  that 
our  visitor,  Miss  Sharon  Arm- 
strong, would  arrive  aboard 
Philippine  Airlines  flight  195 
from  Manila.  What  would  she 
look  like?  What  would  she  be 
like?  Would  we  find  her?  There 
was  no  problem  of  getting  the 


planes  mixed  up  because  we  on- 
ly have  one  passenger  plane  to 
arrive  each  day.  Sometimes  it 
is  helpful  for  things  to  be  sim- 
ple. 

The  Philippine  Airlines'  BAC 
1-11  Jet  landed  and  taxied  up  to 
the  terminal  building. 
Passengers  began  to  unload. 
Where  was  she?  Then  all  of  a 
sudden  we  all  caught  view  of  a 
big  North  Carolina  smile.  We 
were  right.  It  was  Sharon. 

Sharon  Armstrong  is  a 
member  of  Union  Chapel 
Church.  The  Rev.  Walton  Par- 
rish  is  her  pastor.  Sharon  had 
arrived  in  the  Philippines  on 
June  16, 1985,  as  a  summer  mis- 
sionary with  Intervarsity 
Christian  Fellowship.  As  she 
finished  her  summer's  work, 
God  had  granted  her  the  oppor- 
tunity to  visit  the  Free  Will 
Baptist  work  in  the  Philippines. 

We  left  the  airport  and  pro- 
ceeded to  a  local  restaurant  for 
lunch  and  a  welcome  program. 
In  the  afternoon  we  toured  the 
local  churches  and  missions  in 
the  immediate  Puerto  Princesa 
area.  Sharon  was  just  in  time  to 
join  us  in  the  celebration  of 
Caroline  van  der  Plas's  birth- 
day. The  students  at  Palawan 
Bible  College  were  blessed  to 
have  Sharon  join  them  for  their 
evening  meal  and  social  hour. 
Then  back  to  the  van  der  Plas's 
home,  it  was  talking  and  shar- 
ing until  bedtime. 

The  next  morning,  the  facul- 
ty, staff  and  students  at  PBC 
were  challenged  and  inspired 
as  Sharon  shared  God's  Word 
and  her  testimony  during 
chapel  time.  A  tour  of  Palawan 
Bible  College  buildings  and 
classes  was  next  on  the  agen- 
da. That  was  followed  by  an  ex- 
planation of  the  work  of  the 
Board  of  Foreign  Missions  in 
the  Philippines  and  a  tour  of  the 
national  office  and  print  shop  of 
the  Free  Will  Baptist  Church 
Philippines. 
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We  then  departed  for  a  brief 
tour  of  the  city  of  Puerto 
Princesa  before  ending  up  at 
the  Baker  home  for  lunch.  After 
lunch  we  proceeded  back  to  the 
airport.  Flight  196  would  take 
Sharon  back  to  Metro  Manila 
where  she  would  spend  the 
night  before  continuing  her  trip 
back  to  her  home  in  the  United 
States. 

It  was  an  unusual  visit— only 
one  day  long.  But  other  things 
besides  the  shortness  of  the 
visit  made  it  unusual.  Things 
like  Sharon's  desire  to  know 
more  of  what  God  is  doing  in 
the  world,  her  positive  attitude 
about  what  God  is  doing  in  the 
world,  and  her  willingness  and 
desire  to  be  involved  in  what 
God  is  doing  in  the  world  also 
made  it  unusual.  Sharon  Arm- 
strong is  truly  a  Christian  with 
a  world  view. 

That  one  day  was  very  en- 
couraging to  us.  Just  to  hear 
what  God  is  doing  in  Sharon's 
life  and  to  share  with  her  what 
God  is  doing  here.  "Thank 
you,  Sharon,  for  allowing  God 
to  use  you  to  touch  our  lives 
here  in  the  Philippines.  Thanks 
so  much  for  coming."

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MOUNT  OLIVE  COLLEGE  CULTURAL 
ARTS  AND  LECTURE  SERIES 
LIFTS  OFF  WITH  SPACE  WEEK

Since  Mount  Olive  College 
has  been  elevated  into  the  orbit 
of  four-year  colleges,  it  is  fit- 
ting that  the  Cultural  Arts  and 
Lecture  Series  for  this  year 
should  begin  with  addresses  by 
two  astronauts  from  the  Na- 
tional Aeronautics  and  Space 
Administration.  On  September 
19,  Dr.  Bryan  O'Leary,  space 
scientist,  teacher,  and  author  of 
The  Making  of  an  Ex- Astronaut 
and  The  Fertile  Stars,  spoke  to 
a  large  audience  of  College 
students  and  faculty,  members 
of  the  community,  and  over  100 
high  school  students  from 
Wayne  County  and  the  sur- 
rounding counties. 

On  September  25,  Astronaut 
William  Thornton,  a  native  of 
Faison,  North  Carolina, 
delivered  the  second  lecture  of 


the  series.  Dr.  Thornton,  who 
received  his  M.D.  from  the 
University  of  North  Carolina,  is 
an  authority  on  the  ways  space 
flight  affects  the  human  body; 
and  he  holds  thirty-five  patents, 
including  one  for  the  treadmill 
used  by  astronauts  on  board  the 
space  shuttle. 

Pioneers  in  Space 
Dr.  O'Leary  told  his  audience 
that  people  could  "bootstrap" 
themselves  into  space  and 
create  permanent  colonies.  He 
said  that  "the  earth  is  a  cradle 
where  human  beings  have  lived 
since  creation;  but,"  he  added, 
"people  cannot  stay  in  the 
cradle  forever."  He  said  that 
the  earth  is  at  the  bottom  of  a 
"gravity  well"  that  has  held  the 
human  race  prisoner.  How- 
ever, with  the  development  of 


powerful  rockets,  "We  are  now 
in  a  position  to  permanently 
free  ourselves  from  depen- 
dence on  the  earth." 

According  to  O'Leary,  the 
first  step  toward  this  freedom 
might  be  to  establish  perma- 
nent colonies  on  the  moon. 
"Once  humans  have  spent  the 
money  and  energy  to  break  out 
of  the  gravity  well  that  holds  us 
on  earth,  future  travel  will  be 
relatively  easy  and  cheap," 
O'Leary  said. 

Space  Stations 

"The  space  shuttle  gives  the 
United  States  the  technology  it 
needs  to  begin  building  orbiting 
space  stations  right  now,"  said 
O'Leary,  as  he  showed  slides  of 
how  engineers  imagined  these 
space  stations. 

According  to  O'Leary,  it  is 
also  possible  "to  build  huge 
structures  in  space  to  grow 
food.  This  food  could  easily  be 
sent  back  down  the  gravity  well 
to  land  in  the  oceans.  Then  it

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COLLEGE  CHARTER

could  be  towed  to  seaports."  He 
noted  that  the  Soviets  had 
already  grown  wheat  and  made 
it  into  bread  on  their  space  mis- 
sions. 

Dr.  Thornton  Describes  the 
Effects  of  Space  Flight 

Dr.  Thornton  described  some 
of  the  sensations  he  had  ex- 
perienced on  his  two  space 
flights  aboard  the  shuttle  in 
1983  and  1985.  He  said  that 
"weightlessness  was  very 
much  like  being  in  a  swimming 
pool  and  being  able  to  move  ef- 
fortlessly in  any  direction."  But 
he  added  that  "long  space 
flights  affect  the  body  just  like 
going  to  bed  and  staying  there. 
The  body  loses  muscle  and  the 
bones  become  thinner."  He 
pointed  out  that  if  the 
astronauts  did  not  exercise 
while  in  space,  they  would  not 
be  able  to  walk  when  they 
returned.  Dr.  Thornton's  work 
at  NASA  has  focused  on  ways  to 
prevent  physical  problems  on 
long  space  flights.  He  said  that 
"the  body  can  adapt  to  space 
but  people  must  continue  to 
keep  themselves  in  condition  by 
exercise." 

Dr.  Thornton  said  his  flights 
aboard  the  shuttle  had  taken 
him  into  high  orbits  where  he 
could  see  the  earth  floating  in 
the  vastness  of  space.  This  had 
given  him  "the  larger  view" 
and  made  him  realize  how 
small  the  earth  is.  "It  is  no 
longer  a  four-day  trip  across 
the  Atlantic.  The  world  has 
been  made  small  by  machines, 
but  we  all  have  to  live  in  it."  He 
said  that  human  beings  must 
learn  that  they  can  "lift  the 
human  race  or  destroy  it  with 
the  machines  that  they  build." 

Dr.  Thornton  noted  that  the 
most  important  questions  deal- 
ing with  the  use  of  space  "are 
not  what  man  can  do  but  what 
man  should  do."  It  is  because 
these  moral  decisions  are  so 
important  that  "people  who  are 


interested  in  the  minds  and  ac- 
tions of  men  have  the  greatest 
challenge."  He  added  that  it  is 
Christian  colleges  like  Mount 


Olive  which  have  created  peo- 
ple capable  of  helping  society 
deal  with  these  questions.

SUMMARY  OF 
1985  CONVENTION

I  have  always  been  of  the 
opinion  that  our  State  Conven- 
tion had  a  basic  four-fold  pur- 
pose :  1 )  To  hear  and  review  the 
accomplishments  of  our  enter- 
prises and  committees  for  the 
past  year;  2)  to  approve  and  set 
goals  for  the  coming  year;  3)  to 
elect  necessary  people  for  ser- 
vice to  our  denomination;  4) 
and  to  share  and  enjoy 
fellowship  one  with  another.  In 
my  opinion,  this  is  not  what 
happened  at  this  year's  Con- 
vention. 

To  begin  with,  some  180 
ministers  and  numerous 
churches  were  not  present. 
This  in  and  of  itself  was  not  a 
good  beginning. 

If  you  simply  read  the  report 
book,  you  find  good  reports,  ac- 
complishments made,  and 
reasonable  goals  to  challenge 
us  for  the  coming  year.  Even 
the  theme,  "Called  to  Serve," 
seemed  appropriate  as  the  Ex- 
ecutive Committee  initiated 
our  five-year  program.  But  it 
didn't  seem  to  take  very  long 
before  the  intent  of  our  Conven- 
tion took  on  new  meaning. 

I  was  surprised  and  disap- 
pointed to  see  individuals  and 
denominational  leaders  use  the 
floor  of  our  Convention  as  a 
forum  for  challenging  the  in- 
tegrity of  established  boards, 
committees,  and  individuals, 
and  attempting  to  force  self- 
serving  ideas  and  views  on  the 
Convention.  There  were  times 
that  our  Convention  appeared 
more  like  a  political  party 
gathering    than    a  church 


fellowship  gathering,  with  dif- 
ferent factions  of  the  party 
fighting  for  a  new  power  base. 
There  were  enough  "private" 
gatherings  in  the  hallways  of 
College  Hall  to  support  such  a 
notion. 

When  delegates  and  minis- 
ters have  questions  concerning 
reports  and  recommendations, 
I  think  it's  fair  and  appropriate 
to  seek  answers  to  these  ques- 
tions. That  is  one  of  the  reasons 
we  have  the  Convention.  But  to 
make  deliberate  attempts  to 
undermine,  impede,  and  tar- 
nish the  efforts  of  those  serving 
our  denomination  is  unfair, 
self-serving,  and  un-Christian. 

Perhaps  we  need  to  reflect 
again  upon  the  theme  of  this 
year's  Convention.  We  are 
"called  to  serve"— the  board 
that  elects  us,  the  church  or 
body  we  represent,  and  the  God 
to  which  we  have  dedicated 
ourselves. 

May  He  give  us  the  grace  to 
do  so  in  the  coming  year.

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EDITORIAL 


SERVANTS  OF  ALL? 


Each  of  us  has  a  decision  to  make:  Which  is  more  impor- 
tant, being  in  with  the  "right"  people  or  being  great  in  the  eyes 
of  God?  At  my  best  estimation,  it  seems  that  our  popularity 
with  men  may  only  affect  the  number  of  people  who  attend  our 
funeral;  but  at  that  time  in  our  lives,  all  we  will  care  about  is  our 
relationship  with  God.  And  God  made  it  clear  that  His  standard 
of  greatness  doesn't  coincide  with  man's  idea  of  personal  suc- 
cess! (This  is  not  to  say  that  we  should  not  have  friends;  read 
on.) 

When  the  disciples  were  arguing  over  who  was  to  be  the 
greatest  in  the  Kingdom,  Jesus  related  that  "if  one  of  you 
wants  to  be  great,  he  must  be  the  servant  of  the  rest."  He  con- 
tinued by  saying  that  to  be  first,  we  must  serve  .  .  .  and,  you 
know,  Jesus  wasn't  talking  to  those  who  were  asking  how  to  be 
saved;  He  was  explaining  the  facts  of  life  to  the  disciples.  I  can- 
not even  imagine  how  much  the  church  of  Jesus  Christ  would 
be  transformed  if  every  Christian  would  honestly  sort  out  his 
life  goals. 

If  you  and  I  were  to  center  our  attentions  on  God  and 
serving  people— and  not  serving  ourselves— I  believe  the 
world  would  be  revolutionized.  But  living  to  serve  others  is  not 
a  popular  concept.  To  do  so  is  diametrically  opposed  to  human 
nature.  But  the  fact  still  remains:  after  we  take  care  of  our 
"own"  affairs  (going  to  school,  earning  a  living,  keeping  a 
home,  raising  children),  which  rightly  require  a  large  amount  of 
our  time  and  energy  and  which  are  a  part  of  the  business  God 
has  assigned  us,  we  still  find  time  to  do  the  things  which  are 
important  to  us.  We  look  out  for  ourselves;  we  feel  as  though 
no  one  cares  about  our  needs;  and  we  are  certain  that  no  one's 
problems  are  as  bad  as  our  own.  Giving  ourselves  consistently 
to  others  is  to  experience  a  complete  change  of  direction— and 
it  is  beyond  the  reach  of  most  of  us  apart  from  the  power  of 
Jesus  Christ  within  us. 

One  reason  we  do  not  serve  is  because  we  just  don't  want 
to.  We  have  been  taught  to  look  out  for  ourselves,  and  that  it  is 
up  to  others  to  do  the  same.  But  Jesus  set  the  example:  He 
always  had  the  very  nature  of  God,  but  of  His  own  free  will,  He 
gave  it  up  and  took  on  the  nature  of  a  servant.  By  doing  so,  He 
rescued  a  lost  race  (and  for  this  reason,  God  raised  Him  to  the 
highest  plane  above  and  gave  Him  the  name  that  is  greater 
than  any  other  name).  While  no  one  Christian  can  do  everything 
that  needs  to  be  done,  we  sometimes  act  as  though  we  are  too 
fine,  too  important,  too  busy  to  offer  simple,  humble, 
sometimes  menial  help  that  would  put  a  rainbow  in  another's 
clouded  day.  It  is  time  that  we  all  ask  ourselves:  Does  my  will, 
what  I  want  out  of  life,  get  in  the  way  of  humbly  serving  the 
needs  of  those  whose  lives  I  touch? 

One  reason  the  church  is  not  famous  today  for  the  quality 
of  its  internal  love  is  that  so  many  Christians  have  never 
settled  this  important  matter.  Anyone  who  is  looking  for  a 
change  of  pace  and  real  adventure  should  live  not  to  be  waited 
on  and  paid  attention  to,  but  should  live  in  service  to  others. 


Learn  to  be  sensitive  to  the  needs  of  others,  being  sensitive  to 
their  situations  and  their  personal  needs— and  ready  to  do 
anything  you  can  to  meet  those  needs.  People  are  slow  to 
share  their  real  needs  unless  they  understand  that  you  are 
open  to  them  and  concerned  about  them;  and  sometimes  all 
we  can  give  is  a  sincere,  brief,  personal  word  to  another  per- 
son—but that  may  be  just  what  is  needed. 

Our  love  should  not  be  just  in  words,  not  mere  talk,  it  must 
be  true  love  which  shows  itself  in  action.  There  are  limits  as  to 
what  we  can  do  as  individuals.  We  can't  do  everything  we'd  like 
to  do  or  that  needs  to  be  done;  discretion  also  puts  certain 
limits  on  us.  But  you  and  I  are  walking  along  on  the  road  of  life 
and  there  are  people  in  every  direction  stretching  out  their 
hands.  While  we  can't  help  them  all,  we  can  give  ourselves  to 
those  whose  hands  are  stretched  out  nearest  us;  we  can  ac- 
cept them  as  our  responsibility.  What  can  we  do? 

Well,  we  need  to  learn  to  listen  deeply. 

Teach  your  ego  to  hold  its  breath.  Encourage  someone— 
find  someone  who  is  sick,  grieving,  in  need  of  reassurance  and 
be  gentle  to  that  person. 

Go  visiting.  Make  a  personal  call  and  carry  along  a  sun- 
shine basket;  or,  open  your  home  up  to  guests. 

Take  a  meal  into  a  home  when  it's  needed. 

Write  to  needy  folks  who  are  beyond  your  physical  reach. 
Don't  be  afraid  to  put  your  feelings  in  words. 

Offer  to  do  Bible  study  with  a  new  Christian. 

Offer  "taxi"  service  whenever  possible. 

Express  appreciation  to  and  for  others.  (Don't  forget  your 
minister.  Let  him  know  you  support  him  in  his  work— and  don't 
forget  his  family,  either.) 

Babysit  for  young  mothers.  (This  will  really  be  appreciated 
with  the  holiday  season  approaching.) 

Let  senior  adults  know  you  care! 

Give  someone  a  surprise  party,  a  housewarming,  a  social 
time.  Perhaps  pick  out  someone  who  seems  to  be  overlooked. 
Pray  for  others. 

Now,  the  things  listed  above  are  not  difficult;  they  are  not 
revolutionary  new  concepts.  They  are,  however,  a  way  to  let 
others  know  you  care  about  them.  A  list  of  God's  varied  gifts  to 
the  church  includes  "those  who  are  given  the  power  to  help 
others"— something  we  should  all  do. 

The  wonderful  thing  about  giving  yourself  away  for 
Christ's  sake  is  that  this  kind  of  giving  enriches  rather  than 
depletes  you.  You  don't  do  it  in  order  to  get  friends.  Also,  self 
giving  is  the  best  cure  for  loneliness.  Your  own  soul  is  nour- 
ished as  you  are  kind;  it  is  destroyed  when  you  are  cruel.  (If 
you  spend  all  your  time  worrying  about  yourself,  try  doing 
something  for  someone  else.  That  will  take  the  steam  out  of 
your  worries  and  give  you  a  warm  feeling.) 

It  has  been  said  that  "nowhere  is  man  more  totally  and 
more  painfully  alone  than  in  a  crowd"  (Ignace  Lepp).  We  can 
make  a  difference  in  our  world.  Let  us  build  bridges,  not  walls, 
in  the  name  of  our  Lord. 
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istmas  1985.  The  mere 
mention  of  Christmas  brings 
mixed  reactions.  There  is  no 
denying  that  the  excitement 
and  the  noise  level  have  in- 
creased during  the  past  few 
weeks,  both  in  our  homes  and 
churches.  Unfortunately,  many 
people  seem  to  think  that 
Christmas  is  a  lot  of  trouble. 
They  complain  about  the  large 
crowds,  they  fuss  over  the  work 
involved  with  Christmas  cards, 
and  feel  trapped  in  an  endless 
round  of  parties.  Many  cynical- 
ly conclude  that  Christmas 
must  be  for  children. 

That  couldn't  be  right. 
Christmas  is  for  everyone. 
Christmas  is  the  celebration  of 
God's  coming  to  all  the  world  in 
the  person  of  His  Son,  Jesus 
Christ.  It  is  the  event  of  events 
that  can  be  celebrated  over  and 
over  without  ever  losing  its 
magic  or  its  appeal. 

Churches  all  across  North 
Carolina  have  been  trying  to 
help  their  members  celebrate 
Christmas.  The  opportunities 
abound  for  dispelling  cynicism 
and  capturing  the  blessed  spirit 
of  these  days.  This  is  the  time  of 
the  year  when  churches  echo 
the  beautiful  Christmas  music, 


engage  in  meaningful  worship 
experiences,  and  enjoy  good 
Christian  fellowship  found 
nowhere  else  in  the  world. 

A  Time  to  Remember 

What  has  been  going  on  at  the 
church  in  recent  weeks  has 
been  an  effort  to  remind  people 
to  pause  and  reflect.  Christmas 
is  a  time  to  remember.  It  is  a 
time  to  remember  what  Christ 
has  done  and  what  He  is  still  do- 
ing. It  is  time  to  remember 
what  we  should  do  and  what  we 
should  be.  The  Christmas 
message  came  first  to  an  op- 
pressed people.  Mary  and 
Joseph  had  to  travel  to  a  distant 
city  to  register  for  a  census. 
They  were  not  really  free.  At 
that  time  many  lived  in  poverty 
and  most  had  to  work  hard  to 
survive.  The  Jewish  people  had 
been  looking  long  for  a 
messiah.  They  had  dreamed 
and  prayed  so  long  that  many 
were  beginning  to  wonder  if 
God  had  forgotten  them.  That 
first  Christmas  a  lot  of  people 
were  just  out  of  hope.  They  felt 
that  nothing  could  make  their 
problems  better. 

Then  a  birth  occurs  in  a  little 


insignificant  place  called 
Bethlehem  that  changed  their 
world  and  all  of  history.  That 
birth  was  a  reminder  that  God 
had  not  given  up.  Rome  might 
be  ruling  the  world  with  might 
and  splendor  but  God  was  in 
control  of  the  world.  Because  of 
that  birth,  God's  people  found 
hope.  Because  God  was  with 
them,  they  realized  they  could 
overcome  their  problems. 

The  World  Still  Has  Problems 

The  world  of  the  1980s,  our 
world,  is  filled  with  problems. 
We  do  not  have  to  look  for 
them;  they  confront  us  on 
every  hand.  We  are  caught  in 
the  midst  of  turbulent  economic 
times  for  which  no  one  seems  to 
have  an  answer.  The  once- 
thought  inexhaustible  re- 
sources of  the  earth  to  pro- 
vide us  energy  are  now  in  ques- 
tion and  our  generation  con- 
tinues to  know  a  world  where 
the  threat  of  war  remains.  If  we 
are  at  peace  militarily,  it  is  an 
uneasy  peace. 

Then  comes  Christmas.  This 
event  reminds  us  that  God  has 
not  abandoned  His  world.  God 
cares  for  us  and  about  what 

(Turn  the  Page) 
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happens  to  us.  Jesus  Christ  was 
a  love  gift  from  God,  a  gift  that 
comes  over  and  over  again.  He 
came  to  rebellious  people  who 
were  not  deserving  of  such  a 
good  gift.  However,  God  loved 
them,  and  He  still  continues  to 
give  and  love.  The  first  act  on 
the  part  of  those  of  us  now  liv- 
ing is  to  receive  that  gift  of  love 
with  gratitude  and  humility. 
The  second  necessary  act  is  to 
share  what  we  have  received 
with  others.  These  two  actions 
are  inseparable.  That  is  why  we 
believe  in  missions— we  have 
been  loved  by  God  and  we  are 
compelled  to  share  that  love. 


Feeling  Cannot  Be  Duplicated 

Christmas  is  a  time  of 
warmth.  There  is  a  feeling 
about  Christmas  that  cannot  be 
duplicated  at  any  other  time  of 
the  year.  People  seem  to  be 
nicer  to  one  another  during  this 
season.  Persons  draw  closer  to 
one  another  during  Christmas. 
It  was  for  that  purpose  that 
Christ  was  born,  namely,  that 
we  might  live  closer  together. 
We  need  to  take  the  spirit  of  this 
season  and  build  on  it  in  the 
year  ahead.  Original  Free  Will 
Baptists  in  North  Carolina  are 
one  big  family.  Like  a  human 
family,  we  are  not  all  alike.  The 


fact  is  that  we  are  very  dif- 
ferent, but  we  are  still  brothers 
and  sisters.  That  means  we  feel 
burdens,  experience  hurts,  and 
share  life  together.  It  means  we 
cherish  our  relationship  in  the 
family  even  when  our  positions 
on  certain  issues  may  differ.  It 
is  in  this  family  that  we  love 
each  other,  support  each  other, 
and  wish  the  best  for  each 
other.  In  many  ways, 
Christmas  reminds  us  that  the 
people  of  God  possess  this  kind 
of  spirit  because  the  Christ  of 
Christmas  is  the  Lord  of  all. 

The  first  Christmas  was  a 
time  of  worship.  The  shepherds 
came  humbly  worshiping  and 
left  glorifying  God.  The  wise 
men  came  with  their  finest  and 
used  it  in  ways  to  adore  Him. 
The  angels  that  sang  praised 
God  with  their  voices. 
Christmas  provides  each  of  us 
in  1985  with  an  opportunity  to 
renew  our  commitment  and 
discipleship.  We  seal  that  ex- 
perience as  we  worship  God.  It 
is  as  we  worship  Christ  in  the 
Christmas  season  that  we  can 
go  back  in  our  minds  and  hearts 
to  the  time  Jesus  entered  our 
life  and  to  all  He  has  meant  to 
us  since  then.  That  kind  of  wor- 
ship will  help  us  to  affirm  that 
in  spite  of  all  the  troubles  we 
know  God  is  still  in  control  of 
His  world. 

My  Christmas  wish  for  all  my 
fellow  Christians  is  that  this 
season  of  the  year  be  a  time  for 
renewed  commitment  to  our 
Saviour,  Jesus  Christ.  If  we  can 
do  that  then  Christmas  will  be 
exciting.  Then  all  of  the  sights, 
sounds,  and  smells  that  are 
uniquely  a  part  of  the 
Christmas  season  will  remind 
us  that  Christmas  more  than 
anything  is  about  Jesus  Christ 
and  His  love  for  us.  May  we 
receive  it  and  may  we  share  it.

We  have  become  a  society  of 
substitutes— the  look  alike  that 
strongly  resembles  the  real 
thing. 

The  athletic  contests  are  no 
longer  played  on  the  grass  of 
former  days.  Now  games  are 
played  on  the  Tartan  Turf  or 
some  other  similar  artificial 
surface.  A  window  may  look 
like  glass,  but  often  turns  out  to 
be  plexi-glass,  and  the  front 
grille  of  a  car  may  have  the  ap- 
pearance of  steel,  but  really  be 
plastic. 

Do  not  be  surprised  if  that 
person  walking  by,  with  a 
beautiful  head  of  hair,  wears  a 
wig.  Wig  shops  flourish  while 
some  of  us  are  giving  up  the 
last  remains  of  what  was  our 
former  proud  possession— all 
the  time  our  hair  recedes  we 
are  making  a  clearing  for 
I    another  face. 

So  it  goes  in  almost  all  of  the 
areas  of  our  lives.  Even  your 
|    food  may  be  imitation.  It  may 
I    not  be  real  chocolate  you  have 
I    been   eating,    but   simply  a 
i    reasonable  facsimile.   If  you 
read    the    contents   of  the 
package,    it   sounds   like  a 
°  chemical  equation  for  a  high 
school  experiment;  and  may  be 
found  on  tomorrow's  list  of 
-  government  health  cautions. 
.^When  it  comes  to  Christmas, 
the  same  facts  come  into  focus. 
If°your  home  is  like  ours,  you 


may  have  an  artificial  tree  in- 
stead of  a  beautiful  living  pine. 
Last  winter,  at  the  shopping  j 
center,  I  heard  a  bell  ringing 
and  I  expected  to  see  the  tradi-  j 
tional  Salvation  Army  lassie  ! 
collecting  for  Christmas.  The 
Salvation  Army  kettle  was 
there  for  donations,  but,  to  my 
surprise,  a  fellow  in  a  floures- 
cent,  orange  hunting  jacket,  ac- 
companied by  a  large,  black 
cigar  bellowing  smoke, 
changed  the  illusion  of  it  all.  It 
just  did  not  seem  right,  but  ac- 
tually, I  guess,  in  this  case, 
what  I  imagined  real  was 
changed  to  the  all  too  real. 

I  do  not  want  to  sound  like 
Scrooge  at  Christmas  time, 
humbugging  everything  around 
me.  Christmas  is  too  delightful 
a  season,  with  all  of  its  spiritual 
truths,  to  humbug.  But  there  is 
one  last  negative  aspect  to  look 
at  before  we  get  to  the  positive. 
We  have  brought  so  much  of  the 
artificial  to  the  season.  Certain- 
ly, there  is  tinsel,  colored  lights 
and  a  lot  of  hangings  and  trim- 
mings that  should  not  be  there. 
But  there  are  so  many  good 
things  that  shine  through  it  all. 

Much  of  the  happiness, 
smiles,  and  goodwill  are  for 
real  when  a  person  truly  knows 
Jesus  as  Saviour.  We  do  live  in 
a  world  where  most  of  the  trim- 
mings are  mere  pretense  and 
false,  and  every  day  we  face  | 
these  circumstances,  not  just  11 
during  the  Christmas  season, 
j  But  many  people— Christian 
j  people,  lay  waste  the  month  of 


December   because    of  the 
negative,  instead  of  calling  at-  j 
tention  to  the  positive  aspects 
of  the  gospel  of  Christ. 

Many  sermons  are  devoted  to 
an  attack  on  the  negatives  of 
Christmas  trees  and  the  pursuit 
of  the  phantom  called  Santa 
Claus.  They  then  forget  the  fact 
that  it  is  time  to  talk  about 
Jesus  Christ  who  is  the  greatest 
gift  given.  There  are  so  many 
things  to  look  at  and  meditate 
upon:  like  a  God-given  special 
star,  shepherds  having  one  of 
the  best  seats  in  the  universe  to 
the  coming  of  the  babe  in  the 
manger— the  Redeemer  of 
mankind.  There  were  men 
from  the  east  and  precious  gifts 
symbolizing  future  events  in 
His  life.  What  a  time  of  reflec- 
tion and  awe  can  be  found  in  the 
period  surrounding  Christmas. 

So  do  not  become  a  viewer  of  i 
all  the  negatives,  but,  rather, 
through  your  experience  of  be-  j 
ing  a  Christian,  let  your  friends  , 
and  family  know  and  see  that  j 
Christmas  is  a  time  to  rejoice 
and  be  glad  because  it  calls  at- 
tention to  the  fact  that  God,  the 
Father,  has  sent  His  Son,  Jesus 
Christ,  into  an  artificial  world 
of  sinful  men  to  make  salvation 
possible.  When  we  know  Him, 
we  can  walk  on  artificial  turf 
and  still  live  in  the  realm  of  the 
real.  The  Christian  life  brings* 
j  people  to  the  place  of  reality 
j  and  gives  hope  of  the  ultimate 
escape  of  the  unreal— eternity  0 
with  God.

Cheer 
For  the 
Cheerless 


Stress  and  anxiety  are  mild  words  for  what 
many  people  experience  during  the  Christmas 
season.  Pressures  keep  Christmas  from  becom- 
ing a  warm  celebration  that  affirms  loved  ones 
through  food,  fellowship  and  simple  gift  giving. 
The  ten  billion  plus  dollars  spent  for  Christmas 
does  not  ease  the  pain.  Tons  of  plastic  and  metal 
decorations  do  not  lift  the  load.  Clever  television 
spots  underwritten  by  companies  such  as  Bank- 
americard  do  not  help. 

This  annual  rite  of  gift-giving,  as  we  present- 
ly know  it,  can  become  an  increasing  burden  that 
tends  to  overwhelm  the  simple  beauty  and 
humility  of  Bethlehem.  The  church  has  a 
magnificent  opportunity  to  be  a  support- giving 
and  life-supporting  fellowship.  A  few  practical 
suggestions  may  turn  our  efforts  in  a  new  direc- 
tion. 

Take  the  time  to  identify  persons  under 
stressful  circumstances.  Think  about  those  who 
have  traveled  the  paths  of  failure,  illness, 
bereavement,  broken  relationships,  depression, 
and  misdirection.  You  know  those  persons  for 
whom  the  coping  mechanism  has  broken  down. 
You  have  held  their  hands,  listened  to  their  cries, 
experienced  their  pain.  Before  your  eyes,  they 
have  grown  frail.  Hopes  have  been  shattered. 
Loves  lost.  Fears  are  realities.  Identify  these 
people.  As  a  tribute  to  the  spirit  of  Christmas,  act 
to  break  the  monotony  and  to  ease  the  strain. 

Bring  these  people  together.  Link  them  to 
persons  who  can  help  make  personal  decora- 
tions, buy  a  live  tree  for  the  church  yard,  or  tie 
ribbons  on  a  schefflera,  dip  a  candle,  frame  a 
picture,  renew  an  old  possession,  plant  some 
spring  bulbs,  string  a  necklace,  write  a 
Christmas  letter,  clean  the  altar  furnishings,  or 
pay  a  visit.  This  approach  builds  relationships. 
Love  becomes  incarnate. 

Correspondence  can  be  important.  Write  a 
note  or  personal  letter  to  every  person  on  your 
list.  Print  and  mail  Advent  and  Christmas  ser- 
mons. Better  still,  arrange  to  have  them  hand- 
delivered  by  church  members.  Use  your  in- 
fluence to  inspire  a  church  group  to  correspond 
with  those  who  need  to  be  remembered. 


Being  available  is  essential.  While  the  rest  of 
our  society  moves  at  an  expressway  pace,  we 
should  keep  our  schedules  lean  to  free  us  to  re- 
spond to  the  stress  in  the  lives  of  others  who 
might  need  us.  Communicate  your  availability. 

Consider  including  others  who  might  be 
alone  in  your  celebrations.  Following  a 
Christmas  Eve  worship  experience,  a  recent 
divorcee  and  her  teen-aged  son  decided  to  have  a 
Coke  and  hamburger  at  a  nearby  restaurant. 
They  ate  alone  and  in  silence.  The  son  broke  the 
silence  by  saying,  "Mother,  let's  not  ever  go  to 
church  again  on  Christmas  Eve.  It  was  awful 
seeing  all  of  those  happy  families.  After  service, 
they  had  others  to  be  with  and  we  are  here 
alone."  The  mother  said  that  she  "almost  choked 
on  her  mustard."  By  being  creative  and  sen- 
sitive, we  can  make  life  easier  for  persons  with 
such  needs. 

The  message  of  Christmas  can  comfort 
families  facing  hard  times:  the  message  of  Em- 
manuel—God with  us.  Let  your  creative  juices 
flow  as  you  attempt  to  bring  that  Word  to  the 
hurts  and  needs  of  people.  When  that  linkage  is 
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GUIDELINES 
FOR  GIVING 

Christmas  is  the  time 
of  the  year  when  people  act 
as  they  should  all  year  long. 
Well,  most  people   do,  anyway. 
Hearts   become   more  generous  and 
pocketbooks  suffer  as  a  result.  Following 
are  some  guidelines  to  help  you  with  your 
Christmas  gift  giving. 

1.  Remember  whose  birthday  it  is.  Begin  by 
recognizing  that  Christmas  is  the  day  we 
celebrate  the  birth  of  Jesus  Christ.  When  we 
celebrate  a  birthday  we  give  gifts  to  the  person 
whose  birthday  it  is.  Moreover,  we  are  careful  to 
choose  what  that  person  expressly  wants  and 
needs.  Is  there  any  doubt  about  what  Jesus 
wants  us  to  give  Him?  He  pointedly  insists  that 
we  find  the  hungry,  the  naked,  the  stranger,  the 
sick,  and  the  imprisoned. 

Gifts  of  our  time,  skills,  and  money  to  sup- 
port ministries  to  "the  least  of  these"  should 
be  the  beginning  points  of  gift  giving  at 
^Christmas.    Find  ministries  which 
{  xxhave  programs  for  such  groups 
as  senior  adults,  those  in 
prison,  in-house  care  for 
Joster   children,  half- 
house  residents, 
and  give  yourself. 
2.  Plan  your 
gift 

giving.  Consider" 
the  person,  your  own\ 
time,  skills  and  money. 
With  these  things  in  mindT* 
consider  and  plan  the  gift  to* 
be  given.  Do  not  look  at 
catalogues  or  go  to  stores  to  look 
without  having  some  idea  in  mind. 
3.  Give  yourself.  Gift  giving  is 


essential  to  the 
health  of  our  society, 
but  the  traditional  pur- 
chase of  gifts  is  essential  only 
to  convenience  and  the  store's 
profit.  Since  giving  a  gift  both 
affirms  and  strengthens  a 
relationship,  remember  that  the  highest 
form  of  giving  is  the  giving  of  one's  self. 
For  example,  give  an  uninterrupted  period  of 
time  to  a  child  or  loved  one  on  a  regular  basis; 
or  use  a  skill  you  have  or  teach  that  skill  to  some- 
one else. 

Need  some  ideas?  Consider  these:  Cook 
traditional  foods  like  cookies  and  holiday  candies 
(or  a  personal  specialty  bread).  Invite  friends  to 
share  their  family  recipes  with  you. 
Sew  soft  toys  or  puppets  for  a  child. 
Frame  a  favorite  picture.  Enclose  a  letter, 
poem,  or  composition  that  relates  the  memories 
you  have  of  the  events  photographed. 

Renew  an  old  friendship— or  an  old  posses- 
sion. Rebind  a  tattered  book  or  refinish  a 
piece  of  furniture. 

4.  Buy  with  conscience.  We  are  ^ 
not  opposed  to  purchasing  gifts ; 
but  purchasing  gifts  does  re- 
quire careful  thought. 

Ask,  "Does  this  gift, 
reflect  the  values  I 
want  to  share?  ^ 
What  does  it 
say  about 

me?  What  does 
it  say  about  the 
/  person  receiving  the 
gift  when  I  give  a  war 
toy?  a  gift  that  reenforces 
sexist  or  racist  attitudes? 
this  gift  encourage  conser- 
/*  vation  rather  than  consumption? 
/  Does  this  gift    stimulate  spiritual, 
mental  or  physical  growth? 


No,  these  guidelines  are  not  all  inclusive— they  are  merely 
suggestions  which  will  hopefully  cause  you  to  think  before/]^ 


you  spend.  In  the  end,  it  is  you  who  must  set  guidelines  for 
your  own  spending  and  giving. 
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Holiday  Ideas 
For 

Family  Worship 


Christmas  is  coming,  and 
with  it  the  busiest  time  of  year 
for  families.  Few  events 
generate  as  much  excitement 
and  expectation.  Advent  and 
Christmas  are  major  celebra- 
tions on  our  church  calendars. 
Stores  are  decorated, 
Christmas  music  pours  from 
the  radio,  TV  specials  compete 
for  viewers.  This  season  is 
unique  in  our  culture. 

These  are  also  times  that  can 
get  away  from  us.  We  can  get 
so  busy  that  we  forget  to  enjoy 
it. 

If  you  are  a  single-parent 
family,  the  challenge  is  com- 
pounded because  you  may  have 
to  carry  a  double  load  during 
the  holidays.  In  particular,  if 
this  is  your  first  Christmas 
without  your  spouse,  it  can  be  a 
difficult  time  emotionally. 

Whatever  your  family  situa- 
tion, we  have  designed  these 
devotions  so  that  you  can  adapt 
them  to  your  needs. 

Several  years  ago  we  re- 
ceived a  book  that  changed  the 
way  our  family  approaches 
Christmas:  You  Can  Choose 
Christmas,  by  Clyde  Reid.  The 
message  of  the  book  is  that  we 
can  make  choices  and  plan  to 
make  Christmas  more  mean- 
ingful. We  invite  you  to  look  at 
the  coming  season  and  make 
choices  meaningful  to  your 
family. 

A  wide  variety  of  resources 
are  available  to  you.  Your  local 
religious  bookstore  offers  Ad-

vent  calendars  and  books  about 
Christmas  customs  and  tradi- 
tions. We  have  found  The  Alter- 


nate Celebrations  Catalogue 
helpful.  Many  churches 
prepare  Advent  booklets.  Using 
these  sources  of  ideas,  spend 
some  time  as  a  family  talking 
about  what  each  person  wants 
and  needs;  then  decide  how  to 
make  these  events  happen. 

The  holiday  season  is  rich  in 
family  traditions.  One  en- 
joyable activity  is  sharing  the 
sources  of  these  traditions.  If 
your  family  is  young,  establish 
some  new  traditions. 

If  you  are  a  young  couple,  you 
may  need  to  do  some  nego- 
tiating to  arrive  at  your  new 
traditions.  Each  of  you  comes 
to  marriage  from  a  different 
family      with  different 


Christmas  traditions.  You  have 
the  opportunity  to  create  new 
traditions  as  well  as  to  incor- 
porate family-of-origin  tradi- 
tions into  your  new  family. 

As  traditions  evolve  and  the 
children  grow  into  the  teen 
years,  they  may  appear  to  re- 
ject some  cherished  family 
traditions.  Relax.  They  are  ap- 
proaching the  time  in  their 
lives  when  they  will  leave  their 
family  of  origin.  One  way  for 
them  to  get  ready  emotionally 
is  to  reject  some  of  their 
parents'  folkways.  They  also 
become  self-conscious  and 
resist  activities  that  call  atten- 
tion to  themselves.  This  may  be 
a  time  to  rethink  your  tradi- 
tions. For  example,  if  caroling 
has  been  a  tradition  and  your 
teens  refuse  to  go  this  year, 
suggest  doing  it  in  your  own 
home. 

If  your  children  are  young, 
remember  to  keep  your 
Christmas  events  more  active. 
Stories  should  be  short.  Instead 
of  reading  the  nativity  story 
from  the  Bible,  reword  or  ex- 
plain it  to  simplify  the 
language. 

Moving  into  the  season,  think 
of  new  and  different  ways  to 
prepare  for  Christmas  this 
year.  For  example,  have  you 
ever  cut  your  own  tree?  Check 
with  your  local  agriculture 
department  or  U.S.  Forestry 
Service. 

Making  Chrismon  ornaments 
for  the  tree,  popular  in  many 
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churches,  is  suitable  for  a  fami- 
ly evening.  Patterns  are 
available  in  most  books  on  Ad- 
vent. You  may  want  to  start 
building  a  family  Christmas 
library;  each  year,  select  a  new 
book  or  a  record  album. 

Week  1:  Joy  of  Giving 

Goal.  To  focus  on  the  giving 
of  gifts  and  its  symbolism  and 
to  help  the  children  experience 
the  joy  of  giving. 

Suggested  Scripture.  Mat- 
thew 25:35 

Materials  needed.  Paper, 
pencils,  Christmas  gift 
catalogues 

Activity.  Selecting  the 
perfect  gift  for  each  family 
member  can  be  an  exciting  ex- 
perience, but  sometimes  a  bit 
frightening.  The  gift,  and  the 
thought  behind  it,  say  much  to 
the  person  receiving  it. 

Can  you  remember  the  first 
time  you  gave  your  parents  a 
Christmas  present?  Did  you 
select  it,  or  did  Mom  or  Dad 
select  it  and  let  you  sign  the 
card?  How  about  your 
memories  of  those  early 
Christmas  shopping  trips? 
These  memories  will  provide 
insights  into  how  to  handle  giv- 
ing. 

Use  family  time  to  talk  about 
gifts.  First,  read  the  Scripture. 
Discuss  what  the  Scripture  is 
telling  us  about  giving  gifts. 
Next,  ask  each  person  to 
prepare  a  list  of  names  to 
whom  gifts  are  to  be  given.  For 
each  person,  list  details  known 
about  him  or  her:  favorite  ac- 
tivity, hobby  interests,  favorite 
colors,  needs. 

A  fun  way  to  do  this  is  to  in- 
terview one  another.  You  can 
also  ask  for  suggestions  on 
what  each  person  wants  or 
needs. 

After  interviewing  one 
another,  spend  some  time 
listing  possible  gifts.  Gifts  can 
be  purchased  or  made.  Talk 


about  the  possibilities.  We  have 
used  candy,  cookies,  tree  or- 
naments, drawings. 

A  gift  of  time  is  another 
possibility.  Time  can  be  a 
special  gift  for  grandparents  or 
older  people  who  have  all  of  the 
material  objects  they  need.  Gift 
catalogues  can  be  helpful  for 
young  children  in  coming  up 
with  ideas. 

Reflection  questions.  Go  back 
to  the  Scripture  for  a  moment. 
What  does  it  mean  to  give?  Are 
there  others  you  need  to  add  to 
the  lists?  What  about  those  less 
fortunate,  who  are  unable  to 
have  Christmas?  Does  your 
church  have  a  program  to  help 
needy  families  in  the  communi- 
ty? Are  there  other  community 
service  groups  to  work  with? 

Closing.  Now  that  your  lists 
are  ready,  be  sure  to  schedule 
time  to  go  shopping  or  to  make 
the  gifts.  Schedule  special  shop- 
ping trips  for  the  children. 
Close  with  a  prayer,  thanking 
God  for  the  gifts  of  life  and 
forgiveness,  of  love  and  joy. 
Thank  God  for  the  gift  of  one 
another. 

Week  2:  Decorations 

Goal.  To  talk  about  and  plan 
Christmas  decorations  in  the 
home,  to  focus  on  the  why  of 
Christmas  and  its  decorations. 

Suggested  Scripture.  Isaiah 
11:1-10 

Materials  needed.  Book  on 
Christmas  traditions  and 
customs,  material  for  making 
tree  ornaments— glue,  glitter, 
styrofoam,  ribbon 

Activity.  Decorations  are  an 
important  part  of  the 
Christmas  celebration.  The 
tree,  manger  scene,  lights, 
wreaths— these  and  more  are 
all  a  part  of  Christmas.  Behind 
each  decoration  is  a  story,  a 
tradition  that  makes  it  special 
for  your  family.  Many  of  the 
decorations  and  symbols  have 
specific  meanings  that  we  often 
are  unaware  of. 


Christmas  in  modern 
America  can  easily  become 
commercial.  Talking  about  the 
symbols  and  decorations  is  a 
good  way  to  refocus  on  the 
celebration  of  Jesus'  birth. 

Before  getting  out  your 
decorations  this  year,  spend 
some  time  as  a  family  talking 
about  decorations  and  customs. 
Your  local  library  or  religious 
book  store  can  provide 
reference  material.  Where  did 
such  customs  as  the  tree,  door 
wreaths,  the  creche  come 
from?  Some  of  our  Christmas 
customs  originated  in  pagan 
celebrations  in  Europe.  Behind 
each  Christmas  carol  is  the 
story  of  its  origin. 

Spend  several  evenings  talk- 
ing about  these  customs.  What 
do  Mom  and  Dad  remember  of 
their  childhood  Christmases? 
Are  there  new  traditions  your 
family  wants  to  start?  In  our 
family  each  child  selects  a  new 
ornament  each  year.  Our  tree 
now  carries  many  memories 
with  more  added  each  year.  If 
you  would  like  to  make  some 
new  ornaments,  set  aside  an 
evening  for  the  family  to  work 
together. 

Schedule  decorating  the  tree 
on  an  evening  when  there  are 
no  other  activities.  You  may 
want  to  invite  friends  to  share 
the  evening  with  you.  If  you  do, 
remember  that  the  evening  is 
to  share  with  one  another,  not 
to  entertain  guests.  As  you 
decorate  your  tree,  continue 
talking  about  family  traditions 
around  the  tree.  Share  the 
history  of  your  other  house 
decorations  with  your  family. 

Reflection  questions.  After 
the  tree  is  decorated,  sit  down 
and  enjoy  your  creation.  So 
often  we  rush  through  the  task 
and  rush  on  to  other  activities. 
The  tree  is  a  unique  expression 
of  your  family— there  is  no 
other  tree  like  it,  just  as  there  is 
(Turn  the  Page) 
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no  other  family  exactly  like 
yours.  Celebrate  by  singing 
your  favorite  carol.  Read  aloud 
and  talk  about  the  Scripture  in 
Isaiah  that  predicts  Jesus' 
coming. 

Closing.  Close  your  evening 
with  refreshments:  Christmas 
cookies,  popcorn,  cocoa,  or  hot 
apple  cider.  As  you  nibble  and 
sip,  talk  about  how  decorating 
the  tree  this  year  was  different 
from  previous  years. 

Week  3:  Relationships 

Goal.  To  remember  and  re- 
joice in  our  relationship  with 
family  and  friends  through 
their  Christmas  cards. 

Suggested  Scripture:  1  Corin- 
thians 16 : 19-20 ;  Titus  3 : 15. 

Materials  needed:  All  the 
Christmas  cards  received  this 
year 

Activity.  Each  year,  cards 
come  in  from  friends  and 
relatives  around  the  country.  In 
many  cases,  these  are  persons 
we  hear  from  only  at 
Christmas.  Yet  these  were 
significant  people  in  our  lives  at 
some  point.  Many  of  them 
helped  influence  who  we  are. 
Remembering  and  sharing  who 
they  are  provides  a  special 
evening. 

In  the  Scripture  passages, 
letters  are  used  to  convey  love, 
greetings,  and  unity.  Though 
not  as  profound  as  these  Bible 
letters,  Christmas  cards  serve 
a  similar  function:  to  com- 
municate greetings,  love,  and 
care. 

First,  review  the  Scripture. 
Think  of  the  time  and  cir- 
cumstances in  which  these  let- 
ters were  written.  Remember 
that  telephones  were  not 
available,  and  letters  were  the 
only  way  to  communicate  with 
friends  who  lived  many  miles 
away.  How  would  you  close  a 
letter,  if  you  were  in  a  similar 
situation? 

As  a  family,  spend  a  few 


moments  looking  at  each  card 
received  this  year.  Read  the 
printed  message.  Did  the 
sender  include  a  personal 
message?  If  the  children  have 
never  met  the  sender,  explain 
who  the  person  is  and  what  part 
he  or  she  played  in  your  lives. 
Stories  about  the  person  will 
help  bring  him  or  her  to  life. 

After  going  through  the 
cards,  you  may  think  of 
someone  you  want  to  add  to 
your  Christmas  card  list.  Talk 
about  what  you  as  a  family 
want  to  say  to  that  person.  Pay 
particular  attention  to  the 
printed  message  on  a  card. 
Does  it  convey  your  wish  and 
feeling? 

Reflection  questions.  As  a 
result  of  your  experience,  do 
you  want  to  deal  with 
Christmas  cards  differently 
next  year?  Christmas  letters 
are  becoming  more  popular.  Do 
you  want  to  prepare  a  family 
letter  to  send  out?  Handmade 
cards  are  popular  with  younger 
children.  Think  of  ways  your 
family  can  have  a  card  that  is 
uniquely  your  family's. 

Closing.  As  a  closing,  try  a 
new  form  of  prayer.  We  have 
been  talking  about  friends  and 
relatives,  special  people  who 
are  part  of  the  extended  family 
of  Christ.  Gather  in  a  prayer 
circle,  with  the  cards  in  the 
center.  Pick  each  card  up,  one 
by  one.  With  each  one,  visualize 
in  your  mind  that  person  or 
family.  With  younger  children, 
parents  can  help  with  a  few 
words  describing  them.  As  you 
focus  on  each  person,  be  aware 
that  the  Holy  Spirit  is  the  link  to 
that  person.  What  could  be 
more  appropriate  than  to 
remember  these  special  per- 
sons as  a  part  of  celebrating 
Jesus'  birth? 

Week  4:  Family  Roots 

Goal.  To  experience  our 
family  roots  through  the 
Christmas  gathering  of  family. 


Suggested  Scripture.  Ephe- 
sians  3:17-19. 

Material  needed.  Paper,  pen- 
cil, or  a  cassette  tape  recorder 
and  recorder  and  blank  tapes 

Activity.  The  preparations 
are  almost  complete;  the  last- 
minute  shopping  done.  Children 
are  out  of  school.  The 
Christmas  Eve  services  are  at- 
tended. Christmas  dinner  is 
prepared  and  shared.  Gifts  are 
exchanged  and  opened.  And  as 
the  years  go  by,  memories  dim 
and  details  fade.  Modern  elec- 
tronics have  provided  an  easy 
way  to  create  a  different  kind  of 
family  album. 

After  the  gifts  are  opened,  get 
out  your  cassette  recorder.  In- 
terview one  another  and  record 
it.  What  has  been  especially 
meaningful  or  unusual  about 
Christmas  this  year?  If  grand- 
parents are  visiting,  ask  them 
to  share  their  memories  of 
childhood  Christmases  and 
Christmases  when  Mom  and 
Dad  were  children. 

This  project  can  be  spread 
over  several  evenings. 
Preserve  these  tapes  for  future 
years. 

Reflection  questions.  We  find 
many  examples  in  the  Bible  of 
family  tree  information.  What 
does  that  say  to  us  about  our 
own  family  heritage?  What 
were  your  own  ancestors  like? 
What  was  their  occupation? 
Where  did  they  come  from? 
How  has  God  moved  in  your 
own  family? 

Closing.  Take  a  moment  at 
the  end  of  Christmas  Day  to 
remember  the  basic  reason  for 
Christmas.  We  are  each  a  part 
of  the  family  of  Jesus  Christ. 
His  birth,  life,  and  Resurrec- 
tion are  as  real  today  as  two 
thousand  years  ago.  God 
weaves  His  presence,  the  Holy 
Spirit,  through  our  heritage  and 
through  us  today.  Praise  God!

found  myself  lying  on  the 
couch  one  night,  and  I  was  not 
feeling  well.  There  were  two 
significant  matters  on  my 
mind.  The  day  had  been  busy 
and  hectic.  I  had  come  to  the 
part  of  the  day  that  I  had  longed 
for  all  day,  a  quiet  time  with 
God  and  His  Word,  some  quiet 
time.  Both  of  the  children  were 
crying  with  ailments  of  their 
own.  Eventually  they  slum- 
bered to  rest. 

Through  the  noise  and  subse- 
quent silence  the  presence  of 
Christ  was  very  real  in  the 
stillness  of  the  room.  The  words 
of  a  testimony  given  by  a  dear 
friend  the  night  before  at 
church  were  on  my  mind.  She 
had  made  mention  of  how  the 
Scriptures  seem  to  jump  out  at 
us  just  when  we  need  them  the 
most.  She  also  noted  that  many 
of  these  Scriptures  had  been 


read  and  applied  over  and  over 
but  they  kept  having  a  new 
meaning. 

I  had  been  reading  from  the 
eighth  chapter  of  Romans  and 
talking  with  the  Lord.  Suddenly 
a  passage  jumped  out  and  near- 
ly bit  me.  Not  only  did  it  jump 
out  at  me  but  also  at  my  par- 
ticular situation.  Verses  24  and 
25  read:  "For  in  this  hope  we 
were  saved.  But  hope  that  is 
seen  is  no  hope  at  all.  Who 
hopes  for  what  he  already  has? 
But  if  we  hope  for  what  we 
do  not  yet  have,  we  wait  for  it 
patiently"  (NIV). 

There  were  two  very  impor- 
tant matters  pending  in  the 
lives  of  my  family,  especially 
for  me.  I  was  trying  to  be  ex- 
cited about  the  possibilities  in- 
volved, but  I  did  not  want  to 
build  my  hopes  up  too  high  only 
to  see  them  shattered.  Sudden- 
ly God's  Word  was  there,  and  it 
was  real.  So  real  that  I  read  the 
passage  over  and  over  again! 


Verse  25  told  me  that  it  was 
all  right  to  hope.  I  discovered 
that  I  needed  to  hope  for  what  I 
wanted  to  come  to  pass.  Sud- 
denly the  last  few  words  of  the 
25th  verse  jumped  again,  this 
time  piercing  my  heart.  I  need 
to  patiently  wait  upon  the  Lord 
and  upon  His  way  for  my  situa- 
tion to  proceed. 

I  had  suddenly  made  two 
very  important  discoveries  in 
my  life.  First,  hope  is  real,  and 
it  is  good  for  me  to  hope. 
Second,  as  I  hope  I  must  pa- 
tiently await  God  and  His  will. 

Men  without  a  vision  shall 
eventually  perish.  Men  without 
hope  have  no  hope.  God  has 
given  us  a  desire  to  hope,  and  I 
believe  we  should  use  our  abili- 
ty and  hope.  Reach  for  a  rain- 
bow, follow  a  star,  dream  a 
mighty  dream.  We  all  need  to 
find  a  rainbow  and  reach  for  it. 
We  all  need  to  find  a  star  and 
follow  it.  We  all  need  to  build  a 
dream  and  dream  it.  We  need 
to  channel  all  of  our  expecta- 
tions towards  God  and  His 
mighty  hands,  because  God  and 
His  Son  are  the  source  of  our 
hope. 

Well,  I  know  that  there  are 
those  who  will  ask,  "What  do 
you  do  when  your  hopes  are 
shattered?"  I  will  build  another 
dream  and  hope  for  it.  I  will 
find  another  star  and  follow  it.  I 
will  find  another  rainbow  and 
reach  for  it.  I  will  rejoice  for 
the  ability  to  hope.  I  will  rejoice 
for  the  time  I  enjoyed  hoping, 
and  I  will  rejoice  for  God's 
answer  to  the  prayers  that  ac- 
companied my  hope. 

Life  is  full  of  mountains  and 
valleys.  Sometimes  we  stay  on 
a  mountaintop  for  a  long  time, 
other  times  we  never  reach  the 
peak.  What  is  important?  For 
me,  knowing  that  I  reached  for 
the  peak  and  knowing  that  if  I 
did  not  get  there  I  can  still  try 
again,  thanks  to  the  grace  of 
God. 
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The  following  was  adapted  from  an  ar- 
ticle written  in  1977  by  Borghild  O. 
Frivold,  who  was  an  army  technician  at 
the  time. 

//s  there  really  a  town 
(J  called  North  Pole  in  the 
faraway  northland  of  ice  and 
snow?  Or  is  it  just  a  figment  of 
childhood  fantasy,  of  reindeer 
and  sleighs  and  a  frost-bearded 
old  man?  A  look  at  a  fair-sized 
map  of  Alaska  answers  this 
question. 

Within  125  miles  of  the  Arctic 
Circle,  just  outside  of  Fair- 
banks, a  tiny  dot  sure  enough 
marks  the  village  of  North 
Pole.  And  a  visit  there  at 
Christmas  would  reveal  a 
childhood  wonderland  nestled 
against  a  silver  forest  at  one 
end  of  its  main  street. 

A  candy-caned  storefront  on 
Santa  Claus  Lane  is  a  colorful 
lure  into  the  world  of  make- 
believe,  where  tots  and  toys 
meet  in  ecstatic  delight,  and 
Santa-fan  mail  from  far  and 
near,  written  in  childish 
scrawls,  receives  replies 
stamped,  "Santa  Claus  House, 
North  Pole,  Alaska." 

But  down  the  icy  main  street, 
over  a  side  road  bordered  by 
frost-fringed  spruce  and  pine, 
looms  another  sign,  JESUS 
TOWN,  U.S.A.  Grass-turfed  log 
houses  appear  around  a  bend  in 
the  road— and  high  into  the 
twilight-hued  winter  sky  climb 
400-foot  towers  of  radio  station 
KJNP,  KING  JESUS  NORTH 
POLE— God's  miracle  of  the 
northland. 

Here,  Gen  and  Don  Nelson 
and  their  staff  have  realized 
their  dream  of  breaking 
through  the  airwaves  of  the 
arctic  with  the  message,  "Unto 
you  is  born  this  day,  a  Saviour, 


which  is  Christ  the  Lord.'* 

This  all-Christian  radio  sta- 
tion, erected  against 
unbelievable  odds,  beams  its 
message  of  hope  across  the  top 
of  the  world  in  four  languages : 
Athabascan  Indian,  Inupiat 
Eskimo,  Russian  and  English, 
reaching  into  Japan,  Scan- 
dinavia and  out  to  New 
Zealand,  Italy  and  Siberia. 

Don  Nelson's  youth  prepared 
him  for  the  challenges  of  the 
future.  He  was  a  part  of  the  dar- 
ing military  crew  that,  in  the 
war  year  of  1942,  cut  a  1600-mile 
swath  through  the  wilderness  to 
shape  the  Alcan  Highway. 

Then  Don  joined  the  Air 
Force  and  trained  on  B25's  and 
26' s.  It  was  on  his  24th  mission 
between  Russia,  Italy  and 
England  that  Don's  plane  was 
hit  and  set  on  fire.  By  a 
miracle,  all  five  men  escaped, 
landing  in  Berlin  where  Don 
was  in  prison  for  11  months. 
After  a  forced  82-day  march  he 
was  liberated  at  the  Elbe 
River,  spent  one  and  a  half 
months  in  a  hospital,  then  was 
discharged. 

All  these  life-changing  events 
climaxed  in  his  conversion  to 
Jesus  Christ  in  1950.  Three  days 
later,  his  wife,  Gen,  sur- 
rendered to  Christ  while 
washing  dishes.  Their  daughter 
accepted  the  Lord  as  her 
Saviour  a  year  later,  at  the  age 
of  5. 

With   a   northland  mission 


"call"  that  originated  in  Bible 
School  and  was  confirmed  by 
two  Alaskan  visits^  the  Nelsons 
moved  to  the  arctic  circle 
village  of  Stevens  in  1956. 

For  ten  years  Don  and  Gen 
brought  the  good  news  to  lone 
trappers  and  villagers  of  this 
arctic  country.  Don  turned  his 
military  flying  experience  into 
bush  piloting,  for  air  travel  is 
the  only  access  to  Alaska's  ice- 
locked,  mountain-fortressed 
areas. 

After  ten  years  of  flying  to 
remote  villages,  conducting 
religious  services  and  Bible 
schools,  the  Nelsons  realized 
the  need  of  reaching  remote 
areas  more  effectively. 

Gospel  programming.  That 
was  the  answer.  Even  though  a 
lonely  trapper  might  lack 
modern  conveniences,  he 
owned  a  radio.  Every  cabin  on 
the  lone  40  mile  was  a  potential 
chapel. 

Efforts  to  buy  time  on  a  local 
station  at  Fairbanks  brought  a 
half  hour  with  specific  restric- 
tions. No  preaching.  They  could 
sing,  pray  and  make  an- 
nouncements. The  response  to 
the  Saturday  night  program 
was  phenomenal.  From  all  over 
the  remote  churchless  reaches 
of  the  Arctic  came  letters  ex- 
pressing a  desire  for  more. 

Alaska  needed  a  Christian 
station— and  the  Nelsons  were 
challenged  to  meet  that  need.  A 
station  in  Fairbanks  was  for 
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sale,  but  the  cost  was  over- 
whelming. But  the  God  of 
miracles  was  already  at  work. 

Miles  away  and  months 
before,  a  man  in  Minneapolis 
was  in  prayer  when  God  spoke 
to  him  to  offer  $4,000  for  a  radio 
station. 

During  a  home  prayer 
meeting  in  Nenana,  a  family 
pledged  $1,000.  And  a  woman 
widowed  by  the  1964  Alaska 
earthquake  loaned  her  hus- 
band's $10,000  military  in- 
surance. 

These  were  encouragements 
toward  the  $150,000  goal.  But 
while  the  money  was  coming  in, 
the  station  was  sold  — to 
someone  else. 

Then  came  the  greater 
challenge  backed  by  God's 
promise  to  remove  mountains: 
build  their  own  station.  But 
where  and  how?  They  were 
unlearned  in  the  field  of  pro- 
gramming and  broadcasting. 

A  man  with  a  large  tract  of 
land  he  had  dedicated  to  the 
Lord  offered  57  acres  for  the 
radio  station.  And  this  is  how 
the  news  of  the  real  Christmas 
story  reached  North  Pole, 
Alaska.  Sod-roofed  log  houses 
were  built  on  the  site  with  a 
warehouse,  garage  and  trailer 
wanigan  for  Calvary's  North- 
ern Light's  Mission.  And  a  crew 
came  by  faith,  with  no  prom- 
ised support. 

The  rest  of  the  story  is  a 
thrilling  saga  of  God's  provi- 
sion. An  engineer  with  radio  ex- 
pertise at  the  precisely  needed 
moment.  An  available  frequen- 
cy—1170  on  the  dial— whose 
numbers  spoke  of  witnessing: 
11  for  the  faithful  disciples  and 
70  for  those  who  went  forth  with 
the  good  news. 

After  numerous  suspense- 
filled  investigations  and 
amendments,  and  against 
natural  odds,  the  Federal  Com- 
munications Commission 
granted  permission  to  build  the 
new  station. 


And  equipment?  Twenty-two 
thousand  vital  pounds  were 
miraculously  collected  in  mid- 
U.S.  But  they  had  to  be  hauled 
by  truck  over  the  snow  and  ice 
packed  Alcan  Highway.  At  one 
place  they  reached  a  detour 
built  around  a  washed-out 
bridge.  Don  finally  made  it 
down  to  the  bottom  of  the 
ravine  only  to  discover  his  load 
couldn't  make  the  grade  on  the 
other  side.  His  partner  backed 
the  pickup  down  and  hooked  on- 
to the  large  load.  Both  vehicles 
just  spun  their  wheels. 

They  stopped  and  prayed— 
and  went  up  without  any  trou- 
ble. 

A  broken  wheel  hub!  It  was 
850  miles  back  to  the  nearest 
Alcan  Auto  Supply!  Just  then 
they  discovered  some  aban- 
doned cars.  The  very  first  one 
yielded  an  exact  fit! 

Often  they  drove  through 
axel-deep  mud,  sometimes 
over  ice-slick  grades,  but  they 
made  it  to  North  Pole  with 
every  piece  of  equipment  in- 
tact. Installation  entailed 
digging  through  the  northlands' 
perma  frost,  burying  hundreds 
of  feet  of  coiled  copper  wire, 
erecting  an  immense  concrete 
pillar  and  hoisting  the  huge 
tower  in  place  with  hundreds  of 
feet  of  cable  held  in  place  with 
850  cable  clamps— a  colossal 
feat. 

After  two  years  of  broad- 
casting, the  10,000-watt  station 
proved  inadequate.  Continuous 
summer  daylight  (and  mag- 
netic disturbances  from  the 
Aurora  Borealis)  caused  radio 
signals  to  fade.  An  increase  of 
power  would  mean  a  tremen- 
dous increase  of  coverage. 

Obstacles  included  lack  of 
engineering  know-how,  stag- 
gering cost,  and  a  FCC  freeze 
on  broadcasting  wattage.  But 
having  proved  God's  faith- 
fulness in  the  initial  step,  it  was 
easier  to  trust  Him  for  His  sup- 
ply in  the  larger  one.  One  by 


one  the  problems  lifted.  A  new 
tower  and  transmitter  were  ob- 
tained from  the  "outside" 
states  and  installed  with  50,000 
watts  non directional  days  and 
50,000  watts  directional  nights 
to  protect  the  two  large  stations 
in  Oklahoma  and  West  Vir- 
ginia. 

But  before  the  enlargement 
project  could  be  completed, 
vandals  cut  the  guy  cables  and 
tumbled  the  425-foot  tower  to 
the  ground,  with  a  $20,000  set- 
back and  another  arduous  trip 
"outside." 

The  goal  to  go  on  the  air  by 
Christmas  seemed  all  but  lost 
when  a  tremendous  wind  storm 
with  unbelievable  midwinter 
rain  felled  trees  and  cut  power. 
But  God  gave  assurance  that 
this  battle  was  His— and  He 
would  be  victor. 

On  Christmas  Day  1970, 
modern  electronics  activated 
the  50,000-watt  equipment  into 
the  "Voice  of  One  crying  in  the 
wilderness— prepare  ye  the 
way  of  the  Lord." 

Letters  have  come  from  far 
and  near— some  on  exotic  sta- 
tionary, some  on  a  scrap  of 
paper,  some  on  used  envelopes, 
some  on  birch  bark.  One  came 
from  a  busy  country  hunter 
with  frozen  feet,  but  a  heart 
that  had  been  made  alive  via 
radio-borne  gospel.  A  young 
trapper  in  an  isolated  trappers' 
camp  was  brought  to  Christ, 
then  Bible  school  for  the 
ministry.  A  man  alone  in  ice- 
swept  Point  Barrow  turned  his 
life  over  to  Christ. 

By  the  end  of  1977,  a  25,000 
watt  FM  radio  and  television 
outreach  were  added  to  the  pro- 
gram—visualizing for  this 
North  Pole  fantasyland  the 
reality,  wonder  and  awe  of  that 
message  first  carried  by  hum- 
ble shepherds— flinging  out  to 
hardened  humanity  that  song 
borne  by  angel  cadence  from 
Heaven's  ethereal  glory :  "Unto 
you— a  Saviour  is  born."

OUR  CHURCH  SEMINAR

Our  church  seminar  was  held  at  the  Sat  Tal 
Ashram  from  September  14-19,  1985.  It  was 
scheduled  a  little  earlier  because  of  my  visit  to 
North  Carolina.  Had  it  not  been  called  at  this 
time,  it  would  have  been  possible  on  my  return 
home  but  that  would  be  the  coldest  time  in  the 
hills.  We  reached  the  campus  of  Sat  Tal  Ashram 
while  it  was  raining  and  left  it  during  the  rains. 
We  had  rainfall  in  early  July  and  thereafter  the 
season  was  dry  and  it  rained  now  when  the  rainy 
season  is  almost  over  with  the  result  that  in  our 
state  of  Uttar  Pradesh  all  rivers  are  in  spate  and 
the  flood  situation  is  facing  us. 

We  are  grateful  to  God  that  we  had  the  op- 
portunity of  holding  the  seminar  again  this  year 
as  in  the  previous  years.  We  thank  the  people  of 
North  Carolina  for  the  funds  sent  through  our 
Director-Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Foreign  Mis- 
sions, which  enabled  us  to  make  good  the  entire 
expenses   incurred   in   connection   with  the 


seminar.  We  are  also  happy  to  report  that  none 
of  the  delegates  got  sick  this  time  and  all  re- 
turned well  back  to  their  home. 

There  were  58  delegates  from  the  circuits  of 
Sirauli,  Asafpur,  Chabra,  Seondara,  Shergarh, 
Dhaunra  Tanda,  Perveznagar,  Gotha,  Bhatpura, 
Manve,  Sagalpur,  Tanda  and  Bareilly.  They  ful- 
ly shared  and  participated  in  the  entire  activities 
of  the  seminar.  The  seminar  was  inaugurated  by 
the  undersigned  with  the  Holy  Communion,  and 
the  Bible  study  was  led  by  the  Revs.  D.  P.  Titus 
and  Isa  Charan.  "Laity  and  the  Church"  was  an 
interesting  topic  on  all  these  days,  which  was 
taught  by  Dr.  Naresh  Paul  and  the  Rev.  Ashok 
Roy  of  Bareilly.  Rural  evangelism  was  largely 
discussed  by  the  Revs.  Puttan  Masih  and  Masih 
Charan.  Dr.  James  kept  the  seminar  in  emotion 
and  inspiration  with  the  songs  led  by  the  seminar 
choir.  I  repeated  the  church  doctrines  to  the 
delegates.  Reports  of  the  preachers  and  deacons 
were  heard,  and  I  was  able  to  answer  the  many 
questions  of  the  delegates. 
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We  are  happy  that  Gyan  Chand  Kamwal, 
Archbishop  of  the  Indian  National  church,  and 
his  wife  also  visited  Sat  Tal,  and  he  was  our  guest 
speaker  in  morning  devotions.  The  Rev.  Titus 
was  kind  to  spend  his  time  with  us  and  made  our 
people  know  the  difference  between  Christianity 
and  Hinduism,  the  major  religion  in  our  country, 
and  basic  facts  which  should  be  known  by  our 
people  for  the  purpose  of  argument  in  the  rural 
areas,  which  is  a  common  occurence. 

Cultural  programs  and  fellowship  prayers 
were  jointly  led  by  the  rural  people  every  eve- 
ning. Because  of  the  torrential  rains  all  through 
the  seminar  period,  the  campfire  service  and  the 
vesper  service  at  the  lakeside  could  not  be  held. 

It  was  a  unique  opportunity  of  fellowship, 
learning,  strengthening  and  brotherhood.  The 
younger  delegates  were  so  inspired  that  they 
dedicated  themselves  for  the  rural  witness  at 
any  cost.  There  were  decisions,  commitments 
and  dedications  to  the  cause  of  our  Lord  and 
Saviour,  Jesus  Christ. 


One  teacher  of  our  Kaser  Panota  school 
voluntarily  came  to  attend  the  seminar  at  his 
own.  This  Hindu  teacher  having  enjoyed  the 
fellowship  and  convincing  himself  of  the  fact  that 
the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  is  the  only  Source  of  salva- 
tion has  decided  to  accept  the  Lord  as  his  per- 
sonal Saviour.  He  was  given  some  literature  in 
easy  terms  and  a  complete  Bible.  A  follow-up 
program  has  also  been  made  out  for  him. 

We  had  to  arrange  for  50  quintals  of 
firewood.  Because  of  shortage  of  wood  when  we 
held  our  seminar,  Secretary  Pramod  March, 
succeeded  in  procuring  a  permit  from  the  forest 
department. 

We  have  been  alerted  to  look  into  the 
possibility  of  holding  our  seminar  elsewhere  the 
next  year  owing  to  non-availability  of  fuel  and 
Jeep  service. 

In  a  nutshell,  the  seminar  was  a  grand  suc- 
cess, infusing  a  new  life  in  our  people,  who  are  in 
the  fields  of  His  vineyard. 


News  from  the  Philippines 

ON  THE  ROAD 
TO  ACCREDITATION

The  president  of  Palawan  Bi- 
ble College,  the  Rev.  Ludgerio 
E.  Malinao,  and  vice  president 
Fred  Baker,  traveled  to  the 
beautiful  city  of  Cebu  for  the 
annual  meeting  of  the  Philip- 
pine Association  of  Bible  and 
Theological  Schools.  Christian 
educators  from  all  over  the 
Philippines  gathered  on  the  Im- 
manuel  Bible  College  campus 
for  the  September  9th  and  10th 
general  meeting. 

The  Philippine  Association  of 
Bible  and  Theological  Schools 
(PABATS)  is  the  accrediting 
agency  for  Bible  colleges  in  the 
Philippines.  PABATS  works  in 
conjunction  with  the  Asia 
Theological  Association  (ATA). 
ATA  is  the  accrediting  agency 
for  the  whole  of  Asia. 

Palawan  Bible  Institute,  now 
Palawan  Bible  College,  has 
been  a  member  of  PABATS  for 
four  years.  We  have  not  yet  met 
the  accreditation  standards, 
but  we  have  been  working  on 
them.  PBC's  administration 
has  set  the  annual  meeting  in 


1987  as  the  date  goal  for  receiv- 
ing full  accreditation.  Much  of 
our  facilities  and  programs 
meet  the  accreditation  stan- 
dards already.  One  of  our  most 
challenging  tasks  in  the  next  23 
months  is  to  add  four  thousand 
books  to  our  library.  We  will 
need  to  take  out  a  wall  to  add 
additional  circulation  area  in 
the  library.  With  your  continual 
help  and  prayers,  we  are  con- 
vinced that  our  God's  arm  is 
not  short.  He  is  able. 

The  meeting  was  very  infor- 
mative. Two  member  schools 
received  their  accreditation  at 
this  annual  meeting.  This 
brings  the  total  number  of  ac- 
credited Bible  schools  in  the 
Philippines  under  PABATS  to 
four.  Two  other  Bible  colleges 
are  accredited  through  the 
Ministry  of  Education,  Culture, 
and  Sports. 

We  returned  from  the 
meeting  encouraged  to  forge 
ahead  and  to  challenge  the  im- 
possible. Higher  Christian 
education  is  a  must  in  a  nation 
where  the  harvest  is  so  ripe  and 
the  laborers  are  so  few.

THE  PIERSON  LECTURE: 
THE  MAKING  OF  A  LIFE 

Dr.  Pepper  Worthington,  Head 
Language  and  Literature 
Mount  Olive  College 

"There  are  three  spiritual 
laws  that  have  to  do  with 
spiritual  growth,"  said  Dr.  A. 
Purnell  Bailey  at  the  1985  Pier- 
son  Lecture  at  Mount  Olive  Col- 
lege. "First,  you  must  desire 
what  God  has  for  you.  Second, 
you  must  desire  what  God  has 
for  you.  Third,  you  must  desire 
what  God  has  for  you. ' ' 

As  Dr.  Bailey  eyed  the  au- 
dience, he  lowered  his  voice 
and  said  with  the  feeling  that 
emerges  from  time  and  com- 
mitment, "There  is  no  need  of 
speaking  to  the  highest  aspira- 
tion of  life  until  desire  comes. " 

To  establish  a  personal  link- 
ing of  his  life  to  the  process  of 
making  a  life,  Dr.  Bailey 
shared  the  major  experiences 
which  helped  shape  his  life. 
Growing  up  in  rural  Virginia  in 
a  town  of  250  people,  he  learned 
the  significance  of  a  small 
country  church,  the  power  of 
discipline  from  his  Christian 
father,  the  joy  of  simplicity 
from  his  grandmother,  and  the 
zest  for  the  sea  from  his  grand- 
father. 

From  his  early  teachers  Dr. 
Bailey  learned  to  love  history, 
to  identify  with  historical 
figures,  defend  them,  analyze 
them,  be  them  vicariously  for  a 
while.  Their  shoes  became  his 
shoes. 

Teachers  in  Dr.  Bailey's  ex- 
perience taught  him  attitudes 
and  these  attitudes  of  living  and 
of  great  aspirations  were  an- 
chored to  the  people  the 
teachers  had  become.  One  of 
those  teachers,  Willie  Holly, 
taught  him  the  value  of  tithing. 
Skills  excited  him  ;  encourage- 
ment allowed  teachers  to 
multiply  themselves ;  dedica- 
tion created  desires  in  him,  a 


thirst  to  know  more,  be  more, 
give  more. 

At  Randolph-Macon  College, 
he  learned  from  a  chemistry 
teacher  the  sense  of  discovery, 
the  excitement  of  learning,  and 
the  value  of  academic  scholar- 
ship. His  thirsty  teacher  made 
him  thirsty. 

At  Union  Theological 
Seminary  in  Richmond  he 
learned  to  understand  the  Bi- 
ble, to  utilize  the  inductive 
method  of  questioning,  and  to 
renew  thought  by  repetition.  He 
recommended  all  to  discover 
John  Ruskin's  "Essay  on 
Literature,"  an  essay  that 
establishes  the  significance  of 
all  the  parts  linked  to  the 
whole— not  only  a  literary  reali- 
ty of  the  spokes  in  a  wheel  but  a 
theological  reality  of  a  people 
in  a  universe.  This  wholeness- 
with-parts  concept  has  led  Dr. 
Bailey  into  an  ecumenical 
theological  stance  where  he 
currently  serves  as  President 
of  the  National  Temple 
Ministries,  Inc. 

One  of  the  most  significant 
moments  in  his  biblical  studies 


came  when  his  teacher  was 
creating  fervor  for  the  Gospel 
according  to  Luke.  When  the 
teacher  unfolded  Peter's 
answer  to  Christ's  question— 
"Whom  do  you  say  that  I  am?" 
—Dr.  Bailey  never  forgot  the 
impact  of  the  answer,  "Thou 
art  the  Christ,  the  son  of  the  liv- 
ing God." 

In  Dr.  Bailey's  own  life,  the 
process  of  his  spiritual 
awareness  has  moved  him 
from  serving  as  a  chaplain  in 
W.W.II  to  serving  as  a  pastor  of 
small  circuit  churches  as  well 
as  pastor  of  the  largest 
churches  in  Virginia.  Adding  to 
his  outreach,  his  syndicated 
column,  "Daily  Bread,"  has 
reached  many  not  active  in  a 
church. 

Closing  the  Pierson  Lecture, 
Dr.  Bailey  quoted  the  second 
greatest  thought  in  the  making 
of  his  life : 

I  shall  pass  through  this  world  but 
once.  If  there  be  any  kindness  I 
can  show,  if  there  be  any  good 
thing  I  can  do,  let  me  do  it  now.  Let 
me  not  defer  or  neglect  it.  For  I 
shall  not  pass  this  way  again.

Mr.  Harber  taught  "Basic 
Christian  Doctrines,"  Dr.  Dun- 
can taught  the  "Life  of  Christ" 
and  I  taught  "The  History  of 
Christianity"  and  "Biblical 
Church  Administration." 

We  taught  the  leaders  of  a 
H'mong  church  of  over  400  in 
membership.  These  people  are 
intelligent,  friendly  and  have  a 
hunger  for  knowledge. 

They  are  led  by  Pastor  Young 
Tao,  the  most  dedicated  Chris- 
tian I  have  ever  met.  This  is  the 
busiest  pastor  it  has  ever  been

He 
receives  no  help  from  any 
denomination  but  manages  to 
feed  a  family  of  eight  with  the 
meager  income  he  receives 
from  his  members,  who  are 
working  for  sub-standard 
salaries.  They  have  no  building 
of  their  own  and  must  rent  the 
facilities  of  another  church  to 
use  on  Sunday  afternoons. 

We  are  not  able  to  become 
more  involved  with  these  peo- 
ple because  of  a  lack  of  funds, 
but  we  must  pray  for  them. 
They  need  so  much  and  we 
have  provided  so  little.

Church,  I  would  like  to  use  this 
opportunity  to  thank  all  of  you 
who  put  aside  your  jobs,  your 
household  chores  and  used  your 
most  valuable  time  to  attend 
this  leadership  seminar. 

Even  though  many  of  you 
have  attended  partially,  I  can 
declare  this  seminar  a  very 
successful  one.  With  your  par- 
ticipation, we  were  able  to  go 
beyond  our  goals  and  I  am  sure 
many  of  you  have  gained  a  lot 
of  knowledge  and  will  someday 
become  our  leaders  in  the 
church. 

I  would  also  like  to  give  my 
special  thanks  to  Dr.  Duncan, 
Rev.  Harber  and  Rev.  Crisp 
who  have  traveled  a  long 
distance  from  North  Carolina, 
Missouri  and  California  to  Min- 
neapolis just  to  teach  us  how  to 
become  a  leader,  lead  us  closer 
to  the  Lord  Jesus,  getting  to 
know  Him  better  through  the 
Scriptures.

This 
would  never  have  taken  place  if 
we  didn't  have  someone  bring 


us  the  good  news  as  we  just 
have  had  in  the  past  few  days. 

We  would  like  you  to  know 
how  happy  we  are  to  have  you 
with  us  and  share  your  love 
with  us,  widen  our  road  to 
Heaven.  Hoping  that  one  day 
we  will  be  at  each  other's  side 
again  in  front  of  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ. 

We  have  nothing  to  give  you 
in  return  for  your  patience, 
generosity  and  using  your 
times  to  lead  us  through  this 
period  of  time.  We  only  pray 
the  Lord  to  bless  you  and  fulfill 
your  lives  with  happiness,  have 
the  energy  to  serve  Him  and 
lead  His  sheep  until  the  day  He 
comes  back  to  the  world. 

We  have  only  a  small  gift  for 
each  of  you  just  as  a  memorial 
of  the  H'mong  Christian  Church 
and  the  friendship  we 
developed  through  God  just  this 
short  period.

The  Greatest  Need 

(The  following  remarks  were  made  by  the  Field 
Secretary  at  the  Pastors'  and  Superintendents'  Banquet  in 
September. ) 

As  Field  Secretary  I  have  the  privilege  of 
meeting  with  many  pastors,  Sunday  School 
teachers  and  superintendents.  I  see  many  good 
things.  I  see  genuine  concern  for  the  Sunday 
School,  especially  its  growth.  I  see  Christians 
like  you  taking  the  ministry  of  the  Sunday  School 
very  seriously  and  working  hard  to  improve  it.  I 
see  more  and  more  teachers  equipping 
themselves  for  the  sacred  privilege  of  teaching.  I 
see  Sunday  Schools  improving  their  organiza- 
tion, especially  through  establishing  Sunday 
School  councils  to  oversee  and  improve  the  work 
of  the  Sunday  School.  I  see  Sunday  Schools  mak- 
ing use  of  the  ideas  shared  in  the  Care  and  Grow 
Seminars. 

Yes,  I  see  many  good  things.  But  I  also  see 
some  needs,  one  in  particular. 

What  would  you  say  is  the  greatest  need  in 
our  Sunday  Schools?  I  know  that  you  have  your 
answers,  but  this  is  my  time  and  I  want  to  tell 
you  what  I  think  is  the  greatest  need. 

Perhaps  you  think  it  is  better  teaching  or 
better  trained  teachers.  I  would  agree  that  this  is 
a  great  need.  We  are  working  on  it  and  need  to 
work  on  it  a  great  deal  more.  But  I  do  not  think  it 
is  the  greatest  need  of  our  Sunday  Schools. 

Many  of  you  may  think  that  it  is  growth.  I 
would  agree  that  this  too  is  a  tremendous  need. 


The  statistics  show  that  we  have  done  a  very 
poor  job  at  using  the  potential  of  the  Sunday 
School  to  reach  people  for  Christ.  But  as  great  as 
this  need  is,  it  is  not,  in  my  opinion,  our  greatest 
need. 

Perhaps  you  had  other  needs  in  mind— bet- 
ter facilities,  up-to-date  teaching  equipment,  bet- 
ter organization  and  so  on.  I  would  agree.  All  the 
needs  we  have  mentioned  are  great.  But,  to  me, 
not  one  of  them  is  the  greatest. 

I  see  the  greatest  need  in  our  Sunday  Schools 
right  now  to  be  enthusiastic,  inspired  and 
knowledgeable  LEADERSHIP! 

How  are  our  Sunday  Schools  going  to  grow 
without  such  leadership?  How  are  our  teachers 
going  to  receive  the  training  and  assistance  they 
need  without  such  leadership?  How  are  our  Sun- 
day Schools  ever  going  to  be  what  God  has  called 
them  to  be  without  such  leadership? 

God  has  called  us  as  pastors  and 
superintendents  to  provide  that  kind  of  leader- 
ship! Our  Sunday  Schools  are  looking  to  us,  their 
leaders,  for  this  kind  of  leadership! 

The  greatest  need  in  our  Sunday  Schools  is 
LEADERS  with  a  VISION  of  what  the  Sunday 
School  can  be  and  do!  Our  Sunday  Schools  will 
perish  without  a  vision,  and  our  people  are  look- 
ing to  us  for  that  vision.  But  we  cannot  give  them 
what  we  do  not  have ! 

The  greatest  need  in  our  Sunday  Schools  is 
LEADERS  with  the  KNOWLEDGE  and  ABILI-
